Prematurely Sprung by Attempt

Helsingfors, Aug. 1—Sveaborg is en- 
tirely in the hands of the mutineers, 
who now have in their possession every 
kind of armament.

The heaviest artillery was 
used during the conflict. Several offi- 
cers were killed or wounded. The 
wounded were transported to Helsing- 
fors. 

Colonel Nataroff was bayonetted. 
He begged in kindly tones for trans- 
portation to the hospital, promising for- 
giveness in exchange. Instead he was 
stoned and thrown into the water with 
a stone tied around his neck. 


Helsingfors, Aug. 1.—A gigantic mili- 
tary conspiracy, aiming at the simul- 
taneous capture of Russia’s three great 
sea fortresses, Cronstadt, Sebastopol 
and Sveaborg, arranged by the revolu- 
tionary military league, was prema- 
turely sprung here Monday night by 
the attempt to arrest members of a 
company of sappers who had mutinied 
on account of the death of one of their 
comrades, alleged to have been due to 
ill-treatment. 

The entire garrison of the fortress 
at Sveaborg flamed out instantly in re- 
volt. All the artillerymen and sappers 
garrisoning the place were involved. 
Only four companies of infantrymen 
remained loyal. The mutineers seized 
40 machine guns and practically all the 
quick-firers and light artillery in the 
fortress, but even with this aid they 
were unable to hold the main fort 
against the loyal infantry. The fight- 
ing continued all night long. The 
heaviest firing was heard from 11 
o'clock in the evening till 1 in the morn- 
ing. 

Yesterday morning a detachment of 
civilian revolutionists seized the ma- 
rine barracks at Skatudden island, 
hoisted the red flag, and were joined by 
all the marines. Nine cruisers, tor- 
pedo boats and destroyers lying in the 
harbor opened fire on the barracks, 
This fire was answered from the third 
story windows of the barracks with 
machine guns and rifles. 

The torpedo boats and the destroyers, 
which were lying closer to the shore, 
were subjected to such a hot fire from 
the barracks that their crews were 
driven below decks. They finally 
steamed out and joined in the bom- 
bardment with the cruisers. This sea 
attack was in co-operation with attacks 
by Cossacks and Infantry from the land 
side, which began at 9 o'clock in the 
morning and continued throughout the 
whole day. Finally, towards evening, 
the firing ceased and the authorities 
announced that the barracks had been 
captured. 

At 1 o'clock in the afternoon the Cos- 
sacks cleared the square in front of the 
palace facing Sveaborg and then drove 
the public from the entire waterfront 
for the purpose of preventing the send- 
ing of assistance from the city to Svea- 
borg. 


The exact situation at Sveaborg is 
not known. Firing can no longer be 
heard. Rumors are in circulation that 
the entire fortress has now fallen into 
the hands of the insurgents, but they 
lack confirmation. It is believed that 
this cessation of fighting is but a pre- 
lude to the renewal of the battle be- 
tween the mutineers and the govern- 
ment troops. 

An authoritative estimate of the 
killed and wounded cannot be obtained, 
but the casualty list on both sides must 
be heavy, for the fighting was waged 
with desperation. 

There are yarious rumors to be heard 
regarding the fate of the officers who 
were at Sveaborg and in the Skatud- 
den barracks. According to one rumor, 
almost all the officers, and, according to 
another, almost all the junior officers, 
sided with the mutineers. The ma- 
rines at Skatudden are said to have 
convened an elective court martial 
which condemned several officers to in- 
stant execution. 

The wives and families of the officers 
on duty in the fortress were sent ashore 
by General Laiming and not molested 
by the revolutionists. 

The “Red Guard,” whose leaders 
were cognizant of the plot, dispatched 
an expedition by a special train, as soon 
as the revolt broke out, to cut the rail- 
road track outside of the city in order 
to prevent the arrival of reinforce- 
ments. 

A general strike was declared yester- 
day afternoon and was obeyed by the 
workmen of all the factories. 

Captain Koch, an ex-officer of the 
army and a socialist, who was leader 
of the November strikes, siopped the 
St. Petersburg express yesterday. He 
Was supported by revolutionists. This 
occurred near Riihioaki. Koch was 
joined by the Riihioaki “Red Guard” 
of 8 men. At 10 o'clock the entire 
party went to Kikia stdtion and were 
breaking up the tracks, thus cutting 
off the approach of intended reinforce- 
ments reported to be coming from 
Willmanstrand and Viborg. Up to the 
present time this bk’ * heen the only na- 
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A further cause of the revolt is sald 
to lie in the fact that yesterday was 
the anniversary of a mining disaster, 
caused by reckless officers, in which a 
dozen men lost their lives. 

The Viborg manifesto of the out- 
lawed parliament has been distributed 
among the Cossacks, who quietly put 
ft in their pockets. Numerous Russian 
revolutionists have suddenly become 
visible in town. 

The cruiser squadron, including the 
battleship Slava, is reported to have 
sailed from Reval yesterday afternoon. 

The telegraph building at Sveaborg 
is reported in ruins. The barracks and 
the cathedral there are badly damaged 
as a result of the shells from 11-inch 
guns. 

The Socialists are expectant, but the 
townspeople fear a bombardment 
should the squadron arrive. 


Another Uprising imminent 
St. Petersburg, Aug. 1—Ominous dis- 
content is reported among the troops 
at Tambovy, in central Russia. Copies 
of the appeal to the army issued by 
the lower house were distributed to the 
soldiers there. 


Fighting Still In Progress 
London, Aug. 1.—A dispatch received 
here from Helsingfors says fierce fight- 
ing broke out again last night in the 
Sveaborg fortress and is still proceed- 
ing. 


Lynched In Sight of Victim 

Atlanta, Aug. 1.—Floyd Carmichael, 
a negro, 22 years old, who was identi- 
fied by Miss Annie Poole as the man 
who had assaulted her early yesterday, 
was shot in front of the Poole residence 
at Lakewood in sight of his victim late 
yesterday by a posse which had cap- 
tured him. Annie Poole, whois 15 
years old, was attacked by the negro 
and choked into unconsciousness. Late 
yesterday afternoon the negro was 
captured and brought into Miss Poole’s 
presence and she immediately identi- 
fied him. A volley of shots rang out 
and the negro fell dead. 


Scott Letters Admitted 
Pittsburg, Aug. 1.—Attorneys for 
Augustus Hartje, who is seeking a di- 
yorce from his wife, have somewhat 
unexpectedly closed their case. The 
much-disputed Helen Scott letters 
have been admitted as evidence. These 
are the letters purporting to be from 
Helen Scott to her sister, Mrs. Hartje, 
which, counsel for the libellant assert, 
prove that Helen was a go-between for 
“Tom” Madine, one of the coachmen 

co-respondents, and Mrs. Hartje. 


Third Yegg In Custody 

Boston, Aug. 1.—Suspected of being 
implicated in the daring holdup perpe- 
trated in Charlestown last Saturday, 
when Policeman Schiel and a coal deal- 
er named Hickey were shot by so- 
called yeggmen, Alfred B. Morse was 
arrested last night.

Berlin, Aug. 1—Germany is rejoie- 
ing at the arrival of Kaiser Wilhelm’s 
first grandson, born to Crown Princess 
Cecilia, and the joy is heightened be- 
cause the little fellow bears a striking 
resemblance to his imperial grand- 
father. In feature and all character- 
istics, he is a Hohenzollern, and he al- 
ready has been nicknamed the “Little 
Kaiser.” 


To Relieve Legation Guard 

Washington, Aug. 1.—It is stated at 
the navy department that there is no 
intention of increasing the legation 
guard at Pekin. The marines sta- 
tioned there are to be relieved and it is 
probable, according to the department, 
that the rumor gained currency that 
the men were going to Pekin were rein- 
forcements instead of a relief. 


National Democratic Ciub 

New York, Aug. 1.—Justice McLean 
of the supreme court has signed an or- 
der authorizing the Democratic club to 
change its name to that of the National 
Democratic club. The purpose of the 
club is to extend its operations to all 
sections of the country and to admit to 
membership citizens of all the states.

In Collision} 


GUNS PERHAPS DAMAGED 


Injury Is All Above the Water- 
line--Crews Went [to Collision 
Drill, Fearing Serious Accident 
--Seaman Hasa Leg Amputated 


Newport, R. I., Aug. 1—Rear Ad- 
miral Evans, commanding the At- 
lantie fleet, has received reports in de- 
tail of a collision which occurred dur- 
ing a fog between the battleships Ala- 
bama and Illinois, about eight miles 
southeast of Brenton’s reef lightsbip. 
The side of the Illinois was scraped 
by the bow of the Alabama, and sev- 
eral plates of the forward part of the 
Alabama were dented. It is feared also 
that one or more of the six-inch guns 
on the battleships were damaged. 
Evans says that neither ship was in- 
jured below the waterline. 

The collision occurred between 8 
and 9 o'clock Monday evening. Both 
the first and second divisions left Rock- 
port Monday morning for Newport. 
They sailed in single column forma- 
tion, with the first division in front, 
consisting of the battleships Maine, 
Missouri, Kentucky and MKearsarge. 
In the second division were the battle- 


ships Alabama, Illinois, Indiana and 
Iowa. The fleet was making about 


eight knots an hour on the run to New- 
port when the weather turned foggy 
and orders were signalled to reduce the 
speed to five knots and keep the ships 
400 yards apart. 

When the collision occurred the first 
division ships were well into Newport 
harbor, while the second were south- 
east of the lightship. In the thick fog 
the Alabama and Illinois came together 
at an angle, with the Alabama to star- 
board. The Alabama hit the Illinois 
just breast the forward turret and the 
bow of the Alabama scraped the side 
of the Illinois, crushing in the rail for 
some distance. A seaman was 
standing near a lifeboat on the Illinols 
when the collision took place and was 
so severely injured by the fall of a 
davit that it was necessary to amputate 
one of his legs last evening. On the 
Illinois the gunwale on the starboard 
side forward was dented in, while the 
billboard on the bow of the Alabama 
was also damaged. 

The crews of both ships went to col- 
lision drill as soon as the accident hap- 
pened. This included the closing of all 
water-tight compartments, the flooding 
of magazines and shell rooms, and 
standing by to abandon ship. Officers 
of both ships say the discipline was 
of the highest order, although every- 
one feared that something very serious 
had occurred. On the bridge of the 
Alabama were Rear Admiral Davis, 
Captain Comly, commander of the veés- 
sel, Lieutenant Commander Bryan, the 
navigating officer, and other officers. 
Captain Blocklinger and Lieutenant 
Commander Davis, the navigating offi- 
cer, were on the bridge of the Llinois. 

As soon as the fact of the collision 
became known to the other ships of the 
division, the Iowa and Indiana stood 
by the damaged ships, ready to give 
assistance In case it Was needed. Rear 
Admiral Evans was informed almost 
immediately of the accident by Rear 
Admiral Davis, who sent him a wire- 
less message. Evans ordered the di- 
vision to anchor for the night in the 
vicinity of Brenton’s reef lightship and 
yesterday afternoon the second division 
joined the first in Newport harbor.

Los Angeles, Cal., Aug. 1.—Accord- 
ing to reports which have reached here, 
terrible heat conditions are prevailing 
in the Inyo county gold fields and adja- 
cent desert and mining prospectors are 
dying daily. At Ballarat the thermome- 
ter registered 135 at noon and at the 
midnight following had dropped to only 
114 degrees, which was the average for 
three days. In the desert section lying 
south of Redlands the mercury went 
up to 160. "

Will—For Many Years Uncle Rus- 
sell Had Aided Some of Them Sub- 
stantially—Incidents of His Early 
Days Recalled by Intimate Friend. 


For many years the heirs of the late 
Russell Sage, the famous financier, 
have been living in expectation of be- 
coming wealthy upon the death of 
Uncle Russell, says a special dispatch 
from Troy to the New York World. 
He has helped the majority of them 
financially from time to time, paying’ 
doctors’ bills or answering with a 
check an appeal for rent money. Some 
of the nephews have boasted in years 
past that upon the death of Mr. Sage 
they would be worth millions. 

James H. Sage, a member of a firm 
of fish dealers, is perhaps the most 
prosperous of the nephews in Troy, N. 
Y. He has probably a few thousand 
dollars in his own name. 

“Of course,” said he recently, “I’m 
not fool enough to throw money over 
my shoulder when I ean get it without 
working for it, but I don't have to get 
a slice of Russell Sage’s fortune in 
order to live. I’ve got some money of 
my own.” 

By way of proof he reached down in 
his trousers pocket and pulled out a 
roll of bills which, he said, “would 
choke a cow.” 

Charles R. Sage, another nephew, 
lives on the third floor of an apartment 
house in Troy. He is a thickset man, 
with gray hair and gray mustache. 
When employed he may be found upon 
the delivery wagon of a manufacturer 
and bottler of soft drinks. Charles 
Sage has four daughters and two sons, 
all grown and all but two still at home. 
The daughters are hard working girls 
and contribute largely to the support 
of the family by working upon collars. 

Lydia, one of the daughters, some 
years ago married Charles Burnham, 
who is employed by the United Trac- 
tion company as a conductor. To them 
a deaf and dumb son was born. When 
the boy was about twelve years old 
an appeal Was made to Russell Sage 
to educate him. The old gentleman 
placed the boy in a deaf and dumb

The family of Charles Sage 
are emphatic in their denial of being 
parties to a proposed will contest. 

“Why, we never think of such a 
thing,” Mr. Sage said. “After all Un- 
cle Russell has done for us it would 
be the height of ingratitude. He 
thought so much of us that he even 
sent us clothing. Mrs. Sage, the dear 
old lady, need never worry. We will 
not make trouble for her if we can 
help it.” 

Albert Sage, the third nephew, in 
Troy is familiarly known as “Pidgie” 
Sage. He has always been obliged to 
work for everything he received in 
life and has seen much _ trouble. 
“Pidgie’ is employed by his brother, 
James H. Sage, in the fish market. He 
has two sons, Walter, who is employed 
at the plant of the General Electric 
company at Schenectady, and George, 
who is employed on one of the ice 
wagons of Copper & Co. 

When Albert Sage first learned of 
the provisions of the will he was great- 
ly pleased to think that the great mon- 
ey maker had remembered even him. 

“Me contest the will?’ he asked. 
“Not on your sweet life. I have al- 
ways had to work hard, ever since I 
was a kid, and I guess I'll lay off now 
and take it easy for the rest of my 
days. No, $25,000 is a pretty good lit- 
tle bunch of dough, and Uncle Russell 
was all right. You can put it down 
for straight that there won't be any 
contests if I have to start them.” 

The niece in Troy of Russell Sage, 
Mrs. Sarah M. Gardner, lives in a 
pleasant little cottage at 40 Glen ave- 
nue. She is the widow of Charles H. 
Gardner, who was a machinist by 
trade. She is nearly sixty years old, 
has two children and owns the house 
in which she lives. 

“T don’t know what the others will 
do,” she said, “but I will enter no ob- 
jections to Uncle Russell’s will.

| Everybody Will Be Against America, 
Says General Miles. 

General Nelson A. Miles recently said 
|} at Philadelphia that he expected war 
| to come shortly after the opening of the 
| Panama canal. 

“When it does come,” he said, “it 
will be the United States against the 
| world. Commercial rivalry will be at 
| the bottom of the struggle, which will 
be the most terrible the world bas ever 

seen. 

“In such an eyent the army and navy 
would not avail the country much,” he 
continued. “The United States has 
about 3 per cent of the commerce of the 
world and other nations have the rest. 
Struggle would have to be made single 
handed against them all. It will have 
its inception in commerce, and the 

| United States and other nations will be 
like a lot of dogs fighting over a bone. 

The United States, as I say, has 3 per 

eent only of all commerce. It will 

seem to others therefore that they have 

a 97 per cent right to the canal against 

this country’s 3 per cent. Struggle is 

inevitable.” 

That the struggle he foresees is not 
likely to come for some time is Gen- 

eral Miles’ opinion, but sooner or later, 
he says, class commercial Interest in 

South America and about the isthmus

A physician’s life is like the sunlight 
flecked by the leaves of a tree. It is 
a mixture of light and shade, though 
I admit that the shade greatly pre- 
dominates.

Rousing myself, I 
went to the door, There stood a man 
white as a sheet, and I noticed blood 
on his coat sleeve,

“Yes; physician and surgeon.” 

“Come with me, quick. My wife will 
die before you can get there.” 

My man had not finished unbar- 
nessing my horse, and I directed him 
to put him back in the buggy. Then 
I asked the stranger to get in and got 
in myself. As we drove off I asked, 
“Ts it far?” 

“About six miles.” 

“Six miles! Did you walk it?” 

“Yes—no. Whip up your horse. 
shall be too late.” 

There was something uncanny about 
this person and I began to feel an in- 
stinctive dread of him. Though he was 
sitting beside me I could neither hear 
him breathe nor see any rising or fall- 
ing of his chest. But I attributed this 
to my own disturbed feelings, for I do 
not know that I could have heard the 
one or seen the other. My horse 
seemed as uneasy as I and shied at 
every object beside the road. Con- 
stantly urged to drive faster, I was not 
long in making the distance, and on 
arrival at a massive dwelling standing 
alone in large grounds I was ushered 
into a parlor.

My 
nerves, or, rather, my brain, seemed top- 
pling. To pull myself together I en- 
deayored to banish that which was 
now a confused picture by calling up 
{ts predecessor, In which the centra! 
figure was a newborn child. Again I 
laid the infant beside its mother and 
saw the heavenly smile with which she 
greeted it, while the father bent over 
and gave both a kiss. This gave me 
time to recover, and I turned my at- 
tention again to the house before me. 
As a wind blew over it, rustling the 
leaves on the trees beside it, there was 
a want of response which told me for 
the first time that no one was within.

I got out of the buggy and unhitched 
my horse with a view to putting dis- 
tance between me and the grewsome 
place as quickly as possible when I 
heard the sound of wheels, and pres- 
ently a milkman drove by.

Schedules

Changes In Tariff 
Should Be Made Only 
Necessary--Perkins Now 
longs to the **Common People’”’ 


Des Moines, Aug. 2.—Governor Al- 
bert B. Cummins was nominated for re- 
election by the Republican state con- 
vention in a harmonious session that be- 
lied all prognostications of a possible 
split in the state party over control of 
the head of the state ticket. Afullstate 
ticket was named, most of the candl, 
dates being nominated by acclamation, 

The platform adopted says in part; 

“We commend the aspiring charac- 
ter, importapt achievements and un- 
daunted leadership of Theodore Roose- 
velt. It is with exceeding pride that we 
contemplate the confidence reposed in 
him by the people of our country, and 
the admiration which he commands 
from the whole world.” 

The platform endorses the work of 
the Iowa congressional representatives, 
endorses the administration of Govern- 
or Cummins, and concludes: 

“We pledge ourselves and our party 
in this state to the enactment of a wise 
and judicieus primary election law, 
which will provide for the nomination 
by direct vote of all candidates for of- 
fice to be filled at the general election 
and an expression of public preference 
in the selection of United States sena- 
tors. 

“We are unalterably opposed to the 
domination of corporate influences in 
publie affairs. We favor the enact- 
ment of stringent statutes to purge the 
politics of our state and nation from 
the corrupting influences of corporate 
power; and we pledge ourselves to the 
enactment of such laws as will render 
it unprofitable and unpopular for cor- 
porations to engage in politics or in any 
way contribute to political campaigns. 

“We are uncompromisingly in favor 
of the American system of protection. 
Duties on foreign imports should not 
be levied for revenue only, but should 
be so adjusted as to promote our do- 
mestic interests, enlarge our foreign 
markets, remunerative prices 
for the products of our factories and 
farms and maintain a superior scale of 
wages and standard of living for Amer- 
ican labor. 

“Wise and unselfish tariff laws main- 
tained in the itterest of the general 
welfare, equally foreign 
contro! and domestic monopoly, are es- 
sential to our commercial and industrial 
prosperity. We believe that all in- 
equalities in the tariff schedules, which 
inevitably arise from changing indus- 
trial and commercial conditions, should 
be adjusted from time to time; and, 
condemning without reserve all as- 
saults upon the protective system, we 
favor such reasonable and timely 
changes as will keep the tariff in har- 
mony with our industrial and commer- 
cial progresg. 

“We favor the reciprocity 
gerated by Blaine, advocated by Me- 
Kinley and Roosevelt and as recog: 
nized in Republican platforms and leg- 
islation.” 

When the nominations for governor 
were called for H. L. Clark named Al- 
bert B. Cummins, J. S. Lothrop nomi- 
nated George D. Perkins and E. E. 
Voorhees named S. W. Rathbun. The 
ballot resulted: Cummins, 933; Per- 
kins, G03; Rathbun, 104. 

Governor Cummins made a_ brief 
speech, saying that the hope nearest 
his heart was the continued supremacy 
of the Republican party; that he would 
urge in the future, as in the past, the 
same sound principles of government 
for which the party had stood for the 
individual rights of man. 

George D. Perkins, in a brief speech, 
said he now belonged to the “common 
people.” Since manhood he had been 
interested in the Republican party, 
“and tonight,” he said, “I re-enlist in 
its service.” He had, he said, advo- 
eated things which he believed to be 
true and would continue to advocate 
them. 

Governor Cummins, as he asserted 
all along, had a majority of the dele- 
gates, and the action of the state cen- 
tral committee in adding to the tempo- 
rary organization some Perkins dele- 
gates did not interfere with Cummins’ 
control of the situation. His friends 
were dominant in the convention, se- 
curing the adoption of the platform 
which they submitted.

ERROR OF POLICE 


Thought te Have Taken a British 
Lord Into Custody 


ARREST MADE IN MAINE 


Was at Request of Southern 
Authorities, Who ; Wanted 
‘‘Lord Douglas,”’ a Bigamist-- 
English Detectives Consulted 


Portland, Me., Aug. 2.—Instead of 
having in eustody an American biga- 
mist known as “Lord Douglass” and 
other names, and who is wanted by the 
authorities of many states, as was at 
first supposed, the Portland police, it 
is thought, have detained Lord Sholto 
Douglas, third son of the late Marquis 
of Queensbury, who has resided in 
Bakersfield, Cal. 

Several day's ago a Portland detec- 
tive was requested by the police of 
Asheville, N. C., to arrest a man who 
rented a cottage on the shore of Seba- 
go lake. ‘The officer went to the lake 
Tuesday and detained a man-known at 
the lake resorts as S.G. Douglas. The 
Asheville police were notified of the de- 
tention of the man, but the local au- 
thorities suspected that a mistake had 
been made and they refrained from 
making public the occurrence. 

The suspect told the officer who 
ealled on him that he was Lord Sholto 
George Douglas. With him were two 
persons who, he said, were Lady Doug- 
fas and their son. So convincing was 
his story that the local police notified 
the Asheville officers yesterday that in 
their opinion the man was what he 
claimed to be and they advised that the 
Asheville police order his release. 

A firm of bankers in Portland states 
that the man detained at Sebago is 
really Lord Sholto Douglas. They say 
that he brought letters of credit from a 
London banking house and that a num- 
ber of drafts which he presented were 
honored by the London institution. 
The police here state that the descrip- 
tion of the bigamist, beyond a slight re- 
semblance, does not correspond to that 
of the Englishman. Lord Sholto is 34 
years of age, according to Debrett’s 
Peerage, while the American “Lord 
Douglass” is about 45, according to the 
description sent out by the police of sev- 
éral cities. 

The suspect says that he was with 
his family in England from November, 
1904, until last May, whereas the 
crimes of the American were commit- 
ted mostly last year. Last night the 
police sent a cablegram to Scotland 
Yard, London, asking if the detectives 
there can verify the statement. If the 
reply, which is expected today, is fa- 
vorable to the man under detention, he 
will be released, regardless .of the tele- 
grams received from Asheville. 

The prisoner states that the health 
of his wife had not been good and that 
he decided to come to Maine for the 
summer. They ‘selected a cottage on 
the shore of Sebago lake in order that 
they might have seclusion, and in order 
to avoid publicity they were known as 
Mr. and Mrs. S. G. Douglass. The sus- 
pect is now in this city in custody of 
the local police. 


Manchester an Easy Winner 

Marblehead, Mass., Aug. 2.—The

SUBURB OF THEIR OWN. 


Waskington Newspaper Men to Lay 
Out Novel Rural Retreat. 

Washington is about to have a sub- 
urb like unto which there is nothing in 
the records of things suburban, says 
the Washington Post. Probably the 
most remarkable thing about this sub- 
urb is that it is not going to be put on 
the market. This is not its only 
unique feature, for it is to have no 
streets, and a man with a bank ac 
count of more than three figures will 
not be welcomed within its limits. 

It is to be a “truly rural” suburb, 
controlled by a diminutive suburban 
trust, and if the plans of its builders 
materialize the civic millennium will 
have been discovered and folks living 
out Chevy Chase way will have a mod- 
el settlement where great social prob- 
lems will have been solved, where there 
will be neither capital nor labor, where 
politics will be an entity and the lion 
and the lamb will lie down together. 

The trust that is about to give being 
to this mysterious suburb is composed 
of Washington newspaper men who, 
with a modesty that is paradoxical, re- 
quest that their names be not publish- 
ed. About six months ago, when Wash- 
ington generally was warming its feet 
at grate fires and steam radiators, 
these men—six in number—bought a 
part of Clean Drinking manor, just to 
the eastward of Chevy Chase lake and 
adjoining the estate of Old Nick Jones. 

The tract, twenty-three acres in all, is 
covered with a natural growth of tim- 
ber—in fact, it is a verltable forest. 
The six newspaper men have divided 
the property, and each one is preparing 
to construct thereon a low, rambling 
bungalow of logs, with rough shingle 
roofs, broad porehes, dormer windows 
and all that sort of thing. 

Instead of streets the boys have pro- 
vided for typical country roads winding 
through the trees, thus retaining to a 
marked degree the rustic effect. The 
material for the bungalows will be cut 
from the roadways and from the clear- 
ings for the building sites. The entire 
tract is to be fenced in, little pathways 
will be laid out under the pines and the 
poplars and the elms, the wilderness of 
honeysuckle will be left undisturbed 
and the members of the suburban trust 
will settle down far from the madding 
crowd. 

In order to assure a thoroughly con- 
genial community the boys will not let 
any one else in on the deal except pos- 
sibly one or two mutual friends. 


DOCTORS UP IN A BALLOON. 


First Ascension In Interest of Physi- 
ological Research. 

A balloon trip which is expected to 
have wide results in the aeronautic 
world was recently made at Philadel- 
phia by Dr. Samuel Jottinger and Dr. 
T. Chalmers Fulton, both well known 
physicians of that city and graduates 
of the Jefferson Medical college, says a 
Philadelphia special dispatch to the 
New York World. 

Meteorological experiments have been 
made from balloons for several years, 
but this trip was, so far as is known, 
the first balloon ascension ever made 
for the purpose of physiological re- 
search. 

The aeronauts landed in a field four 
miles southwest of Media, Pa., twenty 
miles from their starting point, shortly 
after 7 o'clock in the evening, after be- 
ing up nearly five hours. The landing

balloon settling easily to the ground. 
They reached an altitude of more than 
three miles and say that the views 
above the clouds surpass description. 

They pronounce their experiments 
very successful and say that they have 
collected data which is destined to have 
a wide influence on the aeronautical 
world. Experiments tried alternately 
on each other at high altitudes prove 
the theory that the rapid changes in al- 
titude that attend ballooning are bene- 
ficial to nervous diseases of the eye 
and to respiratory diseases. They also 
made observations as to the effects on 
blood circulation. 

The balloon was lent by members of 
the Aero club of New York. It has a 
capacity of 55,000 cubic feet. Pure 
coal gas, which is much more buoyant 
than the commercial illuminant of coal 
and water gas mixed, was used. 

Professor Charles King, Philadel- 
phia’s “grand old man” of aeronautics, 
superintended the preparations. It took 
three hours to fill the bag. The two 
aeronauts took up a large assortment

Following a family coun- 
cil, Mrs. Thaw sent the following letter 
to her counsel: 

“After fully considering the ques- 
tion, I have decided that my son’s posi- 
tion is the right one. Will you there- 
fore kindly deliver to Messrs. Hart- 
ridge & Peabody all documents, letters, 
notes, Memoranda, data and all papers 
you have for me and a full statement 
of your account.” 

Black’s firm was engaged by Harry 
Thaw to take charge of his defense a 
few days after thetragedy. A disagree- 
ment occurred between the prisoner 
and Olcott on the question of the line 
of defense to be adopted, the latter In- 
sisting on the plea of insanity, to 
which Thaw was unalterably opposed. 
A day or two before his mother’s ar- 
rival from Europe Thaw dismissed his 
counsel and placed his affairs in the 
hands of his personal attorney, C. W. 
Hartridge. 

Mrs. Thaw’s first act on landing was 
to re-engage Black's firm. Since then 
Mrs. Thaw has been unremitting in her 
efforts to persuade her son to acquiesce 
in her views and permit her to dictate 
his defense. In this she failed. ‘This 
is taken to mean that his plea of “not 
guilty” will stand, and that “emotional 
insanity” and evidence going to show 
justification under the “unwritten law” 
will be relied upon to secure acquittal. 


Strike of Lithographers 

New York, Aug. 2.—A general strike 
of members of the Lithographers’ In- 
ternational Protective 2nd Benefit as- 
sociation has been ordered. The strike 
will affect about 30,000 employes of 
Hthographing concerns in the United 
States and Canada. The association 
made a demand on the employers for 48 
instead of 538 hours’ work a_ week. 
President Stecher of the employing 
lithographers says that they will fight 
the strike. 


What Divorce Cost Corey 

Braddock, Pa., Aug. 2.—It is said 
here, the former home of W. E. Corey 
and his wife, that the price paid by 
Corey to his wife as a settlement prior 
to the divorce proceedings was $3,- 
000,000. She promised that she would 
not briag the name of any woman into 
the case or press the claim of non-sup- 
port, while he agreed that he would not 
combat the contention of desertion. 


Politicans to Biame For Surrender 

Madrid, Aug. 2—The Spanish gen- 
erals who were concerned in the capitu- 
lation of Santiago to the American 
forces on July 17, 1898, have replied 
to attacks in the press regarding this 
capitulation by signifying their inten- 
tion to issue a manifesto explaining 
that the blame for the surrender of the 
city attaches to the politicians of that 
time: 


An Outbreak of Cholera 

Madrid, Aug. 2.—Several sporadic 
cases of cholera have been discovered 
here and have caused considerable 
alarm. The disease is attributed to 
cotaminated water. A committee on 
hygiene has taken immediate and ef- 
fective steps to prevent its spread. A 
number of suspected wells have been 
ordered ciosed. 


Town Treasurer Has Disappeared 

New York, Aug. 2.—John J. Meln- 
tyre, town treasurer of Union, N. J., 
has been missing since Thursday last. 
His relatives and friends fear he has 
met with foul play. His associates on 
the township committee have begun to 
check up the town accounts. So far as 
known they are correct. 


Root Takes Tea on Mountain 

Rio De Janeiro, Aug. 2.—Secretary 
Root was the guest of Dr. Muller, min- 
ister of public works, on Mount Corco- 
vado yesterday. Corcovado is two 
miles from Rio and rises 2000 feet 
above the sea. There were several hun- 
dred guests in the party and tea was 
served on the mountain top. 


Backed by Americans 

Paris, Aug. 2.—In accordance with 
an order issued by the Emperor of Rus- 
sia, an American syndicate is author- 
ized to begin work on the trans-Si- 
berian-Alaska railroad project. A 
railroad from Siberia to Alaska by 
bridging and tunnelling under Behring 
strait is the project. 


Settling Insurance Claims 

San Francisco, Aug. 2.—Large sums 
of money are being paid this week by 
several insurance companies for losses 
due to the fire of April 18. While there 
is no way in which to reach the exact 
amounts paid, the claims paid daily run 
into four, five and six figures. 


Died at Yacht’s Helm 

New York, Aug. 2.—James A. Weir, 
2 wealthy Brooklyn florist, collapsed at 
the helm of his yacht, Senta, as he was 
sailing out of Deering harbor, Shelter 
island, and died before he could be 
taken ashore. A rupture of the heart 
caused death. 


Knew of Murder In Advance 
St. Petersburg, Aug. 2.—A reaction- 
ary newspaper of Moscow published the 
news of the murder of M. Herzenstein 
more than 12 hours before the perpe- 
tration of the crime.

ROCKEFELLER TRIP STORIES 


Novel Incidents of the Oil King’s Eu- 

ropean Tour, 

Dr. H. F. Biggar, the family physi- 
cian, who accompanied John D. Rocke- 
feller abroad, says Mr, Rockefeller 
was greatly benefited physically by his 
recent European trip. 

“Mr. Rockefeller showed himself to 
| the people of France as the quiet, good 
natured man that he is,” said Dr. Big- 
gar to a Cleveland (O.) correspondent 
of the New York Times. ‘While there 
he went about the streets a great deal. 
Every one learned to recognize him. 
He had a warm handshake for all 
whom he met.” 

Dr. Biggar told several anecdotes of 
the trip. On one occasion, he said, 
while the party was stopping at Com- 
peigne, Mr. Rockefeller expressed a 
desire to inspect the markets. Ac- 
cordingly a trip was planned for the 
next morning at 11 o’clock. The may- 
or of the town and several officials 
planned to make it quite a formal oc- 
ecasion. When the party formed the 
next day there was no Mr. Rockefeller. 
As the leaders were hurriedly dispatch- 
ing messengers in every direction the 
guest of honor was discovered coming 
up the street with a market basket un- 
der his arm. He had been investigat- 
ing the markets on his own account 
for several hours and had brought back 
considerable green stuff, which formed 
part of the dinner given to the mayor’s 
party. Mr. Rockefeller started on his 
expedition at 7 o’clock in the morning, 
before the mayor was up. 

On the occasion of thelr visit to the 
government forests he frightened the 
members of his party by disappearing. 
It was thought that he was lost. Ina 
few minutes he was found questioning 
one of the peasants in regard to his 
knowledge of forestry. “Might come 
handy at Forest Hill,” he is said to 
have remarked, jocularly. He seemed 
surprised at the alarm of the party 
over his absence. 

Not a day passed, according to Dr. 
Biggar, without the familiar sight of 
the millionaire oil man walking the 
decks with some child friend whom he 
had met on shipboard. 

Dr. Biggar said that Mr. Rockefeller’s 
friendship for children led to another 
pleasant incident of his European trip. 
While the party was stopping at a little 
town on the way to Compeigne, Mr. 
Rockefeller made his first hit with the 
French peasantry. When he reached 
the tofin he made friends with a baby 
which was perched in the middle of a 
big chair in the reception room of the 
little tavern. 

Rockefeller neglected such minor de- 
tails as seeing to his quarters in play- 
ing with the youngster. It belonged 
to the concierge. The baby was just 
old enough to prattle a little French. 
Mr. Rockefeller taught it to say a few 
simple English words. It was a fine 
day and the baby soon grew tired of 
instruction. Accordingly the citizens of 
the town were soon startled by the 
sight of the concierge’s baby being 
wheeled about in a little gocart. After 
a short jaunt about the streets Mr. 
Rockefeller and his charge returned. 


HUGE POSTAL CARD. 


Head of Armour Pestal Department 
Receives Record Souvenir. 

Mr. and Mrs. John Forsyth, who re- 
cently arrived at New York on the 
Teutonic, received the largest postal 
card ever sent through the mails, says 
the New York Globe.

Two Types of Biographical Writing. 

It is an interesting fact in the history 
of literary genres that two of the great 
examples of biographical writing occur 
almost side by side. Less than a decade 
separates the completion of Johnson's 
“Lives of the Poets” from the publica- 
tion of his own life by Boswell. Yet 
with the latter book a new type of 
biography came into being. Johnson, 
in the main, had, like most of his pred- 
ecessors, followed a simple narrative 
and expository method, prefixing a 
plain story of the poet's life to a sys- 
tematic account of his character and a 
critical estimate of his works. He 
gathered his facts and impressions to- 
gether and spoke for the author and for 
himself. Boswell, on the other hand, 
making use of a more dramatic meth- 
od, succeeded in his attempt to let the 
author reveal himself, and, instead of 
an exposition of character, painted a 
picture of personality to which his own 
comments were subordinate. What we 
see as a type of mind and character in 
Johnson’s work we see as a living man 
in Boswell.—William T. Brewster in

$18.80 in 1807, A rate of $15.60 is 
high for a city; in fact the highest that 
has come tothe notice of the -Daily 
Ledger this year. None of these are 
Jarger than last year but six of the 
seven have lower rates, viz:

The Daily Ledger finds the increase 
in appropriations by the city and the 
increase in interest are the main causes 
for the increase in tax rate. At the 
same time the city bas in 1S years ac- 
cumulated a debt of over $1,700,000. 
Tt was $1,740,330 on Jan. 1 last accord- 
ing to the Mayor's inaugural address, 
and is now larger. 

Thus the city has increased it mort- 
gage about $100,000 per year, and it 
would require a special tax of over $60 
per $1,000 valuation to cancel the debt. 
An effort should be made to reduce 
the debt and interest, as well as the ap- 
propriations and tax rate. 


Just think of it, you can go away to 
Revere beach from Quincy for 15 cents. 
Three five cent fares will take you 
comfortably, or you can go by train— 
9 cents to Boston and 5 cents on ferry 
and train right to the beach. To go to 
Nantasket, which is close by, costs 25 
cents from Boston and 20 cents from 
any part of Quincy. It looks as though 
it was cheaper to travel in almost any 
direction out of Boston, than toward 
the South Shore. The fare to Nan- 
tasket is too much.

BULLETS FOR 


Youthful Lover Kills Sweetheart 
and Takes Own Life 


TRAGEDY UNEXPECTED 


Probably Due to Girl’s Refusal 
to Leave Home--Shooting Fol- 
lowed Argument ot but a Few 
Minutes’ Duration 


Kingston, Mass., Aug. 8.—Remado 


Zecchi, 21 years old, shot and fatally 
wounded his sweetheart, Avelina Vez- 
zana, 18 years old, in the kitchen of the 
house of her father last evening, after 
which Zecchi fired a shot into his neck, 
leaped through a window, ran down a 
steep hill into some woods, where he 
fired another shot into his temple and 
fell dead. 

foth the Vezzana girl and Zecchi 
had recently arrived here from Italy 
and found work in this vicinity, the for- 
mer at the Puritan woolen mills and 
the latter at the Plymouth Cordage 
company. Up to a few minutes before 
the shooting occurred the two were ap- 
parently on the best of terms. Zecchi 
Was trying to persuade the girl to go to 
New York with him on Saturday. It is 
believed that her persistent refusal led 
her lover to commit the deed. 

Zecchi and the Vezzana girl went to 
Seaside yesterday with another Italian 
named Alfredo and a woman whose 
bame Is not known. Both of the latter 
came from New York. The quirtet re- 
turned to Kingston in the evening and 
all went to the Vezzana house, where 
they learned that the family, consisting 
of the girl’s parents and her four 
brothers and four sisters, were away. 

A feW minutes after arriving there, 
Zecchi began to urge the girl to go with 
him to New York, but she refused. 
The pair went into the kitchen, where 
the arguments continued, but no high 
words were heard. Suddenly those in 
the front room were startled by two 
shots fired in rapid succession, fol- 
iowed by another and then by the crash 
of breaking glass. 

They rushed out and found Miss Vez- 
zana lying on the floor, bleeding pro- 
fusely from wounds in the arm and 
breast. The entire window looking out 
toward a back street was torn out and, 
looking through it, Zecchi was seen run- 
ning down the hill leading to the woods. 
A few moments after he disappeared 
another shot was heard. 

A doctor was sent for and it was 
found that one of the bullets had passed 
through the girl’s left arm and that 
the other had entered her breast bear 
the heart. No hope was given of her 
recovery. 

On going to the*back of the house, 
Zecchi’s footsteps could be seen and his 
long strides down the hill were plainly 
evident. On reaching the clump of 
woods his body was found within a few 
feet of the street, the last shot having 
ended his life, according to the doctors, 
almost instantly 


Disasters In Northern Waters 

St. Johns, Aug. 3.—Steamer Cyril, 
which went ashore on Cape Race, is a 
hopeless wreck.

Living In Coral Houses, 

The church built of coral is one of 
the curiosities of the Isle of Mahe, 
one of the Seychelles islands, in the 
Indian ocean. The Seychelles islands, 
which are supposed by many-to be the 
site of the Eden of the Old Testament, 
form an archipelago of 114 islands and 
are situated about 1,400 miles east of 
Aden and 1,000 miles of Zanzibar. 
They rise steeply out of the sea, culmi- 
nating in the Isle of Mahe, which is 
about 8,000 feet above the level of the 
ocean and is nearly the center of the 
group. All these islands are of coral 
growth. The houses are built of a 
species of massive coral hewed into 
square blocks, which glisten like white 
marble and show themselves to the 
utmost advantage in the various tinted 
green of the thick tropical palms, 
whose immense fernlike leaves give 
pleasant and much needed shade. These 
palms grow as high as 100 feet or more, 
overtopping both the houses and the 
coral built church, They line the sea- 
shore and cover the mountains, form- 
ing in many places extensive forests. 


The Boring of Glass, 

Strong glass plates are bored through 
by means of rotating brass tubes of 
the necessary diameter, which are 
filled with water during boring. To 
the water there is added finely pul- 
verized emery. It is said that thinner 
glass can be perforated with holes in 
an easier manner by pressing a disk 
of wet clay upon the glass and making 
a hole through the clay of the widths 
desired, so that at that spot the glass 
is laid bare. Then molten lead is 
poured into the hole, and lead and 
glass drop down at once. This method 
is based upon the quick local heat- 
ing of the glass, whereby it obtains a 
circular crack, the outline of which cor- 
responds to the outline of the hole 
made in the clay. The cutting of glass 
tubes, cylinders, etc., in factories is 
based upon the same principle. 


Moderation In Exercise. 

It is better to be lazy than dead, and 
it Is probably just as comfortable. For 
obvious reasons the prescription to take 
moderate exercise is misleading and 
unsatisfactory. Most of us are consti- 
tutionally incapable of exercising mod- 
erately. We begin violently and end 
quickly. And what is moderate exer- 
cise? One philosopher who tried it for 
twenty years arrived at this conclu- 
sion: ‘Keep a pair of Indian clubs in 
your bedroom. Look at them frequent- 
ly. Exercise by their suggestion.” 
This has the merit of moderation. It 
is the same as to walking. Smell the 
morning, look down the long way that 
separates you from your business, 
Then take a car.—Detroit Free Press.

Choice of Michigan Democrats 
For Presidential Nomination 


HIS LEADERSHIP NEEDED 


Claim That He Would Bring Re- 
liet From Ills That Are Attrib- 
uted to the Republicaus--Kim- 


merle Named For Governor, 


Detroit, Aug. 3.—Endorsement of 
William J. Bryan for president in 1908, 
the defeat of a resolution calling upon 
the national Democratic committee to 
investigate the charges made against 
National Chairman Taggart and de- 
mand his resignation if they were 
proved, and the nomination of Charles 
H. Kimmerle for governor over Stanley 
E. Parkhill, the only other candidate, 
after a spirited ballot, were the fea- 
tures of the Democratic state conven- 
tion held here. 

In the contest for the nomination for 
the governorship Parkhill drew unex- 
pected support in the early balloting 
and until Wayne cast its 180 votes 
for Kimmerle the result was in doubt. 
Wayne's vote gave Kimmerle the head 
of the ticket and Parkhill immediate- 
ly moved that his nomination be made 
unanimous. There was no contest for 
any other office. 

The resolutions say: 

“Evils under the form of combina- 
tions and trusts, which have so shocked 
the moral conscience of the nation in 
the last few years, are a direct outcome 
of class legislation by the Republican 
party conferring privileges upon cor- 
porations at the expense of the com- 
mon people. A continuance of such 
legislation is now threatened by the 
many bills of like character, as, for in- 
stance the ship subsidy bill, and inade- 
quate remedial laws, enacted by the 
recent congress, showing that there is 
no honest purpose on the part of the 
Republican party to relieve the people 
from the evils thus cast upon them by 
this unjust legislation. Their affilla- 
tions with the classes thus favored 
make it absolutely impossible to obtain 
relief from Republican sources. 

The platform then cites the rejection 
of the propositions of Senator Lafol- 
lette with regard to railroad legislation 
as proof of these assertions. The en- 
dorsement of Bryan is as follows: 

“Fully believing in the honesty, in- 
tegrity and wisdom of William Jen- 
nings Bryan, and that under his leader- 
ship the people would receive relief 
from the many ills above referred to, 
we commend him to the people of the 
United States as a candidate for presi- 
dent in 1908.” 

The resolutions further favor the 
nomination of all candidates by direct 
vote, nomination and election of United 
States senators by direct vote, and en- 
actment of laws making it a criminal 
offense for members of the legislature 
to accept railroad passes. 


Ohio Prohibitionists’Sideas 

Columbus, O., Aug. 3.—In state con- 
vention here the Prohibitionists di- 
vorced their party from other temper- 
ance organizations, condemned the 
Aiken $1000 saloon tax law as vicious 
in principle and powerless as a remedy, 
and adopted a platform declaring for 
direct legislation, woman suffrage, in- 
ternational arbitration, election of 
United States senators by direct vote, 
and a more rigid bank inspection. It 
was declared that the liquor traffic can 
only be curbed by a party organized for 
the one purpose. 


Bryan’s Election Predicted 

Minot, N. D., Aug. 3.—W. J. Bryan 
was unanimously endorsed for presi- 
dent by the Democratic state conven- 
tion. The Nebraskan was called the 
greatest friend of the working people, 
and his election was predicted. The 
resolutions condemned the Republican 
platform as a mass of meaningless gen- 
eralities and the controlling faction in 
the party as corporation representa- 
tives. 


Investigation In the Philippines 

Washington, Aug. 38.—An investiga- 
tion of alleged irregularities in the 
Philippine islands is now being con- 
ducted, the inquiry being in charge of 
Colonel Wood, inspector general. The 
war department has made a special de- 
tail of officers familiar with methods of 
business and conditions in the Philip- 
pines to assist Wood. No result has 
yet been reported to the department. 


Second Advancelin Price of Meat 

Chicago, Aug. 3—Meat prices are 
again soaring in Chicago. Following 
raises in Kansas City and Omaha re- 
tailers announced another increase in 
all choice cuts of beef, lamb and pork. 
This is the second advance in price in 
Chicago in the last two months and the 
net increase in the cost of meats 4n 
that time is about 10 percent, 


Manchuria Open to Foreign Trade 
London, Aug. 3.—In the house of 
commons, in reply to a question on the 
subject, Foreign Secretary Grey an- 
nounced that there were no longer any 
restrictions on foreign trade in Man- 
churia.

Vhat Is Being Done With Im- 
ported Parasites. 


THOUSANDS FREED IN OOLONIES 


Agricultural Department Propagat- 
ing Enemies of Brown Tail and Gyp- 
sy Pests—No Present Hope of Stop- 
ping Spread of Former Moths From 
New England to Rest of the Coun- 
try, Says Dr. L. 0, Howard. 


That there is no present hope of 
preventing the spread of the brown. 
tail moth from New England through- 
out the rest of the United States and 
only a chance of conquering the gypsy 
moth after years of work in propagat- 
ing and disseminating the parasites 
which feed upon it is the opinion ex- 
pressed by Dr, Leland O. Howard, en- 
tomologist of the agricultural depart- 
ment, who recently returned to Wash- 
ington from an official investigation of 
the ravages of the moth in Massachu- 
setts. 

Dr. Howard traveled last year over 
the greater part of Europe and re- 
peated the trip last spring to engage 
the assistance of foreign scientists in 
the effort to import into the United 
States thousands of parasites which 
would war upon the gypsy and brown 
tail moths. Before going abroad on 
March 15 he looked over the situation 
in New England, and then spent two 
months organizing his European cor- 
respondents for this summer’s cam- 
paign against the pest. Regarding 
these efforts and the spread of the 
moths as just noted by him at Boston, 
he said to the New York Post's 
Washington correspondent: 

During last winter and spring we im- 
ported through these European agents 
180,000 winter nests of brown tail moths 
from al! sections of Europe, from Tran- 
sylvania on the southeast to Brittany 
on the northwest, and from Spain to 
Berlin. We got them from all eleva- 
tions, from the Mediterranean sea level 
to the top of the Harz mountains, so 
as to meet all climatic conditions. From 
these we bred 60,000 parasites in the 
special laboratory established at Sau- 
gus, near Boston. They are of several 
different species, and have been found 
capable of attacking the gypsy as well 
as the brown tail moth. About 50,000 
of the parasites have been liberated out 
of doors in colonies, especially chosen 
places being selected for them in woods 
where there is little danger of fire, and 
where no work is being done against 
insects. 

“As a result, so far we find that the 
parasites placed in the field stung the 
brown tail moth caterpillars as they is- 
sued from the winter nests. The para- 
sites have already undergone one com- 
plete generation in reproduction and 
are now stinging the nearly full grown 
caterpillars of the other kind, the gypsy 
moth, and the chrysalids of both spe- 
cies. In the meantime there have been 
coming over from Erope since May last 
caterpillars of both species of all stages 
of growth, but mainly of nearly full 
size. From these we have been breed- 
ing in the laboratory at Saugus a large 
number of parasites of various species, 
some of which have been liberated out 
of doors, while others have been colo- 
nized in tents built over trees. and 
stocked with caterpillars. They all 
seem perfectly at home and breeding 
is going on. This is encouraging, but it 
is impossible to predict when they will 
begin to make any visible impression 
on the enormous armies of caterpillars 
which appear there every spring. 

“What chance is there of preventing 
the spread to other sections?’ 

“It cannot be prevented,’ was the 
reply. “The brown tail moth flies read- 
ily and is carried by the wind great 
distances. It is now found as far west 
as Worcester, Mass.; some exist in 
Vermont. It reaches a good distance 
into New Hampshire and to a great 
distance up the Maine coast. The gypsy 
moth does not fly, but has been spread 
in Massachusetts by being carried in 
the caterpillar stage on electric cars 
and automobiles especially. It spins 
down from the trees in the caterpillar 
stage and drops on these passing ve- 
hicles. The gypsy moth covers eastern 
Massachusetts and southern New 
Hampshire, and is found at Providence, 
R. L., and Stonington, Conn., in isolated 
groups. An especial effort will be 
made to stamp out these two groups 
to prevent extending the general area 
of ravages.” . 

“What remedial measures are con- 
templated?” 

“We hope for good results from the 
work of the parasites in exterminating 
the gypsy moth, as they cannot fly 
away. We propose cleaning off the 
shade trees along the main roads out 
of the affected sections in Massachu- 
setts, and thus reduce to a minimum 
the ever present chance of automobiles 
carrying them to other states. These 
motor cars travel such enormous dis- 
tances in a single day that there is no 
telling how widely they may spread 
the moths in a single season. 

“As for the brown tail moth, there is 
nothing on which to base the hope that | 
it can be kept from spreading west: | 
ward to New York and other sections 
of the country. As it flies readily, it 
can go anywhere. The most hopeful | 
condition existing is that in New Eng- 
land the wind is usually from the 
southwest, and this has a tendency to 
earry it along the coast to Maine, 
Nothing is yet at hand to exterminate 
the moth and save other states from 
the loss experienced by Massachv- 
setts.”

RAINY DAY CLOTHES. 


Be Prepared to Make a Good Appear- 
ance In Wet Weather. 

By the kind of clothes she wears on 
a rainy day you shall know the mental 
habits of many a young woman. A 
girl may have just the nicest kind of 
garments for all other days in the 
week, but the day it pours rain is the 
day that tests the real stuff she is 
made of. 

If she is a girl of forethought, of 
well balanced mind, she won't be at a 
loss when she wakes up in the morn- 
ing to find weepy skies and muddy 
streets, for she has a neat short 
skirt, waterproof boots and a small 
hat for days like this, in which garb 
she feels as neatly and smartly dressed 
as when she wears her pretty linen 
frock and low ties under smiling skies. 

But there’s another kind of girl who 
never is prepared for rain and who 
{s shaken into a state of mental con- 
fusion at the sound of raindrops pat- 
tering on her window of a morning. 
All her provisions are made for sun- 
shiny days. Half hysterically she 
dresses in odds and ends of her ward- 
robe—an old skirt, too long and heavy 
and too shabby to be hurt; a soiled 
blouse, untidy shoes, to save her best 
ones, and probably her usually too big 
shade hat, decked with flowers and 
feathers. : 

You can always tell this girl when 
you meet her on a rainy day. You 
know just what a morning frenzy she 
experienced. And you wonder why 
it is she never learns that rainy days 
are as certain to come as clear ones 
and that it is the part of good sense to 
prepare for them.

GOOD TEMPER. 


A Balance Wheel That Regulates the 
Domestic Machinery. 

Good temper serves as a sort of bal- 
ance wheel to regulate the working of 
the domestic machinery, curbing the 
angry outbreak, checking the !mpa- 
tlent response, adjusting differences 
and averting disagreements with a 
patient tact that will derive something 
of added power from the weight of au- 
thority behind ft. 

It will act as a sort of moral solvent, 
In which hardness of mind and even 
of disposition with time will disap- 
pear, removing sources of feeling that 
serve not to round and perfect, but to 
roughen and spoil, the character. 

It will create an atmosphere, !n short, 
which will be favorable to the growth 
of all good qualities and sentiments 
and in which noxious growths, if they 
unhappily should appear, finding noth- 
Ing on which to feed, will wither 
quickly and die. And so powerful will 
be this influence for good that it even 
is conceivable that the atmosphere of 
such a home would be shown by chem- 
ical analysis to differ in its coastituent 
elements from the atmosphere of a 
household presided over by a woman 
of a sour or violent temper. That it 
will affect even the casual visitor with 
a sense of physical well being as the 
other does with a sense of physical 
discomfort, however well ordered it 
apparently may be, is certain. 


CULINARY CONCEITS. 


Melted butter will not make good 
cake. 

A few drops of lemon juice make 
cake frosting white. 

If oatmeal is soaked overnight in 
water it requires only about one-half 
the time to cook. 

If eggs are to be boiled hard, have 
the water boiling when the eggs are 
put in it. This will prevent the yolks 
turning dark. 

Tomatoes and milk to be blended 
must be brought to the same tempera- 
ture and beaten together vigorously. 
There is less Mability of curdling. 

Preparatory to frying liver or veal 
cover it for a minute or two with boll- 
ing water. Pat dry with a clean towel, 
rol] in flour and fry (in a covered pan) 
until brown. 

An appetizing breakfast dish is pre- 
pared in the following manner: 
thin pieces of bacon a light brown, but 
not crisp. Place two strips of bacon 
on each slice of toast, lay in a pan, 
break over each slice of toast an egg 
and bake for a few minutes. 


Working Gloves. 

Keep the inside of the old gloves you 
wear around the house for the rough 
work clean. If they are allowed to 
become begrimed with the dust and 
dirt of the work, they are almost as 
hard on your hands as the work would 
be. Gasoline will clean almost any 
sort of glove, although with the heavy 
ones—the castoffs of the men of the 
family, which, being loose and strong, 
are the best to work in—the cleansing 
fluid sometimes seems to take out the 
natural oll, leaving them dry and 
harsh to the touch. When that occurs 
rub a little pure vaseline into them— 
just a little, so as not to make them 
greasy. 


Test Your Washing Blue. 

Many rust spots of seemingly unac- 
countable origin may be traced to the 
pluing used in washing. Prussian blue, 
the constituent of some of the bluings 
on the market, is a compound of iron, 
which, in the presence of an alkali, de- 
Posits the rust spot. If you suspect the 
bluing you use take a little of the com- 
Pound in a vessel with soap, or, better, 
caustic potash, and bring to a boil. If 
iron separates, the compound is prus- 
sian blue, and you will have to be very

New Law May 
Frempt $50,000 


The Assessors bave received a num- 
ber of applications for exemption of 
taxes under the new Soldiers’ Exemp- 
tion law passed by the Legislature this 
year. Up to the present time, however, 
the applicants have been confined large- 
ly to poll tax payers. It is expected, 
however, that as soon as the property 
tax bills bave been sent out there will 
be many more applications.

Bricks Cheaper. 

A New York item says the price of 
common brick has declined within 
the last few weeks from $14 a thousand 
to $5.

The decline in the price 
of brick is due to the increased use of 
concrete for building purposes, as this 
is found to be cheaper than brick and 
possessing equal advantages as a struct- 
ural material. :

In tetanus the body becomes rigid 
and there are persistent spasms and in- 
curvations of the body. The muscles 
are in a continual vibratory contraction. 
Willie Dodd’s moans and cries sounded 
like a fretting baby and could be heard 
all over the hospital. The contraction 
of the muscles would throw his body 
into uncomfortable positions often with 
head out of bed. Iftbe nurses moved 
him back on to the bed or touched bim 
to feel his pulse, etc., he wonld go into 
convulsions, making the case a hard 
one to care for. 

After nearly two weeks of persisteut 
treatment, the body commenced to re- 
lax and tbe boy became conscious part 
of the time. Since then he has im- 
proved right along, being able to sit up 
in bed and look at books. On Sunday, 
the 2th, he was dressed and out doors, 
and has been able tu go abvut since. 
He is now ready to return to bis home 
Itis ex- 
pected his father will take him bome 
Sunday. Willie is a bright little fellow 
and bas made many friends while at 
the buspital. 

A few weeks ago the City Hospital of 
Boston treated a little girl for tetanus 
and were proud of a cure. The Boston 
Transcript had in wn article about the 
little girl and her restoration to healtb, 
but the case at the Quincy Hospital 
was more remarkable as the disease had 


pregressed pretty far and the case 
seemed hopeless from the start.

Personal Side of Robert M. La Follette, Cham- 


pion of the People 


Man of Iron Who Never Minces His Words and Is Not a Quitter—His- 
tory May Yet Write Him Down as a Giant Among Pygmies. 
Orator Who Gets an Audience Going and 
Keeps It on the Move 


ENATOR LA FOLLETTE’S most 
marked characteristics are pug- 
nacity and persistence. He never 
quits fighting. It took him more 

than ten years to win out in Wisconsin, 
but if it had required twenty it would 
have been the same. He would have 
been there at the end, jabbing away 
pvith as much vigor and determination 
as at the beginning. 


Not a Quitter. 


When La Follette was told of the 
choice bunch of names that had been 
applied to him by his enemies he 
smiled and quizzically replied, “They 
did not call me a quitter, did they?’ 
No. They did not. That was the trou- 
ble. It was the fact that he was not a 
quitter that made his foes adopt such 
reckless and burning adjectives when 
they spoke of him.

Like Jackson also, he fought 
some of his greatest battles while suf- 
fering intense physical pain—pain that 
confined him to his bed a considerable 
portion of the time. Sickness could not 
daunt a will like that of La Follette— 
in fact, the man seems an incarnation 
of sheer will force. 

Robert Marion La Follette he was 
christened by his parents, but Bob he 
is called by the world, for, iron though 
he is, in his personality rests the charm 
that makes others call him by his front 
name. One of his political opponents 
recently said of him: “La Follette’s ene- 
mies have been made by his measures, 
not by his manners. It is possible to 
dislike Bob La Follette only at a dis- 
tance.” 

Three Cardinal Issues. 

What were these measures? Here 
are the three cardinal issues on which 
he made his fights in Wisconsin: Nom- 
ination of all candidates by district 
vote of the people, taxation of rail- 
‘ways and other corporations at the 
Same rate as that charged to others 
and the regulation of freight and other 
transportation charges. 

What is there about these to make 
enemies? Out of their own mouths 
are his foes condemned. To admit 
that their only opposition to him 
due to measures like these is to stamp 
themselves at once as friends of the 
trusts and foes of the people. La Fol- 
lette ha& dared to stand for the truth 
that he saw, 
have hated him for its sake.

Breadwinner of the Family. 

La Follette is fifty-one years of age 
and has many good fights in him yet. 
His father’s early death and his moth- 
er’s straitened circumstances left Bob 
the breadwinner of the family. Yet 
poverty did not deter him from taking 
a college course. The problem, how- 
ever, Was a most difficult one, for he 
lrad not onjJy to pay his own way, but 
to keep the family as well. He accom- 
plished both by buying the college pa- 
per and running it with such ability 
and energy that it netted him enough 
for his own and his family’s need. The 
enterprise required not a little addition- 
al work, but La Follette never stopped 
in the face of work. He not only edit- 
ed the paper, but solicited advertising 
and set type with his own hands. This 
did not prevent him from keeping 
abreast of the class leaders in his 
studies, nor did it keep him from tak- 
ing the state and interstate prizes in 
an oratorical contest. The subject of 
his oration in both efforts was “Iago,” 
and the light that he threw on that ma- 
lign character is said to have aided Ed- 
win Booth in his interpretation of the

difficult role. Young Bob had no little 
histrionic ability himself and at one 
time contemplated going on the stage, 
but, fortunately for the country, chang- 
ed his mind and studied law. 


An Instance of His Determination. 


It was not long after his admission 
to the bar that he was elected district 
attorney of his county. Four years 
later, at the age of twenty-nine, he en- 


; tered congress, where he served for six 


years. During his last term he a 
a member of the important ways and 
means committee and framed the agri- 
cultural schedule of the McKinley bill. 
In 1890 he was defeated in the great 
Democratic landslide. Four years later 
he re-entered the political arena, this 
time as the opponent of the Republic | 
an machine. He was not fighting for 
himself, but for another, and made an 
unsuccessful attempt to secure the 
nomination of Nils Haugen for goy- 
ernor. One incident of this canvass 
reveals La Follette’s nature in all its 
unconquerable strength. The machine 
had carried half of the primaries of 
La Follette’s own county, and to con- 
trol the delegation he had to carry all 
the remainder. His lieutenants were 
ready to give up in despair. 
“Gentlemen,” said La Follette, “vou 
can do as you please, but I am going 
to carry all the remaining primaries in 
Dane county if I have to crawl to them 
on my knees.” | 
He carried them. | 


Beginning of His Great Fight. 

In 1896 La Follette himself was a 
candidate for the Republican nomina- 
tion for governor and had a majority 
of the convention with him, but his ene- 
mies secured an adjournment and by 
purchase or otherwise won over enough 
of his delegates to defeat him. It was

| then that Robert M. La Follette began | 


his great fight to have nominations 
made by the direct vote of the people. 
Two years later he was once more 
defeated for the gubernatorial prige, 
but in 1900 he won out and was elect- 
ed. But the victory was only partial, 
as he failed to have the legislature 
adopt his principles. In 1902 he was 
re-elected and succeeded in having part 
of his measures adopted. In 1904 he 
was a candidate for a third'term and 
had a majority of the convention with 
him, but his opponents bolted and nom- 
inated another ticket. Both 
went before the Republican national 
committee, and the enemies of La Fol- 
lette won. Nothing daunted, the gov- 
ernor carried the fight into the courts 
and was successful. In the ensuing 
election he beat both the bolters’ can- 
didate and the Democratic nominee by 
immense pluralities and carried the 
legislature by a sufficient majority to 
insure the adoption of all his principles 
and his own election to the 
States senate. He did not immediate- 


ly take his seat, however, but remained | 


governor long enough to force through 
all the measures he advocated, even 
threatening to give up the senatorship 
if they were not enacted. When all 
his pet ideas were on the statute books 
and his twelve year state fight was 
completely won he turned to the larger 


field of the nation. H

Railroad Notes. 


George Smith, an engineer on the N. 
Y., N. H. & BH. Ry., who formerly re-

Division Engineer George S. Morrill 
of the N. Y., N. H. & H. Railroad was 
in Rockland last week with Boston 
engineers making plans and surveys at 
the railroad yard for the building of the 
new $25,000 depot.

There was 
considerable excitement among the 
many passengers and it took a good 
amount of quick and hard work to 
prevent a stampede among the*women, 
many of whom stood up and were about 
to jump. Aside from a big fright and 
and severe shaking up only one pas- 
senger was burt.

000 Annually In Sup- 
port of Game.

One can say that hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars are expended annual- 
ly for baseball games and convey in 
a vague way what baseball expendi- 
ture means. 

Presuming that 25,000,000 spectators 
witnessed baseball games in 1905, 
which is the estimate of one well 
known authority, it is fair to say that 
at least half of the 25,000,000 paid ad- 
mission to the games. Suppose that 
each of this 12,500,000 paid 25 cents to 
witness his favorite sport. That would 
make a gross total of $3,125,000 at the 
gate in one season, That begins to 
sound more like figures. 

Now add to that the car fare which 
Was expended by each spectator where 
the games were played in large cities 
and the amount which was handed out 
to the peanut boy and the lemonade 
peddler, and an idea begins to form 
that baseball receipts accumulate quite 
a total even if it is the cheapest and 
most popular form of outdoor sport. 

Nor is what the spectator pays to 
witness the games all that is expended 
during the year. Great factories work 
day and night to make baseballs, and 
men have acquired fortunes in placing 
their wares before the public. Hun- 
dreds of tailors are employed in mak- 
ing baseball uniforms, and scores of 
turners gain a livelihood turning out 
baseball bats, while the forests of the 
middle west have been ransacked to 
obtain the best timber to provide the 
players with sticks to suit them. 

Put a million dollars more on top of 
the amount paid to see games and the 
mark has jumped over $4,000,000.

At the world’s champlon- 
ship series last fall there were several 
spectators who traveled all the way 
from California to the Atlantic coast 
to see the New York Giants and Phila- 
deiphia Americans play for the cham- 
plonship. 

The fact is that baseball costs tke 
people of the United States more than 
$5,000,000 annually, and the bill is 
growing heavier every year, but so 
small is the per capita expenditure and 
so great the enjoyment which is de- 
rived from the game that it is copn- 
tributed with less complaint and more 
open indication of real satisfaction 
than any “indirect tax” which is levied 
upon the community at large ia behalf 
of a good time.

David I. Williams, proprietor of a 
book-binding establishment, was ar- 
rested last January on a charge of vio- 
lating the kiw in question.

Judge Olmstead declared that the law 
was Class legislation. He said in his 
decision: 

“To labor and employ labor are in- 
herent and inalienable rights of our 
citizens and cannot be taken away in 
whole or in part unless upon the broad 
ground of public good, which must be 
apparent and cannot be predicated up- 
on legislative dictum. 

“In the case under consideration the 
right of the ensployed and the right of 
the employer are equally involved. 
Nothing to the contrary appearing, it 
must be assumed that the Woman was 
a willing worker for a_ willing em- 
ployer, and that the result was mutual- 
ly satisfactory and profitable. No 
argument is needed to show that both 
the employer and the employed have 
been restricted in their rights by the 
law in question. 

“The present Constitution of the 
State of New York was adopted in 1894 
and became effective Jaw. 1, 1895. All 
of the rights which adult women pos- 
sessed at that time were confirmed by 
that document. One of those rights 
certainly was the right to contract for 
her labor and to work when‘and where 
she pleased without reference to the 
position of the hands upon the dial of 
the clock. It was not until four years 
after that the lawmaking power sought 
to place the limitation under considera- 
tion upon them. 

“What was the legislative intention 
in doing this? The attorney general 
finds and urges no other reason than 
that the general welfare of the state 
demands that the progeny of women of 
the factories shall have mothers with 
healthy bodies to the end that the state 
may have sturdy citizens. 

“Does the state look merely to the 
children of the factory women for its 
future good citizens? Why should not 
the housewife, the woman whe toils at 
home, in mercantile houses, in offices, 
or she who toils not at all—the society 
woman—be exempt from legislative in- 
terference, injunctive or mandatory, 
for the same reason? Some of them 
may be mothers of future citizeus, and 
it should be of as great interest to the 
state that they progeny should have 
proper birth and breeding to conserve 
its welfare.

London to a height of 2,000 feet and 
commenced <¢o travel toward the worm- 
wood scrubs and the open country be- 
yond.

How Oue Father Manages Disputes 
Among the Youngsters. 

A mothers’ magazine calls attention | 
to the fact that the old adage, “Chil- 
dren should be seen and not heard,” 
has little place in the modern systems 
of child training and says it is quite 
right that it is so, especially in the 
ease of the child with a grievance. 
Children, with all their chattering, are 
strongly inarticulate when it is a mat- 
ter of explaining their feelings, and a 
child may suffer more than the adults 
around it ever dream over some injus- 
tice, real or fancied, which it would 
probably have difficulty in putting into 
words. If the parents are continually 
telling it to “Hush up!” and “Keep 
still, now!” there is every chance of 
developing a fairly sulky youngster in 
time. 

In one New York home, where the 
father takes an active part in the 
training of the children, as few fathers 
do in this country, unfortunately, no 
dispute among the children and no 
grievance of any of them passes un- 
noticed, especially if the father is 
around. No matter what he may be 
doing, he drops it and instantly opens 
a kind of informal children’s court, 
getting at the bottom of the trouble 
by the gentlest of questioning. This 
takes some of his time, of course, but 
to those children their father ig the 
ideal of justice, a confidant who never 
fails them.—New York Tribune.

General Sentiment of Democrats 
of Massachusetts 


QUINCY AS MOUTHPIECE 


Says Nebraskan’s Following Is 
Only Exceeded by That of 
Roosevelt--Not In Sympathy 
With Moran--Dewey’s Ideas 


Boston, Aug. 6—The candidacy of 
William J. Bryan for the Democratic 
nomination for president was the sub- 
ject of a statement given out by for- 
mer Mayor Josiah Quincy, chairman 
of the Democratic state committee, 
who urges strongly the nomination of 


Bryan and at the same time dwells in a 
decisive manner upon the canvass for 
the Democratic nomination for govern- 
or of Massachusetts. Although Quincy 
does not mention the’ name of District 
Attorney Moran, it is well understood 
that Moran’s candidacy is the one 
which the state leader deprecates as 
threatening to disrupt the party in this 
state. 

Chairman Quincy will take an ac- 
tive part in the coming reception to 
Bryan at New York. After pointing 
out that he has named as the 10 mem- 
bers of the local committee of arrange- 
ments Democrats representing all ele- 
ments of the party here, Quincy says: 

“So far as I have been able to ascer- 
tain, the sentiment of those who now 
make up the membership of the state 
and local Democratic organization in 
this commonwealth is at the present 
time overwhelmingly in favor of the 
nomination of Mr. Bryan iv 1908. I 
have no doubt that this feeling will find 
official expression at the proper time, 
perhaps very soon. 

“The demand that has arisen spon- 
taneously throughout the country for 
the renomination of a twice-defeated 
candidate is certainly a remarkable 
tribute to the personal and political 
character of Mr. Bryan. No public 
man in either party, with the single ex- 
ception of Mr. Roosevelt, possesses 
such a large following among voters 
all over the country. * * * Iam sat- 

isfied that Roosevelt's wise decision not 
to run again is irrevocable, and the Re- 
publican party cannot produce, I be- 
lieve, any other candidate whose popu- 
larity or personality will match those 
of Bryan. He has many of the strong 
qualities, such as courage, independ- 
ence and tenacity of purpose, which 
have given Roosevelt such a hold upon 
the people, with more poise, stability 
and responsibility in his character. 
* ** We have no man in public life 
in this country of more transparent sin- 
cerity and political honesty. While 
Bryan is undoubtedly to be classed as 
a radical in his political views, he has 
recently declared in a conspicuous man- 
ner his opposition to Socialism.” 

Coming down to another topic which 
is accepted as a comment upon Massa- 
chusetts conditions and the candidacy 
of Moran, Quincy declares that the 
chief menace to the candidacy of Bryan 
and to his success at the polls comes 
not from the so-called conservative 
wing of the party, but from the po- 
litical activities of the extreme rad- 
ical or Soclalistie element of the party. 

“The candidates fostered and pro- 
moted by theorists in several states,” 
says Quincy, “serlously threaten to dis- 
rupt the Democratic party, because of 
their irregular and rule-or-ruin char- 
acter. Regular Democrats have every 
right to resent any candidacy for their 
party nomination which is founded up- 
on party disloyalty, openly announced 
in advance, and relied upon as a means 
of political coercion.” 

In announcing his intention to try for 
the Democratic nomination for gov- 
ernor, Moran, who is already the Pro- 
hibition nominee, recently issued a 
statement which was considered an ex- 
pression of hostility to the so-called 
conservative wing of the party. 

Another political statement issued is 
that from Judge Henry 8S. Dewey, the 
independent Republican candidate for 
mayor of Boston last year. Dewey de- 
clares himself a “stand-patter” on the 
tariff and expresses the opinion that 
Governor Guild should not be renomi- 
nated because of the governor’s views 
on the tariff. He suggests Lieutenant 
Governor Draper for the head of the 
ticket on a “stand-pat” policy. 


Culiom Will Be Returned 

Chicago, Aug. 6.—The Republican 
voters of Illinois made it known at the 
primaries that they wished Shelby M. 
Cullom returned to the United States 
senate. After a lively controversy, 
Cullom won Cook county (Chicago) by 
a plurality of more than 17,000 votes, 
while through the state he secured dis- 
tricts enough to assure his victory over 
his principal opponent, former Goy- 
ernor Yates. 


Fieeced American Tourists 

Mexico City, Aug. 6—Three Amer- 
icans, Fred Jones, Jerome Turner and 
W. J. Wilson, have been sent to Bolen 
prison, charged with swindling Amer- 
ican tourists whom, it is alleged, they 
induced to gamble, and whey, they pro- 
tested a bogus detective came on the 
scene, frightening the losers into si- 
lence. 


Generais Arrange For Duel 
Paris, Aug. 6.—A duel will be fought 
by General Andre, ex-minister of war, 
and General De Negrier, in consequence 
of statements in Andre’s memoirs con- 
cerning De Negrier and which the lat- 
er has declared to be untrue. The

The party was rescued 
at the danger line.

Boy Crazed by Hunger 
New York, Aug. 6.—While apparent-

was walking through a street here, and 
plunged a long knife into his back. As 
Pearson fell Carle sprang upon him 
and began rifling his pockets, but ran 
away when a dozen passers-by rushed 
on him. Half a block away he was 
captured by a_ policeman. Pearson 

was probably fatally wounded.

ON A ROCKY LEDGE 


Passenger Steamer Crashes While 
Running Full Speed _* 


Ln spt 
THE CAPTAIN TO BLAME 


Awful Scene of Panic, In Which 
Many Were Trampled to Death 
--Bravery of Fishermen In the 
Vicinity Saved Many Lives 


Cartagena, Spain, Aug. 6.—A terrible 
marine disaster occurred Saturday 
evening off Cape Palos, when the Ital- 
jan steamship Sirio, from Genoa for 
Barcelona, €adiz, Montevideo and 
Buenos Ayres, with about 800 persons 
on board, was wrecked off Hormigas 
island and over 300 emigrants, most of 
them Italians and Spaniards, were 
drowned. The captain of the steamer 
committed suicide. 

The Sirlo struck a rocky reef known 
as Bajos Hormigas and sank soon af- 
ter, stern first. Hormigas island lies 
2% miles to the eastward of Cape Palos. 

Before he committed suicide, the 
captain declared the steamer had 645 
passengers on board and that her crew 
numbered 127 men. The Sirio had 570 
passengers when leaving Genoa, but 
additional Spanish passengers were 
taken on board at Barcelona, where the 
vessel touched a few hours before the 
disaster. 

The accident occurred at 5 o'clock 
Saturday afternoon. The steamer was 
threading a difficult passage through 
the Hormigas group, where the Bajos 
Hormigas reef is a continual menace to 
navigation. The vessel began to settle 
rapidly immediately she had struck, 
and a terrible scene of confusion and 
panic ensued on board. The fisher- 
men along the coast sought to render 
every assistance in their power, and 
sent out boats which brought many 
survivors ashore. Most of the officers 
and crew of the Sirio are among the 
saved. 

The survivors have gone into camp 
on the main square of the town of Cape 
Palos. Herg harrowing scenes are en- 
acted as the stricken families anxious- 
ly seek beloved members among the 
rescued. A mother who lost her three 
children went insane. The doctor of 
the Sirio gave up his wife and child «s 
lost, but they were finally brought in 
by one of the rescuing boats, and the 
scene as this family was reunited was 
most affecting. One of the boats sent 
out by the fishermen brought in 24 pas- 
sengers. 


The condition of the survivors is 
most deplorable. They have lost every- 
thing and are without money, food or 
clothing. The maritime authorities of 
Cartagena have dispatched a tug to the 
scene, carrying relief supplies. The 
buildings of a circus and the poorhouse 
are being used as temporary quarters 
for survivors. 

An additional sadness is added to the 
catastrophe owlng to the fact that a 
number of fishermen who were conduct- 
ing rescuing operations were drowned 
in consequence of the overturning of a 
boat. 

The captain of the Sirio, before he 
killed himself, attributed the wreck to 
his own imprudence. The Sirlo left 
Genoa Aug. 2. 

From the broken narratives of the 
terror-stricken survivors, it would ap- 
pear that it was the intention of the 
captain of the Sirio, after leaving Bar- 
celona, to call at Cadiz before proceed- 
ing to Brazil. The captain, in order to 
shorten the route and gain time, pur- 
posed to pass as close as possible to the 
dangerous rocky ledges surrounding 
the Hermigas islands. Without any 
warning, and while running at full 
speed, the Sirio crashed upon the rocks 
with terrific foree. A few minutes 
later the stern of the vessel sank be- 
neath the waves. 

The passengers were in a state of ter- 
rified panic. Crowds rushed forward, 
pushing each other and fighting for 


places in the bow of the boat. Many 
fell and were trampled to death. Doz- 
ens of men and women threw them- 


selves into the sea. 

A fleet of rawlers providentially hap- 
pened to be only about 100 yards away 
when the Sirio struck. Notwithstand- 
ing the great danger, the skippers of 
these boats came at once to the rescue. 
The survivors of the Sirio unite in 
praising the conduct of the captains of 
the trawlers Johan Miguel and Vicenta 
Llicano. The former steamed close to 
the side of the sinking ship and took off 
800 persons. The crew of this trawler 
endeavored to sheer off, fearing that 
their boat would sink, whereupon the 
captain drew his revolver, levelled it at 
his men and shouted: “As long as it is 
possible to take off another passenger 
we will not move.” 


Dead Body's Queer Journey 
New York, Aug. 6—After being 
struck and killed by a subway express 
train last night, the body of Patrick 
Pallegrino, a track walker, was flung 
Against a pillar, bounded on top of the 
train and, after rolling along the roofs 
of almost all of the cars, fell, striking 
the automatic safety brake on the last 
car, which brought the train to a sud- 
den stop. The passengers were sent 
fiying from their seats, but no damage 
Was done.

Ostrich Farms 
In Arizona 


a Oe te | 


T is said that more than half the 
ostriches now in the United States 
are the progeny of a single pair 
owned in Arizona in 1891, From 

this fact one may judge how young 
the industry of raising these birds is 
in this country. There are now over 
2,200 ostriches on farms in Arizona, 
California, Florida and Kansas. About 
three-quarters of them are in Arizona. 
There ts a curious story connected with 
the breeding of many of these large 
feathered animals from one pair. It 
Was in the year 1888 that Arizona first 
saw ostriches. A troop of thirteen were 
brought to the territory from Califor- 
hia, and the number proved unlucky. 
The flock included two old birds and 
eleven young ones. The men who took 
them from the railroad station to the 
ranch which formed their destination 
knew nothing about ostriches, and 
their chief aim was to prevent them 
from escaping. To make sure they 
would not get away they not only put 
a canvas over the wagon, but hoods 
over the heads of the birds. It was 
a very hot day, and ten of the young 
birds died of suffocation before they 
had been taken five miles on their 
journey. To make the breeding proj- 
ect still more difficult of execution it 
happened that before the old pair could 
mike their nest the female bird died 
from an accid@nt. Then the flock was 
reduced to the old male bird and a 
young female. Ostriches are not like 
smaller birds. A single season does 
not suffice for their development. It 
takes about four years for the male 
bird to come fo maturity and about 
three and a half years for the female. 
So it was not till 1891 that the first 
ostrich was hatched in Arizona. In the 
fifteen years intervening since that 
time over 1,000 birds have come from 
that single pair and their descendants. 
All lined up in a row or by companies 


PLUCKING A HOODED OSTRICH, 


they would make a formidable looking 
army, as an ostrich stands about eight 
feet high and sometimes attains a 
height of ten or eleven feet. There 
are now six ostrich farms in Arizona, 
while the industry of raising ostriches 
is becoming an important one in the 
four states already mentioned. As 
ostrich feathers sell for as high as 
$146 per pound, the pluckings from the 
big birds form a product of consider- 
able value annually. 

The ostrich is a very interesting crea- 
ture, and its habits are often curious in 
the extreme. The ostrich nest is a 
round hole in the ground which the 
male scoops out with his feet. It may 
happen that his mate will not take to 
the nest at once, but will lay her first 
eggs on the ground. In that case Mr. 
Ostrich goes about collecting them and 
places them in the nest. After a few 
hints of this kind Mrs. Ostrich makes 
up her mind to lay in the home pre- 
pared for her occupation. In hatching 
the eggs the male plays an important 
part. He shares with his mate the duty 
of sitting on the eggs, and they work 
on night and day shifts, so to speak, 
Mr. Ostrich covering the eggs from 
about 5 o’clock in the evening to 8 or 
half past 8 in the morning. The female 
eovers them during the day, but her 
turn is not so long as that of the male 
bird. Scientists explain this arrange- 
ment on the theory that the male, being 
black, is not so easily seen at night as 
the female, which is nearly the color of 
sand and therefore better adapted to 
sitting on the eggs during the daytime 
in the desert. Of course on a ranch 
the same reasons for day and night 
shifts do not exist, but the birds do not 
take this into consideration and follow 
the instincts of their race. On some 
ranches the birds are not allowed the 
privilege of hatching the eggs, the latter 
being placed in incubators and care- 
fully attended until the artificial hatch- 
ing takes place. 

The plucking season is an Interesting 
one on an ostrich farm. An ostrich is 
plucked the first time when six months 
old and every eight months thereafter, 
but only wing and tail feathers are re- 
moved. One row of the largest quill 
feathers in the wing is cut with 
pruning shears. When he is wanted for 
plucking the ostrich is driven into a 
pen about four feet high, open at one 
end and closed with a door at the 
other. A hood is placed over his head, 
and he stands facing the closed door. 
The plucker stands behind him to do 
his work and is perfectly secure from 
kicks, because the big bird always 
strikes in front and does nct know how 
to hit any one who is behizd him. 
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The Eye In the Wall 


(Copyright, 1906, by IL. D, Marshall.] 
Privates Thomas and Williams of 
Company D, Third infantry, stationed 
et Fort Pinto, were the first to dis- 
cover what was afterward called the 
eye in the wall, One day when off 
duty they went prospecting in the 
mountains to the west of the fort. In 
their rambles they entered a ravine or 
canyon and traversed it for half a mile 

before finding a chance to climb out. 
A short while before climbing out 
they discovered a flaming eye in the 


rocky wall on their left and about |* 


forty feet above their heads. It glar- 
ed and scintillated and flashed, and, 
though the men were laboring under 
considerable excitement over belng 
lost, they marked the curious thing 
well and had much to say about it aft- 
er reaching the post in safety. 

During the next three months, ein 
men were searching every day, some 
of them no doubt struck the right ra- 
vine and followed it up, but none 
caught sight of the eye in the wall. It 
was the only thing talked about in bar- 
racks, It was soon settled that it was 
a diamond, and a monstrous large one 
at that, and that the value could not 
be much less than half a million dol- 
lars. The talk and the hunt for it soon 
began to tell on discipline, and in a 
general order the commandant forbade 
any one to search further. 

The discoverers of the eye in the 
wall had to abandon their search, but; 
they did not cease to talk and plot and | 
plan. A month later, as both were on 
sentry duty the same night, they de- 
serted. 

The colonel realized that they must 
be recaptured at once or their example 
would be followed by others, and a de- 
tail was sent out and put in a week's 
hard work. Then came news that the 
Indians were again on the warpath, 
and the detail was drivenin. It brought 
in Williams, however. He had met 
with a fall and lain for three days with 
a broken leg, and it was only by chance 
that he had been discovered. 

He said the pair of them had been 
exploring ravines for a week or more 
when Thomas began to act so strange- 
ly that his fellow deserter became 
afraid of him. He continually mut- 
tered and mumbled, thinking of the 
diamond, and at last declared that if 
the eye was found it should belong to 
him alone. Two or three times he 
seemed about to murder Williams, and 
at length the latter dodged him and 
was trying to make his way back to 
the fort when he met with his accident. 
He could give no further information 
about Thomas. 

After three weeks of exploring Thom- 
as found the eye in the wall. While it 
was only forty or fifty feet above his 
head, it might as well have been 400. 
The side of the canyon was solid and 
smooth and not to be climbed. 

In this emergency Thomas attempt- 
ed to shoot the eye out of its bed in 
the wall. His firing attracted the In- 
dians to the spot. They could not make 
out what he was firing at, but the fact 
of his being alone in the mountains 
and of firing at all where he must know 
that there were hostile Indians about 
made them suspect that he was not 
right in his head. 

His efforts to dislodge the stone were 
futile, and after having fired about a 
dozen bullets he walked a few steps 
up the canyon and sat down on a stone 
and beld his face in his hands. It 
was midafternoon, and just where he 
sat the sun gave his watchers light 
enough to see everything that happen- 
ed. They had their eyes on him when a 
grizzly bear came slouching down the 
canyon from some point where he had 
a den to investigate the firing. He 
stopped within ten feet of the deserter 
and sniffed at him and growled. When 
Thomas looked up and saw his visitor 
he did not seem in the least alarmed. 
On the contrary, he leaned his back to 
the wall, and the Indians heard him 
talking. By and by he got up and 
offered his hand to the bear, whereupon 
the grizzly growled menacingly and re- 
treated a few feet. 

Thomas sat down, looking down the 
canyon instead of at the bear, and the 
animal lay down for a period of ten or 
fifteen minutes. Then, as the man 
made no move, the grizzly advanced 
again and was presently so close that 
he seemed to put his nose on the man’s 
shoulder. Then he turned about and 
started talking, and more than once 
they saw him extend his hand and pat 
the fierce beast-on the back, There 
were five Indians watching, and they 
could have slain the bear with a volley, 
but the situation was such a strange 
one that they did not think of firing a 
shot. 

The play between man and bear con- 
tinued for a long quarter of an hour, 
So long as the soldier was quiet the 
bear did not seem inclined to harm 


him, but by and by Thomas rose up : 


and began to speak in excited tones 
and to point fiercely down the canyon. 
At this the bear began to growl sav- 
agely, and five minutes later he struck 
out with his great paw and stretched 
the man dead and then turned and 
went back to its lair. 

It was a year before peace came and 
the Indians related what they had 
seen, Then a searching party was sent 
out under their guidance, and the body 
of Thomas was found. It was in a 
good state of preservation, and nothing 
tad meddled with it. High up on the 
wall were the scars of the bullets he 
had fired as he had sought to dislodge 
the eye, but the eye itself was invisi- 
ble. The ten men looked and stared 
and peered, but nothing flashed, noth- 
ing scintillated, nothing sparkled up 
there against the wall built by the 
hands of nature thousands of years be- 
fore. 

The eye bad closed forever.

Bat Ninety 

Degree Temperature 
Was Unusually 
Late This Year 


Monday was the hottest day Quincy 
has experienced this season. Every- 
body suffered more or leas with the 
heat, but as far as can be learned there 
was no heat prostrations in this city. 
The temperature in City Square at noon 
was 3 and it varied but little from that 
all day. 

A thunder shower threatened at 4.30 
but it did uot materialize. A little 
rain fell however, in Boston and 
vicinity; which cooled the air some- 
what. At 8 o'clock tho thermometer 
in front of Pettengill’s registered 80 
degrees. Had it not been for the little 
breeze the day would have been un- 
bearable. 

The heat duriog the middle of the day 
in the stone district was something ter- 
rific, and nearly all of the stone yards 
closed down at noon. 

Work along the boulevard was also 
suspended during the day on account 
of the heat. 

At the shipyard also many ‘‘knocked 
off,*? 

In the afternoon the street car lines 
leading to Houghs Neck and other sea- 
shore resorts were well patronized by 
people who thought to find relief from 
the heat near the shore. 

At the City bath house there was a 
large crowd and the water was thick 
with bathers. 

It was the first day this year that the 
mercury had climbed to 90. It was un- 
usually late in coming as will be seen 
by the summary below of first 90 de- 
gree days, but there is yet an opportu- 
nity to make up for lost time: 


In 1897, Jane 24 
In 1898, June 9 
Ip 1899, June 6 
Tn 1900, May 15 
In 1901, June 27 
In 1902, June 3 
In 1903, May 19 
In 1904, June 26 
In 1905, June 16 
In 1906, August 6 


There were only nine days last year, 
with noon temperature at 90 or above 
which came on the following dates: 

June 16 and 18. 

July 9, 10, 12, 13, 14, 18 and 19, 

It was a hot night andat 8 A. M. 
the mercury registered 80 degrees. 

Tbe highest temperature in August 
last year was 88 and in September 80. 

The temperature at noon today was 
the same as Monday 93 degrees. There 
was better air, however, the breeze 
being from the northwest. The 
humidity was also lower than on Mon- 
day, making it more comfortable to be 
about. It is too hot however for most 
of the employes in the granite district 
and many of the yards are closed.

Success of Russian Strike Depends 
on Railroad Men 


ARE AS YET UNDECIDED 


Moscow the Only Place Where 
Response Was Made to Call to 
Quit Work--Strike Organizers 
In Despair Over the Fiasco 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 7.—In the light 
of yesterday's developments the gen- 
eral strike may almost be regarded as a 
fiasco. The summons to go out met 
some response in Moscow, where the 
printers and the street car men and 
part of the employes of the gas, water 
and electric light plants have quit work, 
but these are more than offset by the 
defections in St. Petersburg. An en- 
thusiastic acceptance of the order to 
strike is nowhere recorded. Even in 
the Donetz mining district, where prac- 
tically all the miners are out, the fac- 
“tory hands declined to strike. 

The revolutionists may possibly yet 
be saved by the railroad men, but the 
central committees of the railroad men 
have not yet reached a final decision, 
and up to the present time, in spite of 
the frantic efforts of the agitators, not 
a single important Ine of the empire 
is affected. 

Fifteen thousand employes of the 
government powder mills struck yester- 
day, but this was counter-balanced by 
the return of the men of the Westing- 
house and other factories, who have 
notified their superintendents that 
they would begin work today. 

It transpires that the printers of St. 
Petersburg, instead of abandoning the 
strike entirely, have decided to print 
only one liberal newspapera day. This, 
however, really plays into the hands of 
the government, as The Novoe 
Vremya and The Svet, the two con- 
servative journals, are wealthy enough 
to defy the unbon and resume publica- 
tion in unabridged form. ‘The com- 
positors of The Official Messenger 
joined the strikers yesterday, but they 
were at once replaced by military 
printers. 

The organizers of the strike are in 
despair over the prospects of failure. 
Some already counsel calling the strike 
off in au effort to save prestige, but the 
majority is waiting in the last hope 
for some action ou the part of the rail- 
road men. 

Except for the dispersal of several 
minor gatherings by Cossacks, who 
used their whips, and mounted police, 
St. Petersburg yesterday was almost 
quieter than in ordinary times. 

The prefect of police has issued a 
long proclamation, which was circu- 
lated among the lower classes, explain- 
ing the government's reasons for the 
dispersal of the lower house of parlia- 
ment. This act, it is declared, does not 
signify the suppression of representu- 
tive institutions, but is intended to 
give the people an opportunity con- 
scientiously to choose deputies to the 
new parliament who will co-operate 
with the government in solving the 
problems upon which the welfare of 
the country depends. 


Schoolship Had a Mutiny 
Libau, Aug. 7.—On the arrival here 
of the schoolship Riga, which was in

Pamyat Azova, it was learned that a! 


portion of the Riga’s crew also partici- 
pated in the mutiny. The commander 
of the Pamyat Azova quelled this mu- 
tiny by threatening to blow up the ship.

BANK DOORS SHUT 


State Institution at Chicago Is a 
Heavy Loser 


DEFICI’ NEAR $1,000,000 


Members ot One Family Oper- 
ated Popular Depository For 
Funds Saved by Working 
People--Two Officers Missing 


Chicago, Aug. 7.—With a deficit in 


its accounts of close to $1,000,000 and 


with the whereabouts of two of its chief 


officers unknown to the authorities, the | Twombly and went through all 


Milwaukee Avenue State bank, one of 
the larger outlying banks of Chicago, 
was closed by State Bank Examiner 
Jones. The bank had deposits amount- 
ing to about $4,000,000 and loans and 
credits to about the same amount. 

The failure was responsible for the 
death of one of the depositors and led 
to the suicide of another man who, a 
month ego, had placed the earnings of a 
lifetime in the institution. In the ex- 
citement following the announcement 
of the failure, J. G. Visser, an officer 
of the Royal League, who had on de- 
posit in the bank funds of that organiza- 
tion, fell dead. Henry Koepke, a 
grocer, on hearing that the bank had 
suspended payment, went to the rear 
of his store and shot himself. He died 
a few minutes later. 

Riotous scenes attended the an- 
nouncement of the failure, and a large 
force of policemen struggled all day to 
keep an excited crowd of depositors, 
nearly all of whom were foreigners 
and many of whom were women, from 
rushing the doors of the institution. 

The fact that the bank was on the 
verge of failure was first revealed by 
the president of the institution, Paul O. 
Stensland, in a letter written from St. 
Paul to his son, Theodore, who is vice 
president of the bank. The letter was 
received last Saturday, and it started 
the investigation which brought about 
the suspension. Cashier Henry W. 
Herring disappeared and a warrant 
was issued for his arrest on a charge 
of embezzlement. 

The first public intimation that the 
bank was in trovfble was the posting of 
a notice at the beginning of banking 
hours by Bank Examiner Jones, stating 
that business had been suspended for 
the purpose of making an examination 
of the bank’s affairs and that the in- 
stitution was in the hands of the state 
auditor. 

The news spread rapidly through the 
northwest side of the city, where the 
bank had been for years a popular de- 
pository for funds saved-by working 
people. 

Soon a clamorous crowd gathered 
before the doors and demanded admis- 
sion. Anticipating trouble, a score of 
policemen were sent to the bank. The 
people were permitted to file past the 
doors bearing the posted notice and 
were compelled to keep moving. Only 
those having keys to safety deposit 
vaults were allowed to enter. Many 
burst into tears when they found that 
their savings were endangered. 


An examination of the bank’s affairs | 
was begun quietly last Saturday «fier | 


receipt of the letter from President 
Stensland. Acting on instructions con- 
tained therein, Vice President Stens- 
land opened a deposit box anc found 
proofs that the bank’s funds were in 
bad shape. President Potter of the 
American Trust and Savings bank, 
which acted as clearing agent for the 
defunct institution, was called into con- 
sultation. The auditor was informed, 
and he sent Bank Examiner Jones to 
make a full investigation. 

The shortage of between $750,000 
and $1,000,000 Is said to be due to spec- 
ulation in real estate and in the security 
market. Members of the clearing house 
committee were told that most of this 
amount was unprotected by adequate 
collateral. 

The Stensland family owned much 
of the bank stock and members of the 
familly operated the bank. A statement 
made by Vice Prisident Stensland yes- 
terday showed $1,051,000 In cash on 
hand. He said that the bank carried 
deposits of $4,000,000 and had 22,000 de- 
positors. The concern’s New York cor- 
respondents are the Mercantile and 
the Chase National banks.

Hazardous Journey In Air of 
Thomas and Knabenshue 


STARTED FROMNEW YORK 


Landed In Connecticut and Had 


Breakfast, Ascended Again, 


and Finally Brought Up Just 


In Time to Avoid Going to Sea 


Brant Rock, Mass., Aug. 7.—Above 
the clouds and over 225 miles of land 
and water from New York city to the 
little seashore resort of Brant Lock, 
Mass., Dr. Julian P. Thomas of New 
York city and Roy Knabenshue, a pro- 
fessional aeronaut, made one of the 
most successful balloon trips yet un- 
dertaken in this country and made the 
hopes for successful aerial navigation 
seem more plausible. 

The voyage was made with one stop, 
that a voluntary one at Noank, Conn., 

ly yesterday morning, where, by the 
aid of a new guide rope, Thomas 
brought his big balloon to the earth for 
breakfast and water. The aeronauts 

nded at Brant Rock at 11:30 yester- 
day and as they left New York at mid- 
night Sunday they were nearly 12 hours 
on their trip. 

The trip was made for the purpose of 


testing two new appliances, a guide 
rope and water anchor, in which the 
former device worked with great suc- 


cess. The ascent at New York was 
made without mishap. The balloon 
rose high over New York city and, im- 
pelled by a gentle southwest wind, 

ed off over Long Island sound. 
Within a few miles a thick fog swept 
in between the swaying car and the wa-

SOFA CUSHIONS. 


A Novel Idea Is to Have Them Heart 
Shaped and Large. 

New ideas in sofa cushions are al- 
| Ways welcome, for the average house- 
| hold cannot own too many cushions to

On Jump 


Quincy's Increase 
Larger Than 
Most of Cities 

Of the State 


According to the Quincy Assessors 
the valuation of our city is increasing 
much more rapidly than many of the 
Massachusetts cities. Of the eleven 
which have reported for 1906 only three 
have shown a larger gain, and these 
were Springfield, Worcester and Salem, 
all large cities. 

Although Somerville, Haverhill and 
Malden are larger in population, the 
valuation of these cities is not increas- 
ing as fast as Quincy

Quincy is now No. 21 in valuation in 
the State, there being 19 cities and one 
town with more assessed valuation.

Quincy Word List. 


Rufus B. Tobey of Wollaston received 
this week the following endorsement of 
the spelling book of which Supt. 
Frank E. Parlin is the author. 

Dear Mr. Tobey: 

Referring to our conversation in re- 
gard to the ‘‘Quincy Word List,’’ spell- 
ing book, of Mr. Parlin’s, will say that 
we adopted that book in the com- 
mon schools of Putnam two years 
ago. The condition of the schools at 
that time in relation to spelling was 
very unsatisfactory. The Board ex- 
amined a large list of books, in fact, 
about all we could get hold of, and we 
decided that, for arrangement and 
daily, weekly and monthly work, this 
was the best thing in the market. 

The book has won its way with pupils 
and teachers and we think it is an ad- 
mirable book. The spelling in all 
grades has been toned up amazingly and 
I think it is safe to say that, certainly 
in the upper grades, more than 70-per 
cent. of the pupils the last six months 
have had an average of 60 or 70, and an 
unusually large number haye gotten 
from 90 to 100 in spelling. 

We particularly emphasize syllable 
spelling using that edition, and we are 
very sure that this has not only affected 
the distinct and clear pronunciation, 
but has sharpened the attention of the 
pupils generally and has been benefi- 
cial in improvement all along the line. 

I ought to say that on account of 
added interest in spelling in the gram- 
mar school, our High school took up 
tbe subject and arranged for a public 
spelling match with selected pupils 
of our High school and the High school 
of Killingly, an adjoining town. These 
public spelling matches were attended 
by crowds of parents of the school. 
They proved unusually helpfal.

New R. R. Bridge 
Over the Neponset 


The Quincy shore of the Neponset 
river is piled high with the timbers of 
the old railroad bridge and across are 
buge beaps of granite blocks and chips, 
and the offices of the contractors,—the 
Holbrook, Cabot & Rollins corporation 
of Boston. The two shores display in 
contrast the pissing of the old and 
the coming cf the new. Great wooden 
caissons are used instead of coffer dams 
to lay the foundations of the six stone 
piers, which with one abutment of 
stone on the Neponset side will consti- 
tute all the masonry to be employed. 

The construction of the bridge, other- 
wise will be two-thirds of steel and the 
balance of trestle, ur wooden piles, as 
before. The contractors will have com- 
pleted their part of the work on or 
about December first next. The date is 
not likely to vary three weeks either 
way. 

When the dvuble-roller steel draw- 
bridge similar to that between South 
Boston and the city, with its four 
tracks, will be at once placed and the 
bridge be rapidly completed as a whole. 
The result of this enterprise is looked 
upon to be of immense material benefit 
to Quincy aad Braintree especially.

A Wreck 


No Prospects of 
High School 
Being Ready

on the addition to the High school- 
house, are wondering when the build- 
ing will be ready for occupancy.

It is certain that the building will be 
no where near ready for occupancy at 
that time. The building today is a 
wreck. Itlooks for all the world as 
though it had been struck by a cyclone. 
It isa wreck. Not only has the inside 
of the original building been torn out 
but the outside walls as well. 

The southerly Hancock street front is 
the worst looking part. Here the front 
wall has been torn down nearly to the 
top of the doors that led into the old 
assembly hall. In fact almost the whole 
front has been torn out. 

Further down on the Hancock street 
front one corner of the old roof has 
been ripped off. This leaves a large 
hole exposing a good part- of that end 
to the weather. On the south end, the 
upper brick work has also been torn 
out to admit of the changes necessary. 

The new part is still open to the 
weather, nothing having been done to- 
ward roofing it. The inside looks still 
worse, all semblance of school rooms 
having almost disappeared. 

People go by and say to themselves 
that it would have been better to have 
placed dynamite under the oid building 
and blown it up and commenced anew. 

The fall term of the public schools 
will open Sept. 10, only four weeks 
from next Monday, and accommoda- 
tions must be provided for 600 or more 
High sehool pupils.

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Political Strike Against the Gov- 
ernment a Failure 


A NEW MOVE BY PREMIER 


Landed Interests and Peasantry 
May Be Won Over by Grant- 
ing Immediate Relief to the 
Latter--Disorders Continue 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 8.—The revolu- 
tlonary move, under the guise of a gen- 
eral strike, has come to naught and the 
Workingmen’s council has decided to 
call it off. This applies only to St. Pe- 


tersburg, but the capital’s example is 
likely to be followed by the other sec- 
tlons of the country. Nowhere did the 
efforts of the radical leaders to precipi- 
tate trouble meet with a response suf- 
ficient to warrant further effort to 
force the fight against the government 
at this time. For the moment the gov- 
ernment control of the situation is 
virtually absolute. 

For-this condition of affairs the coun- 
try has to thank or blame, according 
to the point of view, the douma, whose 
blunders led to its suppression and in- 
directly were responsible for the mu 
ffhies at Sveaborg, Cronstadt and on 
the warships wLich the loyal forces 
suppressed. Now the failure of the 
general strike adds to the strength of 
the government's position. 

The real intention of the govern- 
ment, as revealed by a member of the 
cabinet to the press, shows that Pre- 
mier Stolypin at least Intends to pur- 
sue an affirmative policy, amounting 
virtually to a determination on the part 
of the administration to settle the 
agrarian question according to its own 
lights and irrespective of parliament, 
and then go to. the country upon this 
issue. 

The government expects to rally not 
only the landed interests, but the mass 
of the peasantry to its side by actually 
giving the latter some immediate re- 
lief instead of merely holding out hopes 
of a more advantageous settlement in 
the indefinite future, which has been 
the stock in trade of many reformers. 

Politically this move may prove very 
strong. The actual bestowal of land, 
even if in smaller quantities than was 
expected, and the divisions of com- 
munistie holdings will, it is believed, 
make the peasantry disinclined to vote 
for candidates to the lower house who 
might propose a totally different solu- 
tion to the question. But above all, in- 
dividual possession, the government 
ealculates, will inculcate that very re- 
spect for property, the lack of which, 
under the system of communistic hoid- 
ings, has made many peasants such 
easy converts to the theory of the na- 
tlonalization of land. 

The crux of the question is its tinan- 
cial aspect. It will be a Herculean op- 
eration to find the funds required to 
purchase private holdings, even though 
the owners, under the spell of the agra- 
rian disorders, are ready to sell at most 
moderate prices. The character of 
these disorders has been shown again 
in the destruction of an estate at Pol- 
tava owned by Prince Kotchubsy, 
where a breeding stud of 250 horses and 
more than 600 sheep were locked in 
burning buildings and wantonly left to 
perish. 

That there is continued preparation 
among the revolutionaries for an armed 
uprising in the south is believed to be 
indicated by the interception by the po- 
lice of shipments of arms and ammuuni- 
tion, including rifles and sabres, at Pol- 
tava and Theodosia. 

Dispatches received here from 
savetpol announce that another “per- 
petual peace” has been arranged be- 
tween Tartars and Armenians at Shu- 
sha, but adviees from Tiflls show that 
the situation is still critical, especially 
in the adjoining district of Sangesur. 
A deputation of Tartars called yester- 
day upon the viceroy at Tiflis and coolly 
demanded the removal of General 
Golochtkapoff, who interfered with 
Russian troops in the settlement of this 
interracial quarrel.

Washington, Aug. 8 —Representa- 
tives of the legal departments of rail- 
roads who are here in consultation with 
members of the interstate commerce 
commission say the railroad rate law 


will surely be tested in the courts. The 


leading attorney for a southern road | 
is of the opinion that the first test will} 


probably be to determine whether the 
initial carrier shall be held responsible 
to the shipper for damage or loss to 
property. The frequency of complaints 
arising from this source induced him 
to believe that this provision will be; 
the basis for the first decisive battle. 

This provision in the law was offered | 
by Senator Carmack, at the request of | 
the Memphis Freight bureau, and its} 
object is to expedite the recovery of 
damages by shippers. 

A second provision of the law which, 
it is asserted, will be attacked, is that 
providing that the commission may de- ; 
termine just and reasonable charges or | 
allowances for sery rendered by | 
the owner of property transported or} 
for any instrumentality furnished by 
the owner and used in the transporta- | 
tion.

KILLED BY AMERICANS 


Japanese Violated Law by Fish- 
ing In Alaskan Waters 

New York, Aug. 8.—A special to the 
New York Tribune from Washington 
Bays: 

A report of the killing of five Japan- 
ese fishermen and the capture of 12 
Japanese prisoners on Attu island, the 
westernmost of the Aleutian group, the 
prisoners having been taken by the 
revenue cutter McCulloch, commanded 
by Captain Cantwell, was made to the 
department of commerce and labor by 
Edwin W. Sime, solicitor for the de- 
partment, who is in Alaska to enforce 
the new law prohibiting all persons not 
citizens of the United States from fish- 
ing in Alaskan waters. The Japanese 
killed were shot by Americans on Attu 
island before the McCulloch arrived. 

Acting Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor Murray promptly turned the 
eable dispatch over to acting Secretary 
of State Bacon, who will immediately 
communicate the information he has re- 
celyed to the Japanese ambassador and 
express regret that the Japanese poach- 
ers were so summarily dealt with by 
the Americans on Attu island. 

Because of the encroachment of Jap- 
anese fishermen and sealers in Alaskan 
waters congress was obliged during the 
session just ended to enact two laws 
calculated to encourage the fishing in- 
dqustry of Alaska among Americans 
and to prohibit Japanese and other 
aliens from engaging in it. 


Mob Thwarted by Military 

Charlotte, N. C., Aug. 8.—Three com- 
panies of the North Carolina National 
Guard surround the jail at Salisbury, 
while sentries with loaded guns and or- 
ders to shoot to kill patrol the streets 
near the prison. George Hall, an ex- 
convict, who is supposed to have led the 
mob which lynched the three alleged 
negro murderers of the Lyerly family 
Monday night, is in jail, the plan to 
rescue him failing to matertatize. 
Long before the sun rose curious per- 
sons went to the scene of the lynching 
and cut off the toes, fingers and ears of 
the persons lynched. 


Shea Holds the Fort 

Chicago, Aug. 8.—President Shea of 
the International Brotherhood 
Teamsters scored a victory over his op- 
ponents in the first skirmish in his 
campaign to remain in control of the 
drivers’ organization. The opposing 
factions, one headed by Shea and the 
other by his principal rival for the office 
of president, Albert Young, lined up on 
several factional issues and in each in- 
stance Shea was victorious.

Chinese Are Not Wanted 

St. Johns, Aug. 8—The measure 
adopted at the.last session of the leg- 
islature requiring all Chinese entering 
the colony to pay a head tax of $300 
each has been put into force by the 
colonial cabinet. The assent of the im- 
perial ministry was secured before this 
step was taken. The proclamation 
comes just in time, it is said, to prevent 
a scheme for the importation of 500 
coolies into the colony. 


Many Will Seek New Homes 

St. John. Aug. 8.—Thirty-tive hun- 
dred maritime province and New- 
foundland men will help harvest the big 
grain crop of the Canadian northwest. 
The first of the number left here last 
evening, when Canadian Pacific har- 
vesters’ excursions began. Some of 
those who go will come home when the 
harvesting is done, but many will re- 
main to take up a new life in the west. 


Danny Maher Has a Bad Fall 

London, Aug. 8—In the Brighton 
stakes, Hornhead, ridden by Danny 
Maher, the American jockey, fell. Ma- 
her was badly shaken up, but was uble 
to walk to the paddock, about half a 
mile away. Maher now remembers 
nothing of this walk or of what hap- 
pened after bis horse fell. The jockey’s 
shoulder is badly bruised, but he suf- 
fered no serious injury. 


Fell Three Thousand Feet

WHITNEY MAY BE CANDIDATE. 


Conservatives Think He Can De- 
feat District Attorney. 


setts feel much more confident today 
of preventing the nomination of Dis- 
trict Attorney Moran than they have 
at any other time since he announced 
his candidacy. The 
methods of the district attorney are 


not as pleasing today to the Demo- 
cratic masses as they were a few weeks 
ago. Some of the people can see 
through a millstone when there is a 
hole in it, and some of them have evi- 
dently begun to see through the tactics 
of Mr. Moran. The conservative Demo- 
crats have all along declared that his 
chief stock-in-trade was hot air, and 
that if he were given sufficient time he 
would prove their statements to the sat- 
isfaction of everybody. 

There were many Democrats who 
assumed that Mr. Moran had only one 
object in view, that being to enforce the 
law. Since he announced bis candidacy 
for governor they have been wondering 
whether there was not after all an ul- 
terior purpose in all the fuss and 
feathers he was making. The old line 
Democrats declared that he was a four- 
flusher, that he had not made good as 
district attorney, and that whatever 
he had done was only a hot-air per- 
formance. 

In the, last week or two Mr. Moran 
has put his foot in it very completely. 
One of his first great mistakes, accord- 
ing to the view of conservative people, 
was his appointment of Felix McGet- 
trick to investigate the alleged _ bri- 
bery of the great and general court of 
1906. 

Another Error of Judgment. 

He has just made another error in 
attacking the construction of the new 
normal school buildings in Boston, on 
the allegation that there was graft in 
connection with putting in the founda- 
tions.

When the charges’ were first 
made by Mr. Moran they caused 
a great sensation in the city. He 


alleged that the foundations were 
laid with much less’ than the 
necessary amount of cement mixed 
with sand and stone, and intimated that 
these foundations ought to be torn out 
and relaid. This was a very serious 
charge to make, and the schoolhouse 
commissioners immediately began an 
investigation of the matter. They ap- 
pointed a commission of experts in that 
line of work, aided by architects of the 
highest standing, to look into the mat- 
ter and report their findings. That re- 
port is a complete vindication of the 
work which has been done thus far upon 
the foundations of this group of build- 
ings. 

The conservative and careful Bos- 
ton Transcript declares that rarely 
has a contracting company received a 
more complete vindication of its work 
than that given to the Worcester com- 
pany, which is putting in the founda- 
tions for this group of buildings. 

It is evident that Mr. Moran is not a 
sufficiently careful man to be governor 
of Massachusetts. He has neither the 
executive poise nor the executive care 
and discrimination. The collapse of

may be prophetic of the collapse of the 
Moran boom for governor. Certainly 
attorney is not left in any 
enviable position.

When he 
Liscovered that puddingstone was be- 
ing used instead of trap-rock, he felt 
that his position was impregnable, 
though the fact that this was with the 
knowledge and approval of the antbori- 
ties should have indicated to him that 
there was good reason for the change.” 

In the opinion of men of good judg- 
ment, Mr. Moran was looking for 
trouble to strengthen his politica: cap- 
ital. He thought he had discovered it 
in the construction of the new normal 
school buildings. Without waiting for 
a careful expert investigation, he 
rushed in where a more prudent man 
would have declined to tread. The re- 
sult of his attempt to discredit the 
schoolhouse commission and the con- 
tractors engaged upon the normal 
school buildings illustrates, better than 
anything else which has gone before, 
the methods of the district attorney. 
He does not like the petty details and 
ordinary duties of his office. He de- 
sires to deal only with large and dra- 
matic offenses which will entitle him 
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to place in the newspaper headlines, 
and where he cannot discover actual 
graft he seems to have it imposed upon 
him by credulous friends who bring 
him only trouble. 


Dewey is Discontented. 

Former Judge Henry S. Dewey of 
Coston is out in what seems another 
attempt to divide the Republican party. 
Mr. Dewey was last fall a candidate for 
the Republican mayoralty nomina- 
tion. He did not succeed in getting it, 
but Louis A. Frothingham of Boston 
did. Thereupon Mr. Dewey proceeded 
to run as an independent candidate and 
succeeded in defeating the election of 
a Republican mayor over John F. Fitz- 
gerald.

Mr. Dewey is not satisfied with the 
tariff views of Governor Guild, and 
thinks the governor should retire in fa- 
vor of Lieutenant Governor Draper, be- 
cause he believes that Mr. Draper is a 
“stand-patter,” and that as such he best 
represents the rank and file of the Re- 
publican party. 

However that may be, Governor 
Guild and Lieutenant Governor Draper 
both ran for office last fall on the same 
platform, which was for tariff revision 
immediately. The Republican dele- 
gation in congress from this state at- 
tempted to the best of its ability to se- 
cure tariff revision at the last session. 
They were, however, unable to con- 
vince a majority of Republican mem- 
bers in congress that immediate re- 
vision was advisable or necessary, and 
no action was had prior to adjourn- 
ment. A great number of the western 
members of congress declared that 
while the country was so prosperous it 
would be folly to upset such prosperity 
by attempting to revise the tariff mere- 
ly because Massachusetts demanded it. 

The Boston Journal treats the posi- 
tion of Mr. Dewey as a huge joke not 
to be taken seriously by anybody, and 
as expressing merely _an_ individual 
opinion which is by no means generally 
held. It makes fun of Dewey per- 
sonally and of his position individually. 

The Journal seems to believe that 
Dewey is angry because he was not ap- 
pointed as head of the Boston police 
system rather than Stephen O'Meara.

Was Quincy For Bryan? 

The troubles of the Democratic party 

are not yet ended. The plans for the 
Bryan reception are giving some of 
them no end of trouble, notably Chair- 
man Josiah Quincy of the Democratic 
state committee, and Mr. George Fred- 
erick Williams, the sage of Dedham, 
who was once the party leader in this 
state. Mr. Williams is much disturbed 
because Mr. Quincy is so prominent 
in the plans for the Bryan reception. 
It is evident that Mr. Williams neither 
loves nor trusts Josiah. He has met 
him before and experience is a wise 
teacher. Mr. Williaths evidently does 
not believe that Mr. Quiucy voted for 
Bryan, holding to the opinion that he 
probably bolted him for a gold Demo- 
crat or McKinley.

In 1900, he adds 
that he came home from Europe and 
took the stump for Mr. Bryan. 
Mr. Quincy then proceeds to state 
that the chief menace to the candidacy 
of Mr. Bryan and to his success at the 
polls in 1908 comes not from the so- 
called conservative wing of the party, 
but from the political activities of the 
extreme radical or socialistic element. 
He recognizes Bryan as a radical but as 
a conspicuous opponent of socialism.

sterilized by steam. Vessels used in 
the manufacture of ice cream shall not 
be used as containers for other sub- 
stances than ice cream, ”’ 

The second section of article 1 de- 
clares that all rooms in which ice cream 
is stored or made shall be provided 
with tight walls and floors and kept 
constantly clean, ‘These walls and 
floors are to be of such material as to 
be easily and rapidly cleaned. Down 
in hokeypokeyville this is certain to 
cause consternation, for walls there are 
mostly papered. 

A standard is needed in the opinion 
of Prof. Jordan, head of the state bu- 
reau of milk inspection, by which the 
percentage of butter fat in ice cream 
may be regulated. Itis his belief that 
the existence of bactera is apt to make 
one ill, and that while the places of 
manufacture are being looked into and 
cleanly methods insisted upon, an in- 
cidental test should be made to see if 
the customers are getting the real thing. 
He says that if Massachusetts makes 
such a law the state will be.at the head 
of it.

Peasant Member of Late Douma 
Facing Death Penalty

MINISTRY WIDE AWAKE 


Food and Employment For Fam- 
ine-Stricken People Will Aid 
In Its Efforts to Secure a More 
Tractable Parliament 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 9.—M. Onipko, 
the peasant member of the late parlia- 
ment who was captured redhanded at 
Cronstadt after the mutiny there, will 
be tried according to the rules for war 


for inciting and participating in an 
armed revolt, the penalty for which is 
death. The authorities are convinced 
that they have a good case against 
Onipko and hope it will involve several 
other prominent extremists in the late 
parliament to such an extent as to pre- 
vent their re-election to any future 
parliament. 

The ministry already is beginning a 
far-reaching campaign preparatory to 
the election of a more tractable parlia- 
ment in December. The ministers in- 
sist on a program that will consist of 
the promulgation of definite reforms 
and the nomination of candidates who 
will represent these instead of letting 
the elections go by default, as was 
the case in the defunct assembly. The 


tempting to throttle public sentiment, 
but it is noticeable that their first step 
was taken through the police, who were 
asked to report of the possible govern- 
mental candidates for seats. 

The session of the cabinet yesterday 
was devoted to measures of famine re- 
lief, which is recognized as one of the 
most urgent problems in the adminis- 
tration, as well as being an eloquent 
campaiga argument. It was decided to 
recommend to the czar an additional 
eredit of $25,500,000 in addition to the 
$7,500,000 voted by parliament for this 
use, $25,000,000 of which sum is to pro- 
vide food and employment to keep the 
stricken population from starvation and 
the remainder for the purchase of seed 
grain. 

Among the public works recommend- 
ed are the construction of flood embank- 
ments, ports and other improvements 
on the Volga, on which the unskilled la- 
bor in the chief famine district could 
be employed and for which $550,000 
were voted at the recommendation of 
Premier Stolypin. The cabinet also 
voted to extend the “state of extraor- 
dinary reinforced security” to all dis- 
tricts of the empire, where the semi- 
annual limit is about to expire. 

The official telegraph agency reports 
the formation at Yekaterinoslav of a 
reactionary organization whose pur- 
pose is to exact a life for a life for every 
official killed by the revolutionists. 
The murder of ex-Deputy Hertzenstein 
is an example of this procedure. The 
agency also reports an encounter be- 
tween police and workmen at Kros- 
troma, during which Cossacks were 
summoned and dispersed the crowd 
with a volley. No mention of the cas- 
ualties is made. 


Armenian Piedges Worthiess 

Tiflis, Aug. 9.—Reports received here 
from General Goloschakoff, at Shusha, 
declare that in spite of the pledges of 
tbe belligerent races to observe a truce 
during the negotiations for peace, Ar- 
menians have set the torch to several 
Tartar houses and killed a number of 
nomad Mussulmans who came to the 
assistance of the Tartars. A renewal 
of the fighting in the region along the 
Turkish frontier is imminent. Nomad 
Kurds have attacked the village of 
Lysagossk, which was occupied by a 
detachment of the Russian frontier 
guard. This attack was repulsed, as 
was another by Armenians on the Tar- 
tar village of Nanebliktu. 


Strikers and Troops In Collision 

Uzovka, Aug. 9.—Another collision 
between strikers and troops occurred 
at the Alexieffskain mine, following 
the outbreak of fighting between two 
factions of workmen. Two men were 
killed and many were wounded. aA 
number of the leading agitators were 
arrested. 


Arms Captured at Moscow 
Moscow, Aug. 9.—The police have 
captured a store of Mauser rifles and 
automatic pistols and a number of revo- 


-lutionary proclamations and posters is- 


sued by the revolutionary fighting le- 
gion. Several members of a new reyo- 
lutionary committee also were cap- 
tured.

'Clash With Japanese Poachers 
Caused No Surprise 


DEATH OF FIVE RAIDERS 


Japan Not Entitled to Repara- 
tion or Apology--United States 
Agents and Indian Guards 
Bravely Repulsed Invaders 
Washington, Aug. 9.—The govern- 

ment of the United States will take no 
further interest in the matter of the 
killing of the Japanese poachers, save 
that the 12 prisoners must be tried by 
United States authorities and accord- 
ing to United States law. It is not in- 
tended to send any more revenue cut- 
ters into Alaskan waters, as it is un- 
derstood that the ships now there are 
sufficient to protect the interests of 
citizens of this government. 

After discussing the matter with As- 
sistant Secretary of State Bacon, Mr. 
Miyuoka, the Japanese charge, agreed 
that it was not a case to cause aun inter- 
national incident and that it was sim- 
ilar to other clashes that have occurred 
between citizens of one country with 
those of another on their own soil. 

The dispatch of Edwin W. Sims, for- 
merly solicitor for the department of 
ecommerce and labor, giving the full 
story of the killing, was made public 
at the state department and later was 
cabled in full to Ambassador Wright 
at Tokio. It is understood that the am- 
bassador will be expected to represent 
to the Japanese government that the 
poachers were in the position of a bur- 
glar who enters a man’s home. 

In addition to transmitting the de- 
tails of the killing, Sims asked for the 
service of an additional revenue cut- 
ter to protect the seal greunds. Sims 
also asks for special counsel from the 
department of justice to assist in the 
prosecution of the prisoners taken at 
the time of the killing. It is known 
that the government has expected that 
sooner or later there would be a clash 
with the poachers. The companies 
that have the sealing contracts with the 
United States have been making repre- 
sentations for a year that the poachers 
were constantly at work in a systematic 
manner. 

The dispatch of Solfcitor Sims, sent 
to the department of commerce and la- 
bor, said in part: 

“The fur seal rookeries on St. Paul 
island were raided by the crews of Jap- 
anese schooners July 16 and 17. About 
200 seals were killed, but the raiders 
were eventually repulsed as a result 
of the courageous action of Chief Agent 
Lembky and Assistant Agent Judge, at 
the head of a native guard. Fivé raid- 
ers were killed and 12 captured, two 
of the latter being badly wounded. 
Three boats and some small arms also 
were captured. The force protecting 
the rookeries suffered no casualties, 

“Most of the seals killed on shore by 
raiders were pregnant females, with 
nursing young, afew days old, which 
died of starvation. <A large portion of 
those killed in the water were also fe- 
males in search of food for their young. 
During the time I was on the island 
schooners were frequently sighted less 
than three miles from shore. It is evi- 
dent that at least eight or ten schooners 
believed to be Japanese are sailing in 
close proximity to the islands.” 

Japan has no treaty obligations 
which in any way require her to pro- 
tect seals in the Bering sea. “Lhe Unit- 
ed States, Great Britain and Russia are 
the only nations bound by treaty to of- 
fer protection to sealing in Bering wa- 
ters, and these three countries must, 
according to the terms of the convention 
to which they have subscribed, exercise 
every possible precaution to prevent 
their subjects from poaching. 

The agents of the United States in 
the conflict, which resulted in the kill- 
ing and wounding of the Japanese 
poachers, are Walter L. Lembky and 
James Judge. Lembky is the 
agent at the fur seal fisheries of Alaska 
and Judge is one of his assistant agents. 
Both of them are located on St. Paul 
island of the Pribiloff group, the other 
two assistant agents, Clark and Chi- 
chester, being stationed on St. George 
island. 

Lembky has been in the service in the 
islands about 15 years. He is about 
40 years old and is held in high regard 
by the officials of the department of 
commerce and labor. He is said at the 
department to be able, conservative 
and thoroughly trustworthy. His busi- 
ness is to guard the seal rookeries, par- 
egENe: dozing: ‘the breeding season, 

; i guards are Indians who

TO TURN OVER $600,000 


Vice President of Wrecked Bank 
Comes to Rescue ot Depositors 

Chicago, Aug. 9—Theodore Stens- 
land, vice president of the suspended 
Milwaukee Avenue bank, and son of the 
missing president of that institution, 
bas come to the rescue of the 22,000 de- 
positors, and it is the general belief of 
those who are endeavoring to straighten 
os the affairs of the bank that there 
is an excellent chance for all to re- 
ceive almost dollar for dollar when a 
final settlement is made. 

Vice President Stensland announces 
that he will, with full authority, turn 
over to Receiver Fetzer all the rea] 
estate and personal property of Paul 
O. Stensland, his father. The sop 
places a valuation of $600,000 on this 
collateral. 

President Stensland and Cashier 
Hering are still at large. While a 
thousand depositors shouted their pro- 
tests yesterday afternoon, $300,000 
was removed from the vaults of the 
failed institution to that of the Na- 
tional Bank of the Republic, where it 
will be held for safekeeping until next 
Tuesday, when, it is said, distribution 
to the depositors will be begun. The 
removal of the money put the crowd in 
an angry mood, and it took many po- 
ticemen to keep the excited throng 
from upsetting the patrol wagons 
which were filled with bluecoats as a 
bodyguard of the treasure wagon. 


Won’t Hoid Up Immigrants 

Washington, Aug. 9.—By direction of 
President Roosevelt the United States 
immigration station at Ellis Island will 
be open for the inspection of arriving 
immigrants hereafter on Sundays, 
Last Sunday the station was closed by 
order of the department of commerce 
and labor, in or€er that the employes 
might have a res The result was that 
many hundreds of immigrants arriving 
on Saturday night and Sunday morning 
were obliged to remain on board their 
ships until Monday morning. 


To Fight For Insurance Money 

San Francisco, Aug. 9.—The $505,- 
000 deposited in New York by the Trans- 
Atlantic Fire Insurance company of 
Hamburg, which has disavowed iia- 
bility for its losses, has been attached 
by the policy holders of San Francisco 
to prevent the German corporation 
from withdrawing the money from 
the United States. Trans-Atlantic 
policyholders have decided to form an 
organization to fight as a unit. It is 
intended to carry the case to the Ger- 
man courts. 


Noted Scientist’s Conclusions 

London, Aug. 9.—Lord Kelvin has 
written a letter to The Times concern- 
ing recent discussions before the Brit- 
ish Association for the Advancement 
of Science. He protests against the in- 
ference that helium may be produced 
from radium and the idea of the grad- 
ual evolution of one metal from the 
other. He also expresses himself as 
against the hypothesis that the heat of 
the sun or the earth is due to radium. 
He believes it to be mainly due to grav- 
itation. 


Indictment Against Standard Oil 

Chicago, Aug. 9—An _ indictment 
charging the Standard Oil company 
with receiving rebates in the form of 
non-payment of storage charges to cer- 
tain railroad companies was returned 
by the federal grand jury before Judge 
Bethea. The Standard Oil company is 
the only defendant, no officials of the 
company and no railroad companies or 
officials being named. The bond of the 
defendant was fixed at $25,000. 


Japan Has a Meat Scandal 

Victoria, B. C., Aug. 9.—Steamer 
Tosa brought news of a Japanese 
canned meat scandal. As a result of 
an official investigation into the canned 
meat industry at Hiroshima, conse 
quent on the agitation in the United 
States, it was found that cans labelled 
“boiled beef” contained horseflesh, 
which had been prepared so ingeniously 
that it could be identified only by care- 
ful analysis. 


Santa Fe Buys New Road 

Topeka, Aug. 9—The Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fe railroad has pur- 
chased the Arkansas Valley Railway 
company from the American Sugar 
Beet company. ‘This line is surveyed 
80 miles long. Forty miles of this road 
have been completed and the Santa Fe 
will at once finish the line. The pur- 
chase price is not published. 


Supposed Spies Captured 

Strasburg, Aug. 9.—Two brothers 
named Gilt, one a captain in the French 
army stationed at Nancy, the other a 
medical student from Lyons, both dis- 
guised as peasants, were arrested as 
spies during the military maneuvers at 
Fort Crown Prince, in Lorraine, where 
both the suspects have been imprisoned. 


Poisoned by Canned Saimon 

Winnipeg, Man., Aug. 9.—Several 
members of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
railroad survey camp at Sandgreen 
were taken violently sick after eating 
canned salmon. Major Smith is dead 
and several others are critically ill. 
Smith served with distinction in the 
Boer war. 


Picnic Party In Disaster

Canal Company 
Must Organize 


Senator George H. Garfield, Col. John 
J. Whipple, E. B. Mellen, Herbert E. 
Guy and T. A. Norris, who constitute 
the committee appointed to consider 
the matter of filing the preliminary set 
of plans as required by the act authoriz- 
ing the incorporation of the New York, 
Brockton and Boston Canal and Traps- 
portation Co., met Wednesday evening. 


The committee has received assurance 


from the harbor and lands commission- 


ers, with which the plans are to be 


filed, that a copy_of the survey made by 


the State will be accepted. 


The committee will ascertain the 
cost of making a draft of these plans, 
which are about 120 feet long, and will 
decide upon the engineer to do this 
work, 

Hon. Loyed E, Chamberlain the legal 
adviser, leans toward the belief that 
the company must be formally organi- 
zed before the plans are filed, says the 
Enterprise. 

‘‘] should say that one of the first 
necessary steps will be the organization 
of the company,’’ said he. ‘‘If the 
plans are to be filed, as required, it 
would seem that the company mast 
first be organized. It is probable that 
some action will be taken regarding this 
and it is nut unlikely that the canal 
company will be formally organized 
this month.

SIMPLE SUNDIAL. 


The Way to Make One and Set It Up 
In Proper Shape. 


Although we all have clocks and 
watches by which to tell the time, the 
sundial will always retain a certain 
charm by reason of its antiquity, and 
any garden possessing one has a fea- 
ture added to it that nothing else can 
supply. So come, boys, especially you 
handy ones, and make a dia! and then 
plant at its base some quick growing 
vine and have a thing of beauty that 
is a joy forever. 

One of the simplest sundials consists 
of a metal disk. You may make it any 
size you wish, dividing its circumfer-

ence into twenty-four equal parts, num- 
bered from 1 to 12, twice around, as 
shown in Fig. A. The best metal to 
use is zinc, as it does not rust and is 
easily marked artd cut. 

In the center of the disk is fixed a 
straight pin, called a style. It must 
be exactly perpendicular to the disk, 
as the accuracy of the dial depends on 
this, and also on its being placed ex- 
actly parallel with the earth’s axis. 
This latter is effected in the following 
way: 

Make a tiny hole in the metal disk, 
close to the style, and then on the first 
clear night place the disk on its sup- 
port in such a position that by looking 
through the little hole you may bring 
the north star in line with the style. 
When you have obtained the right an- 
gle, fasten the disk in place, and your 
sundial is complete. 

The shadow thrown by the style will 
point to the hour of the day, and of 
course you need hardly be hold that on 
cloudy days the dial will not work, as 
the sun is needed to cast the shadow. 

Another way to find the angle or 
place in which the disk should rest is to 
cut a triangle out of pasteboard, as 
Fig. B designates, having the angle at 
C just equal to the latitude of the lo- 
cality where the dial is to be used. 
You may easily do this by finding the 
latitude on a map and then drawing 
the angle with the ald of a piece of 
metal called a protractor, which is 
marked off in degrees and which may 
be bought of any dealer in drawing 
materials. 

Fix this triangle, with the aid of a 
compass, so that the angle B points 
due north and the base BC is horizon- 
tal. Then place the dial so that the 
style points along the line AC, with the 
free end toward A. When so placed 
the figure 12 in the dial must be di- 
rectly below the style, as the picture 
shows.—New York Herald. 


March Winds and April Showers. 

Perhaps you do not know that the 
old saying, ““When March comes in like 
a Hon it will go out like a lamb,” is 
founded on a scientific principle. If it 
comes in with high, blustering winds, 
there is an unusual degree of evapora- 
tion, caused by these winds, and hence 
an unusual amount of water vapor in 
the air. This results in constant show- 
ers during the latter part of March 
and in April, and these showers break 
the violence of the winds and give us 
the proverbial lambliké behavior. 

The weather of March and April Is 
of special benefit to the earth. The 
high winds of March are needed to dry 
the soil and thus keep the seeds from 
rotting soon after the planting, and 
the April showers supply the principal 
nourishment on which the seeds de- 
pend for development.

English Tailor’s Suggestions For 
‘Smarter’ Dress Adopted. 


BETTER COATS AND TROUSERS 


Hip Pockets Eliminated and Over- 
coats Can Be Turned Into Comfort- 
able Sleeping Blankets—Trousers to 
Have a Very Swagger Appearance. 
No Change In Uniforms of Officers. 


Changes in the uniforms of enlisted 
men of the United States army have 
been ordered by the war department 
as the direct result of suggestions 
made by G. B. Winter, a military 
tailor of London, who came to the 
United States several weeks ago at 
the request of Quartermaster General 
Humphrey, says a Washington corre- 
spondent of the New York Herald. 
These changes will not affect the ma- 
terial or general character of uniforms, 
but will make those now worn better 
fitting and smarter in appearance. 

General Humphrey appointed these 
officers of the quartermaster’s depart- 
ment a board to consider the subject: 
Colonel George E. Pond, Majors J. B. 
Bellinger, J. B. Aleshire, John T. 
Knight and T. H. Slavins and Captain 
L. Hardman. Mr. Winter made pat- 
terns embodying his suggestions which 
were submitted to the board. 

One of Mr. Winter's patterns for an 
overcoat has been adopted. It is mod- 
eled on the olive drab overcoat now 
used, but made much more full in the 
back by means of a plait. The ad- 
ditional fullness is an advantage over 
the present overcoat in that when the 
wearer is mounted if the back of the 
coat catcheg on the saddle there is suf- 
ficient material in the skirt to prevent 
it from being pulled away from the 
knees. The increased fullness also 
has an advantage in affording more 
cover when the overcoat is used for a 
sleeping blanket. 

The board recommended and the 
quartermaster general has approved 
improvements in the present olive 
drab service coat to the extent of put- 
ting two slits in the back skirt, two 
V’s at the collar and two darts in front 
and adding plaited patch pockets. 
This garment will also haye wider 
shoulders and a closer waist. The 
collar will be a standing turnover, just 
wide enough for the largest insignia. 
The khaki service coat is to be cut on 
the same pattern as the olive drab 
service coat. 

The American soldier has had diifi- 
culty for years in obtaining well fit- 
ting trousers, especially for wear when 
mounted. The quartermaster general 
has approved Mr. Winter's suggestion 
that the olive drab service breeches 
should be cut with more length In the 
back breadth. They will have a very 
swagger appearance, comparing favor- 
ably with officers’ trousers, and will be 
tight from the knee down, laced 
through eyelets which are faced with 
leather near the knee. Mr. Winter 
recommended removing hip pockets. 

At present the breeckes are so tight 
as to be uncomfortable in mounting. 
The khaki breeches for mounted wear 
will be practically the same as the 
olive drab service breeches. 

The olive drab and khaki foot trou- 
sers will be cut full on the thigh to 
below the knee, with a seam just be- 
low the knee, and tight from there 
down and laced the same as cavalry 
breeches. The hip pocket will be elim- 
inated, 

Mr. Winter informed the board that 
in workmanship and material the 
American uniforms could not be im- 
proved upon, but that they could be 
distinctly improved as to style. 

Although they have no wish to make 
him a military dude, it is the belief of 
the prominent officers that the Amer- 
ican soldier feels a great deal more 
respect for himself and is much more 
comfortable if he knows that his 
clothes fit well and are handsome in 
appearance. 

General Humphrey received scores 
of letters criticising his action in get- 
ting an English tailor to make these 
suggestions, but he has also received 
letters from many persons congratu- 
lating him upon the step. 

There has been no effort to do any- 
thing with the uniforms of officers, 
which were improved three years ago. 
The various government clothing fac- 
tories are being provided with patterns 
for the improved garments, and in a 
few weeks all the new clothing will be 
manufactured after these patterns, 


Students on Long Tramp. 

Albert Kamboltz and Louis B. Cohn, 
students at New York university and 
Columbia respectively, passed through 
Rutland, Vt., recently on a 1,500 mile 
vacation tramp through New England, 
Canada and the Adirondacks, says the 
New York World. They carry a shel- 
ter tent, blankets and a soldier's cook- 
ing kit, about thirty pounds each. Al- 
though very brown from exposure, 
they showed no signs of fatigue. They 
left New York on July 8 and walked 
through the Connecticut valley, aver- 
aging eighteen miles a day. They will 
walk to Montreal and Quebee and 
home via the Adirondacks and the yal- 
ley of the Hudson. Each night they 
pitch their tent, usually near a farm 
house, and buy provisions when need- 
ed. They expect to reach home in 
time for the opening of college.

McKay, for passing a worthless 
check on T. L. Williams, 

The fellow visited Mr. Williams’ 
store several times. He purchased a 
silver watch giving in part payment for 
it a check for $7.50. The check was 
drawn on the Mt. Wollaston bank and 
was made payable to the Johnson Lum- 
ber Co. Sinclair crossed out the John- 
son Lumber Co., and placed Mr. Wil- 
liams’ name in place of it. 

The next day he came in with a wo- 
man, who he said wasa relative, to 
whom he wanted to sell a graphophone. 
They picked out a $45 machine and 
were to pay $10 down. He also brought 
in a ring to have made smaller. All of 
these transaction seemed queer to Mr. 
Williams, and he made up his mind 
that things were not right. <A few 
minutes use of the telephone convinced 
him that he was right, and the police 
were notified. 

Lieut McKay was not long in learn- 
ing some peculiar facts about the man. 
ile learned that he had visited the store 
of George W. Jones and purchased a 
bill of goods, offering a check in pay- 
ment, which was refused. Mr. Jones 
was then requested to send the goods to 
the New Adams House on Washington 
Street. This Mr. Jones did only to 
learn that Sinclair had left the place, 

A bill of goods was also purchased of 
the Johnson Lumber Co., but when the 
driver attempted to deliver the lumber 
their was no Sinclair. 

Brown's stable was also visited where 
he wanted to hire a team for a month 
Offering to pay for it in advance. A 
check was given in payment which 
turned out to be no good. 

Lieut. McKay chased about the city 
on the man’s track nearly all day, and 
finally located him at the Wollaston 
Hotel, just as he anda woman who is 
said to be his wife were about to light 
out for Providence. 

Some additional facts about the man 
have come to light. The ring left at 
Mr. Williams’ store to be made smaller 
it is alleged was stolen from George 
Raymond at the New Adams House, 
Two fountain pens are also missing 
from the hotel, which it is thought Sin- 
clair may have some knowledge of. 

It is also said thata check for $10 
was worked off on the Hub Piano Co, 
as a payment on a $200 piano, and that 
Henry E. Emerson and Henry L. Kin- 
caide & Co, have some of the paper. 

A cashier's check for $14 was worked 
off on the Quincy Department store 
some weeks ago. The check proved 
to be worthless, While Mr. Fitzpatrick 
is not certain that Sinclair is the party 
he says that he resembles him. 

Sinclair from all that can be learned 
came to Quincy several days ago. He 
was familiar with the city, having sold 
typewriter ribbons at a number of 
places. 

The first heard of him was when he 
called upon Cashier Claflin of the Gran- 
ite bank and wanted to open an account. 

To Mr.. Claflin be said he represented 
a typewriter supply company of Boston 
and gave the names ofa representative 
of the Daily Ledger and a clerk of the 
Fore River Shipbuilding Company as 
reference, From the typewriter supply 
company Mr. Claflin learned that while 
Sinclair was at one time employed by 
them, he was not at the present time. 

The other two parties knew nothing 
of the man, and Mr. Claflin promptly 
turned him down. 

Mr. Claflin then gave the officials at 
the Mt. Wollaston bank a tip to look 
out for the fellow. It was but a few 
minutes after receiving this tip that 
Sinclair wanted to open an account 
with that bank and was again turned 
down. 

The next notice of him was when Mr. 
Williams notitied the police of having 
received a worthless check. 

According to Lieut McKay, Sinclair 
was sentenced at Cambridge in 1897 to 
six years inprisonment for forgery,

They say his game was to work his 
victims for as many cases of eggs as he 
thought they would ship and then leave 
them to whistle for their pay. In his 
inquiries Bent used printed envelopes 
addressed ‘‘John H. Bent, Assistant 
Treasurer, Quincy Club, Quincy, Mass. ”’ 
Some of his alleged victims in their com- 
plaints to the postal authorities claim 
that they thought he was assistant 
treasurer of the town. Inspector Jen- 
nings says that the Quincy Club passed 
away seven or eight years ago. 

Bent was once a postal clerk employed 
at the Roxbury Crossing postal station, 
but was removed from the service on 
account of alleged irreghlarities. He 
is 39, unmarried, and lives with his 
mother on Cottage avenue, Quincy. It 
was learned yesterday that he had routes 
in Dorchester and Roxbury, where he 
is supposed to have disposed of a good 
many dozen eggs every week. How he 
could have disposed uf the eggs that he 
bought puzzled the inspectors until 
yesterday, when they learned that he 
had shipments made to several express- 
es. The eggs he received at Quincy 
were comparatively few in number. 

Bent comes up fora hearing Aug. 24. 
He pleaded not guilty when arraigned 
before United States Commissioner 
Bradlee. W. E. Mark of Woodstock, 
Vt., and F, G. Shapleigh of Rochester, 
N. H., are among those who are said to 
have sold him eggs for which they re- 
ceived no pay. They will be sum- 
moned as witnesses. 


Prominent Among 
German Americans 


The funeral of Erdmann Sonnenbrodt, 
held at Milton on Thursday, was largely 
attended by Germans. The services 
were conducted by Rev. Theodofe I. 
Reece. 

A delegation was present from the 
Prince Henry German Veteran’s associ- 
ation and three of this number acted as 
pallbearers, with three inspectors of 
the custom house. 

Mr, Sonnenbrodt was employed at the 
custom house for twelve years as an 
inspector. Hg was born in Germany, 
March 30, 1842. He fought in many of 
the principal engagements in the Franco- 
Prussian war. His father was con- 
spicuous during the siege and acted as 
paymaster, 

Mr. Sonnenbrodt came to Boston 
about 1872, and engaged in the stained 
glass business. He settled in the West, 
and at the out-break of tbe Indian war 
served with much distinction, being 
associated with Col. Willian F. Cody 
(‘Buffalo Bill’). He was severely in- 
jured, and asa token of his bravery 
was awarded several medals by Con- 
gress. At the time of Grover Cleve- 
land’s administration he was appointed 
a custom bouse inspector. 

The interment was in the Milton cenr- 
etery.

Cutter Will Guard Seal Herd Off 
Pribyloff Islands 


PELAGIC ROBBERS’ WORK 


—_——- 


Number ot Animals Reduced 
From 2,000,000 In 1885 to 
200,000 in 1895--Fifty Per- 
cent of Seals Killed at Sea Sink 


Washington, Aug. 10.—The depart- 
ment of justice has received a telegram 
from District Attorney Harlan at Fair- 
banks, Alaska, regarding the killing 
and capture of Japanese poachers at St. 
Pau! island. Harlan asked for infor- 


mation, which will be sent him In the 
course of time, but not until additional 
information has been received. 

President Roosevelt has ordered that 
the revenue cutter McCulloch, which 
has been doing patrol duty in the vicin- 
ity of the Pribyloff islands in Alaskan 
waters, be directed to resume that duty. 
The assignment of revenue cutters to 
such special duty can be done, under 
the law, only by the president. He tel- 
egraphed that the McCulloch should be 
sent immediately to the islands and or- 
ders have gone forward to that effect to 
the commander of the vessel. She is 
now in Alaska, where she conveyed So- 
licitor Sims of the department of com- 
merce and labor and the Japanese pris- 
oners captured on St. Paul island. The 
McCulloch will resume patrol duty un- 
der the instructions she had on the 
same duty before. 

With the practical exhaustion of the 
Russian seal herds by the Japanese 
poachers last year, it was expected by 
American officials that the Japanese 
vessels engaged In that industry would 
turn to the protected herds in Amer- 
{can waters, and it was freely pre- 
dicted by Special Agent Lembkey in 
Washington last winter that trouble 
would ensue. Many officials favored 
the proposition to kill all the seals, as 
a humane measure, rather than let 
them suffer extermination by pelagie 
robbers. The gravity of the condition 
of the American herd was set before 
congress by Secretary Metcalf in his 
last report as follows: 


“The decrease in seal life on the 
Pribyloff islands is directly attributable 
to pelagic sealing, and a strong effort 
should be made to secure international 
regulations that will stop it. The spe- 
cial fatality involved in this practice 
consists in the killing of mother seals at 
sea. Those killed in Bering sea, in ad- 
dition to being pregnant, havg also a 
nursing pup on shore, which on the 
death of its mothergdies from starva- 
tion. In addition to this, 50 percent of 
all seals killed at sea sink and are not 
recoverable. For these reasons the 
skin of every mother seal secured by 
the pelagic sealers represents the de- 
struction of at least four lives from the 
herd. 

“Due largely to this wanton destruc- 
tion of seal life the herd on the Priby- 
loff islands has been reduced from ap- 
proximately 2,000,000 animals in 1885 to 
about 200,000 in 1905. The govern- 
ment’s financial interest in this matter 
lies in the fact that each sealskin taken 
on these islands produced a revenue of 
$10.22%. The ravages of the pelagic 
sealers have reduced the number of 
skins taken from 100,000 in 1885 to 14,- 
868 during the present season.” 

While the reports for the present 
year are incomplete and will doubtless 
be augmented by later returns, they 
are sufficient to give an approximatae 
idea of the extent of the operations of 
the pelagic sealers. These incomplete 
returns show that during the season 
of 1905 the British Columbian sealing 
fieet took 2779 seals from the Pribyloff 
herd, on the northwest coast, and 8634 
in Bering sea. The coast catch from 
the same herd by British Columbian In- 
dians amounted to 792. 

A vessel under Mexican registry, 
ealled the Acapulco, spent the summer 
in taking seals from waters in close 
proximity to the Pribyloff islands. It 
is reported that the master and own- 
ers of this craft are citizens of the 
United States. 

With the exception of one vessel, 
which took 399 seals on the northwest 
coast of America, the Japanese appear 
to have confined their operations In 
1905 to the Russian Commander herd. 
A Japanese flegt consisting of 80 ves- 
sels took 11,007 seals and 172 sea otter. 
The Canadian fleet took 1972 seals from 
the same herd. 


Won't Interfere In Thibet 

London, Aug. 10.—The text of the 
Anglo-Chinese convention respecting 
Thibet was issued last night. It en- 
gages Great Britain not to encroach on 
Thibetan territory nor to interfere with 
the Thibetan government. China, on 
the other hand, undertakes not to allow 
any foreign state to interfere with the 
government or internal administration 
of Thibet. 


Options on “Futures” Prohibited 

Atlanta, Aug. 10.—The so-called Boy- 
kin anti-bucket shop bill, adopted by 
the house of representatives, has passed 
the senate, and needs only the govern- 
or’s signature to become a law. This 
bill provides for the closing of all places 
in Georgia where options on “futures” 
are bought and sold.

New York, Aug. 10.—Two chauffeurs 
were killed, two Injured and two e¢s- 
ecaped unhurt, when a new racing car 
plunged into a loaded farm wagon In 
Queensborough last nigght.

May Have Committed Suicide 

Washington, Aug. 10.—Army officers 
stationed in this city are much con- 
cerned regarding the whereabouts of 
Lieutenant Hamilton, Twelfth infantry. 
Under date of Aug. 2, Hamilton ad- 
dressed a letter to the chief of staff, 
notifying him that he intended to com- 
mit suicide, but requesting that when 
his body was found it should be buried 
beside that of his father in Arlington 
cemetery. The letter came from Chi- 
cago, and since that time no trace of the 
officer has been obtained. Hamilton’s 
mother lives here. 


The Santa Fe Rebate Case 

Washington, Aug. 10.—In a state- 
ment issued by the interstate commerce 
commission regarding the conviction of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Te 
Railroad company for violating the 
law with respect to the giving of re- 
bates, the commission says that “the 
avowed purpose of the practice tends to 
support the view” that there was no 
criminal Intent on the part of Paul Mor- 
ton, former head of the traffic depart- 
ment of the Santa Fe, ard the other 
railroad officials involved. 


Jockey Attacked by Horse 

Brighton, Eng., Aug. 10.—Marigold 
IV, ridden by Jockey Brady, reared up 
and knocked Jockey Madden, who was 
riding Centre, out of the saddle, and 
then went on his knees, got hold ot 
Madden's throat and shook him like a 
rat, despite the efforts of Brady, who 
belabored the horse over the head. 
Eventually the enraged animal was 
beaten off. Madden's throat was badly 
lacerated and he was bleeding freely 
when released. 


35,000 In Sham Battle 

London, Aug. 10.—The battle of An- 
tietam, “without Its mistakes,” was re 
fought on the banks of the Avon, as 
part of the maneuvers of the British 
army, and was won by sheer force of 
numbers by the side representing the 
northern army. No larger force ever 
has been assembled on Salisbury plain 
than appeared for this sham battle, in 
which 35,000 troops, composed of reg- 
ulars and volunteers, were engaged.

Hub Pauper Trustees Lacked 
“Harmony” In Office 


—_—— 


SIX DECLINED TO RESIGN 


Had Refused to Respect Mayor’s 
Wisfecs and Retain Superin- 
tendent ot Almshouse and Hos- 
pital--Clash Comes to a Head 


Boston, Aug. 10.—“Penal Commis- 
sioner John B. Martin is making a thor- 
ough investigation of the charges 
against Superintendent English, and 
Mr. Martin has been instructed to re- 
port to me as soon as possible. Mean- 
while, Mr. English is to remain as su- 
perintendent of the Long Island alms- 
house, but the removal of the board of 
trustees” by me does not indicate that 
Mr. English is to be retained perma- 
nently as superintendent of the alnis- 
house.” 

This statement, made by Mayor Fitz- 
gerald last night, gives in brief the sit- 
uation regarding the row, which led 
yesterday to the removal of the board 
of pauper institutions trustees by the 
mayor, after all but one had refused to 
resign. 

Mayor Fitzgerald, upon being asked 
in what respect the charges applied to 
English, said that he was not prepared 
at this time to give détails, but that 
the report of the penal commissioner 
would reveal the truth of falsity of the 
charge that the expenses for the first 
six months of this year compared un- 
favorably with the first six months of 
last year, as well as the truth or falsity 
of the charges of incompetency and un- 
truthfulness. 

“I removed the trustees because of 
their utter lack of harmony and co-op- 
eration in the supervision of the Long 
Island institution,” said the mayor. 
“Three times the request of the mayor 
for a conference was refused, and the 
board acted upon the case of English 
without giving him a hearing. That is 
all there is to say.” 

Yesterday the members of the board 
of trustees were called to the mayor's 
office and given one hour in which to 
pass in fheir resignations. After haif 
an hour’s conference, which is said to 
have been very spicy, the members of 
the board left city hall, went into ex- 
ecutive session and voted to refuse the 
demand of the mayor. 

Shortly before 12 o’clock the mayor 
received the resignation of Trustee 
Sullivan. Just as the clock struck the 
noon hour the mayor rang for his 
stenographer and dictated to Chairmaa 
Parker of the board of trustees the or- 
der which removed the members of the 
board from office. 

Meantime the six members of the 
board who had been removed had been 
busy, and at 2:30 they issued a_ volu- 
minous document setting forth their 
position in the matter. 

While it is claimed by English’s 
friends that he was denied a hearing, 
which, it is claimed, was due him, 
Chairman Parker declared that he had 
not been denied a hearing, and that, 
while the members of the board were 
perfectly willing to give him a hearing 
and so prove the charges which had 
been made against him, he had never 
even requested such hearing. 

The mayor has in his possession peti- 
tions signed by 33 of the officers of the 
institution and 92 of the inmates in 
which they place confidence in the in- 
tegrity of English. These in them- 
selves are especially interesting, as 
there are 124 employes at the Island and 
hundreds of inmates of both sexes. 


Volcanic isiand Makes Its Appearance 
Tacoma, Wash., Aug. 10.—Captain 
Truebridge of the steamship Northwest- 
ern has a photograph, taken by an offi- 
cer of the revenue cutter Perry, of a 
newly formed island lying 50 miles west 
of Dutch Harbor, directly between the 
Bogoslof islands commonly known as 
Castle, and Fire islands. The new isl- 
and made its first appearance during 
June and is now 900 feet high. The 
length could not be ascertained. Clouds 
of steam rise from its summit, and it Is 
surrounded by boiling water. 


Two Men Killed In Celt 
Lufkin, Tex., Aug. 10.—H. H. Tra- 
wyck and Samuel Chandler, prisoners 
in the Anglina county jall here, were 
found dead in thelr cell with their 
skulls crushed, and John Wilson, who 
was Confined on a minor charge in the 
same cell, is charged with having mur- 
dered his cellmates. Wilson has made 
a number of conflicting statements con- 
cerning the tragedy. It Is believed the 

men were killed while they slept. 
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Shea’s Opponents Bolt Convention 
Chicago, Aug. 10.—Cornelius Pp; 
Shea was re-elected president of the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Teamsters. 
The vote for president stood 158 for 
Shea and 15 for John White. The en- 
tire ticket approved by Shea went 
through without any opposition. The 
victory won by Shea is marred by the 
withdrawal of nearly 50 delegates and 
the launching of a movement to or- 
ganize a rival Teamsters’ union.

LUXURIES FOR ESTATE 


Value of Angora Goats In De- 
stroying Noxious Growths. 


THRIVE ON POISON IVY LEAVES 


Ex-Congressman Scudder to Rid His 
Country Seat on Long Island of a 
Pest by Using a Herd of the Long 
Haired Animals, Which Are Fine 
Foragers—Strong Fence Needed to 
Keep Them Within Bounds, 


Ex-Congressman Townsend Scudder, 
who has a fine country seat between 
Roslyn and Sea Cliff, on Long Island, 
is not going to be troubled about doc- 
tor’s remedies for poison ivy, for he 
has had seventy Angora goats sent 
from Maine, and the goats are war: 
ranted to exterminate poison ivy along 
with all other troublesome growths, 
Says a special dispateah from Roslyn to 
the Brooklyn Eagle. 

It has been generally known that 
goats and ostriches can live and thrive 
on nine-tenths of rejected food sup- 
plies, but It is not generally known 
that the best way of dealing with pol- 
son ivy is at the fountain head, and 
Angora goats are being extensively 
used on large estates for this purpose. 

Mr, Scudder has long, stretches of 
meadow and woodland, Avith intersect- 
ing lanes and roads “leading to the 
Glen Cove road and the Shore road to 
Sea Cliff. The lu&uriance of every 
green and grewmg thing requires 
scavengers of the goat order, and 
when the little army of Angoras have 
foraged for a few weeks the thickets 
will be cleared, fences denuded of 
their poisonous draperies and an Eden 
will take the plare of wilderness. 

An amusing incidentjof preliminaries 
regarding the, sending'of the goats to 
Mr. Scudder’sjfarm was the mailing of 
samples of the long silken hair to 
prove the breed, but the Angoras ar- 
rived all shorn for duty in the scrubby 
growth they were to forage in. 

The attention of farmers aW over the 
country was somé time ago attracted 
by a pamphlet sent out by thte bureau 
of agriculture in which the tvalue of 
the fleece was .stated to be in some in- 
stances $5 a pound, although: $1.50 a 
pound is an average price. 

Raising Angoras for profitfis, how- 
ever, a business requiring cegttain con- 
ditions and special intelligence.as well 
as capital, but whatever may be said of 
them in other ways they are «ertainly 
an acquisition to an estate whiose own- 
er has objectionable growths, such as 
the prolific and tenacious poison ivy, 
which seems to be ordinary and whole- 
some diet for these handsome foragers. 
They will eat anything they can reach 
standing on their hind legs as well as 
on all fours, and they thrive on ranges 
where sheep would starve. 

They have better natures and man- 
ners than the common goat and are be- 
loved by children, and the disagreea- 
ble odor of the ordinary kind is also 
lacking. The fleece is so long and sq 
silken one hesitates to believe that 
they can be put to any task like clear- 
ing scrubby growths, but they open a! 
safe passage, assisted by their omniv-- 
orous appetites. 

A New Hampshire man is said to 
have had 200 acres cleared by his An- 
goras in four years. When the choice 
between using manual labor with the 
noise of cutting for the disposition of 
refuse and the silent, ceaseless clear- 
ing of these beautiful creatures is con- 
sidered one wonders why there is not 
a herd of them on all the big estates 
which have had such vast amounts of 
clearance, necessitating the employ- 
ment of an army of men. 

Fencing is, however, 2 most impor- 
tant preliminary, since one unsuccess- 
ful man who wanted a herd for the 
profit in the fleece said that “they ate 
clean a valuable rose garden belonging 
to a neighbor,” and their conduct in 
his own vegetable garden entitled him 
to relief. It is evident that barriers 
between cleared and uncleared land 
must be well and strongly built of 
stout material. 

The same man complains, vide Me- 
Clure’s Farming, in a letter to the 
president, in which he reproaches the 
bureau of agriculture for “idealizing 
the Angora business.” He said of his 
fencing: “The goats began by thrust- 
ing their heads through the upper part 
of the fence, where they hung by the 
horns. When tired of this they went 
through, under and over the fence.” 
Evidently there are fences and fences. 

To keep Mr. Seudder’s herd of An- 
goras within bounds he is having a 
10,000 foot inclosure built. Already they 
have five openings in the dense un- 
dergrowth, and incidentally they de- 
stroy all poisonous vines, for they eat 
everything in their way and so close 
that once cleared there is small chance, 
with a herd of Angoras ready for fu- 
ture emergencies, of further trouble. 

Angoras will therefore go on the list 
of modern luxuries for large estates in 
the United States. 

Light Cure For Gray Hair. 

Professor Bouchard at a meeting of 
the Academy of Science the other day 
announced that Roentgen rays annihi- 
lated white hairs, says the Pall Mall 
Gazette. There is little doubt about it. 
Some doctors employed in giving X 
rays to patients suffering from lupus 
and other complaints found their own 
hair reverting to its natural color aud 
that of the sufferer as well. It was 
first noticed in the case of a patient 
whose mustache had turned white. The 
part brought directly under the infiu- 
ence of the rays resumed its original 
golden hue. The question was whether 
his sensational discovery had a real 
practical application. Professor Bou- 
chard says, “Yes; undoubtedly, only 
the rays must be given by experienced 
practitioners.”

NURSE’S STRIKING OFFER. 


Ready to Care For Outcast Leper In 
West Virginia Mountains, 
Charles Cosman, a nurse at the Mon- 
tefiore Home For Chronic Invyalids, in 
New York, was interviewed by a New 
York Herald reporter recently in con- 
uection with the present isolation of 
George Htowett, the Syrian leper, in 
the mountains of West Virginia. Cos- 
man has had a great deal of experi- 
euce in nursing, and he spoke in bitter 
terms about what he called the inhu- 
manity of American civilization. He 
is a Hollander and speaks several lan- 

guages with fluency. He said: 

“What is this civilization that we 
speak of that allows a man to live like 
a snake in the brush? That allows 
him perhaps to die of madness from 
isolation? Has the government, hay- 
ing allowed this Syrian to enter the 
country four years ago, the right to 
permit this man to be segregated like 
a human viper because, through no 
fault of his own, he has contracted a 
dontagious disease? Do you think it is 
just? Is this what has been accom- 
plished by civilization when a human 
being is goaded into the naked moun- 
tains to sleep in the grass like a toad? 

“There is another feature to the case 
also. What about the mountain streams 
at which this man drinks and washes? 
Does not this same stream supply the 
water for perhaps a settlement farther 
down the current?

Do these civilized people think 
that by scourging the man into the 
Wilderness they hawe rid themselves of 
the possibilities of contagion? Hardly. 

“Iam now willing,to do this-if I .can 
find some one to guatrantee ali my ex- 
penses, I am tired of\the existence of 
everyday routine amd‘ stand ready to 
go at any moment a eare for the 
unfortunate maa until fhe end. In or- 
der to do this I will mysegM be segre- 
gated from all the world. My friends 
will receive no word fro e I will 
simply live in the forest’, with this 
leper, taking care of him after the 
manner of a professiona] nurse, weér- 
ing rubber gloves, devoting my life te 
him until his death oecurs. Then I 
will return to what you call civiliza- 
tion. All I ask is that my expenses 
during the time be guaranteed.’ 


1 THEORY ON CANCER.” 


Dr. Nicholas Senn Holds the Disease 
Due to Ciwilization. 

Dr. Nicholas Senn of Chicago has re- 
turned from an extended exploration 
in the heart of Africa and bas brought 
back with him the results of discoy- 
eries which it is expected will throw 
light on the treatment of cancer, says 
a Chicago dispatch, 

“After closely observing the condi- 
tion of health in Africa and comparing 
the conditions found with those I had 
-observed while on my polar expedition 
with Peary I am convinced that cancer 
is purely a disease of civilization,” said 
iDr. Senn. 

“There is absolutely no cancer among 
fhe natives, which are animals pure 
um] simple. From that I am led to as- 
sume that if we in America had nat- 
ural mothers and were allowed to be 
brought up simply and on the plainest 
food tthe spread of cancer among Amer- 
licans would\be quickly checked. My 
invesfigations\ showed me that cancer 
isanot a parasitic disease, but is mere- 
ly erragie tissue growth, and when we 
have fourm] a method to ripen the un- 
develope@i tissue, which is a cancer, 
the cure gyfll be sure and absolute.” 

Dr. Senn «spent three months In the 
heart of Africa. The conclusion of 
his travels and stu@ies from an ethno- 
logical standpoint is that the African 
is nearly an unmixed'hamitic race. He 
is purely animal and subject to none 
of the diseases ef civilization except 
pneumonia. Thepygmies, he believes, 
are genuine aberigines, who through 
centuries of oppression have lost their 
speaking tongue and express them- 
Relves in the “Click” Janguage, »which 
is understood by the wasonkeys among 
which they live. x 


+ Louisiana Hunting Immigrants. * 
“Louisiana is the first state of the 
Union, so far’as I know, that has ever 
appropriatedjmoney to send a commis- 
sion to Europe for the purpose of en- 
couraging intmigration to that state,” 
said Francis Dodge of Baton Rouge, 
La., to a eormespondent of the Milwau- 
kee Sentinel. “This was done by the 
last state legislature, and much good 
is expected of it. Charles Schuler, 
commissioner of agriculture and im- 
migration, will make a tour of Europe 
and will show the allvantages that 
Louisiana offers to the foreigners who 
desire to make a home in the new 
world. He will visit Ireland, Ger- 
many, Italy and Austria. Other south- 
ern and western states are expected to 
follow in the lead of Louisiana, and in 
a short time perhaps states will be of- 
fering special prizes to the foreigners 
who settle within their boundaries.”

Sinclair was arrested for atttag a 
forged check which he gaveto T.

= The check was made payable to the 
Johnson Lumber Co., and was signed 
‘the Very Best Typewriter Co. by L. 
W. S.’’ There was no endorsement on 
the back of the check. 

It was then decided to make a new 
complaint against Sinclair for the lar- 
cepy of a watch valued at $7 from T. 
L. Williams, 

While this warrant was being made 
out Sinclair was arraigned under the 
name of DeMaranda for the larceny of a 
ring from George J. Raymond. The 
ring in question was taken to Mr. Wil- 
liam’s store to be made smaller. 

Sinclair questioned the several wit- 
nesses sharply, showing tnat he was no 
novice in the buainess. 

In his own behalf he said he bought 
the ring from a boy who had found it, 
for ten cents. 

On this complaint he was sentenced 
to six months in the house of correc- 
tion. He appealed and was held in 
$500 for the grand jary. 

Sinclair was then arraigned under the 
name of DeMaranda for the larceny of a 
watch from T. L. Williams. 

Upon this complaint he was held in 
$300 for the grand jury. 

The complaint for uttering a forged 
check was dismissed for want of prose- 
caution, 

In default of bail he was committed 
to jail.

OR more than thirty-five years 
Lewis Emery has fought the 
Standard Oil company. He is 
practically the only conspicu- 
ous “independent” who has wor out in 
that sort of a pattle. Many times dur- 
ing the long struggle he has been de- 
feated and forced to the wall, but 
there are some men who are stimu- 
lated more by the bitter cup of defeat 
than others are by wine, and Emery 
belongs to this class. He is a natural 
fighter and is never more pugnacious 
than after receiving a crushing blow 
In the panic of 1873 he failed and w ent 
$100,000 to the bad, but paid it all 
back, regained his footing and won his 
Way again to fortune. 

Now, at the age of sixty-seven, this 
veteran in the antitrust war is the re- 
form candidate for governor of 
Pennsylvania. If he should win, as 
his followers enthusiastically assert 
that he will, the honor, they say, would 
be a fitting reward for a long service 
in behalf of the people. 


Independent In Business and Politics. 


“I believe in honesty in office and 
government by law—one law for all,” 
is Emery’s motto. He has ever stood

Father of Interstate Commerce Act. 


As the head of the Oil Producers’ 
association Mr. Emery was practically 
the father of the interstate commerce 
act. He began the fight for this meas- 
ure in 1872, when he was the moving 
spirit of a committee which drafted an 
antidiscrimination bill and had it in- 
troduced in congress. It was defeated, 
| but was reintroduced at successive 
24 sessions until finally enacted into law. 

Thus thirty-four years ago Lew Em- 

ery began the struggle against railroad 

rebates, which has now become the 
foremost issue before the American 
people. 

Another fight made by Emery was 
| for an independent pipe line to the 
seaboard. He started to build such a 
line, but had to carry it under a bridge 
owned by the Erie railroad. All the 
railroads were in league with the 
Standard, and the Erie enjoined him 
from crossing under its right of way, 
although to do so would in nowise 
have interfered with its business. The 

case was carried into the courts, and 
Emery was defeated. He then tried

«gamst graft and corporation domma- 
tion in politics. He opposed the 
Pennsylvania railroad when it meant 
political death to do so. He opposed 
John D. Rockefeller when it practi- 
cally meant financial death to do so. 
He fought the Cameron machine, the 
Quay machine and now is fighting the 
Penrose machine. Though a lifelong 
“Republican, he has never hesitated to 
Bupport a bolting movement if he be- 
lieved it right. He helped to defeat J. 
Donald Cameron for senator and Beav- 
ers and Delamater for governor, and 
he stumped the state for Berry, who 
was elected state treasurer by the re- 
form movement last fall. He has been 
an independent, not only in business, 
but in politics, and now that the inde- 
pendent uprising is coming throughout 
the nation, perhaps his day of com- 
plete triumph is at hand. 

Lewis Emery, Jr., was born in the 
state of New York and reared in the 
state of Michigan. For a time he was 
apprenticed in a woolen mill and at 
nineteen became a country school 
teacher. When of age he joined his 
father in the manufacture of flour, but 
four years later struck out for himself 
and established a sawmill and general 
merchandise store in Illinois. Because 
of conditions at the close of the war 
this venture turned out badly. Emery 
then went to Pennsylvania at the be- 
ginning of the oil excitement. Several 
more years of hardship and ill luck 
followed, but afterward the young 
man struck it rich in the famous Brad- 
ford field and was soon not only 
wealthy but one of the foremost opera- 
bors in the state. 

It was at this time that the real fight 
ef his life began. The Standard Oil 
compaby was beginning its encroach- 
ments, and Emery became a member 
of the Oil Producers’ association, which 
waged war on the Rockefeller inter- 
ests. Had he chosen to ally himself 
With the Standard people he might 
have become one of the great oil kings, 
have amassed millions and have lived 
in comparative ease and comfort. He

result. At last, after years of effort 
and intervening legislation which he 
himself framed and forced through, he 
reached seaboard and gained an ac- 
cess to the markets for himself and 
other independent producers. 

In 1878 Mr. Emery was elected to 
the legislature and helped to defeat 
the Pittsburg riot bill, which was de- 
signed to give the Pennsylvania rail- 
road and others $4,000,000 for the 
property destroyed 
1877. 

During the fight on this measure 
State Treasurer Kemble and others of- 
fered bribes amounting to $1,000 for a 
vote and $1,500 for a vote and speech 
in favor of the riot bill. An investiga- 
tion was ordered, and Emery was one 
of the chief witnesses. He had over- 
heard Kemble make a direct offer to a 
member and had papers and documents 
to prove his case, all of which he 
brought before the committee. The 
friends of Kemble were exceedingly 
anxious to secure those papers. One 
of them offered an insult to Emery, 
{ who was then on the witness stand 
(with the papers in his hand. That 
combative gentleman at once proceed- 
ed to protect his honor, a free fight 
Started, the lights were turned out, the 
combatants were forced out of the 
room and the door was locked. Get- 
ting a plank, Emery climbed to one of 
the windows of the house, forced it 
open, entered the room and secured his 
papers where they had been scattered 
about the floor. He pressed the in- 
vestigation and secured the conviction 
of Kemble and others. 


A Fearless Fighter. 


In 1880 the fearless fighter was ele. ected 
to the state senate, where he continued 
his fight against the grafters and cor- 
Porations. It was here that he helped 
defeat Senator C. ‘Aameron, then the head 
of the state machine, and brought about 
eva long deadlock that resulted in the

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ate. Following that session, in 1882, 
Emery stumped the state for an inde- 
pendent Republican candidate for gov- 
ernor. During the session of 1883 he 
made his famous fight for the free pipe 
line bill and in winning it made it pos- 
sible for independent oil producers to 
have their own pipe lines despite the 
railroad-Standard Oil opposition. In 
this same session he also led the fight 
for the Humes antidiscrimination bill. 

Probably the most famous legislative 
battle conducted by Senator Emery, 
however, was for what was known as 
the Billingsley bill, which was designed 
to regulate the Standard Oil company. 
In the beginning Senator Delamater, 
Matthew Stanley Quay and McManes, 
Republican boss of Philadelphia, were 
for the measure out of a spirit of re- 
venge. It passed second and third 
reading, when the Standard Oil com- 
pany got into the game. McManes and 
Delamater owned a gas plant in the 
Western purt of the state and the 
Standard bought this for $600,000. As 
a result McManes and Delamater ceased 
their support of the Billingsley bill, 
and the measure died. So bitter was 
Emery over this action that he openly 
charged perfidy and dishonesty on the 
floor of the senate and said that he 
understood Delamater was to be a can- 
didate for governor. Then he dramat- 
ically added, “I will be against him 


and do my utmost to bring about his 
defeat.” 
Delamater was a candidate for gov- 
| 


ernor. Emery stumped the state 

against him, and he was overwhelm- 

ingly defeated by Robert E. Pattison.

After the session of 1885 Mr. Emery 
withdrew from the state senate and in 
a way from politics, yet has remained 
the antimonopoly leader of the state. 
Though he has been out of public of- 
fice for over twenty years, the people 
have not forgotten him, and when the 
Lincoln Republicans arose to over- 
throw boss rule it was to the old war 
horse of Bradford that they looked for 
leadership. So popular was he with 
the Democrats that they overthrew the 
state leadership of Colonel James M. 
Guffey in order that they might in- 
dorse the candidacy of Emery for goy- 
ernor. 

Although nearly threescore and ten, 
this man is at the height of his pow- 
ers. He approaches the fight of his life 
fully equipped and equal to the oceca- 
sion. He is in his prime physically 
and intellectually. Age has broadened 
and deepened him, but has not im- 
paired his vigor or curbed his spirit. 
Science and correct living are now set- 
ting the old age line back anyway, 
and in a few years we may expect to 
see men active and forceful until well 
in the eighties. Oslerism never had 
less of an excuse for existence than to- 


leader; that the John the Baptist must 
look for nothing more than to be be- 
headed and forgotten. While rebelling 
against the injustice of this dictum 
men generally have admitted it to be 
true. Here one that combats it. 
There is no reason why the man who 
stands in the vanguerd 
should not be rewarded when her 
cause is triumphant. Nobody but self- 
ish camp followers ever denied him 
such reward. Who is better entitled to 
be the leader of a movement than the 
man who has created that movement? 
Of late the word reform is somewhat 
in disrepute, not because of real re- 
formers, but of spurious ones. Yet it 
is a good word and the fact that there 
are counterfeit men who use it does 
not detract from its worth. A genuine 
twenty dollar gold piece is none the 
less desirable because imitation ones 
are in circulation. We only need to 
learn discrimination, so that we can 
detect the false from the true. A self 
seeker always lands himself and his 
followers in the ditch, but the work 
of a man who forgets self and seeks 
to serve truth grows in reputation with 
the years. Lew Emery is the real 
goods. If he had been a self seeker 
there are a hundred places in his ca- 
reer that would have been different, 
points at which he could have secured 
wealth and position by turning from 
his principles. 

It has been said that words are 
cheap, but they are so only in the 
mouth of a cheap man. Words always 
reflect the character of the one speak- 
ing. One who can read between the 
lines has no difficulty in determining 
the caliber and sincerity of the one 
penning the lines. It is a matter of 
discrimination again. By any test 
whatsoever the following utterance of 
Lewis Emery rings true: 

“If I take the governor's chair, as 
sure as there is a God who takes ac- 
count of the actions of men, so help 
me God, the statute laws of this com- 
monwealth shall be enforced and the 
eighth commandment shall be obeyed 
in every department of the public 
service.” 

Here is another of the same sort: 

“I trust that I am neither a dema- 
fogue nor an anerchist. I have never 
truckled to power in order to curry fa- 
vor nor pandered to the vicious in or- 
der to gain votes, but for more than a 
quarter of a century I haye labored to 
establish a reign of law. I have fought 
for popular rights, honest government 
and equality of opportunity under the 
law. That is all I now seek.” 

Here is one more that packs it all 
into a few words: 

“The square deal medns equal and 
exact justice for all.” 

That is it; no discrimination, no fa- 
voritism, no partiality; equal treat- 
ment, fair play, no stacking of the 
cards, play the game on the level. That 
is all the people demand, and that Lew 
Emery is determined they shall. have,

He Defends 
“Outlaw” 
Baseball 


Noted Minneapolis Dia- 
mond Critic Also Criti- 
cises Big Leagues. 


Says Members of National 
Commission Must Surely 
Be Self Interested. 


“The organized baseball of today is 
nothing more or less than a clever plan 
by which the players are held in a semi- 
bondage, sold, bought, traded and traf- 
ficked about like a lot of prize steers 
at a country fair,” says “Dutch Uncle,” 
the celebrated Minneapolis baseball au- 
thority. “The player is subjected to 
all sorts of rules, regulations and 
creeds, but has little or nothing to say 
about his own affairs. He is sold out 
of minor into major leagues or from 
major to minor and has nothing to say. 
He can pack his grip and go or get out 
of organized baseball. 

“Every agreement has its foundation 
or should have its basis in equity. 
There is about as much equity in the 
average baseball contract as in the 
proceeding wherein the strong arm in 
the alley gets the watch of the wayfar- 


ing citizen. The ‘cit’ gives up the 
watch or gets a clout in the head. The 


ball player gets up and does as his 
master demands or he gets out of or- 
ganized baseball. 

“The high court of baseball rests in 
the national commission. This is made 
up of league presidents and club own- 
ers—interested parties to almost every 
dispute that comes up. These men 

may try as best they can to be fair in 
settling all disputes between clubs and 
players, but self interest or the inter- 
ests of league or friends must have 
some influence in their decisions. The 
men would not be human did they not 
waver toward the side in which their 
interests and friendsships are vested. 

“The only way to overcome this con- 
dition of affairs is the appointment of 
a national commission, the members of 
which have nothing to do in baseball, 
no financial interests at stake, and let 


them decide cases purely upon their 
merits. 

“The howling of ‘outlaw’ at the Tri- 
is like the barking 


state league of

a rat terrier at a mastiff. This league 
goes ahead, attends to its business and 
pays its players good salaries. Be- 
cause the club owners do not care to 
come in under the rule of the national 
commission and sign the national 
agreement the self appointed press 
agents in the ‘organized’ settlements 
pour hot shot into the league, !ts offi- 
cers and players. 

“The outlaw league is a good thing 
for baseball players. It keeps the or- 
ganized forces from ruling the game 
with a sway as arbitrary as that of a 
ezar. It affords players a place to go 
when they get tired of being traded 
around like cattle. The league pays 
good salaries. It looks as solid finan- 
cially as the others. Its sportsmanship 
is just as high, if not higher. 

“Baseball has become more or less of 
a competitive business proposition, and 
under this rule the ‘outlaws,’ so called, 
have just as much right to do business 
as the ‘organized’ forces. They furnish 
a market where players may sell their 
services at a high price. It makes com- 
petition for men and keeps the salary 
cutting ax suspended, in a _ great 
many cases, without a heavy fall. 

“The backers of the ‘outlaw’ clubs 
are not ‘perverted sportsmen,’ and the 
players are not all disgruntled ones. 
This designation by the ‘organized’ or- 
gans is another case of the wish fa- 
thering the thought. While they may 
not blow about it from the housetops, 
the ‘outlaw’ league has the friendship ; 
and moral support of eight out of ev- 
ery ten of the players now with the 
‘organized’ clubs.”

When it comes to percentages, the 
city of Quincy made a larger gain in 
valuation than Brookline. Where the 
increase in valuation of Brookline this | 
year was a little over two per cent; the 
increase in Quincy was neatly tive per 
cent; or to be exact four and 72-100th. 
When we are inclined to doubt the 
rapid increase of the city in valuation, 
we overlook the fact that the number 
of houses have doubled in 17 years, and 
also the number of polls. That by the 
census our population has doubled in- 
side of 20 years. It is natural then 
that the valuation should double ip 17 
years, from $12,519,245 in 1889 to $26,- 


786,885 in 1906. 


New England has just given National 
government officials the surprise of their 
lives, and those gentlemen are busily 
engaged in pinching themselves and 
wandering whether a civic millienium 
has come to pass in the land of the Pil- 
grim Fathers, as they ponder over the 
new thing, which Biblical advice to the 
contrary, has come to pass. ‘The pleas- 
urable state of excitement is due to the 
fact that when the officials of the super- 
vising architect’s office opened bids for 
a site of the proposed postoffice at North 
Adams, Mass., they found among them a 
letter from one of that city’s residents, 
offering to the government a site valued 
at $50,000 as a free gift, without money 
and without price. As Uncle Sam as a 
general thing has to pay, and pay well, 
for everything he gets, the official who 
read the letter naturally rubbed his eyes 
as be scanned it, and at first could not 
be persuaded that neither his sight nor 
bis mind was failing. The manifesta- 
tion of civic virtue and desire to coop- 
erate with the government will probab- 
ly stand long asa record in Washing- 
ton. 


The report which has just appeared 
from the Census Bureau dealing witb 
insanity and feeble-mindedness, gives 
some interesting but rather startling 
figures on the growth of the number of 
insane persons in this country in the 
last twenty-five years. The number of 
insane hospitals increased from 81 per 
100,000 persons in 1880 to 186 in 1905— 
a sufficient indication, were any want- 
ing, of the strain which Americans of 
the present day put on their brains. 
During the single year of 1904 more 
than 49,000 insane persons were admit- 
ted to hospitals; how many there may 
have been who were unable to secure 
treatment the report does not state. 
Foreigners contribute largely to the in- 
sane class; negroes hardly at all, and 
while there is a stronger tendency to 
insanity among men than among wom- 
ep, the latter, when they do become in- 
sane, live longer. While it might be 
expected that insanity woald be found 
chiefly among professional men and 
brain workers, the reverse is true, for 
laborers and servants are in the major- 
ity. Insanity is evidently a disease of 
age, and feeble-mindedness of youth, 
for while the hospitals contain no in- 
Sane under i2 years of age, 58 percent 
of the feeble minded are under twenty, 
and 85 percent under thirty.

His efforts promise to be suc- 
cessful and the commission expects to 
recruit many high-grade workingmen 
from Spain. 

It is the desire of Chief Engineer 
Stevens to have several kinds of labor 
on the isthmus. The employment of 
the Chinese will not displace the Ja- 
maicans who are already there, but it 
is not likely that many more West In- 
dian neg will be hired if the Chi- 
hese prove a success, 

The Jamaicans are paid 80 cents a 
day, against $1.60 to the Spaniards. It 
is believed that the daily wage of the 
coolies will be less than that of the Ja- 
inaicans.

How to Unhock a Wily Wrig-' 
gler Without Tan-

It isn’t so hard to catch an eel. Not 
infrequently you will land one when | 
you are fishing for something else. | 

But getting him off the hook without 
baving your line tangled and tied into | 
innumerable hard knots—aye, that’s 
the rub! 

When Izaak Walton wrote his treat- 
ise on the gentle art of angling he over- ! 
looked the eel. Yet the possibilities of | 
this squirming fish in developing pa- 
tience in the fisherman are infinite. 

The average angler when he has! 
hooked one can do nothing more then |

rub bis hand in the dirt till it is rough } 
with grime, seize the eel by the neck 
and club him to death. 

Meanwhile his line is all snarls and 
tangles. 

3ut an ingenious angler, with the 
nervous system of the eel in mind, bas 
discovered a better way. 

The eel, DEORE handied, may be 
soothed and put into an immediate 
state of calm simply by rubbing bim 
gently on a spinal column with a 
match or small stick.

It is the only effective way to detach 
an eel from the hook. Try it. 

All fishermen should hail this new 
discovery with loud acclaim, for Mr. 
Ee! has long been a figurative thorn in 
their sides. 

The eel’s meat is so sweet and nour- 
ishing that he is always in demand, 
but the obstacles met in removing him 
from the hook have caused most an- 
glers to look on him in the light of an 
intolerable nuisance. 

As a matter of fact the writer has 
met some anglers—and they were not 
women, either—who would invariably 
cut their lines and cast book and fish 
overboard when the fish proved to be 
one of the eel family. 

Surely a monument or some other 
token of gratitude should be erected 
in honor of the discoverer of the new 
process of unhooking the wriggling 
delicacies. 

One veteran eel catcher says it is a 
big help to use a fairly large hook 
when fishing for eels. He says the 
eel is unable to swallow the large hook, 
which, as a result, catches in his 
mouth and can be easily removed. 

“Most of the trouble.” he says, 
“comes from using a small book. Then

Promoter Dickinson Renews His 
Fight and Gets a Stay 

Boston, Aug. 11.—Nine years in the 
Norfolk county jail at Dedham was the 
sentence imposed on John W. Dickin- 
gon, a promoter, in the United States 
district court for aiding in the misap- 
plication of funds of the South Danvers 
National bank of Peabody, which went 
to the wall Sept. 19, 1900. 

Dickinson, who was found guilty 
with the cashier of the bank, George M. 
Foster, on March 20, 1903, after a pro- 
longed and sensational trial, has been 
fighting imprisonment ever since, and 
intends to keep up the legal battle, hav- 
ing had his counsel file exceptions im- 
mediately after sentence was imposed 
by the court yesterday. 

The bill of exceptions, containing 52 
counts, was allowed. They related to 
the admissibility of certain evidence 
and the legality of the 
jury on which there were only 10 men, 
two haying been excused through ill- 
ness.

court. Pending a decision, Dickinson 
was released on $15,000 bail, in which 
he had previously been held.

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Why Larks Are Easily Caught. 

No bird is so easily netted as the 
lark; he generally starts from the 
ground just before the lower edge of 
the net touches him and invariably 
mounts perpendicularly.

Dress of a Dandy of the Early Nine- 
teenth Century. 

A cure for the confirmed railer 
against modern dress might be a course 
of inspection through a file of old 
fashion magazines or the perusal of 
such accounts as are given by the 
author of “Sketches of Lynn.” The 
description is that of a suit worn in 
the first part of the nineteenth century. 

The boots were an important article 
of dress. The toes were made as broad 
as the ball of the foot, with the cor- 
ners well rounded, giving the shoe the 
resemblance to the snout of a shovel 
nosed shark. They were very snug and 
required strong straps. In order to get 
into a fashionable pair the heel of the 
stocking was well soaped and some 
pulverized soap sprinkled into the boot. 
The length of time it took to get one 
on depended on the strength of the 
owner and the strap. 

The stylish overcoat displayed five 
capes, one above the other. The trou- 
sers were expected to fit as tight as the 
skin. Just how they were put on is a 
mystery. The coat was especially snug 
under the sleeves, and the yelvet collar 
scraped up the back of the head. The 
camlet overcoats after a little wear, 
became as stiff as birch bark.” 

The thing worn about the neck was 
called a stock. This name was appro- 
priate in its suggestion of an instru- 
ment of punishment. The stock was 
from three to six inches high, and was 
made stiff. A man was forced to look 
straight ahead. Only by careful man- 
agement could he see a little on either 
side. About halfway between his eyes 
and ears two little points of collar 
stuck up like toothpicks. 

Ruffled bosoms and wristbands fin- 
ished the costume, with the addition of 
a tall silk hat. When inclosed in this 
manner, with a dash of attar of roses 
on his handkerchief, the man of the 
period was considered irresistible.

But this requires that the husband should 
entirely sink his own individual existence 
in that of his wife and that he should aim 
at no power by himself or for himself, 
being content to be the husband of the 
queen, the private secretary of the sov- 
ereign and the tutor of the royal chil- 
dren. 


Reading on a Train. 

If you travel back and forth into 
town every day you no doubt read 
your paper or @ magazine on the train.

Much of the 
annoyance which comes from train 
reading is due to the jolting of the 
ears, which continually knocks the 
printed line out of focus with the eye.

The old Republican party, foundeG 
by Thomas Jefferson, had its most 
vigorous life during the twenty-four 
yearr while Jefferson, Madison and 
Monroe were in the White House. Dur- 
ing these years it completely annihi- 
lated its opponent, the old Federalist 
party, which was the predecessor of 
the present Republican party. John 
Quincy Adams, the sixth president of 
the United States. who had a leaning 
to Federalism, was elected by the 
house of representatives (none of the 
candidates having a majority of the 
electoral vote) as a national Republi- 
ean, and when Jackson came in four 
years later it was as a Democratic 
Republican. It was during his time 
that the latter half of the name was 
dropped, and the party of Jefferson 
took the name of the Democratic party. 
It was not until 1854 that.the present 
Republican party assumed the name 
which the party of Jefferson and Jack- 
son had dropped a quarter of a cen- 
tury before.—St. Louis Republican. 


To Concillate the Gods. 

Just at night, if you happen to be 
within the gates of Canton, you will 
witness one of the little performances 
that are supposed to deceive the prowl- 
ing spirits of the night bent upon evil 
intent, the while conciliating them 
should they penetrate the deception.

Then you have 
the proper dose. Measuring medicine 
on a dime is a method as old as United 
States currency and almost as reliable. 
There are certain powders: that can be 
measured more accurately that way 
than any other, and among us old 
timers who have been used to meeting 
emergencies ‘a dimeful’ is a’ common 
direction.” 


Different Meanings. 

Some words in our language have 
several meanings, each different from 
the others, so that it is not always pos- 
sible to know at first just what thought 
the speaker wishes to express. There 
is the word “humanitarian,” for in- 
stance. If you will turn to your Web- 
ster you will find that it-means, first, 
one who denies the divinity of Christ 
and believes him to have been merely 
human; second, one who limits the 
sphere of duties to human relations 
and affections to the exclusion of the 
religious or spiritual; third, one who is 
actively concerned in promoting the 
welfare of his kind, a philanthropist. 
The third sense is the one in which the 
word is now most frequently used, and 
Webster marks this definition as “re- 
cent.” 


The Size of Canada. 

Canada is larger than the United 
States by a quarter of a million square 
miles. Canada contains one-third of 
the area of the British empire. Canada 
extends over 20 degrees of latitude— 
from Rome to north pole. Canada is 
as large as thirty United Kingdoms, 
eighteen Germanys, thirty-three Italys. 
Canada is larger than Australasia and 
twice the size of British India. Canada 
has a boundary line of 3,000 miles be- 
tween it and the United States. Cana- 
da’s seacoast equals half the earth's 
circumference. Canada is 8,500 miles 
wide and 1,400 from north to south.

Sugar in 
candy quickly ferments after eating, 
and if too much is eaten serious trou- 
bles often result. Pure sugar dissolves 
quickly in water and leaves a clear 
liquid, affording an easy way of test- 
ing its purity. Drop a small piece of 
candy in a glass, and over it pour boil- 
ing water. Let it stand twenty-four 
hours. If there is any foreign sub- 
stance in the candy a sediment will be 
found in the bottom of the glass.—New 
York Post.

Rule 1. No automobile or vehiele propelled 
by other than animal power shall be allowed 
within any reservation except upon town or 
county roads therein and upon Hillside Street 
in Blue Hills Reservation, Turtle Pond Road 
and Bold Knob Road in Stony Brook Reserva- 
tion, Charles River Road in Watertown in 
Charles River Reservation, the border road in 
Middlesex Fells Reservation extending from 
Highland Avenue to Summer Street in Malden, 
the driveway of Lynn Shore Reservation, the 
driveway of Winthrop Shore Reservation, 
and the driveway of Revere Beath Reserva- 
tion from Lynnway to Revere Street; and 
npon the driveway of Revere Beach Reserva- 
tion from Revere Street to its intersection 
with Revere Bead@Parkway during the period 
extending from September 15th to June 16th 
inclusive in each year and from and after 
eleven o’clock P.M. to eleyen o'clock A. M. 
on the day following during the period 
extending from June 16th to September l4th 
inclusive in each year. 

Rule 2. No automobile or vehicle propelled 
by other than animal power shall be allowed 
within any parkway except Middlesex Fells 
Parkway, Revere Beach Parkway, Mystic 
Valley Parkway, Fresh Pond Parkway, Blue 
Hills Parkway, Neponset River Parkway, 
Nahant Beach Parkway and Lynnway, pro- 
vided, also, that no automobile or vehicle 
propelled as aforesaid shall be allowed on 
any driveway in any of said parkways that 
has not been fully completed and open to 
public use. 

Rule 3. No person shall drive an auto- 
mobile or vehicle propelled by other than 
animal power on Middlesex Fells Parkway, 
Revere Beach Parkway, Mystic Valley 
Parkway, Fresh Pond Parkway, Blue Hills 
Parkway, Neponset River Parkway, Charies 
River Road in Watertown, Lynnway or Revere 
Beach Reservation from Lynnway to Revere 
Street, at a rate of speed exceeding fifteen 
miles an hour, or on any other road or 
parkway where the same is allowed at a rate 
of speed exceeding ten miles an hour, Upon 
approaching a crossing of intersecting ways, 
also in traversing 4 crossing or intersec- 
tion, and in going around a corner or & curve 
in a reservation or parkway every person 
operating an automobile or vehicle propelled 
by other than animal power shall run it at @ 
rate of speed less than that hereinbefore 
specified, and in no event at a rate exceeding 
eight miles an hour. 

Any person violating any of the above rules 
shall for each offence be punished by a fine of 
not more than twenty dollars. iayaee 
Laws, Chap. 28, Section 30.) 

(NOTE.—The new rules change 
only in increasing the speed limit 
and that portion of the drivewa 
Beach Reservation between L 
Revere Street, and in extendir 
within which automobiles are 
Revere Beach Reservation bet 
Street and Eliot Circle.)

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Highest Guess of Wages to Be 
Paid Coolies on Canal 


FIFFY CENTS A MINIMUM 


Secretary Taft Has Power to 
Prevent Discrimination hy Un- 
scrupulous Contractors, as Re- 
strictions Are Very Strong 


Washington, Aug. 13.—.Care will be 
taken by the United States govern- 
ment to prevent contractors from doing 
injustice to the Chinese laborers em- 
ployed for work on the Panama canal. 
The specifications advertising for pro- 
posals to supply 2500 Chinese to the 
canal commission will stipulate that the 
secretary of war shall have the privi- 
lege of passing on contracts which la- 
bor agents make with Chinese who are 
to be sent to the isthmus. 

This provision will make it possible 
for Secretary Taft to prevent discrim- 
ination against the cooHes by unscru- 
pulous contractors. Under this ar- 
rangement the United States will know 
exactly what the Chinese are paid by 
the labor agents and the Chinese govy- 
ernment will be able to afford its sub- 
jects protection on the Isthmus because 
of the ease with which this government 
will be able to regulate the relations 
between the Chinese laborers and the 
contractors. 

Many contractors are seeking to sup- 
ply the first 2500 Chinese for the canal 
work. Until the specifications for the 
contracts are published contractors will 
not be able to give any idea as to the 
wage they must have for Chinese la- 
borers on the canal zone. Some labor 
agents believe that with the many re- 
structions the canal commission pur- 
poses placing upon contractors it will 
not be possible to supply the China- 
men at less than $laday. Otheragents 
are of the opinion that the coolies can 
be supplied for 50 or 60 cents a day 
with a fair margin of profit to the con- 
tractors. 

In Jamaica, West Indlans are em- 
ployed under long time contracts at 
prices ranging from 25 cents a day and 
rations, which cost about only a few 
cents to 50 cents a day. The restric- 
tions and safeguards thrown about 
these laborers, however, are very slight 
“as compared with the restrictions the 
United States will place upon the Chi- 
nese to be employed for canal work. 


Peopie Want to Regulate Fares 

New York, Aug. 13.—Scenes of dis- 
order were witnessed on a number of 
the trolley and elevated roads leading 
to Coney Island yesterday when passen- 
gers, guided by an opinion handed 
down by Supreme Court Justice Gay- 
nor, refused to pay a second fare. At 
one period the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
company refused to convey its passen- 
gers beyond their second fare boundary, 
so long as any of the passengers re- 
fused to pay the additional5cents. The 
result was a block of trains a mile long. 
Great crowds of ejected passengers 
held indignation meetings and prom- 
ised to bring many suits for damages 
against the company. 


Autoists In Bad Smashup 

Chicago, Aug. 18.—Mrs. Elizabeth 
Slaughter was Instantly killed, another 
woman was probably fatally injured 
and two other persons were silightly 
hurt last night when an automobile in 
which they were riding was struck by 
an electric car In Evanston, a suburb. 
The automobile was slowly crossing 
the track when the heavy electric car 
darted out behind some freight cars, 
throwing the automobile and its occu- 
pants 40 feet against a telegraph pole. 


Trolley Car Kilis Bank Cashiers 

Tamaqua, Pa. Aug. 13.—Milton 
iWhitestone, cashier of the Citizens’ Na- 
tional bank of Lansford, was instantly 
killed, and Daniel McGeehan, assistant 
cashier of the same institution, was 
fatally injured by their carriage being 
struck by a trolley car. The men at- 
tempted to cross the tracks of a street 
railway while a car was approaching. 
Both men were thrown under the car.

“Miss Esac” Was Determined 


to Speak to Roosevelt. 


MIND PROBABLY UPSET 


Church Usher and ‘secret Service 
Men Compelled to Use Force 
to Calm Woman Who Was to 
Have Been ‘‘Married In the 


White House’’ 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 13.—Miss Asi 
L. Esac, who is summering in Oyster 
Bay for the purpose of interviewing 
President or Mrs. Roosevelt on what 
she declares is “a matter of life and 
death,” created a scene during the ser- 
vice in Christ’s Episcopal church. 

Miss Esac, or Miss Case, as her name 
is supposed to be, has attended every 
church service at which the president 
has been present since his arrival here 
in July. She has climbed Sagamore 
Hill on foot several times, only to be 
turned away by the secret service men. 
She presented herself early at the 
church yesterday and took a seat direct- 
ly behind the pew usually occupied by 
the Roosevelt family. When Usher 
Duffy requested her to relinquish this 
seat she refused. Duffy forcibly re- 
moved her to the rear of the church, and 
Miss Esac says he tore her gown in so 
doing. For this act she later applied for 
a warrant for Duffy, but was refused. 

In the rear of the church Miss Esac 
refused to sit down. A secret service 
agent stood beside her and, during the 
services, she made no less than a dozen 
attempts to get past him. As the presi- 
dent wis leavigpg the church three se- 
eret service men surrounded Miss Esac, 
but she shouted: “Mr. President, Mr. 
President, President Roosevelt, won't 
you speak to me a moment?” 

The president turned his head as he 
passed, but did not pause. Miss Esac 
says her watch chain was broken in 
this scrimmage with the secret service 
men and her watch fell to the floor. 

The president was, accompanied by 
Mrs. Roosevelt, their son, Quentin, and 
Representative and Mrs. Longworth. 
Miss Esac has stated to acquaintances 
here that she was to have beeu mar- 
ried in the White House at the tune 
Miss Alice Roosevelt became Mrs. 
Longworth; that she was to have mar- 
ried a high government official, and that 
it is this wrong she seeks to redress.

SKELETON IN A BROOK 


Indatcations ot Murder or Suicide 
ot Five Years Ago 
Northampton, Mass., Aug. 13.—Ap 
examination of a skeleton of a man 
found in a brook in Hadley showed that 
the skeleton had apparently been in the 


brook about five years, as a tree root 
an inch in diameter had entwined itself 
about the bones. A Bible, a lead pencil 
and 41 cents were found in pockets of 
the clothing, but there was nothing to 
indicate the identity of the man. Med- 
ical Examiner Branch thinks the man 
was about 35 years old and 5 feet 10 
inches tall. A heavy overcoat, besides 
an undercoat, were found with the 
skeleton. 

The discovery of the skeleton was 
made by Earle Goodenough, a boy who 
was gathering ferns along the bank of 
the brook. Goodenough bent over the 
water to drink and was confronted 
with a skull lying in the bed of the 
brook. A hundred yards up-stream he 
found the rest of the skeleton. 

The medical examiner was unable to 
tell from his examination whether {t 
was a case of murder or suicide. The 
residents remember that several years 
ago the body of a man was found ig 
the same locality, with bullet wounds 
in the head. The man was never identi- 
fied.

Boston, Aug. 13.—Henry M. Whit- 
ney has yielded to the solicitations of 
the “old line” leaders of the Democracy 
and is ready to be their candidate 
against Moran for the gubernatoria} 
nomination.

Brockton, Mass., Aug. 13.—A _ de- 
cision handed down by the’ superior 
court declares that the action of the 
Brockton Central Labor union in plac- 
ing the name of Benjamin S. Atwood, a 
box manufacturer of Whitman, on the 
unfair list, constituted malicious inter- 
ference with the business of Atwood 
The court issued a decree restraining 
the Central Labor union and its agent 
and servants from interfering with the 
business of Atwood. 


Holy Ghost Ship Leaves Boston 

Boston, Aug. 13.—The barkentine 
Rebecca Crowell, the vessel of the Holy 
Ghost and Us society of Shiloh, Me., 
which has been at anchor in the outer 
harbor for the past two days, sailed 
yesterday for parts unknown. The ut- 
most secrecy as to her destination has 
been maintained. As she did not have 
foreign clearing papers, it is pre- 
sumed that her sailing will be coast- 
wise. 

Socialists to Put Out a Ticket 

Boston, Aug. 13.—After several 
hours’ debate the annual conference of 
the Socialists’ clubs of Massachusetts, 
in session here, voted to recommend a 
state ticket to the convention of the 
party to be held this fall. The confer- 
ence was attended by 138 delegates.

Anarchists a Source of Peril to 
All Eminent Men 


STRONGER LAWS NEEDED 


seekers ot Human Lite Should 
Have Fear of Physical Pain 
and Death Constantly Before 
Them--Subject Is Discussed by 
Secretary of Navy Bonaparte 


Cumberland, Md., Aug. 13.—Secre- 
tary of the Navy Bonaparte delivered 
an address last evening at the Alle- 
gheny Chautauqua, near Cumberland, 
a large gathering, his subject 
bilng “Anarchy and its Remedy.” He 
was introduced by Congressman Pearce 
of Maryland. 

Mr. Bonaparte referred to the assas- 
sination of President McKinley and 

ald that Czolgocz was at once recog- 
nized to be probably no worse than 
some thousands of men and women in 
our midst, and many more scattered 
throughout the civilized world; men and 
women who accept the name and share 
the opinions he avowed. “So far as 
could be seen,” said Bonaparte, “Czol- 
xvocz’s reasons for killing President 
McKinley would lead any one of them 
to kill President Roosevelt should op- 
portunity offer; and, with this practical 
application of their theories, their ex- 
istence became a source of real peril, 
not only to presidents, but to all pub- 

: officers and to all eminent men. 

“Most of the plans put forward to 
rid the world in general and thé United 
States In particular of anarchists and 
auarchism were soon shown by the 
discussion théy provoked to be either 
wholly or in greater part useless, mis- 
chievous or impracticable, and the 
measures finally adopted were plainly

before 


mere palliatives.’ 

Mr. Bonaparte took up the sugges- 
ion of “concert of powers” which 
would recognize anarchistic crimes as 
extradit This, he said, would not 
destroy anarchism nor would the one to 
dissemination of anarchistic 
literature As to the proposition to 
forbid harsh criticism of any president 
the secretary said that to even forbid a 
free expression of public opinion as to 
public men would certainly not destroy 
or even check anarchism. 

“The unlawful acts prompted by an- 
archism should be made crimes, insofar 
not, strictly speaking, 
crimes already, and, as crimes, they 
should be visited with such penalties 
as are particularly effective deterrents 
to crime. In dealing with a convicted 
anarchist two facts may well be re- 
amembered—the chances of his real 
reformation are so small that they may 
be safely neglected and we can appeal, 

| purposes, to but one mo- 
rt to discourage a repeti- 
tion of his offense, namely, the fear of 
physical pain and death. To keep him 
for years in a penitentiary merely 
burde community with the sup- 
port of an irreconcilable enemy, with 
the constant risk of his escape or par- 
don, and the certainty that whenever 
he he will be, if possible, a 
worse man than when he entered. 

“On anarchists the death penalty 
should be unequivocally Imposed by 
law and inflexibly executed whenever 
the prisoner has sought, directly or in- 
directly, to take life. For offenses of 
less gravity, I advise a comparatively 
brief, but very rigorous, imprisonment, 

‘haracterized by complete seclusion, 
ieprivation of all comfort and denial of 
any form of distraction, and which 
could be, to my mind, advantageously 
supplemented by a severe, but not a 
public whipping. The lash, of all pus- 
ishments, most clearly shows the cul- 
rit that he suffers for what his fellow- 

hold odious and disgraceful and 

t merely for reasons of public policy. 

“Any abridgement from fear of the 
anarchists of that freedom of speech 
and of the press guaranteed us by our 
state and federal constitutions would 
be neither a wise nor a worthy policy, 
but these privileges in no wise shield 
counselors of crime or instigators of 
crime or rebellion. 

“Any changes, however sweeping, in 
our laws and government, may be 
urged, and any arguments, however 
wild or grotesque, advanced to justify 
them, provided the method of change 
be orderly and lawful, but a published 
writing recommending the murder of 
the chief magistrate and the violent 
overthrow of the government is a se- 
ditious libel at common-law, and there 
Js no good reason why public utter- 
ance of spoken words of the same pur- 
port should not be made the like of- 
fense by statute. It is already a crime 
to advise a felony or grave misde- 
meanor if the advice leads to the crime 
suggested, and there is again no good 
reason why this should not become a 
substantive offense without regard to 
its consequences, as is a criminal] con- 
epiracy. 

“The final and most truly vital cou- 
dition of success in ridding our country 
of anarchism in practice is that Amer- 
jean public opinion should ~ recognize 
the utter emptiness, the inherent folly 
ef its theory and of all the kindred 
ready-made, furnished-while-you-wait 
schemes for the social regeneration of 
mankind.”

CZAR’S HEIR TO THRONE 


Reaches Second Birthday, but 
Russians Do Not Rejoice 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 13.—Yesterduy, 

the second birthday of the czareviich, 

was observed with the usual display of 

flags and illuminations, but there was 


no enthusiasm in the celebration. In 
fact, few persons seemed even to know 
what was the oceasion of the decora- 
tions. 

The day was quiet in the capital. 
The activity of the terrorists in the 
provinces included, besides the usuai 
diarvest of assassinations in Warsaw, 
an attempt on the life of General Kara- 
teieff, chief of the gendarmerie of Sa- 
mara province, and the wounding of 
Captain of Police Ivanoff of Libau by a 
youth who fired thrice at him in the 
street. The assailant of, Karateieff 
mounted the stairs of the general's 
chancellory and threw a bomb at ran- 
dom. The missile failed to explode and 
the miscreant escaped. 

General Strijoff, acting governor gev- 
eral of Warsaw eity and province, has 
been relieved of his office and will be 
succeeded by General Von Larsky. 
The change is probably due to Strijoft’s 
order with reference to the responsibil- 
ity of towns, which General] Skallon, be- 
fore his transfer to Helsingfors as gov- 
ernor general of Finland, was obliged 
to cancel. 


Civii Courts’ Powers Curtalied 

Kiev, Aug. 13.—The governor gen- 
eral has transferred from the jurisdic- 
tion of the clvil courts all offenses in 
connection with the promulgation or 
publication of false reports with refer- 
ence to the government, its officials or 
troops, or hews tending to excite hostile 
sentiment against them, or to cause 
general alarm, which hereafter shall 
be judged and punished by administra- 
tive order. The same treatment is to 
be accorded to speakers exciting one 
class of the population against another. 


Grand Duke Won't Take Chances 
St. Petersburg, Aug. 13.—Grand 
Duke Nicholas Nicholaieviteh has de- 
clined to accept the post of commander- 
in-chief of all the troops of the empire 
“where martial law exists,” which was 
tendered to him Aug. 4. Whether this 
was decided before or after the attempt 
on the life of the grand duke at Kras- 
noye-Selo on Aug. 10 is not known, but 
the ostensible reason is that he believes 
such a post should be given to a purely 
| qilitary man. 


Death For Russian Mutineers 

Helsingfors, Aug. 13.—The trial by 
court martial of the Sveaborg mu- 
tineers has commenced. Lieutenants 
Kochanovsky and Emilianoff and five 
soldiers were at the first sitting found 
guilty and condemned to death and ali 
were shot and buried in a common 
grave without ceremony. Kochanov- 
sky’s father is a colonel of the guards 
at St. Petersburg. 


Cousins In Fatai Shooting 

Anderson, N. C., Aug. 13.—T. F. 
Drake, a farmer, was shot and instant- 
ly killed about midnight by J. A. Emer- 
gon, a cousin, the tragedy occurring in 
the bedroom ef Drake's daughter. Em- 
erson, who surrendered, said that 
Drake, entering the room at a late hour 
and finding him there, had opened fire 
and that he in self-defense shot Drake. 
Drake was 59 years of age and was 
prosperous and retired. Emerson, who 
is 35 years old, held a minor county po- 
sition. The daughter has disappeared. 


Cordial Relations Wii Continue 

Tokio, Aug. 13.—Despite alarmist re- 
ports, there is no danger of the killirg 
of Japauese seal poachers on St. Paui 
island, Alaska, assuming a state of in- 
ternational gravity. The American 
ambassador here assured Japan that 
his government will investigate the 
matter carefully and equitably and said 
he hoped that Japan would not allow 
the cordial relations existing between 
the two countries to be interfered with 
by so trivial an affray. 


Driven to Suicide by Gout 

Sydney, N. S., Aug. 13.—Horace D. 
Mayhew, aged 32, son of the president 
of the Cape Breton Iron and Railway 
company, committed suicide by cutting 
his throat before a looking glass at his 
apartments in Mira while temporarily 
iusane as a result of suffering from 
rheumatic gout. Mayhew was in this 
region looking after the mining inter- 
ests of his father, who lives in England. 


A Quintuple Drowning 

Davenport, Wash., Aug. 13.—VFive 
persons prominent in the social life of 
Davenport, who had been enjoying an 
outing on the banks of the Spokane 
river, were drowned yesterday. Four 
of the drowned heroically sacrificed 
their lives in an attempt to save others. 
One after another they plunged into the 
river, only to be seized by the under- 
current and drawn down. 


Mad Mullah on the Rampage 

London, Aug. 18.—The correspond- 
ent at Aden of The Daily Mail reports 
that the Mad Mullah has raided the 
Somaliland border and killed over 1000 
of the Rareharon tribe dwelling in the 
Ogaden region and captured 10,000 
camels. Haji Mohammed Abdullah 
for years has been a thorn in the side 
of the British. 


Doctor Kills Fellow Professional 

Maysville, I. T., Aug. 13.—Dr. Pat- 
terson shot and instantly killed Dr. 
Herrod in the main street here. The 
killing resulted from business difficul- 
ties.

. How Plate Glass Is Made. 

The cast plate glass of which mirrors, 
shop windows and such things are 
made is prepared from the whitest 
sand, broken plate glass, soda, a small 
amount of manganese and cobalt 
oxides. The glass when perfectly 


*‘{ melted is poured upon an iron table 


of the size required, and the thickness 
is regulated by a strip of iron placed 
down each of the four sides of the 
table. Immediately after it is poured 
out the molten substance is flattened 
down by an iron roller, which lowers 
the glass to the thickness of the strips 
at the sides. It is then annealed or 
tempered for several days, after which 
it ls ground perfectly level and polished 
to transparent brilliancy. The first 
plate glass was made in 1688 at St. 
Picardy, France, where the process 
was found out by an accident, as so 
Many other important methods in 
manufacture have been discovered. 
where there were eyes to see the acci- 
dents and minds to apply them or the 
lessons they taught to the advance of 
art or industry. 


The Irish Bull In Journalism. 

Of a well known reporter of a past 
generation many curiosities of style 
are still repeated with zest by Dublin 
journalists. It was this man who ex- 
plained, describing a case of drown- 
ing off Dalkey, “The body was washed 
ashore by a receding wave.” Of a fu- 
gitive from justice he wrote: “The 
burglar was surrounded on all sides by 
the police.

Suddenly he made his way down a 
cul-de-sac and disappeared through a 
side street.”

Ann O’Delia Diss Debar Is Once 
More a Free Woman 


WAS “OCCULT PRIESTESS” 


Achieved Notoriety by Stripping 
Aged New Yorker of His For- 
tune--Her Filthy Husband Re- 
mains an Inmate of a Prison 


London, Aug. 14.—Ann O’Delia Diss 
Debar, wlio, under the name of Laura 
Jackson, was sentenced Dec. 30, 1901, 
to seven years’ penal servitude for con- 
nection with an alleged immoral cult, 
known as the “Theocratic Unity,” of 
which her reputed*husband, Theodore 
Jackson, was the head, has been lib- 
erated from Aylesbury prison under 
ticket-of-leave, having obtained the 
maximum reduction of sentence by 
good behavior. 

Mme. Diss Debar has been known 
under many names in the United States 
and Great Britain, but her greatest 
notoriety was achieved as the perpe- 
trator of a so-called spiritualistic decep- 
tion by which Luther R. Marsh of New 
York was in his old age stripped of the 
fortune he had accumulated in the 
practice of law. 

Though claiming to be the daughter 
of King Louis I of Bavaria and Lola 
Montez, she was in fact the daughter 
of Professor John C. I’. Saloman, once 
of Washington and later of Kentucky. 
After varying fortunes dud persecu- 
tions by persons who would have had 
her confined in asylums, she married a 
Dr. Messant. That was in 1871. Later 
she becarse the wife of General Joseph 
H. Diss Debar and by him had two 
children. 

She traveled about the country rep- 
resenting herself as the personification 
of occult powers and the revealer of 
hidden truths and in this way, while 
living in Washington square, New 
York, she met Luther R. Marsh, an aged 
lawyer, and by means of alleged spirit 
materializations and spirit painted pic- 
tures secured large sums of money 
from him and he also deeded to her his 
home in Madison avenue. 

About this time Diss Debar left the 
adventuress, who went to live at the 
Marsh home and also hired apartments 
where she officiated as a priestess of 
spiritualism and won great notoriety. 
Suit was brought to prove her an im- 
postor and she was charged with con- 
spiring to defraud Marsh. She was ar- 
rested and sent to jail and indicted by 
the grand jury. The Gerry society took 
her children. Her trial resulted in her 
conviction and she was sentenced to a 
term of imprisonment. On her release 
from prison she went to Europe, then 
returned to the United States and, go- 
ing to the west, got into more difficul- 
ties through bogus spiritualism. 

Under the name of Vera P. Ava, she 
fell into the hands of the Chicago po- 
lice, who sent her to the Joliet peniten- 
tiary for two years. Released from 
that institution, she married William 
J. McGown in 1895 at Chicago. Mc- 
Gown, like Marsh, was a man of wea!th. 
In 1889 she was forced to leave New 
Orleans with Theodore Jackson, whose 
wife she then said she was. They 
were playing the spirit materialization 
game there, and it was sald they were 
running a “frultarian” colony in Flor- 
ida. 

A year later they turned up in Cape- 
town, South “Africa, where Mme. Diss 
Debar called herself Helena and Jack- 
son called himself Horos. Occultism 
and hypnotistic performances were the 
order there, and a wealthy South Afri- 
can contractor gave his money to Mme. 
Diss Debar to establish a colony of 
brotherly love. The institution that 
she and Jackson were running at that 
time was called by them the “College 
of Occult Sciences.” 

Later the pair appeared in London, 
where they promoted the Theocratie 
Unity organization, scandals in connec 
tion with which led to their arrest in 
September, 1901. The trial, which con- 
tinued at intervals through three 
months, developed facts of such a 
loathsome character that several of the 
London papers excluded from their 
columus all reports of the proceedings 
in court. Jackson assumed a defiant 
attitude towards public sentiment and 
the law and had to be warned by the 
presiding judge that he was injuring 
his case. In the course of her evidence 
Mme. Diss Debar asserted that she had 
an income of $14,000 yearly from the 
estate of her former husband, General 
Diss Debar. 

Justice Bigham summed up strongly 
against the prisoners, saying it was dif- 
ficult to conceive of more revolting and : 
abominable conduct than that which had [ 
been attributed to them. He added 
that he would not be doing his duty un- 
less he prevented the male prisouer 
from practicing such filthy acts under 
the cloak of religion for some years to 
come. The jury was absent from the 
courtroom less than five minutes and 
returned with the verdict of guilty, 
whereupon Justice Bingham sentenced 
Jackson to 15 years’ penal servitude 
and his reputed wife to seven years’ 
penal servitude. Mme. Diss Debar 
heard the sentence smilingly and bowed 


Politely to the ‘justice as she left the 
courtroom.

Gompers Statement on Employ- 


ment of Coolie Labor 


THE EIGHT-HOUR IDEA 


Labor Leader Says Canal Com- 
missioner Has Been Hostile to 
1t--Shonts{Says] Use of Chinese 
Is Not Contrary to Law 


Washington, Aug. 14.—President 
Gompers of the American Federation 
of Labor, in a statement, has taken !s- 
sue with Chairman Shonts of the isth- 
mian canal commission on some of the 


latter’s statements as to the employ- 
ment of coolie labor in the construc- 
tion of the Panama canal. 

Gompers characterizes as an ab- 
surdity the contention of Shonts that 
the law with respect to the exclusion 
of the Chinese is only applicable to ter- 
ritory at the time subject to the au- 
thority of the United States and that 
the canal zone was acquired subsequent 
to that date. There is no such provi- 
sion, says Gompers, in the law referred 
to, and he cites the various provisions 
of law in this connection. 

Mr. Gompers declares that neither he 
nor James O’Connell, president of the 
International Association of Ma- 
chinists, who visited Shonts, were able 
to persuade him from his position ou 
the eight-hour question, and they de- 
voted little attention to the subject of 
Chinese coolies, because, he says, 
Shonts emphatically declared it was 
not his intention to employ them. 

The charge is specitically made by 
Gompers that Shonts “had sufficient in- 
fluence with the congress hostile to 
labor to secure the annulment of not 
only the eight-hour law, but the eight- 
hour principle, in the construction of 
the Panama canal. The future,” ke 
says, “will determine the judgment of 
the people of our country upon that 
subject.” 

In conclusion Gompers says: ‘Con- 
gress violated the eight-hour principle; 
now Chairman Shonts proposes to vio- 
late the Chinese exclusion: law, upon 
which fact and principle there is such 
a deep-seated sentiment and conviction 
among the people of our country.” 


Mr. Shonts made the following state- 
ment: 

“The eight-hour law does not apply 
to unskilled labor on the Isthmus of 
Panama. The entire present unskilled 
labor force is alien, We cannot secure 
this class of unskilled labor from the 
United States. It is therefore not seen 
why a law passed in the interest of 
American labor at home should be made 
applicable to alien labor, which prob- 
ably never heard of its existence. Its 
application would have increased the 
labor cost of the canal several million 
dollars. The American laborer in this 
country would have to pay his share 
of the consequent increased taxation 
without any compensating benefit to 
himself. 

“At the time of my interview witb 
Mr. Gompers, in discussing the eight- 
hour law, aside from what I have a!- 
ready said, I stated that my under- 
standing of the reason for the enact- 
ment of the eight-hour law in this coun- 
try was primarily to give to the highest 
type of labor in the world longer hours 
for mental recreation and improve- 
ment; but that with the lowest class of 
labor, as at Panama, it was more help- 
ful and improving, more in their inter- 
est and more an act of kindness than 
otherwise to permit them to work 10 
hours a day and pay them for it, be- 
cause they are paid by the hour. 


“As to the statement of Mr. Gompers | 
that the ‘existing law excludes Chinese } 


laborers and coolies from the United 
States or any of its possessions; the 
Papana canal zone is an American pos- 
session and it is as much a violation of 
the law to bring Chinese coolies there 
as it is in other portions of our country,’ 
I can only say that the commission has 
secured the opinion of the highest legal 
authorities of the government. It has 
been held that such law does not apply 
to the canal zone. 

“The law excluding Chinese from the 
United States and its possessions was 
passed in March, 1903, and specifically 
set forth that such laws should only be 
applicable to territory at that time sub- 
ject to the authorities of the United 
States. The canal zone was acquired 
subsequent to that date, and congress 
has not extended its provisions so as 
to embrace the canal zone. The canal 
must be dug and the first requisite fs 
to have labor to dig it. We do not be- 
lieve it wise or economical to depend 
only on the West Indian negroes. We 
cannot secure the unskilled labor in 
sufficient number from the United 
States. It is therefore not in competi- 
tion to our own labor, and any agree- 
ment entered into will provide for the 
return of Chinese direct to China upon 
the completion of service on the canal 
work. 

“In conversation with Mr. Gompers, 
the well known views of Mr. Shonts as 
to labor on the isthmus, both with re- 
spect to the possibility of the future 
employment of Chinese and otherwise, 
were practically set forth as above, and 
any contrary understanding must have 
been due to a misapprehension of his 
position.”

HOME FORTHE WEALTHY 


Superb Hotel In Chicago. 


APARTMENTS TO BEBUILTT0 ORDER 


Fancy of Each Person In Erecting 
the Apartment House—Garages to 
Be Scattered Through the Building. 
Athletic Quarters and “Gardens” to 
Be Provided. 


It became known recently that about 
fifty millionaires and multimillionaires 
of Chicago and middle. western cities 
are planning an apartment house for 
their families, and have organized the 
members into advisory boards to pre- 
pare plans for the building in which 
they propose to live for the remainder 
of their days, says a Chicago dispatch. 

These possessors of great wealth 
have had opened to them a community 
of the most ultra exclusiveness in the 
proposed hotel of dazzling magnificence 
to be erected at an enormous cost on 
the Otto Young property in Michigan 
avenue, Chicago, where the prevailing 
feature in construction will be that 
persons with sufficient wealth may 
lease for a long term of years or for 
life apartments constructed according 
to the lightest wish or most fickle 
fancy of the occupant. 

Many of the most wealthy families 
in Chicago have planned to take apart- 
ments in the proposed hotel, and be- 
sides them the cream of the wealth of 
cities throughout the middle west have 
been asked to join in the scheme, which 
will probably center in Chicago most 
of the great wealth of the country out- 
side of New York city. 

The cost of the hotel in the light of 
circumstances which have developed 
Is at present beyond estimating. Into 
the millions, ho#ever, it is: conceded 
“the cost of such a project will run, 
But as only the upper strata of the 
millionaire colonies in the west are 
to be invited into the grand apartment 
scheme the expense is a matter of 
small importance. 

Because of the wide variance of 
tastes in form, arrangements and fin- 
ishing of apartments, the hotel will 
probably have a wider difference of 
uniformity than any other building in 
the world. The only similarity will be 
on the outside, where the walls are to 
be uniform from street to roof, Among 
the proposed features of the million- 
aires’ home are: 

Private elevators to the various 
floors and in some cases to apartments 
are to be provided. 

Garages are to be scattered through 
the building. 

Athletic quarters are to be provided 
in many parts of the building. 

Cafes in the styles of every known 
race of epicures, with native chefs 
and stewards in charge of the building 
and subsequently their management. 

“Gardens” and rooms and “corners” 
of the most magnificent fittings. 

Although the private apartments will 
be maintained with private retinues 
of servants, importation of service men 
and women from Engiand and the 
continent is to be made for the hotel 
proper. 


THUMB PRINT EXPERT. 


Chicago Woman to Instruct Secret 
Service Men In Washington. 

After studying the thumb print sys- 
tem of identifying criminals for over 
fifteen years Mrs, M. BE. Holland of 
Chicago has been appointed instructor 
in the secret service at Washington, 
says a Chicago dispatch. 

Mrs. Holland {s thirty-four years old 
and the wife of Phil Holland, editor of 
the Detective. Fifteen years ago she 
began the study of criminals under 
Detective Fernier of Scotland Yard, 
and since then she has devoted her en- 
tire time to it. 

“One can take the imprint of a 
baby’s thumb,” says Mrs. Holland, 
“and the grown man can be identified 
by it when all other means fail.” 

It is said that the government is 
preparing to use it where thousands of 
laborers are employed as a means of 
identification on pay day,

New Signal System For Railways. 

The Great Western railway is about 
to make an experiment in signaling 
which, says the London Express, it is 
believed will herald a worldwide revyo- 
lution in railway working. This is 
nothing less than the substitution of 
audible for visible signals and the 
abolition of the familiar semaphore 
arm at the top of a signal post. In- 
stead of the engine driver having to 
look out for his signals, the signals de- 
clare themselves to his ear unmistak- 
ably. “Line clear” is expressed in the 
new system of signaling by the tin- 
kling 01 a bell. “Line blocked” is ex- 
pressed by the blowing of a whistle, 
which continues ‘until the driver with 
his own hand turns it off. Botb bell 
and whistle are fixed inside the engine 
cabin close by the driver us he stands 
to his lever, and they afford a much 
more telling ‘means of notification than 
would a dial on which signs appeared. 
The apparatus is so constructed that 
if anything goes wrong anywhere the 
whistle signal operates,

Rule 1. 
by other than animal power shall be 
within any reservation except upon town or 
county roads therein and upon Hillside Street 
in Blue Hills Reservation, Turtle Pond Road 
and Bold Knob Road in Stony Brook Reserva- 
tion, Charles River Road in Watertown in 
Charles River Reservation, the border road in 
Middlesex Fells Reservation extending from 
Highland Avenue to Summer Street in Malden, 
the driveway of Lynn Shore Reservation, the 
driveway of Winthrop Shore Reservation, 
andthe driveway of Revere Beach Reserva- 
tion from Lynnway to Revere Street; and 
upon the driveway of Revere Beach Reserva- 
tion from Revere Street to its intersection 
with Revere Beach Parkway during the period 
extending from September 15th to June 15th 
inclusive in each year and from and after 
eleven o’é¢lock P.M.to eleven o’clock A. M. 
on the day following during the period 
extending from June 16th to September Ith 
inclusive in each year. 

Rule 2. No automobile or vehicle propelled

River Road in Watertowng Lynnway or Revere 
Beach Reservation from Lynnway to Revere 
Street, at a rate of speed exceeding fifteen 
miles an hour, or on any other road or 
parkway where the same is allowed at a rate 
of speed exceeding ten miles an hour. Upon 
approaching a crossing of intersecting ways, 
also in traversing a crossing or intersec- 
tion, and in going around a corner or a curve 
in a reservation or parkway every person 
operating an automobile or vehicle propelled 
by other than animal power shall run it ata 
rate of speed less than that hereinbefore 
specified, and in no event at a rate exceeding 
eight miles an hour. 

Any person violating any of the above rules 
shall for each offence be punished by a fine of 
not more than twenty dollars. [Revised 
Laws, Chap.

[NOTE.—The new rules change the old rules

City Solicitor Thomas represented the 
government and J. W. McAnarney the 
defendants. 

Hynes was fined $50, and McDougal 
$75, the latter also being given three 
months in the house of correction, for 
violation of the liquor law. They ap- 
pealed. 

The cases against them for interfer- 
ing with an officer were dismissed. 


Water Meters 
Being Installed 


Work was commenced this week by 
Commissioner Burke, under an order 
passed by the City Council appropriat- 
ing $10,000 to install water. meters, 
The first consignment of meters, 75 in 
number, arrived last Thursday and work 
installing them commenced Monday. 

Commissioner Burke when interviewed 
said that it was his intention at first to 
connect al] business houses and blocks. 
After that places that were using more 
water than was allowed would be 
metered. Work was now being carried 
on installing meters in Ward One. 

In regard to rates to be charged met- 
ered places Mr. Burke said tbat it was 
not the intention to make any radical 
changes unfil a sufficient number of 
places had been metered and time 
enough had elapsed to enable him to 
have some basis to work upon. 

At present there would probably be 
no change in charges anless it was 
found that the place metered was using 
more water than it was entitled to 
under the rate they were paying. If 
they were usiug more then they would 
be charged for the excess. 

He further said that no definite 
number of meters bad been ordered, 
but that they would be received in lots 
of fifty. 

Asto the kind of meter adopted the 
Commissioner said that Mayor Thomp- 
son had made an elaborate study and 
investigation of the different makes of 
meters and had adopted the meter 
known as tbe ‘‘Empire’’ made by the 
National Company. 

Several of the business blocks in City 
Square have already been connected in- 
cluding the office of the Daily Ledger.

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Prediction That France Will Soon

THE POPE'S ENCYCLICAL 


Impression That It Seeks to 
Have State and Church Law 
Modified--France Unlikely to 
Move In That Direction 


Paris, Aug. 15.—The pope’s encyclical 
to the archbishops and bishops of 
France prescribing their attitude with 


regard to the church and state law at- 
tracts widespread attention here, and 
its probable effects are the subject of 
animated discussion by the press aud 
public and particularly by the clerical 
and official classes responsible for the 
execution of the law. A_ pontifical 
messenger arrived here bearing the 
document to Archbishop Richard. The 
entourage of the archbishopric sum- 
marized their views in the following 
words: “The pope has spoken, and we 
bow with submission and joy to his in- 
structions.” 

While this reflects the general atti- 
tude of the hierarchy, yet a considerable 
element among the clergy receives the 
decision of the pontiff with disappoint- 
ment and regret, as being likely to in- 
augurate an era of religious strife. The 
decision causes serious confusion with 
regard to the practical carrying on of 
churches. The new law lays down 
specific provisions concerning the or- 
ganization of cultural associations, but 
the pope's decision appears to make it 
Impossible for the clergy to conform to 
the law. 

The view generally prevails that the 
Vatican seeks to create a situation 
compelling the government to enter !u- 
to negotiations for some form of church 
organization that will be acceptable 
both to the church and to the state. 
However, there is no Indication of the 
government’s willingness to move in 
that direction. 

The government journals strongly 
disapprove of the encyclical. The 
Temps says: “The resolution to affilct 
all friends of religious peace is very 
apparent. Uncompromisingness domi- 
nates pontifical circles. In immense 
majority of reasonable French Cath- 
olics desired the benefit of the liberai 
provisions of the separation law. It 
goes without saying that the pontifical 
decision will not change the sentiment 
of liberal-minded Frenchmen, who 
above all wish for religious peace. The 
separation law contains broad, tolerant 
dispositions, and is accepted as such 
by unprejudiced men. The aunti- 
clericals even raised objections to the 
liberality of the law. 

“One wonders to what hopes or 
chimera the pope is now clinging. Has 
the lesson of the inventories taught 
Rome nothing? The only outcome of 
pontifical resistance is that the church 
has herself deprived her devotees of the 
worship to which they are attached by 
old customs. The strange paradox oc- 
curs that the religious authorities re- 
fuse the churches the powers offered 
them by the law. ‘This sensible and 
clear-minded nation, desirous of peace 
before everything, never will admit the 
decision to be the fruit of truly Chris- 
tian or logical and sensible inspiration.” 

La Croix, representing the clericals, 
says: “The pope’s wish will be real- 
{zed. Catholics are about to unite in 
obedience under the direction of the 
bishops. Despite possible trials, the 
church will emerge finally victorious,” 

The free-thinking and socialistic 
journals declare that France already 
has expressed her opinion in the recent 
elections and that the government, 
though embarrassed, must not give way 
and thus leave the anti-clericals in an 
awkward position. 

The Echo De Paris considers a re- 
ligious war to be inevitable unless the 
government compromises before Dec. 
11, after which date, according to the 
law, any exercise of religion, unless un- 
der the auspices of associations, will 
incur the risks of fine or imprisonment, 
being considered clandestine. 


Successful Break For Liberty 

New York, Aug. 15.—An 18-year-old 
Italian girl, who has made desperate 
efforts to evade the execution of a sen- 
tence of deportation imposed by the 
Ellis Island immigrant officers, , has 
slipped away from the custodians. She 
is Grazia Ferrenti, whom the immi- 
grant officers excluded because she 
was regarded as likely to become a pub- 
lic charge. With her in the break for 
real liberty went a compatriot of her's 
named Salvatore La Porte. 


Raliroad Lawyers In Conference / 

Atlantic City, N. J., Aug. 15.—More 
than 60 lawyers, representing all the 
larger railroads east of the Mississippi 
river, particularly those traversing the 
territory south of the Ohio river and 
the New England states, have assem- 
bled here to make a detailed study of 
the provisions of the railroad rate bill, 
which goes into effect on Aug. 29.

No Further Special Concessions 

Columbia, 8S. C., Aug. 15.—Radical 
changes in credit and allowances have 
been made by South Carolina cotton 
millls.

Almost a Hundred Perished 

Syzran, Russia, Aug. 15.—Since the 
fire which destroyed the greater part of 
this city, 98 persous have been missing 
and it is thought they perished in the 
conflagration and that their bodies 
were consumed.

Five Seek Democratic Nomination 
In Georgia 


——_ 


SMITH AGAINST THE FIELD 


Charges That Other Candidates 
For Governor Are Banded To- 
gether to Beat Him--He Would 
Distranchise Negroes 


Savannah, Ga., Aug. 15.—The most 
remarkable state campaign that Geor- 
gia has seen in 20 years has entered up- 
on its last week. Not since the war, 


perhaps, has there been a race for the 
office of governor in which so much bit- 
terness has been displayed and iu which 
arguments over the platforms of the 
opposing candidates have been re- 
placed so completely by personal abuse. 
It is a five-cornered affair. 

The five candidates are Hoke Smith, 
former secretary of the interior in the 
cabinet of Grover Cleveland; Clark 
Howell, former speaker of the house 
and former president of the senate of 
Georgia, and now a national Demo- 
cratic committeeman and editor of the 
Atlanta Constitution; Colonel J. H. 
Estill, editor and owner of the Sa- 
vannah Morning News; Judge Richard 
B. Russell, formerly of the superior 
egurt, and Colonel James H. Smith of 
Oglethorpe county, about the only mil- 
lionaire farmer in the state. 

Three of the candidates have per- 
sonal newspaper organs. Hoke Smith 
is the former owner of the Atlanta 
Journal, and that paper is making his 
fight its fight. Estill’s organ is the Sa- 
vannah Mornjng News, which he owns. 
Colonel Smith recently started a paper 
of his own to present his platform to 
the people. 

Hoke Smith charges that the four 
other candidates are banded together 
to beat him. He declares their candi- 
dacy to be a trick of the state machine 
to bring about his defeat by preventing 
him from getting a two-thirds majority 
in the state convention. He has the 
most radical platform of any of the 
eandidates. He stands for a law to 
keep the negroes from voting. There Is 
no doubt that this is a popular issue in 
the country, where the negroes’ vote 
is large and where it counts. He has 
worked that plank for all it is worth 
among the country voters. 

He has another plank for use in ap- 
pealing to the cities. There is scarcely 
a city in the state but has some protest 
to make against railroad rates. The 
present railroad commission, it is 
charged, will not give relief. Smith de- 
clares that the day he !s inaugurated 
governor he will call for the resigna- 
tion of Warner Hill and Joe Brown, 
railroad commissioners, for neglect of 
duty in not giving the people just rates. 

Hoke Smith’s strongest card in fight- 
ing the machine, as he terms his oppo- 
sition, is Thomas E. Watson, former 
Populist candidate for President of the 
United States. This stormy petrel of 
politics is stirring up more strife iu 
Georgia politics now than ever before. 
He is helping Hoke Smith. He is writ- 
ing cards to the newspapers and mak- 
ing speeches to the people. 


Bryan Will Be the Nominee 

Dallas, Aug. 15—With 700 dele- 
gates, the number being limited by law, 
and more than 4000 spectators, what 
promises to be the most exciting state 
convention held by the Democracy of 
Texas since 1892, when the party split, 
cpened here. The first ballot for gov- 
ernor will probably be taken this after- 
noon. Senator Bailey received an ova- 
tion. He said that it has been deter- 
minined already who the nominee is to be, 
meaning Bryan, and the declaration 
evoked applause. 


Hettie Green’s Son For Governor 


Houston, Tex., Aug. 15.—The faction 
of the Republican party of Texas 
known as the “reorganized party” held 
its state convention here. E. H. R. 
Green of Terrell, president of the Texas 
Midland railroad and son of Mrs. Het- 
tie Green of New York, was nominated 
for governor. The platform dealt with 
national and state issues along the 
usual lines. There was considerable 
enthusiasm when thename of Secretary 
of War Taft was mentioned. 


Democrats and Populists Will Fuse

BANKER COLE DEAD 


Former Head ot Wrecked Con- 
eern Succumbs to Long Strain 
Boston, Aug. 15.—Charles H. Coie, 


Sr., formerly president of the Globe 
National bank, died at St. Margaret’s 
hospital, Louisburg square, last night, 


after a week’s confinement, due to acute 
general tuberculosis contracted while 
in prison at Greenfield. Cole was con- 
scious till a few hours before dissolu- 
tion. 

A week ago Cole gave evidence of 
breaking down under the mental strain 
he had undergone for years, due to his 
troubles at the Globe bank, and with 
the mental disturbance came physical 
prostration. 

The wasting attacked his entire 
frame and system, and <ffer a consulta- 
tion it was decided to at once remove 
him to St. Margaret’s. All that med- 
ical skill could suggest was done, but 
Cole’s vitality was gone. 

Cole had been staying at his old 
home at Hingham since his release from 
the Greenfield jail, last spring, where 
he had’ served his full term, fess com- 
mutation, for the conviction of responsi- 
bility for the crash of the Globe Na- 
tional bank. 

It was on May 14, 1900, that he was 
sentenced to eight years in the Green- 
field jail on a charge of the misappro- 
priation of $900,000 of the funds of the 
bank. 


Results of Practice Kept Secret

The Works of 
Richard EB. Brooks 


The ‘‘Listener’’ of the Transcript has 
a complimentary reference to a Quincy 
artist. After reference to changing 
fashion in dress, he says: 

But if you begin to lose faith in the 
existence of any ultimate laws of beau- 
ty, on Bromfield street, step around 
Park street corner and take a look at 
the work, at exhibition at Doll & Rich- 
ards, of Richard E. Brooks, the sculp- 
tor of the Cass statue on the Public 
Garden. Here isa tray of what look at 
first glance, to be Greek coins, but 
which turn out to be portraits of con- 
temporary Americans, some of them 
children. A whole necklace of them is 
composed of the children of one family. 
Literally can the happy mother, whose 
portrait is there in one of the larger 
medals, say as she wears them, ‘‘these 
are my jewels.”’ 

‘*The Greek art, and the art reverent- 
ly based on the Greek art, can never 
grow old or old-fashioned, or, for any 
fraction of a moment, shock the taste 
of any age, or excite the risibilities of 
the most frivolous or ignorant. Evy- 
ideotly when such work can be pro- 
duced by a native of cur Braintree, 
bred in the true principles of the art 
and beauty inthe great ateher of the 
modern world, Paris (whose Salon’s 
gold medal has been awarded to the 
Braintree artist,) we need not despair 
of there being fundamental laws of 
beauty if only we truly seek them. 
That he is possessed by the Greek art 
is doubly attested by his statuette of 
‘‘The Boxer.”’ Here is such a figure 
as is seen among the statues collected 
from recent excavations in the museum 
at Athens, and not commonly photo- 
graphed or reproduced in plaster as 
most of the more famous classic statutes 
have been. It is one of those Greek 
athletes that fairly seem to move and 
sway with life. 

‘*One that the Listener encountered 
in Athens seems to be about to take 
another stride, and will do so when you 
turn your head, you almost believe—a 
tall, slender man doing his heel-and-toe 
mile, with the spring of a man in fine 
condition. This new boxer of Brooks’ 
has his big back curved, his hands are 
down and spread, his face is ablaze with 
tense expectancy ; he is evidently ‘‘open- 
ing up,’’ awaiting or inviting the attack 
of his antagonist and is well matched, 
At all events, be is fairly dancing on 
his pins with excitement as only the 
perfectly well made statue can do, and 
his excitement is quickly contagious, 
as the meaning and spirit of some genu- 
ine bit of high art only can be.’’

Any financial man will tell 
you thata Boston bond is good, there 
is ordinarily a market for them at any 
price pretty close to par, and there is 
never any trouble cashing the interest 
coupons, The payment on the princi- 
pal of the bonds is a problem for pos- 
terity. who, very likely, will learn fi- 
nance from the present generation and 
will simply issue more bonds to pay 
for theseand pass the debt with its ac- 
cumulations along to the next genera- 
tion. Practically every other city in 
the commonwealth is similarly situated 
to Boston, and yet no change in muni- 
cipal policy is at all likely, But what 
will be the outcome? Is it creditable 
to our business sagacity to assume tbat 
it does not matter just because this 
generation will not be called on to foot 
the bills? Sometime these bonds will 
have to be paid. Valuation is not gain- 
ing on expense in public administration 
in any community, and some day the 
people will have to face the alternative 
of excessive assessment to meet these 
debts or of renunciation of the debt and 
confessed bankruptcy. The municipal 
debt of American cities is a disgrace to 
our supposedly model system of self 
government.—Haverhill Gazette.

CLEMEN'! ARMY {SMALLER 


Regular Republicans Are Com 
mitted to His Local Option 
Ideas--Hints Dishonesty 
Are Boldly Challenged

Burlington, Vt., Aug. 16.—The state 
campaign has entered upon the 
three weeks of its progress, and finds 


both parties vigorously engaged in what 


last 


promises to be a great battle, hard- 
fought to the very eve of Sept. 4. Itis 
the real 


becoming easier to gauge 
strength and solid basis of the fusion- 
independent movement. Four years 
ago Mr. Clement was without the nom- 
inal support of the Democratic or- 
ganization, but he was susté 1ined by 3 
vast number of Republicans who identi- 
fied him with the principle of local op- 
tion, and distrusted any other leader 
for its successful adoption. Today the 
regular Republican organization stands 
fully committed to the accepance of 
local option as the true legal me sthod of | 
dealing with the evils of intemperance. 
This has detached much of Clement's 
army of four years ago. 

A month ago it looked as if Clement’s 
call to rally for better government, 
more economical expenditures and a 
general renovation of state politics was 
to assume large proportions, but the 
present drift of events is gradually in 
the opposite direction. 

After making proper discount for 
partisan estimates of the size of the re- 
spective rallies, it seems certain that 
the interest in the Clement meetings is 
waning, and that in Proctor’s gather- 
ings is increasing. 

Proctor boldly challenges the wide- 
spread figures se -eattered by Clement to 
show increased state expenses by 
pointing out that these additional sums 
of money have gone for improved edn- 
cational facilities and a more modern 
and humane treatment of the insane 
and other wards of the state. No one 
denies that immoralities have been dis- 
covered among a few officials in one 
state institution, but all such persons 
have been discharged, and even prose- 
cuted when not protected by a statute 
of limitation. 

Clement proposes to build a complete 
system of permmanent highways merely 
from the economies which he prom- 
ises, without any specifications: 
Republican platform stands by the pres- 
ent highway tax, whereby each town 
is assessed for the support of roads, 
and the sum total is distributed in pro- 
portion to each town’s mileage of roads. 

It is too early to make any definite 
estimates, on either side, which are of 
sufficient value to record; but unless 
Clement is able to present specific 
charges to meet the detailed vindica- 
tions of Republican management by its 
defenders, it seems probable that Ver- 
mont will return one of her old-time 
Republican majorities. The voters of 
Vermont are sensitive to any reproach 
of dishonesty and graft, and impatient 
of anything approaching machine dicta- 
tion; but they are even more sensitive 
to accusations against the fair name of 
the state.

FORTY POISONED 


Pleasure Seekers Ate Ice Cream 


From Unclean Cans 


SIX MAY NOT RECOVER 


Victims Purchased Stuff From 
Itinerant Venders at Salisbury 
Beach--Hurry Calls For Doc- 
tors, Who Were Kept Busy 
Salisbury Beach, Mass., Aug. 16.— 

Forty persons were poisoned by impure 

ice cream here last evening and six of 

the victims are in a serious condition. 

The names of the six are Edward 


O'Connell, Michael Ring, Miss Susie 
Thayer, John Murphy, Miss Yvonne 
Adams and Miss Flossie Seigel. 

Yesterday was known as “Haverhill 
day” at the beach, and about 4000 per- 
sons came here from that city, New- 
buryport and nearby places. All those 
who became ill ate ice cream purchased 
from four venders of Newburyport who 
sell ice cream, fruit and aopteeHanrey 
from wagons 

Just be fore 6 o'clock last evening a 
young girl fell in front of a local hotel, 
and when bystanders went to her assist- 
ance they were startled to find that her 
face had turned a dark color and that 
her features were drawn and contorted. 
It was at first thought that the girl 
had poisoned herself intentionally, but 
while several doctors were examining 
her another young woman nearby col- 
lapsed. 

For two or three hours reports of 
persons being overcome by violent ill- 
uess came to the local police. Emer- 
gency calls were sent to Newburyport 
and nearby places and promptly re- 
sponded to, and eight doctors and a 
trained nurse, who were at the beach, 
hastened to the assistance of the nu- 
merous victims. Medical Examiner 
Hurd of Newburyport also came to the 
beach and assisted the other  physi- 
cians, : 

The six persons most seriously ill 
were taken to the Hotel Cushing. All 
were unconscious, and were in a seri- 
ous condition. Practically all of those 
affected were under 20 years of age. 

The physicians decided that the 
trouble was due to ptomaine poisoning 
from unclean cans which contained ice 
cream. Samples of the cream were 
taken by the police and the Newbury- 


port board of health ordered all the 
itinerant venders to stop the sale of 
ice cream until further notice. Nearly 


all the victims belong in Haverhill and, 
excluding the half-dozen named, none 
is in a serious condition.

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Whitney to Oppose Moran For 
Governorship Nomination. 


SITUATION IS MUCH MIXED. 


Conservative Democrats Feel Sure 


of Beating District Attorney. 


The Democratic leaders in Massachu- 
fetts, or at least some of them, fully be- 
lieve that they have now got Johu B. 
Moran beaten for the Democratic gu- 
bernatorial nomination. 

It is quite possible that they are cor- 
rect. The leaders of the conservative 
wing, men like Quincy, Mayor Fitzger- 
ald, Congressman Sullivan, and Transit 
Commissioner Joseph J. Corbett, do uot 
hesitate now to declare their belief that 
Moran is on a toboggar and going to 
the bottom of the hill as fast as speed 
will carry him. 

It is probable that Moran has lost 
strength in the last weeks, as these 
leaders declare, but the end is certainly 
not yet. 

When Henry M. Whitney, former 
president of the West End Railway 
company, consented to stand as a candi- 
date for the Democratic nomination 
against Moran, the courage of the mem- 
bers of the conservative wing of the 
party took on immediate strength. The 
opponents of Mr. Moran have certainly 
had a bad scare. At onetime they 
were ready to take to the woods and let 
the district attorney for Suffolk county 
play the game ull by himself. It is said 
that Transit Commissioner Corbett was 
the moving spirit to give courage to the 
frightened city leaders, and that he Is 
the man who stopped the Moran tidal 
wave by forcing Congressman Sullivan 
into the field merely as a stalking-horse 
while a stronger and more desirable 
candidate was picked up. 

To this day Mayor Fitzgerald has 
somewhat temporized with the Moran 
movement. He would like wonderfully 
well to see the district attorney beaten, 
but he has not the courage to lead the 
movement, and he will not declare him- 
self very strongly until he is convineed 
that Whitney is going to be successful 
in his move for the nomination. Mr. 
Fitzgerald’s friends say that the mayor 
is brave, but when he has an oppor- 
tunity to show it, as in the present in- 


a a a 


stance, he declines it with alacrity. As 
a matter of fact, courage is not the 
| strong point of the mayor. 
The Fight Is Still Hot. 
But Moran is not yet beaten. The 


caucuses are more than a month hence 
and in the Democratic party there isa 
strong feeling for the district attorney. 
There is a strong conviction among the 
Democratic masses that the party has 
for years been used by designing politi- 
cians and scheming financiers for their 
own benefit, and that these men have 
had very little interest in the party ex- 
|eept as it affected their personal po- 
| Utical fortunes and their financial 
schemes. An Essex county lawyer, 
| who has been a life-long Democrat, 
| voiced the general discontent against 
the old-time control of the party when 
ihe declared that for a decade it had 
|been merely an adjunct to the Boston 
| Elevated Railway company and other 
| corporations of that class desirous of 
controlling the city of Boston and the 
commonwealth, and securing legisia- 
tion in the interests of these institu- 
tions. He declared that personally he 


Ke | had no sympathy with the class of men 
| 


who have acquired tontrol of the Demo- 


= | ecratie city and state organization for 


wholly selfish purposes. He declared 
that the party as at present organized 
had no sympathy with the common peo- 
ple and never would have so long as 
that class of men control it. 

It is this feeling abroad among the 
Democratic masses which has made 
Morar such a formidable opponent to 
the Democratic machine, and come 
very close to insuring him the nomina- 
tion for governor. And for that matter 
it is wholly within the limits of possi- 
bility that he may yet succé@td in 
wresting the nomination from men 
who are today so busily engaged In an 
effort to nominate Whitney. There is 
no question that Whitney is a strong 
man with one wing of the Democratic 
party, but he appeals to an entirely 
different class to that included in the 
Moran following. He is essentially 
and primarily a corporation man. His 
sympathies have always been with the 
corporations, and as a candidate he 
does not especially appeal to the work- 
ing man or the man of small posses- 
sions. He is as essentially a corpora- 
tion man as is William A. Gaston or 
Josiah Quincy. While at the head of 
the West End street railway and as 

/ president of that corporation, he was 
severely criticised for his large expendi- 
tures of money to secure favorable leg- 
islation in connection with the bill to 
provide for the construction of ele- 


vated railways in Boston. The lavish | 


hand with which these expenditures 
were distributed caused such general 
comment and criticism that public in- 
vestigation was ordered by the great 
and general court and held by a com- 
guittee of the legislature. This commit- 
tee found that there was good ground 
for the criticism and itself condemned 
these expcnditures on the part of the 
West End. 

Of course all these things will mili- 
tate against Mr. Whitney, and un- 
doubtedly Mr. Moran will find a great 
many things about which to question 
him before the nominating campaign is 
over. 


- 
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Democratic affairs are in such a 
foggy state that until after the caucuses 
wery little can be done toward organiz- 
ing the campaign. If Mr. Moran is 
nominated, the party will bring to the 
front issues similar to those outlined in 
the platform of the district attorney, 
which he issued some weeks age. 
Aside from that, if he is nominated, an 
entirely different set of campaigners 
will compose the battle line. Mr. Mo- 
ran will have very little confidence in 
the leaders of the conservative wiug, 
and, if nominated, will probably rele- 
gate them to the rear and put his own 
trusted lieutenants: in charge of the 
campaign forces. 

Contrariwise, if Mr. Whitney is nomi- 
nated, the old-time leaders will com- 
pose the staff which will direct the can- 
yass against the Republicans. 

Of course, Mr. Moran is already in the 
field. He has been nominated by one 
political party and yearns for the in- 
dorsement of the Democrats. He has 
been turned down by the Socialists. 
who were wiser than their cold-water 
brethren, the Prohibitionists, but he 
still has a standing as representing the 
forces of temperance, notwithstanding 
the fact that he is a recent convert to 
the teetotal idea. Consequently he 
must be a candidate at the polls, even 
though unsuccessful in his quest for the 
Democratic nomination. He will un- 
doubtedly have a sufficient following 
among the Democrats to make the call- 
ing and election of Governor Guild cer- 
tain whether he gets the Democratic 
nomination or not, but if he is turned 
down by the Democratic caucuses, it 
will be necessary for him to go upon 
the ballot by nomination papers, as the 
Prohibitionists are not a party within 
the legal meaning of that word, since 
they did not in the last election cast 
three percent of the total vote. 


Moran’s Grave Mistake. 

It is plainly evident that Mr. Moran 
made a gtave mistake when he made 
his attack upon the Home for Intem- 
perate Women, and released all the in- 
mates confined there, on the ground 
that it was a prison and not a home. 
He tried to convey the impression that 
the home was a money-making institu- 
tion and that the women there were 
obliged to work very hard for the 
benefit of the institution. One by one, 
however, these women are being 
brought into court for intemperance, 
and most of them elect to go back there 
in preference to being sentenced to the 
island or Sherborn. It was certainly 
& grave error of judgment in the dis- 
trict attorney to attack an institution 
vouched for by philanthropists and 
clergymen as well-conducted and bene- 
ficial. 

What will come of his indictment of 
icemen, normal school contractors and 
others remains to be seen. In the 
grand jury room only the side of the 
prosecuting attorney is heard. There 
is no opportunity for a person accused 
to give evidence in his own favor. 
Therefore, while it is comparatively 
easy to secure indictments, it is quite 
another matter to secure convictions in 
court.

Are Ministers’ Sons Bad? 

A bishop marked the names of those 
whom he deemed worthy of remem- 
brance for some service performed in 
religion or politics or literature or sci- 
ence or art or commerce or philan- 
thropy or warefare, or some other as- 


dren of. lawyers, there were 510, and 
of doctors 350. The sons of clergymen 
who became themselves clergymen 
were 350. He further asserts that the 
superiority which the clergy enjoy in 
respect to their children to the other 
professions lies beyond dispute. The 
superiority has been not of numbers 
only, but of degree. From clerical 
homes have sprung more distinguished 
sons than from the homes of any secu- 
lar profession.—Leslie’s Weekly. 


A Funny Eagle. 

A Russian grand duke was once the 
guest of a German prince. It was 
early in the last century. In Russia 
the imperial double headed eagle is to 
be seen everywhere and on everything 
throughout the empire —stamped, 
painted, embroidered or sculptured. At 
that period the education of grand 
dukes was somewhat limited. This 
grand duke went out shooting in Ger- 
many and, among other things, shot a 
large bird. He asked an experienced 
huntsman who accompanied him what 
the bird was. “An eagle, your high- 
ness,” was the answer. The grand 
duke turned on him in an irritated 
way. “How can it be an-eagle,” he 
asked, “when it has only one head?’ 


Shadeless Forests.

Few persons realize when they put 
On woolen garments what a large 
amount of animal fats wool contains, 
for to the touch woolens are not greasy. 
In the big clothing shops where men’s 
garments are cut, however, the floors 
around the tables where electric knives 
clip out the odd shaped pieces soon he- 
come as slippery as though they were 
waxed for a dance. 

“Why do you wax the floors—to keep 
the fabrics clean?” is a common query 
from visitors. 

But the clothing cutters explain that 
this accumulation of grease comes 
from the friction of wool cloth over the 
wood, The wood’s pores soon become 
so charged with it that they feel greasy 
to the touch, and even the harder woods 
in the cutting tables absorb from the 
woolen fibers so much of the animal 
fat that to all appearances they might 
be in steady use in the rendering de- 
partment of an abattoir—New York 
Press.

UNIVERSITY FOR MEXICO. 


Yo Be Founded In 1910 to Celebrate. 
Centennial of Independence. 

Commissioned by President Diaz of 
the republic of Mexico to observe the 
workings of the University of Califor- 
nia and Stanford university in order 
that the National University of Mexico, 
which is to be founded to celebrate the 
first centennial of the independence of 
Mexico in 1910, may be modeled after 


the best in these two great American 
universities, Dr, Ezequiel A. Chavez, 
subsecretary of public instruction and 
fine arts, is in Berkeley, Cal., says a 
correspondent of the San Francisco 
Chronicle. He is to give a course of 
lectures at the summer school of the 
University of California on the “His- 
tory, Institutions and Progress of Mex- 
ico.” His connection with the state 
university during the summer school is 
incidental to his work as a commis- 
sioner. He accepted the invitation in 
order to get an insight into the meth- 
ods and administration of this uni- 
versity. 

Dr. Chavez said recently: “I am here 
to observe. The school system of Mex- 
ico is unique. It has had its own de- 
velopment. It is not Spanish, it is not 
American, but Mexican. ‘There are, 
first, the primary, then the grammar 
and high schools and finally the prepar- 
atory and professional schools. There 
is no university in the American or 
European sense. There are’ faculties 
of law, agriculture, fine arts, medicine, 
engineering, architecture, arts, crafts 
and archaeology in the City of Mexico 
and other cities of the republic, but 
they are entirely separate and distinct. 
On the occasion, however, of the one 
hundredth anniversary of the independ- 
ence of Mexico in 1910 all these various 
faculties will be welded together into 
a national university.” 

Senor Chavez is the leading psycholo- 
gist of Mexico. He was professor of 
psychology in the preparatorium before 
his appointment to his present position 
as secretary. He has done important 
service in rendering into Spanish cer- 
tain ‘classics of logic and ethics, not- 
ably Mills’ logic and Spencer's ethics. 
His latest translation is the “Primer of 
Psychology,” by Professor Titchenor of 
Cornell.

Twelve - year-old Running a Big 
Business While Father Is Sick.

NEVER TOO OLD FOR GOLF. 


British Experts Decide That It May 
Be Played While Life Lasts. 

Dr. T. C. Allbutt, regius professor of 
physics at Cambridge university, re- 
cently gave out the dictum that the 
law ought to forbid any man to begin 
playing the game before he is thirty- 
five years old, until which time he ts 
capable of more vigorous athletics. 
Dr. Allbutt, according to a London 
cable dispatch to the New York Sun, 
left it to be inferred that golf should 
only be regarded as a kind of last re- 
sort for those tottering down hill to- 
ward senility. 

The presentation of the golf problem 
in this form led to inquiries among the 
best known exponents and amateurs 
of British athletic games. As a result 
the following table was compiled, rep- 
resenting theories as well as practice: 
Cricket should be abandoned at 40 
years; football, 30; hockey, 35; lawn 
tennis, by women, 45, and by men 60; 
rowing, 60. The age for quitting cy- 
cling was not definitely fixed. 

According to the table, golf should be 
played while life lasts, but should not 
be begun too young. Scotland’s ice 
sport, curling, alone takes no regard 
for time, but looks forward to eter- 
nity.

Other states have other laws along 
the same lines.

WIRELESS SEA BLOCK SIGNAL 


German Engineer's Device to Pre- 
vent Marine Collisions. 

Wireless telegraphy, which automati- 
cally stops ships when they approach 
each other in fogs or heavy weather, is 
one of the latest inventions reported to 
the United States government by our 
observing consuls abroad, says a Wash- 
ington dispatch. 

Consul J. I. Brittain of Kehl reports 
that a Berlin engineer has applied for 
a patent for an invention to avoid col- 
lsiong between vessels at sea. By the 
inventor’s system vessels are supplied 
with special wireless telegraphic ap- 
paratus which acts over 4 short circuit, 
even as short a distance as half a mile. 

As soon as a vessel enters within a 
certain distance of another vessel this 
telegraphic apparatus acts automati- 
cally in such a manner as to close the 
steam tube to the screw on each ves- 
sel. The machinery is thus instantly 
checked, and the steamers have time 
to reverse the engines or reduce speed. 
In this manner it is declared accidents 
by collision can be prevented abso- 
lutely. 


POLITE LIGHTNING. 


Played Pranks, but Said Adieu on 
Bell Before Leaving House. 

Hurling half a dozen uncorked bot- 
tles containing ink and other fluids 
down a long stairway without spilling 
any of their contents was among the 
pranks played by lightning at the 
home of William M. Davis, in Cottage 
street, Derby, Conn., the other night, 
Says the New York World. None of 
the bottles was even cracked. 

The electric bolt entered a window, 
circled a brass bed in which Mr. and 
Mrs. Elsworth E. Straun were sleep- 
ing, only slightly shocking them, and 
then leaped to a shelf on which were 
the bottles and a lamp. The lamp was 
untouched, and the bottles were swept 
out of the room twenty feet to the hall 
on the floor below. 

The lightning left the house by the 
electric doorbell wire, ringing the bell 
as it went out and singeing the hair of 
Mr. Straun’s pet dog on the veranda, 
The same bolt, it is thought, opened 
the skylight on James McNamara’s 
house next door. 


Wireless Telegraphy on Trains. 

Bavarian railroad trains are to be 
equipped with wireless telegraphy like 
ocean steamers, says the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer. The ministry of state rail- 
Ways has decided to install Marconi- 
graphy on some of its trains to trans- 
mit orders and signals. There have 
been extensive experiments of short 
distance wireless telegraphy made on 
Bavarian roads near Munich, which 
are said to have been successful. While 
the minister of railroads was _on one 
of the trains a message was transmit- 
ted to him from Berlin, 200 miles dis- 
tant.

QUESTION OF CANDIDACY 


District Attorney Wanted It 
Left to Bryan to Settle--Whit- 
ney Announces His Own Can- 
didacy For the Governorship 


Boston, Aug. 17.—Henry M. Whit- 
ney issued a statement last night in 
which he declined to accept District At- 
torney Moran’s suggestion to refer the 
contest for the Democratic nomination 
for governor to Mr. Bryan. Whitney 


announced positively that he had de- 
cided to become a candidate for the 
nomination. In his statement Whit- 
ney sald: 

“While always interested as a citizen 
and business man in public affairs, and 
in the success of the party to which I 
belong, I have never been a politician, 
and cannot become one now. I can 
honestly say that the holding of public 
office, even an office of such dignity as 
the governorship of Massachusetts, 
possesses no attraction for me. I had 
much rather remain a private citizen. 


I cannot properly regard only my per- 
sonal inclinations As a business man 
1 have long been deeply interested in 
closer commercial relations with Cana- 
da and perhaps I stand more promi- 
nently for that cause than any other 
man in Massachusetts.” 

After briefly discussing the question 
of reciprocity, Whitney continued: 

“Last year I became the Democratic 
candidate for the office of lieutenant 
governor for the sole purpose of giving 
the people of Massachusetts an oppor- 
tunity to have a referendum vote on 
these vital issues. While success was 
not quite achieved, the result was 
highly encouraging. It would be false 
modesty on my part to fail to recognize 
that the vote I then received makes me 
the logical Democratic candidate for 
governor this year, if the same issues 
are again to be pressed, provided that 
General Bartlett, our excellent candi- 
date for governor last year, does not de- 
sire the renomination to which, by 
courtesy, he is entitled. Finding that 
he does not desire to run again, I have 
reluctantly become convinced that 
only through my candidacy can the is- 
sues which I have so much at heart be 
safeguarded for the future. The ex- 
pressions which have reached me with- 
in the last week from business ac- 
quaintances, as well as from men inter- 
ested in political affairs, have satisfied 
me as to where my duty lies. There- 
fore, I am now ready to say definitely 
that I am a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination. I regret that there 
should be any contest for the Demo- 
cratic nomination, but I trust that if 
we must have one it will be so con- 
ducted as not to jeopardize our bright 
prospects of victory. 

“I have seen in the press this morn- 
ing an interview with District Attor- 
ney Moran in which he proposes to 
leave it to some tribunal other than the 
delegates to be elected by the Democ- 
racy of Massachusetts to say whether 
he or myself ought to receive the nomi- 
nation. I cannet accept the suggestion 
that he makes. It would not be in ac- 
cord with Democratic theories of gov- 
ernment to place Mr. Bryan or anyone 
else in a position of exercising powers 
which belong solely to the Democratic 
voters of Massachusetts and area part 
of their right of franchise; nor is it for 
& moment admissable to give to the 
Democratic voters of a few cities the 
right to make a decision which belongs 
to all the Democrats ofthe state. I 
have not the slightest idea that Mr. 
Bryan would be willing to have the ap- 
pointment of the candidate for whom 
the Democrats of Massachusetts are to 
vote left to him, but I think that he 
would advise the defeated candidate be- 
fore the convention, whoever he might 
be, that it was his duty to abide by the 
decision of the party.”

afterwards outraged a negro girl, 14 
years old, was lynched at Greenwood 
last evening. Hundreds of bullets were 
sent through the negro’s body. The 
governor witnessed the lynching froma 
distance. 


Many Killed In Explosions 

Chihauhua, Mex., Aug. 17.—T wo cars 
of dynamite were blown up on the 
Mexican Central railroad near here. 
Two women, two children and eight 
men were killed. Several steel cars 
and all buildings near the explosion], 
were destroyed. This explosion caused 
another explosion in a factory two 
blocks away. In this explosion three 
persons were blown to pieces and 30 
others were wounded. The factory 
was wrecked.

RID OF TROLLEYS 


No Longer Part of Assets of the 
(New Haven Road 


DEAL CAUSES SURPRISE 


Carried Out While,Massachusetts 
Was Preparing a Test Case to 
Prevent Control of Trolley Car 
Systems by Railroads 


Boston, Aug. 17.—Details of the 
transfer by the New York, New Haven 
and Haréford Railroad company of 
street car systems valued at many mil- 
lions of dollars leaked out in this city, 
and it was learned that the railroad 
company has taken steps to divest it- 
self of practically all of its street car 
property in southern New England. 
The transfer, which follows closely on 
the announced intention of the Massa- 
chusetts authorities to retain in this 
state control of Massachusetts street 
railway corporations, has been made to 
an association known as the New Eug- 
land Security Investment company. 

According to information obtained 
here, the deal was said to involve the 
street car lines owned by the New Ha- 
ven road dn both Massachusetts and 
Connecticut, with connecting lines to 


Rhode Island and New York. A report 
from New Haven, however, indicated 
the probability that the Connecticut 


lines might not figure in the transfer, 
due, it was said, to the fact that under 
the charter of the Consolidated Rail- 
way company, the holding company of 
the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad company, such a transfer 
would be unnecessary. 

For over three years the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
company has been acquiring street 
railways in the state of Massachusetts, 
and recently the holdings of the com- 
pany reached such proportions that 
the matter was made the subject of a 
special message by Governor Guild to 
the legislature, on the eve of its ad- 
journment last June. 

Attorney General Malone also inter- 
ested himself in the matter and, act- 
ing in accord with the views of the goy- 
ernor, he drafted and submitted to the 
legislature a bill intended to prevent a 
continuance in this state of the con- 
trol of the trolley car companies by 
steam railroad systems. 

A brief consideration of the matter 
by the legislative committee on street 
railways brought about the suggestion 
that a test case be made and the attor- 
ney general set about preparing a case 
which would eventually receive a rul- 
Ing from the Massachusetts supreme 
court. While this case was being pre- 
pared the attorney general, desiring 
certain information in connection witb 
the car lines owned by the railroad, 
asked President Mellen, through Chair- 
man Jackson of the state railroad com- 
mission, to furnish it to him. 

The information asked for by Malone 
was transmitted to him yesterday and 
almost simultaneously the fact that the 
railroad company had transferred its 
holdings became known. 

The action of the railroad company 
at this time created a mild sensation, 
but it was impossible to get an expres- 
sion of opinion as to what effect it 
would have on the proposed court pro- 
ceedings. 


Fight at Targier’s Gate 

Tangier, Aug. 17.—A fierce fight took 
place outside the gate of the city be- 
tween followers of Raisuli, the pre- 
tender, and Anjera tribesmen. The 
noise of the fusillade caused a panic 
and shops were closed. Pasha Ei 
Ghazei, with regular troops, attacked 
the combatants and drove them away, 
killing several of them. The fight had 
its origin in a brawl in the market 
place. Here the followers of Raisuli 
had two men killed and three wounded. 


Boy and Bomb Started Commotion 

Warsaw, Aug. 17.—A boy threw a 
bomb last evening into a procession 
which was returning from a pilgrimage 
to the shrine of the Holy Virgin at 
Rokitno, near Warsaw, wounding two 
of the processionists. The explosion 
attracted a patrol of infantry, who, 
without warning, fired a volley, wound- 
ing 30 persons. 


Considering Collect’ve Note 

Vienna, Aug. 17.—Politicians here do 
not apprehend dangerous complications 
from the Balkan situation. It is ex- 
pected that the powers will present a 
collective note to the governments at 
Sofia and Athens and that this will 
have the effect of bringing Bulgaria 
and Greece to reason. 


Earthquakes In West Indies 

Kingstown, St. Vincent, Aug. 17.—

| cream prosecution of the dealers will 
be begun. 

Orin Gurney of the Newburyport 
health board declares Chief Beckman 
of the Salisbury Beach police was slow 
in seizing samples from the dealers at 
their stores in Newburyport, allowing 
them ample time, he says, to clean their 


cans, instead of taking them imme- 
diately from the carts. 
Beckman retaliates by accusing

Women Clerks to Examine Rec- 
ords For Twenty Years. 


OONGRESS WANTS STATISTICS, 


Information Gained by Census Clerks 
Sent te New York and Every Prin- 
cipal County In the United States 
Will Be Used In Framing a Uniform 
Divorce Law. 


Twelve of the brightest and most 
skillful women clerks in the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor of the 
bureau of the census recently invaded 
the county courthouse at New York, 
marshaled by William H. Jarvis, and 
installed themselves in the surrogate’s 
court. They will hold possession every 
day for some eight weeks when the 
room is not needed by the surrogate. 
In that time they expect to go over the 
divorce records of New York county 
for twenty years, says the New York 
World. Examinations of similar rec- 
ords will be made simultaneously in 
every principal county of every state 
in the United States for the purpose of 
collating information, which will be 
used in framing a bill for the federal 
supervision of divorces, just as there is 
a federal supervision of bankrupts. 
Another body of Washington clerks 
was set to work in Brooklyn on the 
same task. 

The unannounced appearance of the 
young women created a sensation in 
the courthouse, and there was a gen- 
eral rush of clerks “to look them over.” 
There wasn't much to see except a doz- 
en coiffures bent low over a long ta- 
ble and many taper fingers going deftly 
over a great mass of papers and a doz- 
en pencils making swift records. 

When the news spread to the offices 
of lawyers who have been counsel in 
divorce proceedings in which the evl- 
dence was sealed after the granting of 
the decree there was a general inter- 
rogation as to how far the federal gov- 
ernment would go in its researches. 
The head of the clerical force express- 
ed the opinion that as a matter of 
courtesy the county would permit the 
examination of the sealed bundles 
which no-man outside of the referees 
and the judges had seen. 

Although Mr. Jarvis made it clear 
that no names were to be copied in 
the compilation of the statistics, the 
mere announcement that the arcana of 
divorce secrets were to be thrown open 
to twelve women created consterna- 
tion. 

The men and women employed in the 
census bureau are required not only to 
possess intelligence, but good memory. 
Every employee is under bond not to 
reveal information under pain of $500 
fine or a term of imprisonment, or both. 
The twelve women and the eight men 
brought on from Washington were se- 
lected with especial reference to their 
fitness and their loyalty. Most of them 
are from southern states and are es- 
pecially jeaJous of their reputations for 
being able to keep secrets. Neverthe- 
less the attorneys who have family 
skeletons locked up were averse to any 
secrets being distributed among twelve 
women, even if no names should be 
placed on record. 

In the state of New York it is the law 
that all cases not tried in open court 
are sealed by direction of the court, and 
this is strictly enforced either literally 
or presumably, sometimes the entire 
record of a case being securely sealed 
with big red seals and then tied with 
red tape, with the exception of the de- 
cree. Then again it has often been said 
that divorces have been granted to cer- 
tain Influential persons of social or 
financial standing in the community 
that have been secretly put away and 
guarded so that information of them 
has never come to light. These will 
now be made subjects of a thorough 
search and all the data regarding them 
will be placed in the public records at 
Washington. The secrets thus disclosed 
will not be for publication, but for the 
use of the government only, no matter 
how sensational may be the character 
of the facts revealed. 

The examiners will make no record 
of names—except in their memories— 
but will file answers to the following 
queries: 

State or country in which married. 

Date of marriage. 

Date of separation. 

Date of filing petition. 

Who was libellant—husband or wife? 

How was notice served—personally or 
by publication? 

Was case contested? 

Was decree granted? 

Date of decree or judgment. 

Number of years married. 

Cause for which divorced. 

If not direct, was intemperance an in- 
direct cause? 

Kind of divorce—absolute or limited. 

Number of children by this union; num- 
ber affected by decree. 

Was alimony asked for? 

Was alimony granted? 

Occupation of husband; of wife. 

Residence of libellee.

floor of Don Roderigo’s house. Just 
within a window opening on to the bal- 
cony fluttered a handkerchief, while 
the young man was making signs with 
the cup.

Poet of the Sierras, 

“It is all 12 o'clock and a Sunday,” 
fs Joaquin Miller's description of Sara- 
toga as it is today. The “poet of the 
Sierras” is spending the summer with 
his wife and daughter in their cottage 
at Saratoga, says a special dispatch 
to the New York Herald. “IT have 
been in Saratoga often,” said Mr. Mil- 
ler. “Never before has it been so 
beautiful, so clean, so sweet, and the 
people so well dressed and all so quiet 
and orderly. I was here in 1876 with 
Frank Leslie, who took me to his coun- 
try place to write a poem on the death 
of Custer, It was a very bad poem. 
I did not publish it. The subje:: was 
too horrible to write about. 

“JT remember the town as it was 
then, so noisy, so much dirtier. I heard 
people shouting and brawling in the 
streets like a western mining camp—so 
much drinking. All this is so different 
now. People here are of a much better 
class. No drinking, no brawling in the 
streets, so much better clothes; and, 
above all, no wretchedness—a most 
wonderful thing. Everybody appears 
to be happy and nobody miserable. 
Nothing wretched here except the hand 
organs. Hand organs are the only 
wretched things I have known here. 
No, I have not seen the races. The 
other night I took a walk in the streets 
and I saw the great crowds of people. 
No, I did not go into the hotels. I do 
not like hotels. I have lived in too 
many. I like woods, trees and the 
birds. 

“All my publications were burned in 
the fire at San Francisco. I am glad 
of it. I shall rewrite them. I can write 
them over much better. That is what 
1 am working on now. I do not need 
to work any more. I am going to write 
each day a little until they are done 
over agaim I was in Oakland, just 
across the bay from San Francisco, 
when the first earthquake came. My 
bed shook like a boat hitting a wharf. 
I jumped up and went out. 

“*There has been an earthquake, 
said my Japanese boys. We saw the 
cattle coming out of the woods into 
which they had run. 

“Tt is all over,’ said my boys. They 
knew. In Japan they bave earthquakes 
every day. Before the earthquakes come 
over there the cows run into the woods, 
where roots of trees keep the ground 
from cracking. When it is over they 
come out again, all frisking. I looked 
over at the city and saw smoke in 
many places from the fire—air all still 
and so quiet except a queer noise for 
half an hour like New York Central 
trains going through that subway. 

“Soon a column of black, jet black, 
smoke rose and spread out flat in the 
upper air. Underneath were flames, 
and then the top of the cloud took fire 
and burned—two fires, one below, one 
above the cloud. Later I saw three 
layers of fire, one above the other, with 
a black cloud between. 

“Papers wired me to describe the 
seene, but I paid no attention to the re- 
quests. No one could describe it—all 
very solemn and so still. I am glad to 
be here, where everything is so lovely 
and everybody is so happy.”

A CRACK SHOT MAYOR. 


Startling Exhibition of His Marks- 
manship In Ending a Strike. 

Mayor John Coutcher of Kelly's 
island, twelve miles from Sandusky, O., 
in Lake Erie, recently employed an 
entirely original method to solve the 
labor problem, says a Sandusky dis- 
patch. Several hundred foreigners em- 
ployed in quarries struck for higher 
Wages after they were paid off. Re- 
fusal made them angry, and two days 
afterward they threatened to destroy 
the company’s property. 

Mayor Coutcher was advised of the 
situation. He had no police depart- 
ment to call upon and help could not 
be summoned from Sandusky in time 
to be of any assistance. He decided to 
take matters in his own hands. With 
his rifle on his shoulder he marched to 
the quarries, where he ordered the 
strikers to disperse. They demurred 
and he opened fire upon them. One ball 
grazed a striker’s ear, another was sent 
through the leg of another's trousers, 
and a third clipped the heel of a for- 
eigner. 

By this time the strikers, dismayed 
and awed at the display of marksman- 
ship, fled precipitately. The ringlead- 
ers left the island in haste and the 
others returned to work in the after- 
noon. 

Mayor Coutcher is a crack rifle shot, 
having many times brought down 
twenty-five birds straight in shoots at 
Sandusky. 


New Life Saving Apparatus. 

M. Pierre Samois, who has invented a 
new life saving apparatus, went to the 
Louvre swimming baths a few days 
ago to test it, says the London Globe. 
The apparatus consists of two small 
circular metal buoys through which the 
arms are passed. A belt connects the 
buoys, which are constructed in such 
a way as to be practically unsinkable. 
M. Samois’ invention was put to many 
severe tests by expert swimmers, none 
of whom were able to remain under 
water a moment while wearing the ap- 
paratus,

Came to United States to Work 
as Laborers on Ordinary Rail- 
road Construction--Law De- 
fined by Department of Justice 
Washington, Aug. 18.—An important 

question respecting the importation of 

into the United 


Jabor from Mexico 
States for work on railroad construc- 
tion in Texas has been determined by 
the department of justice at the in- 
stance of the department of commerce 
and labor. The question was whether 
amen employed as laborers on ordinary 
railroad construction were “skilled” or 
“unskilled” in the meaning of the law. 
The department of justice, through an | 
opinion rendered by acting Attorney 
43eneral Robb, has decided that the men 
are “unskilled” laborers and that there- 
fore they cannot, under the law, be ad- 
anitted into this country under contract. 
In 1905 and 1906 several Mexicans 
applied for admission to Texas and 
were debarred by a board of special 
inquiry on the ground that they were 
contract laborers, and that their entry 
juto the United States was in violation 
of the immigration act approved March 
B, 1903. An appeal was taken at the 
contractors for several 
western railroads. The question in- 
wolved the construction of the term 
“skilled labor,” it being contended by 
the appellants that laborers ordinarily 
employed in the construction and main- 
tenance of the tracks of railroads were 
skilled lgborers, and that if labor of like 
kind could not be found unemployed in 
the United States, laborers of this class 
the United 


dinstance of 


could be imported into 
States under contract. 

Acting Attorney General Robb, in 
dis opinion, said in part: “The act 
gvas designed and intended for the pro- 
gection and security of the American 
daborer, whose welfare every patriotic 
citizen is bound to promote. Laws de- 
signed for his benefit should, if possi- 
ble, be so constructed as to effectuate 
gather than retard the objects for which 
ghey were enacted. 

“The act of 1903 contains the un- 
equivocal provision that the act shall 
apply to unskilled as well as to skilled 
dabor. No exception. whatever is con- 
dained in the act in respect to unskilled 
Jabor, but it is provided that skilled 
Jabor may be imported under certain 
«onditions. 

“I entertain no doubt that ‘ordinary | 
hands, commonly employed in the con- 
struction and maintenance of thetracks 
of railroads,’ are not skilled laborers 
within the meaning of the immigration | 
act of March 8, 1903. Saving reached | 
the conclusion that they are not skilled | 
Jaborers, it follows from what I have | 
previously said that such laborers may 
not ‘be imported into this country un- 
der contract in any event.’” 

Immediately on receipt of the opinion 
acting Secretary of Commerce and La- 
bor Murray dismissed the appeals of 
the aliens and ordered them to be de- 
ported.

Chelsea Bank Men Indebted to 
Failed Institution 


PRESIDENT FATALLY ILL 


Gives Up Equity In Large Real! 


Estate Holdings to Offset In- 
debtedness of Over $300,000 
--How the Crisis Developed 


Chelsea, Mass., Aug. 18.—Following 
the official information given by Bank 
Examiner Ewer to the national comp- 
troller of the currency that the failure 
of the First National bank of Chelsea, 
the doors of which were closed Thurs- 
day night, was due to excessive loans 
made to officers and directors of the 
bank, it has become understood that 
the principal factor in the suspension 
of the bank is a large indebtedness on 
the part of its president, Sylvester BL. 
Hinckley. 

This indebtedness is unofficially esti- 
mated at from $300,000 to $500,000, but 
directors of the bank say that Hinckley 


has transferred to the institution his 
equity in large real estaté holdings, | 


which, it is expected, will provide for 
the payment of all depositors in full.

The failure of 
his plans, in connection with his {ll-} 
hess, aS well as dissatisfaction on the 
part of at least one of the directors 
with some of the paper placed with | 
the bank as collateral, accounts for the 
closing of the bank. 

The director most active in bringing 
affairs to a crisis was Thomas Martin, | 
a former president of the bank, who, 
in an interview, said that recently he 
discovered evidence of unbusinesslike 
methods, and as a director started an 
investigation, which developed the fact | 
that paper held by the bank was not 
what Martin considered strictly com- 
mercial. He said also that the signa- 
tures in some cases “needed explain- 
ing.” Martin also stated that suf-| 
ficient property had been transferred, | 
by Hinckley to the bank to insure the!

Following out the theories of the 
country’s foremost physicians and the 
recent rulings of the juvenile courts, 
the Pennsylvania Society to Protect 
Children From Cruelty, working in con- 
junction with Director Coplin of the 
bureau of health and charities and 
Chief Abbott of the bureau of health, 
has instituted the practice of perform- 
ing operations upon the children given 
into its charge where medical opinion is 
rendered that such a course is likely to 

\ prevent a criminal career, says a Phil- 

| adelphia special dispatch to the New 

| York Herald. 

| The first subjects of these experi- 
ments were recently operated on at the 

| infirmary of the society in Philadel- 

phia, which was the first organization 
| of its kind in the United States to adopt 
| this course. In all seven children were 

put under the knife by a number of 

Philadelphia's most prominent sur- 

geons, who performed operations of 

yaried natures, from the most delicate 
to ones of minor importance, calcu- 

’ lated to improve the mental and moral 

| condition of the patients. 

There were two operations on brains, 
three on eyes and two minor operations 
for nervousness, and all, it is believed, 
will be successful. 

The children are but a few of the 
number examined by Dr. L, C. Wessels 
and Dr. A. C. Butcher, detailed to the 
task by Director Coplin, and a number 
of similar operations will be performed 
within a short time with the same pur- 
pose in view. Thus far only those chil- 
dren have been examined who are in 
the temporary custody of the society. 
Where such children are found by the 
examining physicians to be apparently 
destined to a criminal career through 
some physical defect the parents of the 
children are consulted, and if permis- 
sion is obtained the operation is per- 
formed. The obtaining of the parental 
consent is compulsory under the law. 

For over two weeks the examinations 
have been going on, the most minute 
inquiries being made by the examining 
physicians into the past history of the 
children and their parents, as well as 
questions bearing upon their present 
health and condition. As a result a 
eampaign against criminology has been 
instituted by the society which med- 
ical experts believe will be of im- 
mense value in suppressing tendencies 
for evil in the children brought into 
the jurisdiction of the juvenile court, 
and the physicians interested in the 
idea believe that in many cases the en- 
tire future of the little patients will be 
altered for the better as a result of the 
operations they are performing. 

The total number of children exam- 
ined is 147. About 50 per cent have 
been found to be suffering from refrac- 
tion of the eyes. Glasses have been 
ordered for all these, and, wherever 
possible, the parents have been re- 
quired to meet the cost of the glasses, 
but where they are unable to do so 
the society furnishes them. 

Dr. Alfred Gordon, one of the operat- 
ing surgeons, reports that he has dis- 
covered a surprisingly large number 
of cases of feeble mindedness among 
children supposed to be the victims of 
cruelty, who are really in a condition 
| bordering closely upon imbecility and 
!ealling for constant and patient care 
of a character their busy parents are 
unable to give them. It is proposed 
that these children in many cases shall 
be sent to the institution for the feeble 
minded which is to be built at Spring 
City, where the evil can be corrected 
to a great extent and perhaps result 
in the total cure of the children, who 
would otherwise be turned out upon 
the world misunderstood and regarded 
as common criminals. It is believed 
that the criminal] instinct in their 
brains, caused by the defect, would in- 
crease as they grow older. 

Medical men in Philadelphia are 
greatly interested in the new and un- 
precedented move of the society, and 
the most prominent of Philadelphia sur- 
geons have volunteered their services 
in the cause. 

Dr. J. H. Burtenshaw of New York 
remarked that such experimental oper- 
ations as those detailed from Philadel- 
phia had been conducted in various in- 
sane hospitals and in prisons with fa- 
yorable results. He thought that Phil- 
adelphia, and Philadelphia physicians 
and surgeons, led by Dr. S. Weir Mit- 
chell and Dr, A. C. Abbott, had accom- 
plished more with these operations than 
any other city. 

He knew, through a young student 
' friend, that much had been tried along 
_ the same line with excellent results in 
| a Toronto hospital. Children with de- 
| monstrated criminal tendencies, chil- 
{dren already sent to reformatories, 
| had been operated upon in the last two 
| years with distinct and beneficial re- 
| sults. He said that it frequently had 

been found that children with bad tend- 

lencies not inherited could be some- 
| what deprived of these tendencies by 
| an operation on the skull. 
| There would be found a matting 
gether of the membranes of the brain 
close to or adhering to the skull in 
such cases usually. If the surgeons 
were successful in locating where that 
condition had developed—sometimes it 
developed from an accidental blow—an 
operation would relieve it. 

“or course,” Dr. Burtenshaw re- 
marked, “the work at present fs tenta-

herited.” 

Dr. W. B. Noyes of Columbus hos- 
pital, in New York, said that in certain 
cases any sort of an operation would 
sometimes stir a brain with benefit. 

“In any case where there is a normal 
defect which may be due to an obvious 
injury to the head, it is well recognized 
that it is good surgery to operate. If 
there is a depression of the skull or 
other indication which might bear re- 
lation to the criminal tendency or the 
weakmindedness present in the patient 
an operation is justified, but scarcely 
otherwise.” 

Dr. Coerr of Roosevelt hospital, in 
New York, said that the Philadelphia 
operations were interesting and the re- 
sults would be noted. 

“As to operations on the brain for the 
purpose of correcting criminal! instinct, 
we believe as a rule that it is all rot 
and partakes of chicanery. We cannot 
create a new man or change the par- 
ticular character of an individual's 
brain. As to the operations on the eyes 
and other parts of the body, we deal 
with a purely physiological question 
and know that results may be accom- 
plished. 

“Bye strain may cause a tendency to 
crime, and proper treatment may cor- 
rect it. Physical conditions often 
prompt bad mental conditions, and 
these are possible of being corrected in 
a legitimate and scientific manner. Be- 
yond that we do not know much about 
curing criminal instinct from a medical 
or surgical point of view. 

“Great progress has been made in the 
study of the brain, but not in the sense 
of correcting the criminal instinct. 
Neurologists have as a rule had ample 
opportunity to study the brains of crim- 
inals and of ignorant persons, and of 
recent years educated persons have 
willed their brains in the interest of 
science. All the examinations made, 
however, reveal but little difference 
between brains of ignorant or criminal 
men and those of educated men. In 
one instance a portion of an educated 
man’s brain was found to be slightly 
larger than that of the average igno- 
rant man’s brain, but we cannot tell 
whether it was due to education or to 
some other cause.” 

Dr. Baumann of St. Mark’s hospital 
in New York said: 

“New York physicians will naturally 
watch with interest the experiments in 
Philadelphia. We have never had any 
of that kind in New York that I have 
heard of. There were a few in Toledo, 
O., a year ago, and I understand they 
proved very successful. Of course, if 
good results are accomplished opera- 
tions of that character will doubtless 
be tried in this city. 

Dr. Kents of Bellevue hospital said: 

“Operating on the brain to correct 
criminal tendency is far fetched. I 
doubt if anything beneficial could be 
accomplished, even if the patient recov- 
ered from the operation. There have 
been operations on the brain for epi- 
lepsy, but I believe in most cases the 
patients died. As to the operations on 
the eyes and body, some good may be 
accomplished. I do not know that sur- 
gical operations to cure criminal tend- 
encies have ever been performed here, 
but if it be demonstrated that they are 
possible and suecessful I have no doubt 
the subject would be promptly taken 
up.” 

“Operations on the skull,” observed 
Dr. David Bovaid, Jr., of New York, 
“are generally of service where there 
has been an injury which results in a 
pressure on the brain. If these opera- 
tions were of that sort they are likely 
to be fortunate. But to operate with- 
out any indication as to where the 
trouble lies would of course be operat- 
ing in the dark.” 


New Masts For Warships. 

The naval constructors who are en- 
gaged on the plans for the next battle- 
ship to be built by the United States 
have completed the design for a skele- 

ton mast, with the same principle of 

construction applied to the yards, says 

a Washington correspondent of the 

New York Tribune. This mast will 

support the observation tops, where 

will be situated the fire control officers, 
those who direct the gun fire by means 
of observing the vulnerable points of 
the enemy and ascertaining by range- 


tive and in « way experimental, put 
there have been definite and hopeful 
results in changing tendencies not in- 


finders the proper direction of the pro- 
jectiles. Formerly masts of this kind 
were built of hollow steel; hereafter 
they are to be of skeleton steel frame- 
work, so that a shot coming in contact 
with the mast or yard so built will not 
bring it down or do more than destroy 
a part of the support. This is a new 
feature in battleship construction and 
is understood to be adopted from for- 
eign vessels which ave now building. 
It will introduce the principle of pre- 
senting to the enemy as little of a tar- 
get as possible. It is believed that the 
percentage of hits possible at sea in 
action will be small enough to protect 
the structure from demolition. 


Spying by Airship. 

Is the airship already beginning to 
lend itself to purposes of military 
espionage? An incident that seems te 
point in this direction is just reported 
from Cognac, France, says the Lon- 
don Globe. At about o'clock 
the other evening a balloon passed 
over the town, sailing low, and came 
| to ground about three-quarters of a 
| mile away, near Combe-des-Dames, It 
| contained four men who spoke Ger- 
| man and admitted that they were from 
| Strassburg. On being asked for their 
papers they showed only a pencil note, 

indicating that they were engaged on 
an official mission. At tbe gendarmerie 

they asked for the Swiss consul, but 
| they are believed by the French police 
to be German officers.

As for colors, there is an endless vari- 
ety. All the colors of the rainbow and 
many more. Some of the tints are very 
delicate and the clustering of the vari- 
ous shades form a kind of kaleiduscope 
effect that is very pleasing to the eye. 

Then again there are many varieties, 
which to the unfamiliar person seem to 
be of the same specie, yet if you were 
to examine them closely it would be 
seen that the shades while nearly alike 
are different. Some of the show and 
decorative specie are wonderful exam- 
ples of what nature can do. 

Mr. Elcock plants his bulbs early in 
the season and his dahlias are therefore 
in bloum among the earliest. He spends 
maby hours every week among his 
flowers and the different kinds are as 

familiar to him as _ his A; 3B; Gia: 
Touch a blossom and ask its name and 
the answer comes immediately. 

He is also very liberal with his flow- 
jers and desires that others should enjoy 
them as well as he does himself and he 
therefore gives mapy away.

Boston, Aug. 18.—Resolutions “ac- 
cepting” William J. Bryan as the na- 
tional leader of the Democratic party 
and its probable candidate for the 
presidency in 1908 were unanimously 
adopted at a meeting of the Demo- 
cratic state committee here, the com- 
mnittee having met to make arrange- 
ments for the annual state convention 
to be held in the fall.

Advocates of the restoration of the 
National road of Revolutionary days 
across the Alleghanies are willing that 
sentiment alone should be the primary 
mainspring for the inauguration of the 
movement and are convinced that if 
the proposition is once brought before 
the public in this light it will be swept 
along to a successful outcome by com- 
mercial arguments. Many newspapers 
in Maryland, Pennsylvania, Virginia 
and other states have given their ap- 
proval to the project and are advocat- 
ing the passage by congress of some 
such bill as that introduced at the last 
session by Representative George A.

They contemplate the de- 
light of rolling over a smooth thorough- 
fare leading from the picturesque upper 
waters of the Potomac, up over the Al- 
leghanies and down the western slope 
through cities and towns of the cen- 
tral west that would undoubtedly be 
willing to aid in the movement in con- 
nection with approaching celebrations 
of thecentennial of their founding. Other 
supporters are those who argue that the 
historic highway is the best section of 
roadway in America for purposes of 
restoration, as the rebuilt road would 
be a noteworthy object lesson on road- 
puilding and would help along the 
cause of good roads throughofit the 
entire country. 


Much of It In Good Repair. 


Those who have toured over the road 
for long distances recently have been 
surprised to find so much of it in good 
repair, although its construction was 
begun more than a century ago. The 
work dragged along, however, until 
1844, and then after a time passed out 
of the hands of the government to

there is a division of good roads for 
instruction in permanent roadbuilding, 
and the work could be undertaken by 
experts should congress so authorize at 
a comparatively small expense. It is 
natural to suppose the railroads of tie 
country will oppose any movement to 
improve the public highways, but with 
the development of motor cars and 
trucks of every description there wil! 
be a steadily increasing public senti- 
ment on the other side as well. 

The whole subject is an interesting 
one, especially as relating to the his- 
toric Cumberland-Vandalia road, and 
in connection with the centennial cele- 
brations of the towns along the way a 
concentration of effort in the next con- 
gress is anticipated in support of a na- 
tional good roads campaign. 


Unique Street Lighting Plan. 


Trustee J. C. Steele of Santa 
Monica, Cal., has suggested a unique 
plan of street lighting, whereby 
an eight candle incandescent light, 


placed on the porch of each residence, 
would obviate the use of are lights and 
would not only illuminate the streets, 
but the residences as well. says the 
Los Angeles Express. A system of 
porch lights could easily be installed 
and would cost the city little more than 
is at present being paid. It would light 
the streets better than under the pres- 
ent arrangement, it is believed. 
Globes will be provided by the house- 
holders. The wire attachment will be 
made in such manner that the elec- 
tricity used will be computed on the 
city’s meter and paid for from the 
street lighting fund. It probabie 
that this novel plan will be favorably 
considered by the board and, if feasi- 
ble, adopted.

Swiss Doctors of Journalism. 

In view of the proposed establish- 
ment of a university of journalism in 
New York the United States consul at 
Brunswick draws attention to the in- 
struction that is being given in this 
subject in the universities of Germany 
and Switzerland, says the London 
Times. During the present summer 
session lectures on various aspects of 
journalism are being delivered at the 
universities of Leipsic, Berlin and Hel- 
delberg as well as at the Technica! 
high school of Danzig and at the com- 
mercial colleges of Leipsic and Co- 
logne. At the University of Bern a 
course is being given on the “editing 
and news service of a newspaper, with 
practical exercises,” while at Zurich, 
as the consul points out, the degree of 
doctor may now be obtained in jour- 
nalism as well as in any other political 
science. 


Trousers to Keep Flies Off Horses. 
A horse in trousers is interesting 
Canandaigua, N. ¥. The horse belongs 
to Charles Parshall, the Canandaigua 
agent for the Humane society, says the 
New York Sun.

NEW BULLET FOR ARMY. — 


it Is Light and Sharp Pointed and 
Increases Range of Rifles. 

Brigadier General Crozier, chief of 
ordnance in the United States army, 
said recently that the light, sharp 
pointed rifle bullet which experts have 
been testing for some weeks had shown 
such satisfactory qualities that it will 
probably be adopted for use in the 
new army rifle, replacing the present 
service bullet, says a special dispatch 
from Springfield, Mass., to the New 
York Times. 

The principal advantages of the light 
bullet are its flat trajectory and great 
penetrating power. On a 1,000 yard 
range it will be effective against in- 
fantry for 600 yards, while cavalry 
will be exposed for the entire distance. 
With the present service bullet in- 
fantry are out of range for about 700 
yards out of 1,000, and at the 500 yard 
mark cavalrymen would hear the bul- 
let whizzing over their heads. 

The new bullet has a muzzle velocity 
of 2,700 feet per second, the greatest 
ever attained in a service weapon. At 
500 yards it will penetrate white pine 
for thirty-two inches, as against twen- 
ty-six inches for the old bullet. 

Another advantage in the light bullet 
is that it lessens the kick of the rifle. 
It weighs 150 grains and_is fired with 
50.5 grains of smokeless powder. The 
only serious drawback of the new bul- 
let is that it is less accurate than that 
of the old one, but General Crozier 
hopes to remedy this by varying the 
powder charge or by making a slight 
change in its shape. 


MEMORIAL TO JOEL COOK. 


Association Started to Build Monua- 
ment to Revolutionary Soldier. 
Judge James B. Cooper, Sr., of Baby- 

lon, N, Y., and others have formed the 

Captain Joel Cook Monument associa- 

tion, whose purpose is to raise a fitting 

monument to the memory of the boy 
who was probably the smallest person 
who fought in the Revolution, says the 

New York Tribune. Captain Cook's 

body is now in an unmarked grave at 

Babylon. Judge Cooper, himself an 

old man, remembers Captain Cook well, 

and feels that it is a pity that he should 
not have been recognized long ere this. 
Joel Cook was born on Oct. 12, 1760. 

He was therefore less than fifteen 
years old when, on April 19, 1775, Paul 
Revere made his famous ride. Joel 
Was so small for his age that his ear- 
nest entreaties to be permitted to en- 
list in one of the first regiments raised 
were laughed at. However, one offi- 
cer offered to take Joel as a waiter. 
The youth accepted. A year later he 
enlisted and carried arms throughout 
the struggle. In 1812 he raised a com- 
pany and again fought. After the war 
he held several political appointments, 
but he died on, Dec. 8, 1851, in abject 
poverty, and his son had to be sent to 
the Baptist home. 


GIRL’S REMARKABLE SHOT. 


Ten-year-old Killed a Deer at a 
Hundred Yards, 

Jean Boalt Wheeler, the ten-year-old 
daughter of Attorney Charles Stetson 
Wheeler, and niece of Benjamin Ide 
Wheeler, president of the University of 
California, has distinguished herself as 
a markswoman by shooting a deer at 
100 yards straight through the heart, 
says a San Francisco dispatch. 

Little Jean was up at her father’s 
country home, the Bend, on the Me- 
Cloud river, with her parents and Ben- 
jamin Ide Wheeler when she made the 
remarkable shot. The child was on 
horseback with others of the party and 
carried a rifle. She was ahead of the 
rest when 300 feet ahead of her she 
saw a buck with head high in air. 

The animal turned suddenly and was 
about to bound away into the woods 
when little Jean raised her rifle and 
fired. The deer fell dead. It weighed 
ninety pounds after it was dressed. 


Harvesting by Tclephone. 

J. A. Frambers of Oxford, Mo., has 
put the telephone to a new and novel 
use, says the Kansas City Journal. 
Sumner county is covered with a net- 
work of rural telephones. All told 
there are more than 3,000 telephones in 
the county. Mr. Frambers kept his 
thrashing outfit in constant communi- 
cation with these telephones. He is a 
member of the Oxford Mutual com- 
pany and has had a telephone installed 
in his cook shack. Whenever Mr.

The Auk and Caramba are both de- 
signed by E. A. Boardman and are more 
of the scow type. They are at their 
best in light winds and smooth seas, 
while it is admitted that the Auk is 
perhaps no better than some of the vther 
boats which have been eliminated, she 
has been handled in a superior manner 
by Ex-mayor Adams, who has no equal 
as an amateur skipper. 

The announcement of the three boats 
selected was made at the conclusion of 
the three races Saturday. 

The duties of the Committee of the 
Eastern Yacht club in forming their 
Opinions as to which of these boats 
should be selected, have not been light. 
Eveo at the end of the first five days’ 
racing there were but few of the class 
of seventeen that could be called posi- 
tively hopeless, 

The others showed that they were 
evenly matched. Some of the best boats 
were poorly handled while some of. the 
poorer boats showed up well with first 
class handling. This made the selec- 
tion more difficult as ne: rly every race 
brought out a different winner.and the 
committee had to watch with great care 
every point in the sailing of them. 

The work by legs and the windward 
work were the things that counted most 
in the results reached. ‘The best boats 
at windward work were vital points that 
were considered by the committee. 

The wind all the week has been light 
and the sea flat. Had the weather con- 
ditions been different, the committee’s 
selections would also havebeen’ differ- 
ent. 

That some of the skippers of the 
yachts eliminated are keenly disappoint- 
ed there can be no question, These 
skippers feel that bad they an oppor- 
tunity to show what their boats could 
do in a good stiff breeze, the blow 
would have been softened. 

Three trial races were held Saturday. 

The Vim won the morning race. The 
Caramba which crossed first was set 
back to second place. The Sumatra 
which came in second place, was given 
third, Spokane fourth, Bonidrei fifth 
and Auk sixth. 

The morning race was a windward 
and leeward affair of four miles and was 
sailed in a light southwest breeze. 

The boats were sent away at 10.40 
with the Caramba in the lead, Spokane 
second and Auk third. 

Under the new racing rules the 
yachts were allowed two minutes to 
cross and they were timed as they went 
over. The Auk was handicapped six 
seconds in crossing and was barely over 
in time. 

Ten minutes after the start some of 
the boats found a good sailing breeze 
and forged ahead. The Auk and Boni- 
drei did not find it however and dropped 
behind.

Ledger-| 4 RIGHT TO VOTE 


Principal Demand of Negroes of 
the United States 


AGAINST JIM CROW CARS 


Republican Party Charged With 
Breach of Promise With Ret- 
erence to Southern Suffrage 
Conditions--Appeal to Voters 


Harpers Ferry, W. Va., Aug. 20.— 
The second annual meeting of the 
Niagara movement came to a close 
with religious exercises and a sermon 
by Rev. G. F. Miller. At the conclu- 
sion of the sermon an address to the 
country was read. It says in part: 

“The men of the Niagara Movement 
turn toward the nation and again ask 
in the name of ten million the privilege 
of a hearing. In the past year the 
work of the negro hater has flourished 
in the land. Stripped of verbiage and 
subterfuge, and in its naked nastiness, 
the new American creed says: Fear 
to let black men even try to rise lest 
they become the equal of the white. 

“In detail our demands are clear and 
unequivocal. First, we would vote; 
with the right to vote goes everything. 
Freedom, manhood, the honor of your 
wives, the chastity of your daughters, 
the right to work, and the chance to 
rise, and let no man listen to the ars 
who deny this. We want full manhood 
suffrage and we want it now, bence- 
forth and forever. 

“Second, we want discrimination in 
public accommodations to cease. Sep- 
aration in railways and street cars, 
based simply on race and color, is un- 
American, un-democratic and _ silly. 
We protest against all such discrimi- 
nation. 

“Third, we claim the right of free- 
dom to walk, talk and be with them 
that wish to be with us. No man hasa 
right to choose another man’s friends, 
and to attempt to do so is an impudent 
interference with the most fundamental 
human privilege. 

“Fourth, we want the laws enforced 
against rich as well as poor; against 
capitalist as well as laborer; against 
white as well as black. Weare not 
more lawless than the white race, but 
We are more often arrested, convicted 
and mobbed. 

“We want justice, even for crini- 
inals and outlaws. We want the con 
stitution of the country enforced. We 
Want congress to take charge of con- 
gressional elections. We want the 
14th amendment carried out to the let- 
ter and every state disfranchised in 
congress which attempts to disfran- 
chise its rightful voters. We want the 
15th amendment enforced and no state 
allowed to base its franchise simply on 
color. 

“The failure of the Republican party 
in congress at the session just closed 
to redeem its pledge of 1904 with refer- 
ence to suffrage conditions at the south 
shows a plain, deliberate and pre- 
meditated breach of promise, and 
stamps that party as guilty of obtain- 
ing votes under false pretence. 

“Fifth, we want the national goy- 
ernment to wipe out illiteracy in the 
south. We want our children trained 
as intelligent human beings should be, 
and we will fight for all time against 
any proposal to educate black boys aud 
gilrs simply as servants and under- 
lings, or simply for the use of other 
people. 

“These are some of the chief things 
which we want. How shall we get 
them? By voting where we may vote; 
by persistent, unceasing agitation; by 
hammering at the truth, by sacrifice 
and work. We do not believe in vio- 
lence, but we do believe in John Brown, 
and here on the scene of John Brown's 
martyrdom we reconsecrate ourselves, 
our honor, our property to the final 
emancipation of the race which John 
Brown died to make free.” 

The address closes with an appeal 
to the young men and women of the 
nation and asks: “Cannot the nation 
that has absorbed 10,000,000 foreigners 
into its political life without catastro- 
phe absorb 10,000,000 negro Americans 
into that same political life at less cost 
than their unjust and illegal exclusion 
will involve?’ 

A resolution was adopted urging vot- 
ers to question every candidate for 
congress as to his attitude on the 14th 
amendment, and to refuse support to 
him that will not positively promise to 
support its enforcement. 


A Serious Oversight 

Hawleyville, Conn., Aug. 20.—An ex- 
tra passenger train on its way with 
about 800 passengers from New Haven 
to Pittsfield ran through an open switch 
here and collided head-on with a freight 
train which was standing on the sid- 
ing waiting for the passenger to pass. 
The engine of the freight was badly 
damaged and Fireman Spencer of the 
freight was badly injured. The pas- 
sengers were shaken up, but none suf- 
fered hurts. It ig said that through an 
oversight the switch bad been left open. 


Current Too Strong For Power Boat 
Gloucester, Mass., Aug. 20.—The 
Mary Louise, a power boat owned by 
Clifford Chase of Boston, was over- 
turned last night in attempting to pass 
through the rapid tidal current of the 
canal which connects with the Annis- 
quam river, and Chase and his brother 
and son, who were the occupants of the 
boat, had a narrow escape from drown- 
ing. They were on a cruise from Port- 
land to Boston, and instead of doubling 
Cape Ann they attempted a short cut 
through the Annisquam river.

Made and Lost Fortune 

New York, Aug. 20.—Michael I, 
Dwyer, long one of the most prominent 
figures of the American turf, died at his 
cottage opposite the Gravesend race 
track of the Brooklyn Jockey club. 
Dwyer suffered a stroke of paralysis 
some years ago after he had returned 
from a disastrous racing campaign in 
England and since that time had been 
practically helpless. Dwyer was one 
of the most famous plungers the turf 
has ever known. He was a larger op- 
erator and amassed a greater fortune, 
it is said, than even “Pittsburg Phil” 
Smith. Smith died wealthy, while 
Dwyer was practically penailess. 


Famous In War and on Stage 

New York, Aug. 20.—Lewis Morri- 
son, an actor, whose work as Mephisto 
in “Faust” gained him fame, died sud- 
denly of shock at Yonkers, after under- 
going an operation for stomach trouble. 
He was born of English parentage in 
Kingston, Jam., in 1845. He came to 
this country at an early age and en- 
listed on the Union side inthe Civil 
war, receiving the rank of captain for 
distinguished service. He won the 
personal friendship and praise of Gen- 
eral Grant during the siege of Vicks- 
burg, when he swam the Mississippi 
under fire of the batteries with dis- 
patches for the federal army.

PLANNED A REVOLT 


Leaders of Cuban Liberals Are 
Placed Under Arrest 


A PLOT AGAINST PALMA 


Officials Claim to Have Evidence 
of Scheme to Assassinate Pres- 
ident and Overthrow the Pres- 
ent Government by Force 


Havana, Aug. 20.—Half a dozen 
prominent leaders of the Liberal party 
have been taken into custody on the 
charge of conspiracy against the gov- 
ernment and plotting to assassinate 
President Palma. 

The events of yesterday have shown 
that the government was fully aroused 
to the necessity of putting down not 
only the open outlawry in western 
Cuba, but also to the necessity of 
capturing and confining the alleged 
leaders of this movement, who were 
strongly suspected of plotting the assas- 
sination of tMe president and over- 
tbrowing the present government by 
ferce. To that end the six members 
of the Liberal party were arrested. 

The men arrested here are General 
Volez and his brother, Fausto, ex- 
Cuban consul at Bremen; ex-Senator 
Montegue, Colone! Piedra, chief of po- 
lice in the house of representatives, and 
General Castillo, a former 
man from Puerto Principe 
The five above mentioned 
charged with conspiracy. 

Telegrams were sent to Santiago dl- 
recting the arrest of Juan Gualberto 
Gomez of Havana, known as the colored 
orator and one of the most influential 
of the Liberal leaders. Gomez has 
been campaigning lately throughout 
Santiago province against the govern- 
ment. The police of Santiago were also 
ordered to arrest Demetrio Castillo. 
Gomez and Castillo are charged with 
inciting to outlawry and revolution.

The Havana arrests were made by 
the city police on charges preferred by 
the chief of the government secret ser- 
vice. General Castillo managed to 
make his escape. After his arrest he 
was placed in a carriage in charge of a 
Leutenant of police. He asked that his 
brother-in-law, Senor Anana, be al- 
lowed to accompany him to bring a 
change of clothing. This request was 
granted. While on the way to the po- 
lice station Anana drew a revolver and 
threatened the lieutenant with instant 
death unless he allowed the prisoner 
to escape, Both men then jumped 
from the carriage and ran. They were 
not caught. When President Palma 
learned of this incident he ordered that 
the lieutenant of police be dismissed at 
once. He was later arrested. 

It is reported here that the rebels in 
the province of Pinar del Rio have re- 
ceived considerable reinforcements in 
the remoter districts. Rumors of en- 
counters between them and the rural 
guards have not been verified. Leading 
veterans are assembling volunteers to 
attack and disperse all rebel bands.

The rebels hold that the government | 


has been most unjust in the matter of 
elections and appointments and that it 
has not carried out its promises of pub- 
lic improvements, etc. The rebels in 
the remoter districts are said to be wel! 
armed and they are probably well sup- 
plied with ammunition. 

Troops are belag held in readiness to 
be transported to Pinar del Rio and 
the Western railroad has been notified 
that a train for this purpose may be 
requisitioned at any moment. In view 
of the rumors and evidences of plots, 
the government is loath to send the 
Havana troops away.

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Aug. 20.—Carous- 
ing at Hughestown last night led to a 
call for the constabulary, and three of 
the troopers, Privates Adelson, Butler 
and George, went to the place. Ital- 
jians began an indiscriminate fusillade 
upon them in the darkness and the three 
troopers withdrew, not, however, until 
George had been shot in the abdomen 
and Adelson had received a slight 
wound. Reinforcements arrested five 
Italians. Two of these were shot and 
are in a serious condition. It js be-

Explosion Scared Officiais 

Pekin, Aug. 20.—The explosion of 
the gasolene tank used in a lantern 
show, which gave rise to rumors of at- 
tempted assassinations, took place 
while Governor Tuan Fang of the prov- 
ince of Hunan was trying a moving 
picture machine which he had brought 
here from Eurepe for the amusement 
of the dowager empress. All the resi- 
dences of officials have been heavily 
guarded by troops since the explosion.

MERCURY SOARS HIGH 


All New England Suffers From 
Excessively Hot Weather 

Boston, Aug. 20.—Another exces- 
sively hot Sunday was added yesterday 
to the many already experienced in 
New Engiand this season, tempting city 
people to the seashore, lake, river, field 
and mountain resorts, though even 
there the crowds could not wholly es- 
cape the heat, 

In Boston it was one of the hottest 
days of the year. Reliable thermome- 
ters recorded 110 degrees in the sun. It 
being a holiday, allowing people to rest 
from their work in the city, there were 
few prostrations. 

All New England shared in the dis- 
comfort. Even at the summit of Mt. 
Washington it was 100 degrees in the 
sun and 70 in the shade, an unusually 
high record. The official temperature 
at Burlington, Vt., recorded at the top 
ef a hill, was S89, the hottest of the 
summer there. 

In Rhode Island and Maine the heat 
was also very oppressive, and a few 
cases of prostration resulted. Boston 
weather forecasters predict unchanged 
conditions for a day or two. 


Searcity of Mill Operatives 

Providence, Aug. 20.—Mill agents In 
this city say that the shortage of expe 
rienced help due to various causes 
probably amounts to as high as 10 per 
cent in this section. Robert Knight, 
head of the firm of B. B. & R. Knight, 
which operates 15 mills in this state and 
Massachusetts, believes that the lack 
of help is due to the weather conditions 
which have prevailed during the great 
er part of the summer. The sultry and 
humid atmospheric conditions had a 
depressing effect and have enervated 
the help, who simply could not remain 
in the mills and keep up their work and 
preferred to get out of doors fora while. 


Yacht Destroyed by Fire

_|Steamer 
Launched 


The Satilla 
For Brunswick 


Steamship Co 
In Her Element 


The steel screw freight steamship 
‘*Satilla’’ the first of a fleet of four be- 
ing built by the Fore River Sbipbuild- 
ing Co. for the Brunswick Steamship 
Co., was successfully launched this 
morning at the Fore River yards. The 
launch was inthe nature of a private 
one, and the yards were closed to the 
public. Both shores of Fore River were 
lined with people however, for a launch- 
ing is always an interesting sight even 
if it is not a big battleship. 

A large reviewing stand has been 
erected at the bow of the vessel, and 
this was gaily bedecked with the na- 
tional colors, while streamers of the 
flags of international code were strung 
across the deck of the Satilla from bow 
to stern. Onthe reviewing stand were 
a number of the officials of the Steam- 
ship Co., as well as officials of the Fore 
River Co. Suspended from the bow 
was a ribbon of red, white and blue, 
from the end of which hung a bottle 
of Munn’s Extra Dry with which the 
vessel was christened. 

The launching party came from Bos- 

ton in a special car attached to the 10.45 
train. This car was dropped at East 
Braintree, from which point it was 
taken over the private road of the com- 
pany, landing the launching party at 
the foot of the stairs leading to the 
launching stand. The party arrived 
about 11.30 and preparations to launch 
the vessel were commenced immediate- 
ly. 
. It was just 11.34 when atthe sound 
of a shrill whistle a hundred or more 
workmen began to drive. inthe wedges 
which lifted the vessel from her keel 
block, Then came a wait while the 
shores were taken out and the keel 
blocking split out.

Ga,, daughter of President A. M. At- 
kinson, was to have christened the ves- 
sel, but missed connections on her way 
from Canada, and the honor fell to Mrs. 
Aeyer. Mrs, Aeyer wore a blue travel- 
ing suit and carried a handsome bou- 
quet of roses. 

The Satilla moved slowly at first, but 
soon gathered headway, and slid grace- 
fully into her native element. Shrill 
whistles at the works and from the sail- 
ing craft in the river, and cheers from 
thousands of workmen announced the 
launching to the world. 

. As soon as she struck the water she 
was surrounded by tugs and taken to 
her berth where she will be completed. 

Immediately after the launch, a lunch 
was served in the mold loft, and at 1.40 
the special train was taken back to 
Braintree and thence to Boston.

President Bowles and other officials 
of the Fore River Company were also 
present. 

The four vessels which will comprise 
the fleet are the Satilla, the Ocmulgee, 
the Ogeechee and the Ossabaw. They are 
constructed of mild steel; 313 feet long, 
a moulded breadth of 40 feet, depth of 
hole 25 feet, and a displacement of 
5,000. 

These vessels have been designed to 
carry the maximum of freight on an un- 
usually light draft and consequently are 
arranged with the propelling machinery 
at the after end of the vessel, the re- 
mainder of the ship being devoted to 
the storage of cargo. 

These vessels have a straight stem and 
semi-elliptical_ stern. 

There are three large cargo holds 
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having four  hatehways 
arranged for the expeditious handling 
of freight. In addition to these hatch- 
ways the cargo can be manipulated 
through four cargo ports on each side 
of the vessel. These cargo holds are 
isolated from each other by steel water- 
tight bulkheads, which with the 
collision, machinery space and stern 
tube bulkheads divide the vessel into 7 
separate watertight compartments 
which will insure the vessel floating 
with any two of the compartments 
flooded by the sea and in addition to 
this will insure greater isolation in the 
event of fire, to one compartment. 

The vessel has been rigged with 2 
steel pole masts having 4 derricks fitted 
to each with a working capacity of 7 1-2 
tons per derrick. To insure that the 
vessel will trim properly when steam- 
ing light, deep trimming tanks have 
been arranged right forward and in the 
fore holes water ballast tank has been 
arranged for. 

The officers’ quarters are located in a 
steel superstructure built around the en- 
gine and boiler casings, with a hand- 
some dining saloon amidships at the 
forward end of the superstructure. The 
crew, firemen, oilers and water tenders 
will be berthed in main deck in way of 
machinery space. 

The usual pumping and drainage, san- 
itary and firemain systems have been 
arranged fur on the most approved lines 
and in addition an electric light instal- 
lation of ample power will be fitted. 

Steain steering and screw hand gear 
will be installed with steering stations 
in pilot house and on quarter deck aft. 

The propelling machinery consists of 
one set of triple expansion, surface con- 
densing engines supplied with steam 
by 2S. E.S cotch boilers suitable for 
developing suflicient power to propell 
the vessel at acontinuous speed of 10 
1-2 knots per hour,

Laborers coming under this contract 
will be provided, free of charge, with 
lodgings, fuel for cooking, burial 
grounds, necessary medical and sur 
gical treatment. No wages will be 
paid to any laborer, however, during 
illness or absence from work. Famt!- 
lies and children will be allowed to ac- 
company the laborers in the proportion 
of 13 percent ef the total number or 
Chinese employed at any time. 

The full number of laborers to ‘ve 
furnished under this initial proposa1 
must arrive within the isthmian canal 
zone on or before Jan. 7, 1907. The 
contractors are liable to fines of $1J0 
each for each person not supplied with- 
in that period, and any laborer dis- 
charged or disabled or who ceases 
work must be deported by the contrac- 
tors to the place of original embarka- 
tion. 

Proposals to furnish coolie labor 
must include the transportation of la- 
borers to either of the ports in the 
canal zone, the furnishing to each la- 
borer of proper clothing, bedding, food 
subsistence and other customary sup- 
plies and commodities. These agree- 
ments are to be in a form approved 
by the secretary of war. One copy of 
each of these agreements is to be de- 
livered to the American consul at the 
port of embarkation and one copy to 
the canal commission upon the arrival 
and acceptance of laborers within the 
canal zone. 

The laborers must be between 21 and 
42 years old and in good physical con- 
dition, accustomed to digging and 
earth work. Foremen, to the number 
of not less than one to each 100 men, 
one physician to each 250 laborers and 
one interpreter to each 500 laborers, 
together with the necessary number of 
cooks and barbers, shall be furnished 
by the contractors. He shall also agree 
that neither slavery nor involuntary 
servitude shall be permitted with re- 
spect to any of the laborers and that 
they shall at all times receive just and 
humane treatment.

President For Protective Tariff 

New York, Aug. 21—A “campaign 
document,” issued by President Roose- 
velt in the form of a letter written by 
him to Congressman Watson of Rush- 
ville, Ind., is made public. The letter 
urges the country to make no change in 
the present congress and goes on at 
great length to tell of the great things 
accomplished by congress. “To make 4 
change now,” says the president, 
“would only bring about purposeless 
confusion.” And in another place the 
president says: “We stand unequlv- 
ocally for a protective tariff.” 


Meat Labels to be Changed 

Washington, Aug. 21.—Representa- 
tives of the meat packing interests 
were in conference with officials of the 
agricultural department about the la- 
bels for their products which they will 
have to use under the meat inspection 
law and pure food law. It was discov- 
ered at the conference that the labels 
heretofore in use by the packers will 
have to be changed materially. The 
changes involve the consideration of a 
great mass of details. 


Had No Case Against Crowe 
New York, Aug. 21.—Pat Crowe of 
Omaha, who became well known at the 
time of the Cudahy kidnapping case 
and who recently came to this city, was 
arrested last night, charged with being 
a suspicious person, and taken to po- 
lice headquarters. The police, how- 
ever, were unable to find a record of a 
ease for which they believed he was 

wanted, and be was released today. 


Posses Hunting For Negro 

Atlanta, Aug. 21.—As the result of 
an attack on Miss Ethe] Lawrence and 
her 14-year-old niece by a negro in a 
suburb of this city, Miss Lawrence is 
dying and the child is suffering from 
blows from a stick inflicted by the ne- 
gro. The country is being scoured by 
posses and if the negro is caught he 
will probably be lynched. 


Congressional Appropriations 

Washington, Aug. 21.—According to 
a statement issued by T. P. Cleaves and 
J. C. Courts, chief clerks respectiveiy 
of the senate and house committees on 
appropriations, congress at its last ses- 
sion appropriated for the fiscal year 
1907 $879,589,185.16, an increase of $59,- 
404,550.20 over the sum appropriated 
at the last session.

CUBA'S OUTBREAK 


Palma Takes Prompt Measures 
to Subdue Insurgents 


RURAL GUARD JS LARGER 


Telegraph Wires Cut, but Re- 
paired by Guarded Workmen-- 
United States [May Be Drawn 
Into the Turmoil 


Havana, Aug. 21—The increasing 
uneasiness over insurrectionary mani- 
festations in the western part of Cuba 
was quieted to a slight degree last even- 
ing by a decree of President Palma 


appointing General Montalvo, secretary 
of public works, to be in direct charge 
of all military operations against the 
insurgents. Palma also decreed the 
increase of the rural guards to 4000, 
the number contemplated in the Dill 
introduced at the last session of con- 
gress. 

It is evident that the Pinar del Rio 
insurgents are concentrating in the 
vicinity of the city of Pinar del Rio, 
intent on occupying it for their head- 
quarters. 

Both the government and the West- 
ern railway telegraph wires were eut 
yesterday afternoon between Consola- 
cion del Sur and Pinar del Rio for sev- 
eral hours. Finally a guarded train 
took workmen from Pinar del Rio and 
repaired the lines. The workmen were 
not molested, but it is excepted that 
the telegraph wires will be cut again. 
Last night the telephone wires in that 
region also were cut. 

Numberless rumors are afloat of 
fighting in the western part of the prov- 
ince of Havana. Bandera’s force has 
attacked and rifled stores and stolen 
mules and horses at pleasure. ‘The 
band stopped one railroad train. 

Many revolutionists are reported to 
have left Guanajay, including Colonel 
Llaneras, who was captured with a ne- 
gro companion and a coach loaded 
with arms, ammunition, medicines and 
machetes. 

Several more arrests have been made 
in Havana of persons suspected of aid- 
ing the insurrection. Some smal) 
quantities of arma and ammunition 
have been seized. 

The mayor of Consolacion del Sur 
has been suspended on suspicion of a3- 
sisting the insurgents, and other offi- 
clals are suspected. 

A conspiracy has been discovered at 
Matanzas and the authorities are in 
possession of a list of names of those 
alleged to be connected with the plot, 
several of whom have been arrested. 

There is considerable discussion as 
to whether, in the event of Cuba being 
unable to suppress the insurrection, 
she should ask the United States for 
assistance, or whether the United 
States may not intervene under the 
terms of the Platt amendment without 
such request being preferred. In the 
meantime the government assumes that 
it is entirely able to cope with the sit- 
uation, although the condition of un- 
rest may continue for several weeks. 


Assaulted Seven-Year-Old Child 

Columbia, 8S. C., Aug. 21—Bob 
Etheridge, a negro, who attempted to 
criminally assault the 7-year-old daugh- 
ter of T. H. West, a farmer, was 
taken by a large crowd to the scene 
of the crime, where he was shot to 
death. Etheridge was employed at the 
home of West. He asked the child to 
accompany him to feed the stock and 
while at the barn he attacked her. The 
child was horribly bruised, but the ne- 
gro failed in his purpose. 


May Not Piease Bryan 

Peoria, Ills, Aug. 21—W. J. Bryan 
will be endorsed as the next presi- 
dential candidate of the Democrati¢ 
party by the state convention of the Ll- 
linois Democracy, irrespective of the 
fact that he has announced that he does 
rot care for the approval of the Demo- 
crats of the state officially expressed 
if Roger C. Sullivan is allowed by the 
convention to retain the position of na- 
tional committeeman, to which he was 
elected in 1904. 


Fire Fighting Apparatus Needed 

Boston, Aug. 21.—That the danger of 
a conflagration is great in certain dis- 
triets of Boston is noted by Fire Com- 
missioner Wells in his annual report. 
In the crowded Charlestown distriet,. 
among the frame apartment houses of 
Dorchester and along the waterfront 
of the city proper are places where 
Wells considers the fire hazzard the 
greatest, and he has recommended ad- 
ditional fire-fighting apparatus for 
these districts. 


Shifting About of Troops 

Washington, Aug. 21.—Orders have 
been issued by Military Secretary Ains- 
worth for the transfer of the negre 
troops from Fort Brown, Tex., where 
there has been serious trouble between 
citizens and soldiers, to Fort Ringgold, 
Tex., which is about 100 miles above 
Fort Brown. <A company of white 
troops has been ordered to Fort Brown. 


Higher Pay For Teiegraphers 
Topeka, Aug. 21—The Santa Fe 
failroad has voluntarily granted its 
1000 telegraph operators, from Chicago 
to El Paso, an increase of wages, aver- 


aging about $4 a month to each man, 
effective at once. 


Sixteen Mutinpers Killed 
Cronstadt, Aug. 21.—Sixteen men 
condemned for participation in the mu- 
tiny here Aug. 1 were executed yester- 
day. Among the number were two 

students and an army surgeon. 


FORGERY IS CHARGED 


Two Arrests In Case of Allegea 
“Graveyard Insurance” 
Boston, Aug. 21—Mrs. Mary A 
Tennyson of this city and Dennis Grit. 
fin, her brother, were arrested yester. 
day afternoon on the charge of being 


accessories before and after the fact 
in the forgery of Griffin’s name on 
May 4, 1906, to an application for an 
insurance policy in the New York Life 
Insurance company. Application was 
made to the Boston office, of which Al- 
bert J. Pickford is manager. It Is 
charged that the scheme was one to de- 
fraud the insurance people, Griffin be- 
ing, it is said, seriously ill with con- 
sumption. 

The application was for a $3000 pol- 
icy and it is asserted by the police that 
another person, who gave the name of 
Dennis Gritiin, took the physical ex- 
amination in place of the man who was 
to be insured. The alleged substitute 
is said to have disappeared. 

Mrs. Tennyson and Griffin were re- 
leased from custody on furnishing 
$3000 bail each. According to the po- 
lice, Mrs. Tennyson’s husband died 
last September, and the New York Life 
paid over $5000 on account of a policy 
held by him in that company. Two 
years ago a daughter of Mrs. Tenny- 
son, a cripple, died. Her life was in- 
sured for $500. Mrs. Tennyson owus 
considerable property in the elty. 


Bad Railroad Wreck In Maine 

Newport, Me., Aug. 21.—By a head- 
on collision between a coal train and 
a workmen's traln one man was killed. 
two others severely injured and eight 
other shaken, bruised and cut at Etna 
last night. The dead man is Stephen 
B. Dionne of Waterville. The accident 
happened at a curve, at one side of 
which is a wall or ledge of jagged rock, 
and most of the injuries were caused 
by the men being hurled sidewise 
against the face of this ledge. It is 
said that the workmen's train was run- 
ning to make a siding, where it ex- 
pected to meet the coal train. Both en- 
gines were wrecked. 


Not a Case of Manslaughter 

Lynn, Mass., Aug. 21.—After a hear. 
ing in the police court, Judge Berry 
exonerated Joseph Yeager, the Pai! 
River pitcher, of the charge of man- 
slaughter in causing the death of Thom- 
as F. Burke with a pitched ball at a 
game in Lynn. Judge Berry stated 
from the bench that he considered the 
arrest and arraignment of Yeager the 
best manner to place the defendant in 
good standing and that it gave the 
court pleasure to exonerate him from 
the charge which had been preferred 
against him. 


Pool Selling at Readville 

Readville, Mass., Aug. 21—At the 
opening of the two weeks’ Grand Cir- 
cuit meet at the Readville track pooj 
selling was resumed, despite the arrest 
of one auctioneer. The poo: sseiiing 
continued until the last race was 
started. It was claimed that an opin- 
jon had been received from former At 
torney General Parker to the effect 
that the statutes of 1900 legalized the 
making of pools. It is expected that 
the case will be carried to the supreme 
court. 


Caught In Buliding Collapse 

Haverhill, Mass., Aug, 21.—The con- 
cussion of a very heavy roll of thunder 
during an electrical storm is thought 
to have been the immediate cause of 
the collapse of a building by which one 
person was seriously and two others 
slightly injured. The man seriousiy 
hurt is Charles Zerbatus, who was 
caught and crushed under a heap of 
timbers. The building was unoccu- 
pied and had been partly torn down. 


Heipiess Woman Burned 

Springfield, Mass.. Aug. 21.—Mrs. 
Clara L. Edson, an invalid, 64 years of 
age, was fatally burned last night ina 
fire which broke out about 11 o'clock 
in her home here. She was helpless 
from paralysis and was terribly burned 
before she was rescued by firemen. 
She was taken to a hospital, where she 
died. The cause of the fire is unknown. 


Fire Raging In Maine Forest 
Rumford Falls, Me., Aug. 21.—News 
has reached here of a serious forest fire 
along the shores of the Magalloway 
river on property owned by the Berlin 
Mills Lumber company in what is 
known as the Umbagog region. A se 
vere thunderstorm broke over this city, 
but it is not believed that the storm 
reached as far north as the fire. 


Cowcatcher’s Gruesome Burden 

New Haven, Aug. 21.—An express 
train steamed into the railroad station 
here last night with the body of an un- 
known man, aged about 40, tightly 
wedged in the cowcatcher of the loco- 
motive. The top of his head was gone, 
one leg was missing and the body ws 
cut and torn. 


Another Day of Excessive Heat 

Boston, Aug. 21.—The heat of Satur- 
day and Sunday continued yesterday 
with increased humidity, and a dozen 
or more prostrations were recorded. 
The official thermometer recorded only 
88.55, but the moisture in the atmos- 
phere made the conditions much more 
oppressive.

HUNDREDS DEAD IN CITY 


Nomber ot Dead in Entire Coun- 
try as Result of Earthquake 
May Run Into Thousands-- 
Small Towns Reported De~ 
stroyed--Details Lacking 


Washington, Aug. 21.—The earth- 
quakes in Chile have ceased, the re- 
sultant fires are out and the authorities 
and people of the two cities, Valpa- 
raiso and Santiago, are taking 
ganized steps to relieve suffering, care 
for the wounded and bury the dead. 
The period of succor has entered. 

Dispatches received from Chile 
tended to show that the first estimate 
of casualties and material damage bad 
been greatly exaggerated, and that the 
people of Valparaiso are becoming 
calmer. The fear of further shocks Las 
been removed by a statement issued 
from the observatory and yesterday :t 
became possible, for the first time, to 
organize relief work, begin a_ syste- 
matic search of the ruins for the dead, 
and care for the injured. 

Santiago is coming to the rescue of 
her suffering sister. Public subscrip- 
tions have been opened for money, 
clothing and provisions, and the capital 
is caring for all refugees from Val- 
paraiso who make their way across the 
mountains. 

The government is putting down pil- 


or- 


lage, wherever it breaks out, with 
troops. 

It is still impossible to reach any 
correct estimate of the dead and 
wounded. The reports from Chile are 


most conflicting. A large section of the 
country, however, was visited by the 
catastrophe of last Thursday, and 
cabled estimates of casualties refer in 
some instances to particular localities, 
notably Valparaiso, and in others evi- 
dently to the entire district which suf- 
fered from the shock. The number of 
dead in Valparaiso doubtless will run 
into the hundreds, and for the entire 
country probably into the thousands. 
The property damage is estimated at 
from $200,000,000 to $300,000,000. 
Relief is being organized with sys- 


tem and the government has taken 
complete control of the situation. The 
foreign legations are active in relief 
measures, as are private persons, and 
the greatest energy is being devoted to 
getting supplies for the destitute. The 
government has authorized the pro- 


vincial governors to spend all money 


necessary for the relief of the needy 
in their districts. The funds sub- 
ecribed in Iquique to celebrate the elec- 
tion of Pedro Montt to the presidency 
will be expended to relieve the suffer- 
ers. Public relief subscriptions have 


been opened in Buenos Ayres and the 
Argentine government will pass an ap- 
propriation to the sameend. Chile will 
ask its congress for money for the re- 
construction of Valparaiso. 

The fires are under control or extin- 
guished and the shocks have ceased. 
The people are engaged in seeking rela- 
tives and friende, in erecting or perfect- 
ing temporary out-door quarters 
against cold, in getting food supplies, 
and helping each other. Food and wa- 
ter are both very scarce and at this 
juncture many merchants have made 
material advances in the price of proyi- 
sions. 

The remoter districts have not yet 
been heard from and efforts are being 


made to establish communication, 
elther by wire or couriers, with the 
provinces. 


The statement is made that every 
building in Valparaiso has been dam- 
aged and the city has been described 
as “uninhabitable.” The Almendral: 
quarter and the principal streets are 
mere heaps of ruins. The people still 
throng the surrounding hills and the 
seashore, and many are leaving the lo- 
eality as best they may. 

It is reported that at several points 
the coast has lifted above its former 
level. The troops are maintaining per- 
fect order. A commercial crisis is 
feared and very little business is be- 
ing done. 

The English firms located at Valpa- 
raiso do not appear to have sustained 
heavy loss, and it does not appear 
that any foreigners have been killed. 

Santiago suffered much less than 
Valparaiso. The number of dead in 
Santiago is reported at 20. A local re- 
lef committee has been organized, the 
street cars have resumed running and 
the normal aspect of the city is rapidly 
returning. Refugees from Valparaiso 
ere coming in in greater numbers every 
hour. The railroads are not yet in op- 
eration. 

It is reported that six or eight towns 
in the stricken district have been de- 
stroyed, but details are still lacking. 
Vina del Mar, which isa suburb of 
Valparaiso, is described as almost en- 
tirely in ruins. There are 50 dead and 
150 wounded at Tacla. Many houses 
in the Amagada district collapsed. In 
addition to towns previously men- 
fonéd Melipilla, Salvador aud Santa 

Tnino sustained damage.

St. Petersburg, Aug. 21.—Advices 
from the southwestern section of the 
Caucasus show that the fighting in the 
Gistricts bordering on the Persiauv 
frontier has now assumed the dignity 
of a regular war, with daily engage- 
mehts resulting in heavy losses both te 
the Tartars and the Russian troops.

Yarmouth, N. S., Aug. 21.—Senator

ing false and deceptive returns concern- 
ing the bank’s condition to the finance 
department of the Canadian govern- 
ment. A. Crowell, vice president of 
the institution and also a leading cap- 
italist, was taken into custody on 
similar charge. 

The Bank of Yarmouth closed its 
doors on March 6. 1905. The bank held 
about $600,000 of the paper of W. H. 
Redding & Sons, shoe manufacturers 
of this city. When the shoe firm made 
an assignment on March 3 a run was 
started on the bank and the following 
day the institution was obliged to sus- 
pend, with liabilities of over $1,000,000, 
A. Stavert was appointed receiver of 
the Bank of Yarmouth, and when he 
took charge of the institution he dis- 
covered a number of alleged irregulari- 
ties. One of the tellers was placed un- 
der arrest and another minor official 
committed suicide. The embarrass- 
ment resulted in the failure of sev- 
eral business firms.

Warships to Check Smuggling 

Washington, Aug. 21.—The Russ‘an 
ambassador has informed the depart- 
ment of state that the Russian govern- 
ment, in order to more. effectively 
check the unlawful importation of flre- 
arms and explosives into the Russian 
ports in the Baltic, has decided to ex- 
tend to the flotilla of revenue cutters 
ebarged with the surveillance and pre- 
vention of smuggling the assistance of 
the warships of the imperial navy. 


Seventy Buildings Burned 

St. John, Aug. 21.—Forest fires are 
doing much damage in various parts of 
New Brunswick and Quebec provinces. 
It is reported that the village of Cap- 
lan, With another settlement just back 
of it, has been almost wiped out of ex- 
istence, about 70 buildings being de- 
stroyed and a large number of people 
homeless. The damage to crops and 
timberlands in that vicinity is heavy 
and the fire is still spreading. 


To Battle With Zulus 

Krantzkop, Natal, Aug. 21.—Colone! 
Royston’s 3000 levies, of which 1500 
are operating from Zululand, are ready 
to attack the irreconcilable natives. 
Royston has ordered the troops to se- 
cure the safety of the loyalists and not 
to fire unless they are ordered to de so 
by their officers or are obliged to do so 
in self-defense. 


Coal Beats Oil Fuel 

Washington, Aug, 21.—After a trial 
of a year of oil fuel on the torpedo boat 
Gwine it has been recommended that 
she be fitted to burn coal instead of 
petroleum. The best speed obtainable 
with oil fuel on the Gwine was about 
16% knots, while the sister boat, the 
Talbot, burning coal, made 20 knots.

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DEVELOPMENT OF FRUIT 


Successful Experiments of the 
Agricultural Department.

TWO NEW VARIETIES OF LIMES 


Small and Large Specimens Which 
Are Regarded as Commercial Suc- 
cesses—How the Morton Citrange 
Was Developed—May Be Less Ex- 
pensive to Grow Than Oranges. 
Improved Pineapples. 


New treats are in store for persons 
who enjoy a variety of fruits in the 
summer and early fall or who find 
comfort on hot summer days in sip- 
Ping cooling drinks. Never content 
with results that may be so far in ad- 
vance of past achievements as to seem 
like new milestones in the progress 
of their investigations, the plant and 
fruit experts of the department of ag- 
riculture are continuing unceasingly 
thelr search for novelties, says the 
New York Post’s Washington corre- 
spondent. They note even the least in- 
dication of new traits which impress 
them as possessing possibilities of de- 
velopment and see whether results 
cannot be gained in the permanent bet- 
terment of the fruit species to which 
that particular product belongs. 

One of the most popular and deli- 
cious thirst quenching decoctions at 
this season of the year is limeade. Up 
to within seven or eight years ago, al- 
though the lime as a fruit was grown 
in all tropical and subtropical coun- 
tries for home consumption, it was 
only at a very few places that it was 
cultivated extensively for the manu- 
facture of an article known as “lime 
juice.” No commercial culture existed, 
however, in any part of the United 
States, and this was an evident indi- 
eation that there was no demand 
which made fruit growers suppose it 
would be worth their while to grow 
limes. When the use of limes at soda 
fountains was introduced the demand 
increased so rapidly that the fruit at- 
tained standing as a commercial prod- 
uct and developed trade possibilities 
which were promptly recognized by 
plantation owners in southern Florida. 

As the general demand for the lime 
is of such recent origin, very few va- 
rieties have been specifically named 
or become permanently introduced in 
the principal markets. Some sections 
of the United States have shown a de- 
cided preference for the small speci- 
mens, while in other cases large limes 
are more in demand. Some are very 
seedy, others nearly seedless. Some 
ripen early, while others do not reach 
their prime until late in the season. 
The unknown qualities of the lime are 
80 great when compared with similar 
varieties of fruit which have been un- 
der observation and cultivation for 
decades past that there has been un- 
usual difficulty in differentiating close- 
ly between the few varieties now prac- 
tically established and the others which 
are still largely in an experimental 
stage. 

After much experimentation the de- 
partment experts have given names to 
two specimens which have progressed 
under their care to a point where they 
are looked upon as commercial suc- 
cesses. The smaller of the two is a 
hybrid of the West Indian lime with 
pollen of the Sicily lemon and has 
been named the “Palmetto.” The origi- 
nal seedling was grown, fruited and 
tested in the subtropical garden of the 
department at Miami, Fla. The orig!- 
nal experimental tree produced only 
three seedlings. One of these was 
small and ultimately died, but both of 
the others, which are almost exact du- 
plicates of each other, have borne fruit 
which has had one of the chief marks 
of success—uniformity of size. Each 
lime weighs a trifle over one ounce, 
is nearly round, with a smooth sur- 
face and a rind less than one-six- 
teenth of an inch in thickness. The 
pulp, of a light greenish color, is tender 
and very juicy, with a flavor which 
the experts describe as “a sprightly 
acid of excellent bouquet.” It is al- 
most seedless, having usually only 
from three to six seeds. A feature rec- 
ommending it to fruit growers is that 
it matures early and that because of 
the spreading, bushy nature of the 
vigorous hybridized tree it bears the 
greater part of the fruit near the ends 
of the branches, where it may be pick- 
ed with the minimum of trouble and 
injury. 

This small, regular and very juicy 
type exactly fits the requirements of 
the trade in some sections of the coun- 
try and is destined to command a 
good price and wide market for the 
growers. For other sections, however, 
where for some reason or other the 
larger specimen of limes is preferred, 
the experts have provided a cross be- 
tween the West Indian lime and the 
grape fruit. This has been named the 
“Everglade” lime, producing the lar- 
gest fruits of any lime tested in the 
eourse of the official experiments in 
hybridization. The fruit is elliptical, 
measuring from an inch and a half to 
two inches in diameter and from one 
and three-quarters to more than two 
inches in height. Its color is light yel- 
low, without the greenish tinge which 
distinguishes the smaller palmetto va- 
riety. Its characteristics are very sim- 
ilar to those of the smaller fruit, of 
course, but it has the advantage of 
producing at least a half an ounce 
more fruit content on the average than

work with other hybrids. This has re- 
sulted in the production of the Morton 
citrange, so named in recognition of 
the valuable services to agriculture of 
the late Hon. J. Sterling Morton of 
Nebraska, secretary of agriculture un- 
der Cleveland. 

The experiments in this instance 
were made at Eustis, Fla., the original 
fruit from which this hybrid developed 
having been a cross of the trifoliage 
orange with pollen of the sweet orange. 
This cross fruit produced forty seed- 
lings, of which eleven developed un- 
mistakable signs of the true hybrid in 
exhibiting clearly intermediate char- 
acter of foliage. As a dessert fruit or 
for eating at any time it has been 
found to be much superior to the two 
citranges developed prior to last win- 
ter, while it is as desirable for mak- 
ing a beverage similar to lemonade or 
limeade. Its rather firm membranes, 
separating the segments of the fruit, 
permit easy extraction of the pulp 
with a spoon, thereby putting it at 
once into the class with grape fruit. It 
has a very slight bitter taste and when 
served with sugar can be made to 
meet every demand of individual taste. 
For ordinary eating it is a little more 
sour than the ordinary sweet orange, 
but not any more so than some of the 
80 called sweet oranges which find 
their way to the markets of the big 
cities. It is practically a seedless fruit. 
A feature of interest to consumers of 
this new fruit is the probability that it 
will be less expensive than oranges, 
for instance, because greater hardiness 
of the hybrid makes possible its culti- 
vation in sections where trees of simi- 
lar species are killed by frost. While 
the cold resistant quality of the Mor- 
ton has not been tested to its limit, the 
record of experiments shows that it 
went through all the winters at Glen 
St. Mary, Fla., since 1899 without los- 
ing its leaves. Several severe freezes 
which were disastrous to other species 
and seriously affected the orange in- 
dustry even much farther south oc- 
curred during this time. Buds eight 
months old experienced without no- 
ticeable effect a temperature going 
down to 15 degrees. Experiments in 
Georgia returned similarly successful 
results in temperature falling to 8 de- 
grees, showing that it can be grown 
not only wherever the orange is suc- 
cessful, but in additional localities 
where the orange could not survive the 
low temperature. This is an important 
feature as respects the availability of 
the fruit as a market commodity, a 
fact which is of general interest at 
such times as a great freeze in the 
south, when an orange crop may be 
killed off in a single night. 

Pineapples, which enter so largely in- 
to table use, either as a fresh fruit, a 
preserve or in the preparation of a 
beverage, have also been the subject 
of experiments by the fruit specialists 
of the department. When the experts 
began this work some years back there 
was no technical literature on the sub- 
ject available for their guidance. Ex- 
periments at West Palm Beach did not 
result as well as anticipated when first 
started, so finally the hybrid seed ob- 
tained in the course of crossing experi- 
ments was planted in a government 
greenhouse in Washington. When the 
young hybrid plants had reached a 
height of from six to eight inches they 
were shipped south and transplanted 
at the subtropical garden at Miami, 
Fla. Heretofore it has been asserted 
by growers that eight years was the 
time required for a pineapple to bear 
fruit, but these experiments have dem- 
onstrated that it can be done in four 
years if the plants are properly han- 
dled and nurtured. 

To test the progress made from year 
to year pineapples grown from these 
experimental plants have been brought 
to Washington and compared with the 
best fruits obtainable in the Washing- 
ton markets. In every case the ex- 
perts found the flavor of the hybrids 
to be superior, and from this they have 
deduced the idea that the commercial 
line has been grown so many years 
without seed propagation that the old 
varieties have deteriorated. To main- 
tain the highest quality a return to 
seed propagation is recommended by 
some of the experts, so that recent ex- 
periments may turn out not only to 
have produced new hybrids, but to 
have started a rejuvenation of the old 
species which had received a minimum 
of scientific care in the rush of com- 
mercial. development. 


Conquering the Colorado. 

The first of the great American riv- 
ers to be completely held in bondage 
by a dam will be the Colorado, says 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. The La- 
guna dam, twelve miles above Yuma, 
Ariz., will be completed by the govern- 
ment in two years. It will be 4,800 
feet long and will be secured at the 
ends in the mountains which compress 
the Colorado at that point into this 
narrow width. The dam will consist 
of three massive concrete parallel 
walls, the spaces filled with stones 
and the whole width of the dam on 
top 244 feet. This great barrier will 
weigh 600,000 tons, and, although it 
wil! not rest upon rock, its weight will 
be such that not even the Colorado 
will be able to dislodge it. In low wa- 
ter the dam will back the river up and 
afford irrigation for 100,000 acres of 
rich bottom land, and in flood time the 
Colorado will thunder over the top.

Studing Geology 
In Alaska 


The following from the Daily Record 
Miner of Juneau, Alaska, under the 
heading, ‘‘A man of Renown Among 


Us,’’ is of interest to our citizens. 
The mission here of T. A. Watson, 
who accompanied Prof: Orosby to 


Juneau and is a guest of Mr. W. H. 
Hlile and family, is one in the interest 
of science as well as business and 
pleasure. Ile proposes to make a spe- 
cial study of the geolégical conditions 
existing in this district. His past life 
is intimately associated with the scien- 
tific and commercial development of the 
United States. Mr. Watson was asso- 
ciated with and made the first electric 
telephone for Prof. Bell and was associ- 
ated with him in all the experiments 
by which the telephone was perfected. 
In fact, Mr. Watson heard the first 
sound ever spoken through a telephone, 
which was introduced in 1874, He 
was superintendent of the first tele- 
phone company ever formed and estab- 
lished the first exchanges. He filled 
the position of general superintendent 
of the company until 1881, when he re- 
tired from the telephone business and 
has never been actively engaged in it 
since. In 1884 Mr. Watson engaged in 
the shipbuilding business on a small 
scale to experiment with some new in- 
ventions pertaining to ships, and out 
of this small beginning has grown the 
great Fore River Shipbuilding Compa- 
ny of Boston, the largest shipbuilding 
plant on the Atlantic coast, employing 
upwards of four thousand men, with a 
pay roll of from fifty thousand to sixty 
thousand dollars a week. As president 
of that company he built battleships, 
cruisers, torbedo boats and torpedo 
boat destroyers, passenger and mer- 
chant ships, and among other big ships 
the great seven-masted schooner Thom- 
as W. Lawson, which has a carrying 
capacity of 7,000 tons of coal. Mr. 
Watson retired from the shipbuilding 
business about two years ago, and is 
now giving his time entirely to the 
study of geology. He says he consid- 
ers the district about Juneau marvel- 
ously interesting. He will remain here 
until about the 14th of this month, 
when he and Prof. Crosby will take a 
trip to the westward.

GERMAN GLEE CLUBS. 


Early Days of the Saengerfests In 
This Country. 

In the early days of saengerfests in 
this country they were held annually. 
The third saengerfest was held in New 
York in 1852, and many Newark Ger- 
mans attended. Below are given ex- 
tracts from the Newark Daily Adver- 
tiser, printed at the time: 

June 10, 1852.—The German glee 
clubs of New York will celebrate the 
third annual festival in New York 
this year on the 19th to 22d of June. 
The New York Journal of Commerce 
states that the glee clubs from abroad 
will be received by the New York 
clubs and honored with a torchlight 
procession. The principal performance 
will take place at the Academy of 
Music, Fourteenth street, when the 
choruses will be sung by over 1,200 
male voices, accompanied by an or- 
chestra of 100 pieces. On the 22d will 
be held a picnic on the Bloomingdale 
road, opposite Striker’s bay. 

June 22.—Third musical jubilee of 
German singers, Saturday to Tuesday, 
19th to 22d. The execution of the 
“Magic Flute” overture by 1,200 voices 
Was very uncommon and surprising by 
the New York clubs and was received 
with great applause. The Eintrachts 
of Newark sang “Wallisischer Schif- 
fergesang” in a distinguished manner. 
But the most marked performance was 
Martin Luther's “Ein Feste Burg Ist 
Unser Gott,” arranged by Finke. We 
felt immediately what religious music 
really is—how grand, solemn and sub- 
lime such a hymn is when performed 
by a large orchestra and hundreds of 
voices, It was something to be re- 
membered long. Kossuth was present 
during an intermission and was cheer- 
ed.— Newark News.

Nantasket 
Fares 


Not Wholly 
Satisfactory 
Says Mayor 
Thompson 


Fifteen-cent fare from City Square 
to Nantasket would benefit only the 
people of Wards One and Two of the 
city, and therefore the city generally is 
not pleased with the recommendation 
of the Railroad Commissioners. Mayor 
Thompson wheu interviewed said: 

Ata hearing given last year before 
the Railroad Commission on the peti- 
tion of the Mayor and City Council to 
reduce fares between Quincy, Nantas- 
ket and Brockton, the commission re- 
fused to act in the Brockton matter as 
it was their intention to require the 
railway to rebuild a large part of its 
line between Quincy and Brockton, at 
once, and, in view of the large ex pendi- 
ture made necessary, they felt they 
could not ask for a reduction of rates 
as the fare-limit rate, so-called, 
applicable to through 
against which we were protesting, had 
been approved and endorsed prior to 
our petition by the Railroad Commis- 
sion. 

The Nantasket Beach matter was 
looked upon with some degree of favor, 
but action thereon would be postponed 
until the opening of the present season. 

The Board did not act before its de- 
parture for Europe this year, and it is 
Only now, after repeated urging, they 
have decided to recommend that the 
rate from Quincy Square to Nantasket 
be fifteen cents. 

I consider this not wholly satisfactory, 
failing as it does to meet the public 
demand, The fifteen vent rate should 
apply to the whole city to be of any 
material value. 

This decision shows me we are con- 
sidered simply as a small part of the 
Old Colony Railway system, and treated 
on the basis of revenne income as a 
fractional part of the system as a whole. 

In my opinion, the city should, in 
the future, obtain concessions before 
granting valuable rights in the public 
streets.

MAGNIFICENT CROP YEAR. 


New York Central Vice President 
Sees Fine Business For Railroads. 
W. C. Brown, senior vice president 

and acting president of the New York 

Central system, who recently returned 

from a western trip of 3,000 miles in 

the wheat and corn belts, visited Indi- 
ena, Illinois, Missouri and Iowa and 
prepared special and careful reports 
on the conditions prevailing in Kansas 
and Nebraska, says the New York 

Su@. His view is that the crops in al! 

these states are remarkable both as to 

quantity and quality. 

“I believe,” he said, “that the United 
States this year will harvest a larger 
quantity of grain of all sorts than 
ever before and will market it at a 
better price, considering the size of 
the crops. 

“The wheat crop in those six states, 
in which I have personally made inves- 
tigation, will be magnificent. In each 
instance it will be of a remarkable size 
and the quality will be the best that I 
have ever seen. Kansas this year is 
going to produce a wheat crop of about 
90,000,000 bushels. Last year it pro- 
duced 87,000,000 bussels, but that will 
easily be surpassed this year, judging 
from a careful estimate by counties 
which was based in part on thrashing 
returns. 

“The corn crop is in splendid condi- 
tion. It has had plenty of moisture, 
and, given a month or so of good warm 
weather, it will turn out exceptionally 
well. In Kansas and Nebraska a corn 
crop on as large a scale as ever before 
is practically assured. Iowa will pro- 
duce 350,000,000 bushels of corn and 
possibly 355,000,000 bushels. In Mis- 
souri, with the exception of four coun- 
ties in the northeast, all the counties 
will have great corn crops. With the 
splendid corn prospects so near realiza- 
tion the railroads both in the east and 
west can look forward to a year of 


splendid business.” 
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United States Closely Watching 
the Cuban Revolution 


IT WILL BE SHORT-LIVED 


Has Received About All the Ac- 
cessions it Will Be Likely to 
Gain--Public Confidence Is 
Strengthened by Troops 


Washington, Aug. 22.—The United 
States will not permit the government 
in Cuba to be overturned. Should the 
insurrection assume formidable propor- 
tions troops will be sent to the island 
to assist the government in quelling it. 
The state department is disposed to be- 
lieve that the present reign of lawless- 
ness will be shortlived, and that Presi- 
dent Palma will be able to cope with it. 

No steps toward rendering assistance 
will be taken unless Mr. Sleeper, the 
American charge of affairs, shall notify 
the department that the insurrection 
threatens the stability of the govern- 
ment. This government has, through 
its representatives, been watching de- 
velopments in the island closely for 
several months. It knew several weeks 
ago that an insurrection was being 
planned, but its information all along 
has been that the uprising would not 
become a serious menace to the govern- 
ment. 

But little definite information has 
been received with reference to the 
cause of the insurrection. Govern- 
ment officials are disposed to say that 
it is the outgrowth of the southern 
tendency to revolt. Within the last few 
months many complaints of the Palma 
administration have been received at 
the state department. One of the chief 
complaints is that the agreement under 
the Platt amendment to complete and 
maintain a sanitary system has not 
been carried out. 

Complainants have been writing ask- 
ing this government to force the Palma 
administration to live up to the spirit 
of the Platt amendment. It is thought 
that some of the men who are behind 
the present insurrection may have in- 
spired the complaints. 


Unconfirmed Rumors of Fights 

Havana, Aug. 22.—The indications 
are that the revolution in western Cuba 
already has practically reached its 
maximum, The government and peo- 
ple generally believe the movement has 
received about all the accessions it will 
be likely to gain. 

The promptness of the government 
in arresting suspected leaders and plot- 
ters in Havana and elsewhere and in 
sending reinforcements to the disturbed 
districts has had an excellent effect in 
strengthening public confidence and 
overawing sympathizers with the move- 
ment. 

On the other hand, peaceable inhab 
itants of the cities of Pinar del Rio, 
Consolacion del Suro, San Juan del 
Martinez and other western towns are 
in hourly apprehension of the attack 
and occupation of those places. The 
fact that probably 1000 insurgents are 
agitempting to concentrate in the prov- 
ince of Pinar del Rio upon towns inade- 
quately guarded by small detachments 
of rural guards, mostly inexperienced 
in warfare, makes the situation grave. 

There have been many rumors of 
fights at various points in the province 
of Pinar del Rio, but they have not 
been confirmed by government or press 
dispatches. However, night attacks 
on the city of Pinar del Rio and other 
towns continue to be regarded as a 
probability. The government wires are 
working freely. The guard at Pinar 
del Rio, Consolacion del Sur and San 
Juan del Martinez have received rein- 
forcements of 200 troops. The loyal 
citizens are well equipped to repel in- 
vasions. 

There was some fighting yesterday in 
Havana province and more is hourly 
expected. A detachment of rural 
guards encountered a portion of Ban- 
dera’s band, at which shots were ex- 
changed at close range. One insurgent 
was killed and the others scattered. 


For Final Peace Arrangements 

San Jose, C. R., Aug. 22.—The gov- 
ernment of Costa Rica recently ex- 
tended formal invitations to Guate- 
mala, Salvador and Honduras to meet 
here, in accordance with the conven- 
tion recently signed on board the Unit- 
ed States cruiser Marblehead, and the 
Costa Rican independence day, Sept. 
15, was suggested as the date for the 
meeting. The three republics men- 
tioned cordially accepted the invitation. 


Police Found Much Booty 

New York, Aug. 22.—Henry W. 
Swandt, a distributing clerk in the 
parcel department at the general post- 
otfice, was arrested last night on a 
charge of embezzlement from the mails. 
A search of Swandt’s rooms, the polie¢ 
say, resulted in the discovery of alleged 
stolen property estimated to be worth 
nearly $5000, which included watches 
and jewelry.

Tampa, Fla., Aug. 22.—While the 
Polk county authorities were bringing 
Will Lawrence, a negro, to Tampa last 
night, to prevent his being lynched, a 
mob at Mulberry, also in Polk county, 
hanged John Bapes, a negro, and rid- 
dled his body with bullets. Bapes at- 
tempted to killa whiteman. Lawrence 
was charged with an attempted crim- 

inal assault on a white woman. 
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Gas Caused Mine Explosion 

Mahanoy City, Pa., Aug. 22—By an 
explosion of gas In the Vulcan colliery 
Charles Stankus and John Maruka 
were killed instantly, five persons prob- 
ably were fatally injured and about a 
dozen others were overcome by after- 
damp. The fourth lift of the mine was 
completely wrecked. Superintendent 
Jones says that he cannot account for 
the explosion. 


Faliing Ashes Scared Neapolitans 

Naples, Aug. 22.—A violent storm 
caused thick clouds of ashes from 
Mount Vesuvius to fall over Naples, 
causing great alarm among the inhabt- 
itants, who feared another eruption of 
the volcano. Their fears were ca!med 
on the receipt of a telegram from the 
observatory on Vesuvius, saying that 
the latter was perfectly calm. 


Will Not Permit Agitation 
Odessa, Aug. 22.—It is authorita- 
tively stated that the government con- 
templates sweeping changes in the 
governorships of southern and south- 
western Russia in consequence of the 
alarming increase of anarchy. ‘The 
new governors will be fully empowered 
to carry out the policy of merciless re- 
pression of agitation. 
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Regiment Commander Kilied 
Samara, Aug. 22—The commander 
of the Borissov regiment was attacked 
and killed at his residence here, The 
murderers escaped, after saturating 
the body of their victim with methy- 
lated alcohol and setting it on fire,

Number of Killed In Earthquake 
Not Definitely Known 


LOSSES ARE $100,000,000 


Sailors From Chilean Fleet Did 
Good Work at Valparaiso-- 
Papers Had Published Prog- 
nostigation ot Catastrophe 


Valparaiso, Aug. 22.—The loss of life 
by the earthquake of Thursday, Aug. 
16, probably will not be short of 3000, 
while the property destroyed Is_ esti- 
mated at $100,000,000 and possibly is 
far in excess of that sum. 

Order is being maintained with the 
utmost severity by the military, police 
and armed citizens’ patrols, who are 
empowered to shoot looters on the spot. 
The authorities are showing the ut- 
most energy in the protection of prop- 
erty. 

With the first terrible shock of the 
earthquake buildings collapsed, their 
walls falling with a tremendous noise. 
The inmates in many cases were un- 
able to escape. ‘The shock was fol- 
lowed almost immediately by a fierce 
storm, the wind prostrating walls that 
had been weakened by the earthquake, 
and these broke trolley wires, which 
flashed incessantly. The second shock 
-was even heavier than the first. 

Five minutes afterward fires started 
In every direction, and immediately the 
whole town, which had been mo- 
mentarily in darkness, was illuminated 
with the lurid splendor of gigantic 
flames. 

The authorities of Valparaiso have 
taken over the feeding of the people, 
and provisions are being brought in 
from places that were not destroyed. 

Slight earthquake shocks are con- 
tinuing. The people have not yet re- 
turned to their homes, but are sleeping 
on the surrounding hills and in the 
streets and squares. ‘The fires have all 
been extinguished. More than 100 men 
taken in the act of commiting robberies 
have been shot. 

The opportune arrival of the Chilean 
fleet which steamed into the Valpa- 
raiso harbor to be here to welcome Sec- 
retary of State Root helped to save the 
situation. As in San Francisco, the 
sailors from the warships were lauded 
and placed in charge of the city pend- 
ing the arrival of the government 
troops. They patrolled the waterfront 
and guarded the wrecked banks and 
other buildings containing valuables, 


A strange fact in connection with 
the earthquake is that the daily papers 
here published a prognostication of the 
catastrophe several hours in advance of 
the first shocks. The first shock came 
in the midst of a terrific rainstorm, at 
7:50 o'clock on Thursday evening. A 
few minutes later a second shock of al- 
most equal violence completed the work 
of destruction. In darkness the panic- 
stricken people fled through the streets, 
which were choked with heaps of de- 
bris. Since that time more than 150 
tremors of lesser violence have shaken 
Valparaiso. 

It is evident that Valparaiso is the 
centre of the seismic disturbances, 
most of the destruction among the 
smaller cities having occurred within 
100 miles of this place. While the de- 
struction was considerable at the cap- 
ital city of Santiago; 75 miles to the 
south, that city suffered far less than 
Valparaiso. 

The greatest force of the shock here 
seemed to centre around the commer- 
celal district where the banks are situ- 
ated. Most of the buildings there were 
either demolished or badly damaged. 
Practically the whole of the eastern 
two-thirds of the city also is destroyed. 

A strong wind which came up from 
the south on Saturday spread the fires 
which were raging throughout the 
eastern part of the city, completing the 
destruction of the residence district. 
Probably not more than 20 percent of 
the buildings in the city have been 
spared from the effects of the fire and 
the earthquake shocks. 

The banks at Valparaiso are mostly 
safe and the damage to the commercial! 
centre is not serious, but the populous 
quarter bas been completely wrecked. 
All railway and street car traffic in this 
vicinity has been interrupted. On 
Aug. 19 there was a strong convulsion 
at Valparaiso, which produced a fur- 
ther panic. 


Suggests Futher Earthquakes 

Washington, Aug. 22—The back- 
bone of the American continent has 
meningitis, according to Dr. C. W. 
Hayes, chief geologist of the geological 
survey and one of the world’s experts 
in seismology. That was the way 
Hayes put it as he summarized an ex- 
planation of scientific phases and 
showed the relation of the recent Sap 
Francisco to the Chilean earthquake 
horror. Hayes’ explanation of what 
has happened in the last few months of 
remarkable seismic activity is, by in- 
ference, also a Prediction of more 
troubles in future. Indeed, he went 
further than merely to show the possi- 
bility of further disturbances: he sug- 
gested the probability of them and 
where they would be most likely to take 
place. If Hayes’ reasoning is good, the 
period of extreme seismic activity may 
be regarded as most likely to bring out- 
breaks in that-region of the American 
Pacific mountain Tanges not yet af- 
fected; that is, along that Section of the 
Pacific coast mountains between Chile 
and California. Peru, Ecuador and 
Mexico would, by this reasoning, be 
next in line for troubles.

Boston, Aug. 22.—“We are conduct. 
ing a rigid investigation into whatever 
dealings Griffin or Mrs. Tennyson may 
have had with insurance Companies ip 
the past,” said Attorney Morse jn dis- 
cussing the complaint of alleged forgery 
of an insurance application entereg 
by the New York Life Insurance com. 
pany against Mrs. Mary A. Tennyson 
and her brother, Dennis Griffin, of 208 
Commercial street. 

“Policies taken out in various con. 
cerns under the name of Dennis Grif. 
fin are being probed in an effort to learn 
whether they relate to the man now 
under arrest.” 

Charged with being accessories be 
fore and after the fact in the forging 
of the name of Dennis Griffin to one 
application for a $3000 policy, Mrs 
Tennyson and Griffin pleaded not guilty 
in the police court and were held for 
trial on Aug. 23. 

It is alleged that Thomas Nelson, a 
man of vigorous health, impersonated 
Griffin, who Is said to be dying of con- 


sumption. Meanwhile Nelson is cruis- 
ing the high seas, 
Mrs. Griffin conducts a lodging 


house at her Commercial street abode, 
and Nelson is said to have been [ntl- 
miately acquainted with her.

Great Apple Crop Promised 

Boston, Aug. 22.—A canvass made 
by the Boston Chamber of Commerce 
in regard to the apple crop in the New 
England states for the year 1906 Is re- 
ported to have found the fall varieties 
in excess of last year. The winter 
varieties do not promise to be quite so 
plentiful. Reports also from all seec- 
tions of this country and Canada show 
that the apple crop this year will be 
greatly in excess of any recent year 
and of an exceptionally fine quality. 

Almost a Curiosity 

Gloucester, Mass., Aug. 22.—Schoon- 
er Francis J. O'Hara brought two tile 
fish caught 3S miles southeast of 
George’s north shoal. The tile fish are 
the first that have been brought In this 
year. A number of years ago a large 
quantity of these fish, which are ex- 
tremely palatable, appeared in great 
numbers to the southeast of the Nan- 
tucket shoals. Some unknown foe at- 
tacked the fish and they were slaugh- 
tered by millions. 


Claims Reason Is Restored 

Hartford, Aug. 22—Papers have 
been served on state officials in the 
move to have Daniel J. Curtiss released 
from the Connecticut hospital for the 
insane. Curtiss was committed to the 
hospital last March for attempting to 
shoot L. F. Heublein of this city, it 
having developed during the trial that 
his mind was affected. It Is now at 
leged that Curtiss has recovered his 
reason. 


Accused of Heavy Larceny 

Worcester, Mass., Aug. 22.—Charged 
with grand larceny, Frederick Willard, 
aged 33 years, was arrested at his home 
here last night. The complainant Its 
Abraham Solomon, manager for A. 
Solomon & Co., New York, for which 
firm, it is alleged, Willard was formerly 
bookkeeper and confidential clerk. 
Willard is accused of systematically 
stealing between $8000 and $10,000. 


Embers Set Steamer Afire 

Millinocket, Me. Aug. 22.—The 
steamer reported burned by the forest 
fire in the vieinity of Norcross was the 
Gypsie, owned by the Norcross Trans- 
portation company. It caught fire 
from flying embers. Forest fires which 
have been burning for a week near 
Joe Mary mountain do not seem to 
make much headway and the damage 
has not been heavy.

Adams, Mass., Aug. 22.—A 5 percent 
increase in wages will be made this 
week at the cotton warp manufactur- 
ing mills of Adams Bros. and W. C. 
Plunkett & Sons, both of this town. 
With this Increase all of the cotton 
mills in this town will have advanced 
wages 5 percent during the past two 
weeks. 


Charged With Embezzlement 

Boston, Aug. 22.—Walter C. Tafton 
of Everett, bookkeeper for C. F. Hovey 
& Co., dry goods dealers of this city. 
was arrested last night on a charge of 
embezzling money from the firm. The 
exact amount of the alleged shortage 
is not yet known. Experts are now 
working on his books. 


Fought Postoffice Inspectors 

Boston, Aug. 22.—Francis B. Con- 
way, a clerk in the Back Bay postal 
station, was arrested on Clarendon 
street after a desperate chase early this 
morning on a charge of stealing letters 
eontaining money. The man was cap- 
tured after he had fought two post- 
office inspectors.

pid Not Want Hlinois Demo- 
crats’ Endorsement Unless Sul- 
livan Was Repudiated, but He 
Is Endorsed After a Wrangle 


Peoria, Ills., Aug. 22.—By a vote of 
1038 to 570, the Democratic state con- 
yention placed upon the table the re- 
quest of W. J. Bryan for the resigna- 
tion of Roger Sullivan from the na- 
tional Committee. Despite the fact 


that Bryan had declared that he did 
not wish to be endorsed unless Sulli- 
yan was repudiated, the convention de- 
clared him to be the one and only man 
capable of leading the Democratic 
party to victory in 1908. 

The endorsement of Bryan and the 
tabling of the motion calling for the 
resignation of Sullivan came at the 
close of a most exciting session of the 
convention, in which there were several 
fights and throughout which confusion 
reigned supreme. The committee on 
resolutions declined to report a plank 
calling for the resignation of Sullivan 
and the debate followed upon a motion 
made jn the convention by Judge 
Thompson of Jacksonville, calling for 
Sullivan’s resignation. 

It had been agreed that each side 
should have 45 minutes in which to pre- 
sent its side of the case and Thompson 
was the first advocate of the cause of 
Bryan. 
Sullivan's friends by the unsparing 
manner in which be dwelt upon the 
last Democratic convention at Spring- 
tield. He strode up and down the plat- 
form, his face white with wrath aud 
his form shaking with the intensity of 
his feelings. His caustic criticisms 
finally lost him the ear of the conven- 
tlon and he might never have beer 
able to conclude his speech if Sullivan 
bad not personally requested quiet. 

Sullivan, who followed Thompson, 
and who was the first speaker in his 
own behalf, declared that the ear of 
Bryan had been poisoned against him 
and the demand for his resignation 
sprang from his personal enemies. 

Great feeling was displayed on both 
sides during the debate, and at times 
personalities of a disagreeable char- 
acter were made by various speakers. 
The end came on a motion that the re- 
quest for the resignation of Sullivan be 
laid on the table. Feeling during the 
rolicall on this proposition ran very 
high. 

The platform demands the revision 
of the present tariff laws, the use of 
large campaign funds for the “corrup- 
tion of the electors” is denounced and 
the passage of a law preventing con- 
tributions to campaign funds by insur- 
ance companies is urged. The recent 
congress Is denounced for “its sur- 
render to the meat trust, railroads and 
the Standard Oil company.” 


‘Jerome Comes Back at Murphy 

New York, Aug. 22.—A statement by 
Charles F. Murphy that he found no 
sentiment in Tammany Hall for Jerome 
as a prospective nominee of the Demo- 
eratic party for governor, but that, on 
the contrary he found plenty of senti- 
ment for Hearst, brought a quick re- 
sponse from Jerome. Murpby had de- 
clared that the Tammany delegation to 
Buffalo undoubtedly would be bound 
by the unit rule and that Tammany 
delegations usually were guided by the 
sentiment of the organization. 

ln a reply to Murphy, Jerome de- 
clares it was no surprise to bim to find 
Murphy practically declaring for 
Hearst, and among other things he 
aays: 

“*Birds of a feather flock together’ 
aud when a_ person ‘intellectually 
sterile, socially vulgar and morally 
obtuse,’ insults the decent people of 
the state, irrespective of party, by seek- 
ing the nomination of a political party 
by advancing dollars and not ideas, 
and by methods akin to those of the 
blackmailer, no thinking man could 
doubt where Murphy could be found. 

“I should fear I had iost all my ideals 
if I found men of this type supporting 
me, except under absolute compulsion. 
If I ever come to have any influence in 
the Democratic party it will be used to 
drive out of it base bosses of this type. 

“The fight is not to destroy parties, 
Parties are essential to the proper 
working of our political institutions. 
The fight is to free the parties from 
just such men as Murphy; to deprive 
them of their control of the executive 
machinery, to restore it to the discharge 
of the functions for which it was cre- 
ated.” 


A Five-Cornered Contest 

Atlanta, Aug. 22.—What has been 
probably the most bitterly fought po- 
litical campaign in the history of 
Georgia ends today with the state 
Democratic primaries. Owing to the 
large predominance of the Democratic 
vote in the state the decision will be 
equivalent to an election. Five candi- 
dates for governor are in the field. They 
are Clark Howell, editor of The Con- 
stitution; Hoke Smith, formerly secre- 
tary of the interior; J. M. Estill, editor 
of the Savannah Morning News; Rich- 
ard B. Russell of Jackson county, and 
James M. Smith, millionaire land owner 
and farmer. ¥

Forma! Launch of Cannon Boom 

Springfield, Ills., Aug. 22—A treas- 
urer of state, superintendent of public 
instruction and four trustees of the 
state university were nominated by the 
Republicans of Illinois in a convention 
which was marked by harmony and 
good feeling. The presidential boom 
of Joseph G. Cannon for 1908 was given 
an enthusiastic endorsement by the 
convention. The convention unani- 
mously endorsed Senator Cullom. Out- 
side of the endorsement of Cannon for 
president and Cullom for re-election, 
there was little of general interest in 
the proceedings. The fight for state 
treasurer Was the most spirited of the 
convention, but John F. Smulski won 
easily on the second ballot. The resolu- 
tions contain an endorsement of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's administration, of L- 
linols’ senators and representatives in 
congress and of the administration of 
Governor Dineen. 


Satisfied With Second Place 

Boston, Aug. 22—Henry M. Whit- 
ney, who recently announced his candi- 
dacy for the Democratic nomination 
for governor, gave out a statement last 
night, when advised of the rumor that 
former Governor Douglas had _ con- 
sented to again become a candidate for 
the office, saying that he would wish 
to withdraw in favor of Douglas and 
seek the second place, that of lieu- 
tenant governor, on the party ticket. 


Not Seeking the Nomination 

Monument Beach, Mass., Aug. 22.— 
Ex-Governor Douglas authorizes the 
statement that he will neither deny nor 
affirm the report that he is willing to 
become the Democratic candidate for 
governor, provided he did not have to 
make a contest for the delegates, and 
that, as two other men are contend- 
ing for the nomination, he would con- 
sider it undignified to enter any con- 
test. 


Tammany Wiii Be Weill Represented 

New York, Aug. 22.—The tickets to 
the reception to William J. Bryan on 
Aug. 30, as allotted to the various state 
delegations, have been issued by the re- 
ception committee. These tickets are 
for reserved seats and number about 
2500. Tammany Hall will receive T500 
tickets, but they do not entitle the hold- 
ers to reserved seats. 


Brownsville Loses Military Post 

Washington, Aug. 22.—The negro 
federal troops have been ordered out of 
Texas. Instead of going to Fort Rinug- 
gold, which is about 100 miles from 
Fort Brown, the negro battalion of the 
Twenty-tifth infantry has been ordered 
to Fort Reno, Okla. By direction of 
the president General Bell will make a 
thorough investigation of the whole 
Brownsville affair and report to the 
president. Fort Brown is to be aban- 
doned. 


Peasants Overpowered Police 

Tsaritsyn, Russia, Aug. 22.—A divin- 
ity student named Ilyin, who was ar- 
rested for activity in the revolutionary 
propaganda among the peasantry, was 
on a train when a mob of 7000 peasants 
arrived and threatened to destroy the 
station and kill the chief of police un- 
less he released Ilyin. This was done, 
and the peasants bore off Ilyin on their 
shoulders. 


Deal Involving $50,000,000 
Buffalo, Aug. 22.—President Hub- 
bel of the Consolidated Telephone 
company confirms a report that the 
Consolidated has bought from the 
Great Eastern Telephone company the 
latter’s franchise to maintain and op- 
erate telephone, telegraph lines and 
electric lights in New York city. The 

amount paid is said to be $50,000,000. 


Pugilist Corbett In Court 

Jamaica, L. I., Aug. 22.—James J. 
Corbett, the pugilist, was put under 
$500 bonds to keep the peace by Judge 
Fleming in court here. Corbett was 
accused by Joseph Graul, a milkman, 
with threatening to do him harm. It 
was stated that Corbett and Graul 
quarreled because of the milkman’s 
treatment of Corbett’s dog. 


Forest Fires Checked 

St. John, Aug. 22.—Dispatches tell 
of welcome thunder showers which 
will do much to stay the ravaging for- 
est fires. Great damage, however, has 
already been done. ‘The fires on the 
Miramichi are reported to be the worst 
in years, and a long and heavy rain 
will be necessary to quench them. 


Steamship May Not Be Saved 

Honolulu, Aug. 22.—The condition of 
the stranded steamship Manchuria is 
said to be more serious than at any 
time since she stranded. A proposi- 
tion is now being considered to dredge 
a channel from where the Manchuria 
now lies to deep water.

BOSTON LETTER. 


All Reports Show Splendid 
Business Conditions. 


JAMES MELLEN’S DISINFECTANT. 


Quincy Has Trouble With His 
Record In Bryan Year. 


It is nearly time for fervid Demo- 
cratic orators to begin to tell the coun- 
try and the state that unless there isa 


change of administration we shall soon 
be on the rocks. For a great many 
years this wail of woe has been sounded 
in the ears of the people by Democrats 
anxious to get into office or engaged in 
attempts to further their own private 
interests. 

It is easy to fool the people at times, 
but a somewhat awkward task to en- 
deavor to fly in the face of apparent 
facts vouched for by the highest uu- 
thority. All through the country the 
thrill of prosperity pervades the indus- 
trial and financial fabric. R. G. Dun’s 
weekly review of trade Saturday de- 
clared that each week brings a new 
highwater mark in some department 
of business or trade, and the net result 
is uniformly better than for the Cor- 
responding week in any previous yeur. 
Abundant crops and an oversold steel 
market engender sentiments of conti- 
dence that make the outlook great for 
a continuance of present prosperous 
business conditions. The improvement 
in cotton goods is pronounced 

In Massachusetts, as everywhere 
else, the shoe industry is enjoying the 
very height of prosperity. Leading 
manufacturers have sufficient orders on 
hand to maintain full time until work 
begins on spring contracts. In addi- 
tion to that it is quite evident that busi- 
ness all over the country is much bet- 
ter than last year, as the number of 
failures have decreased 25 percent. 

The Republican party has been 
undisputed control of the national gov- 
ernment for nearly 10 years and during 
that time prosperity has been constant. 

It Is an extremely significant fact 
that almost invariably Republican ruie 
has brought great prosperity, while 
Democratic control of the nation has 
been almost invariably accompanied 
by disaster to business, manufacturing 
and finance. It would almost seem as 
if Democrats would finally become ex- 
tremely weary of attempting to creat 
an impression that greater prosperity 
would accrue in trusting the govern- 
ment to their charge. History refutes 
such a claim in‘unmistakable language. 


Fitzgerald and Metropolitan Boston. 

Mayor Fitzgerald of Boston has again 
broken loose in a tirade against the 
state government on the score of unjust 
burdens placed upon the city of Boston. 
Year after year that is what Demo- 
cratic mayors in Boston have been do- 
ing, and year after year they have been 
going up to the legislature on Beacon 
Hill and importuning the legislature 
to impose still greater burdens upon 
the city of Boston. Such tactics are dis- 
gusting in the extreme. 

It looks as if someone at city hali 
would rather spend the money of the 
city in the purchase of cheap disin- 
fectants at large prices, than in payiog 
for water systems. sewerage systems, 
or anything else really useful to the 
citizens of the metropolis. The grafters 
get no percentage out of the money paid 
to the state in taxes, but it is apparent 
that a large percentage of the money 
spent by the city for municipal pur- 
poses is diverted into tne pockets of 
private parties. Boston tax-payers can 
have a genuine satisfaction in knowing 
that so much of the amount as they 
pay annually in state taxes goes for 
value received, while that part of their 
taxes devoted to municipal expend'- 
tures would have to be traced by a de- 
tective agency in order to make sure 
what had become of it. 

James H. Mellen of Worcester, that 
ardent reformer from the heart of the 
commonwealth, has gone into the chem- 
ical business. 
to the city of Boston a number of tons 
of a disinfectant which has been pur- 
ehased by the street department, for 
what particular use it does not appear. 
For this compound Mr. Mellen charges 
and receives $50 a ton. The Boston 
Journal, scenting a job, sent a sample 
of the compound to a chemist for 
analysis. This chemist reported that it 
was composed largely of slacked lime 
and salt.

Gulld’s Action Bears Fruit. 

The action of Governor Guild in the 
matter of the New York, New Haveu 
and Hartford railroad holding trolley 
linés contrary to what is understood to 
be the law, has borne immediate fruit. 
That road has transferred its holdings 


in | in New England trolley lines to a vol- 


untary association known as the New 
England Security and Investment com- 
pany. This is a holding company and 
from present indications the New Ha- 
ven has complied with the law as ur- 
derstood by the governor technically, 
but there is every indication that the 
lew company is merely a stalking-horse 
for the New Haven. In other words, 
technically the New Haven road does 
not now control these trolley lines, but 


e | they are under the control of a corpora- 


tion created for that purpose in order 
to clear the law. ‘This corporation 
seems to be the creature of the New 
Haven road, and the actual control of 
the trolley lines has apparently not 
changed. 

It is apparent that the step taken by 
the New Haven road is technically legal 
znd so long as the law remains as it is 
at present, it is evident that nothing 
further can be done. There are some 
who believe the legislature should be 
called upon next year to wipe out the 
law permitting the creation of volua- 
tary associations. If this should come 
about it would cause a number of im- 
portant changes. The Massachusetts 
Electric companies is a voluntary asso- 
ciation formed to take over and control 
a number of central and eastern Massa- 
chusetts trolley lines. The Old Colony 
and the Boston and Northern systems 
are both included in it. There would 
undoubtedly be a bitter fight against 
any legislation to wipe out these vol- 
untary associations.

WHITNEY IS OUT 


In Favor of Douglas For Governor 
of Massachusetts 


A PUZZLING SITUATION 


Quick Reyolution ot Political 
Wheels Leaves Key to Situa- 
tion In Hands ot Moran, Who 
Is Not Yet Ready to Talk 


Boston, Aug. 23.—Developments in 
the contest for the “Democratic gu- 
bernatorial nomination have been so 
rapid within a few hours tifat politicai 
leaders in this city confess that they 
are bewildered. District Attorney Mo- 
ran is the central figure in the compli- 
cated situations. 

The developments have dropped 
Henry M. Whitney from the contest for 
governor, brought former Governor 
William L. Douglas into the field as a 
conditional candidate and placed John 
B. Moran where he may bring about 
party harmony or continue a contest 
against .a number of Democratic lead- 
ers who are opposed to his candidacy. 
The district attorney’s friends con- 


-fidently assert that he will wage his 


fight to a finish and that under no cir- 
cumstance will he withdraw. 

Following closely the publication of 
the announcement that Douglas would 
enter the field against Governor Guild, 
provided he was assured of an ubaui- 
mous nomination, came the appearance 
in this city of Henry J. Skeffington, a 
personal friend of Douglas. After a 
conference with Chairman Quincy of 
the Democratie state committee, Skef- 
fington was closeted with Moran. 

His purpose in visiting the district 
attorney was said to be to bring pres- 
sure to bear on Moran to withdraw 
from the race and thereby prepare the 
way for a convention which would 
nominate Douglas. While the Moran- 
Skeffington conference was in progress 
Whitney, in a letter to Quincy, an- 
nounced his absolute withdrawal from 
the eontest. 

With Whitney positively out of the 
race and Moran's attitude such that 
his withdrawal in favor of -Douglas 
seems a very remote possibility, promi- 
nent Democratic politicians say that 
the probable make-up of the state ticket 
is now an enigma. 

District Attorney Moran, when seen 
at his office late yesterday, declined to 
give any intimation as to the course 
he would pursue. He bad just finished 
reading the afternoon papers when a 
group of reporters filed into his office 
and, instead of answering their ques- 
tions, he delivered a lecture on what 
he termed “frequent inaccuracies” in 
interviews attributed to him. “Here- 
after,” said Moran, “I won't talk 
politics to any one of you. When! have 
anything to say I will write it and send 
it to your offices. Now that goes from 
now untill the end of the campaign.” 

The district attorney closed his desk 
with a bang and hurried out of the of- 
fice. Asked when a statement from him 
might be expected, Moran said: “) 
will issue one when I get ready and not 
before.” 

Josiah Quincy left the city late in the 
afternoon for a short vacation at 
Ipswich. His lieutenants would ven- 
ture no prediction as to who would be 
selected to take Whitney’s place on the 
ticket in the event that Moran de- 
clined to withdraw in favor of Douglas. 
The assertion was made, however, that 
Moran would not be unopposed at the 
convention in this city Oct. 4. 


Douglas Throws a Bombshell 

Boston, Aug. 23.—The Post says: 
Ex-Governor Douglas, who has been 
touted as a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for governor, dils- 
posed of the rumor in an extended com- 
munication issued last night, when he 
pointed out positively that he will not 
enter the fight. He disapproves of 
some methods employed recently, iu 
jockeying with names, and last night 
pointed out the futility of trying to en- 
gage him in any contest for the nomi- 
nation. 


Hoke Smith's Great Victory 


Atlanta, Aug. 23.—The state Demo- 
cratic primaries resulted in a victory 
for Hoke Smith, candidate for govern- 
or, unprecedented in the size of the plu- 
rality. Of the 145 counties in the state, 
Accord- 
ing to returns thus far available, Clark 
Newell carried six counties, J. H. Estill 
of Savannah two, R. B. Russell eight, 
and J. M. Smith three, leaving 16 to 
hear from. This result will give Hoke 
Smith 219 votes in the state convention 
out of 366. His nomination for govern- 
or on the first ballot in the convention 
is assured.

Portland, Me., Aug. 23.—The cam- 
paign in the First congressional! district 
was formally opened here last night 
with a rally, at which Senator Bever- 
idge of Indiana was the speaker. He 
discussed national affairs and urged 
that congressmen and Senators. be 
elected who will support President 
Roosevelt, aid him in his policy of 
purification of American business and 
aggressively support his policy of in- 
creasing the prosperity of the country 
and at the same time uplifting the 
morality of the nation.

Authorities Hadto Fight Against | Hancock Street, Quiney, 


Lack of Water, Robbery and 
Pillage--Famine Reported to 
Exist South of Valparaiso 


Valparaiso, Aug. 23—From_ the 
Plaza de la Victoria, as far as the plaza 
in the section called Las Delicicas, 
four-fifths of the houses are completely 
destroyed and the remaining fifth are 
badly damaged as the result of the 


earthquake last Thursday. 

From the Plaza de la Victoria down 
to the custom house only about one- 
third of the houses sustained damage. 
The banks of the city and the customs 
warehouses were not hurt. With the 
exception of Espiritu Santo, all the 
churches in the city were destroyed, as 
were the hospitals and the theatres. 
The number of dead is more than 2000. 

The tragic scenes of the San Fran- 
cisco disaster were reproduced here. 
There was the fight against fire, the 
lack of water and robbery and pillage. 
The authorities are now beginning to 
get in provisions, and water is being 
again supplied. All the fires are out. 

The first shock lasted four minutes 
and a half and the second two min- 
utes. Most of the houses were thrown 
down by the second shock. 

Estimates of the damage range from 
$25,000,000 to $50,000,000. The Almen- 
dral quarter bas been absolutely de- 
stroyed. 

The people are still camping on the 
surrounding hills and in the streets 
and plazas, and only today are calmness 
and courage returning. The declara- 
tion is made that 80,000 people will 
leave the city. The lack of food is not 
yet serlous. Telegraphic communica- 
tion with Santiago was re-established 
yesterday. 

A messenger who reached Valpa- 
raiso from Quilloto says the loss of life 
there is great, and that many are dying 
for want of medical attention and 
nourishment. He confirms the report 
that the town was practically de- 
stroyed. 

A caravan of provisions started south 
from Valparaiso under military escort, 
and was completely exhausted within 
10 miles of Valparaiso. The train met 
an army of refugees, hungry and suf- 
fering, making their way to Valpa- 
raiso, and their immediate wants were 
supplied. The stores had been intended 
for some of the remote settlements. 

The refugees reported conditions 
further south to be heartrending, and 
that hundreds of injured and helpless 
were actually starving, while the 
healthy had to walk many miles in 
quest of food. Liberal funds have 
been raised, but the scarcity of sup- 
plies and the condition of the roads 
render immediate relief impossible. 
The train service is described by an op- 
erator as a “push-cart combination en- 
gine and coach.” 


Appeal in Behaif of Sufferers 

Boston, Aug. 23.—The following no- 
tice regarding the Valparaiso eartb- 
quake disaster is issued by the Massa- 
chusetts branch of the American Na- 
tional Red Cross: 

“Authoritative news of the great 
gravity of the disaster in Chile has 
been received at the department of 
state, wherefore the exeettire commit- 
tee has ordered a general appeal for 
money to help the sufferers. This 
money will be forwarded immediately, 
through the department of state, to the 
government in Santiago. All contribu- 
tions will be gratefully received and 
promptly forwarded by the treasurer 
of the Massachusetts branch, Gardiner 
M. Lane, 44 State street, Boston.” 


New York Merchants Take Action 

New York, Aug. 23.—The board of 
directors of the Merchants’ Association 
of New York ordered a letter sent to 
the members of the association and 
other citizens of New York asking sub- 
scriptions for the relief of the earth- 
quake sufferers in Chile.

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RUBY EXONERATED 
Result ot Second Inquest on the 
Death of Chauffeur Stafford 

North Andover, Mass., Aug. ,. a 
Reginald B. Stafford, chauffeur for 
Mrs. Mary Sutton, the young man who 


was shot and killed in the drawing 


room of Mrs. Sutton’s residence on the 
night of June 10, is declared to haye 
been a trespasser by a decision just 
rendered by Judge Frye, who conducteq 
the inquest. Frye finds that Stafford’s 
death was due to his own wrongful set 
in entering the house surreptitiously 
and Edward Ruby, the butler, who 
fired the fatal shot, is exonerated of al) 
blame. 

The shooting occurred in the dimly 
lighted drawing room of the residence 
after the members of the family had 
retired, and it was shown that Stafford 
was mistaken for a burelar by Ruby, 
who, hearing a noise, entered the parlor, 
and, seeing a man hiding behind a 
couch, shot him. 

At the inquest held immediately after 
the tragedy Judge Frye discharged 
Ruby and complimented him on bis 
faithfulness to his employer’s inter- 
ests, but at the request of two brothers 
of the dead man the Inquiry wag re- 
opened. The brothers charged that 
Stafford had been killed through jeal- 
ousy because of favors accorded to 
him by Mrs. Sutton. Mrs. Sutton Is the 


widow of General Eben Sutton of New 
York. 
Made Sick by Ice Cream 
Newburyport, Mass., Aug. 23—The 
board of health was notified last night 


of a dozen cases of illness, said to be 
due to impure ice cream, but the board 
has not been able to reach a concty- 
sion. It appears that John Caneta, an 
ice cream dealer, gave away part of the 
stock which he had in his store here. 


He told all those who ate the cream that 
he would not guarantee its purity and 
that those who partook of it did so at 


Although most of those 
affected are confined to their beds, all 
have been pronounced out of danger.

Mayor of Dover Dead 

Dover, N. H., Aug. 23.—Mayor Alon- 
zo T. Pinkham of this city was found 
dead in the basement of his place of 
business yesterday afternoon. Physi- 
cians pronounced death due to heart 
disease. Pinkham was born in the ad- 
joining county of Madbury in 1847. 
He was engaged in the brick business 
and had served in the legislature 


Passengers Ail Got Ashore 

Stockton, Me., Aug. 23.—Excursion 
steamer Bristol, with a party of 125 
people, mostly women and children, 
aboard, grounded on Squaw point bar 
off the entrance to Stockton harbor 
during a dense fog. The passengers 
were taken ashore in smal! boats with- 
out injury or panic. The steamer was 
later floated. 


Humidity Causes Much Suffering 

Boston, Aug. 23.—Two deaths and 
several dangerous cases of prostration 
resulted yesterday from the intense 
heat and humidity. The weather was 
similar to that of Tuesday, the mer- 
cury not going higher than 85, but the 
humidity was considerably above the 
normal. 


Manchuria May Never Be Fiocated 

Honolulu, Aug. 23.—The Manchuria 
remains on the reef where she struck 
on Monday. The Manchuria’s com- 
partments have been filled with water 
to make her rest more firmly and pre- 
vent further damage. It is believed 
that she cannot be floated before the ar- 
rival of assistance from the Pacific 
coast, if ever. 


Murder In Shadow of Church 

St. John, Aug. 23—A murder oe- 
curred under the shadow of the little 
Roman Catholic church at New Ire 
land, a sparsely settled community of 
Albert county. The body of Mary A. 
MacAulay, aged 50, was found In the 
cellar of the rectory of Fr. MacAulay. 
the parish priest and cousin of the vic- 
tim. Thomas J. Collins, a sailor, !s 
named by the coroner’s jury as a sus- 
pect, but the county officials have been 
unable to find him. 


Where Detectives Are Needed 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 23.—On ac-

ENCOUNTER AT SAN LUIS 


The Insurgents Repulse Rural 
Guards, Who Take Refuge In 
Their Quarters--Insurrection 
Appears to Be Gaining Ground 


Havana, Aug. 23.—General Rodri- 
guez, commander of the rural guarc, 
made the following statement: 

“You can tell the American peopie 
that Cuba is entirely competent to cope 
with the insurrection. The flood of ru- 
mors in all directions about the or- 
ganization of insurrectionary bands in 
great numbers are not borne out by our 


reports or, so far as can be learned, 
by the facts. The result of the en- 
counter at San Luis is not known deti- 
nitely, but it is known that we inflicted 
some losses on the enemy in that vi- 
cinity. 

“The much-talked-of movement in 
Santa Clara province has not been en- 
countered, and no insurrectionists have 
been seen there by our forces. We have 
equipped and sent out in various direc- 
tions 300 volunteers under competent 
officers. We have plenty of Reming- 
tons and ammunition for all who enlist 
at present, and more has been ordered 
from the United States. Besides, we 
have thousands of old, but serviceable, 
guns. We believe the loyal people are 
taking up arms for the government 
faster than the insurgents are increas- 
ing. 

While the foregoing is typical of the 
utterances of government officials, 
there are evidences of threatening in- 
creases of the insurrectionists. In the 
province of Havana many persons are 
in sympathy with the insurgents. In 
some cases whole communities appear 
to have been carried away by the 
recrudescence of insurrectionary times. 
The extent to which this will lead to 
open rebellion is still uncertain. 

At the palace here there is a dispos'- 
tion to minimize the importance of the 
insurgents’ success at San Luis, the 
statement being made that while the in- 
surgents are in possession of the town 
the rural guards, in their garrison 
quarters, are still holding out. 

The agent of the Western railway at 
San Luis station, which is a mile and 
one-third from the town, reports that 
the town has been taken by insurgents, 
who have surrounded the station. The 
agent did vot know the number killed 
or wounded, but believed it was small. 
The fighting was quickly over. The 
garrison of San Luis is known to num- 
ber less than 50. The population of the 
town Is 5000. 

The principal event yesterday was 
the fighting at San Luis. The reports 
of the commanders of the rural guard 
are to the following effect: 

The bands of Guerra, Pozo and 
others, aggregating about 400 meu, 
concentrated In the vicinity of San 
Luis. Seventy rural guards, under 
command of Major Laurent, were to at- 
tack the insurgents from the east, and 
380 men, under Lieutenant Azcus, were 
te attack from the west. Azcuz ar- 
riveé first and got into an ill-timed en- 
gagement with a far superior detack- 
mest, with the result that he was 
forced to retreat hastily to San Luis, 
pussued by a portion of the enemy. The 
rural guards took refuge in their quar- 
ters and Guerra’s men remained in 
pospestion of the town. 

An attempt is being made with 200 
mounted rural guards and regulars to 
corner Quentin Bandera, who with 150 
@en fs continulng his dodging tactics 
in the western part of the province of 
Havana. 

Three large bands of insurgents are 
eut in the province of Santa Clara. 
The imsurrection appears to be grow- 
ing, but the loyalists of the towns 
claim that they will be able to resist 
the movement. 

The government's latest reports from 
San Luis, which significantly are dated 
from Pinar del Rio, are to the effect 
that Major Laurent killed four insur- 
gents and captured a few horses and 
munitions. 

The act nearest approaching insur- 
rection in Havana province was the 
seizing yesterday of several horses 
which were being loaded on a train of 
the Western railway at Salud, a suburb 
west of the city. 


Attempt to Kili Nunez 

Havana, Aug. 28.—An attempt was 
made last evening to assassinate Gen- 
eral Nunez, governor of the province 
of Havana. A man had a revolver 
levelled at Nunez as he was entering 
his home. Ancther man who was pass- 
ing by saw the would-be assassin and 
cried out, Whereupon Nunez turned 
and, drawing bis revolver, fired over the 
miscreant’s head. The latter was so 
surprised that he dropped his revolver. 
He was promptly arrested. His iden- 
tity is no® known. 


Alleged Forgery Conspiracy 

New York, Aug. 28.—What is said to 
have been a conspiracy to rob a New 
Work bank of $200,000 or more by 
means of forgery partially developed 
when two men were arraigned im the 
Tombs police court and helé in heavy 
bail. The prisoners were James T. 
Murray, 30 years old, and a young man 
who said he was Theodore J. Smith, 
24 years old. Smith’s real mame is 
Schaad, and he was balled out by his 
father, Ferdinand Schaad, a retired 
contractor.. 


MAY INVOLVE $2,500,000 


New York Stock Commission 
Firm Closes Its Doors 
New York, Aug. 23.—M. J. Sage & 
Co., brokers of 1 Montgomery street, 
Jersey City, and 57 Broadway, this city, 
have informed their correspondents 


that they have discontinued business. 

The firm of Sage & Co. was incor- 
porated in 1904 with a capital stock of 
$50,000. The object of the company, 
as set forth in the incorporation papers, 
was to conduct a stock commission 
business. 

It is stated that the Sage system con- 
sisted of a string of at least 300 branch 
offices stretching from Maine to New 
Orleans and in some quarters the fall- 
ure is declared to involve possibly $2.- 
000,000. Although a great business 
was done by this firm, it had no stock 
exchange membership here. 

During the time it had been in busi- 
ness it had encountered several severe 
bull campaigns, especially the one dur- 
ing the latter part of last year. Dur- 
ing that strong bull market the firm of 
M. J. Sage & Co. was badly strained, 
and it is reported that the firm lost $1,- 
500,000 before the tide changed. The 
firm’s financial backers, it is reported, 
made good the losses. 

During the sensational times in the 
cotton market about the time of the 
panic, the speculation in cotton in the 
south was enormous. The Sage sys- 
tem got & great volume of business 
through its 175 southern branches, and 
as a result of the campaign the firm 
came out a winner to the amount of 
$1,000,000. The firm succeeded in get- 
ting on the “right” side of the market. 
This large sum, together with the on- 
coming of a bear campaign in the stock 
market, enabled the firm to recover all 
Its previous losses, 


Alleged Investment Frauds 

| Chicago, Aug. 28.—Operations of the 
Tabasco-Chiapas Trading and Trans- 
portation company and the Lu-Mo- 
Mills company, Mexican investment 
concerns, with offices in this city, have 
been stopped by the postal authorities. 
President Bushnell and Secretary and 
Treasurer Miller were arraigned before 
Commissioner Foote, who held them in 
bonds of $2000 each and continued the 
case until Aug. 30. According to the 
literature of the two companies, they 
operate large coffee plantations and 
own sevetéal lines of steamers. The 
postal authorities declare that such ix 
not the case. 


Opposed to Monroe Doctrine 

San Jose, C. R., Aug. 23.—At a pre- 
liminary meeting of the American club 
the objects and views of that organiza- 
tion were formulated. It is declared to 
be the purpose of the club “to work for 
the union of Latin-America and to be 
prepared to oppose the United States 
in its work of annihilation of Latin- 
American commercial independence.” 
The Monroe doctrine, in President 
Roosevelt's point of view, is deciared to 
be a menace to all Latin-American 
countries. The association is not 
against the United States, but in oppo- 
sition to the alleged purpose of that 
country. 


Oid Giory Beneath Red Fiag 
New York, Aug. 28.—A red flag way- 
ing from a wagon in which a_ street 
meeting was being held came very near 
causing a riot here last night. The 
wagon contained three wen and two 
women. On the side of the vehicle 
was a sign “Socialist and Unity.” 
There were two American flags sus- 
pended lower than the red flag. A 
crowd surrounded the wagon and 
threatened to lynch the occupants. 
Police reserves arrived and ferced their 
way through the throng and arrested 
the persons in the wagon. All were 

charged with disorderly conduct. 


$30,000 Bali For Browne 

New York, Aug. 23.—Charles E. 
Browne, the convicted customs silk ex- 
aminer, who was recently extradited 
from Canada and released from Sing 
Sing on a writ of habeas corpus, then 
rearrested on another indictment, has 
been released from the Tombs on $30,- 
000 bail. A local surety company 
qualified as bondsman. 


Persecution of Americans 

Washington, Aug. 23.—Captain Ross, 
chief of the revenue cutter service of 
the treasury department, has received 
advices that the Canadian cruiser 
Vigilant is destroying the nets of 
American fishermen in Lake Erie. 
The reports of the fishermen indicate 
that the nets were set well within 
American waters. 


Weuld Revise insurance Laws 

St. Paul, Aug. 23.—In surance com- 
missioners and attorneys general! of a 
number of states met here to submit 
and discuss a uniform code of insur- 
ance laws which the several state leg- 
islatures will be asked to adopt at 
their next annual sessions. The com- 
mission will be in session several days. 


Cossacks In Mutiny 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 23.—According 
te private advices, the Twenty-fourth 
Ural (Cossack) regiment, has mutinied 
at Samarcand, Asiatic Russia, arrested 
its officers and replaced them with 
men from the ranks. The artillery has 
been called out and the city is in a state 


of panic.

THE EARTHQUAKE ZONE 


South America Has Had Many 
Disasters In the Past. 


VALPARAISO OFTEN DEVASTATED. 


City Inaptly Named “Valley of Para- 
dise” Twice Before Shaken by De- 
structive Earthquakes—Twice Sack- 
ed In Its Early History—American 
Bluejackets Killed There In 1891, 
Almost Causing War. 


The region which has suffered so 
heavily by the recent earthquake in 
South America is the center of a vast 
area which for centuries has been 
visited periodically by earthquake 
shocks. The frequency of these shocks 
in the Andes is expressively told by 
the name given this region by the In- 
dians, says the New York Sun. They 
call it Cuscatlon—“the land that swings 
like a hammock.” 

One of the most terrible of South 
American earthquakes was the one 
which entirely destroyed the city of 
Caracas, Venezuela, in 1812. It lasted 
less than one minute. In Ecuador, in 
1859, the city of Quito was almost 
wholly destroyed. 

For three days in August, 1868, 
the whole south Pacific region and 
Hawaii, Japan, Alaska and Peru 
were shaken by an earthquake which, 
among the atolls, or coral reef islands, 
lifted steamships clear over the coral 
reefs and left them inside the dough- 
nut-like barriers. The same _ shock 
caused a tidal wave along the west 
coast of South America fifty feet high 
in places. At Arica, a seaport of Peru, | 
which had been often before nearly 
destroyed by earthquakes, every house 
was leveled, $12,000,000 worth of prop- 
erty was destroyed and 500 lives were | 
lost. 

The tidal wave which swept inland 
from the sea at Arica carried with it 
the United States steamer Wateree 
and other vessels and left them strand- 
ed high and dry three miles inland. To 
this day the hull of the old Wateree is 
used by Peruvian peons as a summer 
resort and boarding house. The shocks 
lasted for two days, occurring about ! 
every half hour. Among the curious 
results of thi8 earthquake was the 
opening of a broad fissure in the 
earth, disclosing a large number of an- 
cient mummies which had been buried 
in the sand facing the sea. The forti- 
fled island of Alocrav, which defends | 
the port of Arica, was submerged three | 
times, all the garrison being drowned. | 

Valparaiso has been twice sacked, 
thrice has it been racked by earth- | 
quakes, thrice has it been scourged by 
fire, and once has it been drowned by 
flood. No city of South America has | 
received so many visitations of evil as 
this “Valley of Paradise,” inaptly so 
named by a Spanish discoverer in the 
sixteenth century. 

Don Juan de Saavedra, a captain un- | 
der Almagron, Spanish voyager and 
soldier of fortune, sailed into the cres- 
cent bay where the city afterward 
stood in the year 1532. He was struck 
by the beauty of the spot and imme- 
diately christened this new bay on the 
little explored western coast by the 
name that it has borne through much 
tribulation since. Pedro de Valdivia 
visited the place in 1543 and formally 
affirmed the choice of the name given 


the then struggling colony by its foster 


smn err 


father. Don Luis de Avala, one of the 
early governors of New Spain, made 
the settlement a municipality under 
royal charter in 1791 after it had been 
sorely tried by many years of misfor- 
tune. 

In 1578 Sir Francis Drake sailed into 
the harbor of Valparaiso and bombard- 
ed the town, afterward sacking it of 
its treasure and putting many of its 
inhabitants to the sword. Sir John 
Hawkins, gentleman slave trader and 
pirate, visited the Spanish settlement 
later, and again the town was given up 
to pillage. 

The year 1730 witnessed the first 
great earthquake that shook Valpa- 
raiso. Practically the whole town was 
destroyed in this convulsion and only 
after many years of slow progress did 
it recover. In 1822 a second earth- 
quake came to shake down what had 
been rebuilt. In this catastrophe many 
lost their lives. A great fire swept the 
city in 1848, destroying $1,000,000 
worth of property. Hardly had the 
fortunes of the community begun to 
mend when a second fire licked up five 
times as much wealth as had the first. 
This was in 1858. 

When the Spanish made the last 
futile attempt to destroy the republic 
of Chile in 1866 they sent a fleet into 
the harbor of Valparaiso and the town 
was mercilessly bombarded. What 
with the damage wrought with the 
shells and the fire that followed $10,- 
000,000 was the loss counted up. The 
last great disaster preceding the one 
which the Chilean city has just suf- 
fered came in 1888, when a large dam 
back of the city burst and a portion 
of the business district was washed 
away with great loss of life. The city 
had at the last census a population of 
142,000. 

For more than six months there were 
warnings of the present quake. In 
January there were many shocks, 
which created alarm in Valparaiso and 
other coast cities. There were thirty 
slight shocks in the night of March 30) 
in the Raucagua district. Prolonged 
and severe shocks were felt in Val- 
dina in April. Arica was shaken on 
May 7, a dispatch from Valparaiso say-| 
Ing that much damage had been done. 
The British steamship Guatemala, 
lying at anchor in the harbor of Arica, 
was violently shaken and her anchor 
cable was snapped, On May 30 a sub- 
terranean disturbance threw a tidal 


Wave along the Valparaiso shore line, 
but little damage was done. This: was 
followed in a few hours by a fearful 
gale, in which the Chilean bark Anto- 
fogasta was hurled against a pier and 
smashed to pieces in five minutes, The 
Valparaiso harbor has been swept so 
often by destructive gales that a 
project to make it absolutely safe is 
now under way. A breakwater, at a 
cost of $12,000,000, is being construct- 
ed. The contract was let only about 
@ month ago. 

Valparaiso became an object of 
sreat interest to Americans in October, 
1891, when the incident occurred there 
which almost plunged the United 
States and Chile into war. Some of 
the populace attacked sailors from the 
United States cruiser Baltimore, kill- 
ing two of the American bluejackets. 
The diplomatic exchanges led to Pres- 
ident Harrison sending a message, on 
Jan. 25, 1892, to congress in which he 
set forth that “the communications of 
the Chilean government have not at 
any time taken the form of a manly 
and satisfactory expression of regret, 
much less of an apology.” A United 
States squadron was being fitted out 
on the Pacific coast when finally Chile 
made a complete apology, and the inci- 
dent closed. 

Ships from all parts of the world 
trade with, Valparaiso, which is the 
terminus of important lines of steam- 
ers from Europe by way of the Strait 
of Magellan. The city is also the cen- 
ter of the South American coasting 
services. There is a great custom 
house wharf, alongside of which large 
steamers can moor, but most of the 
freight is handled from lighters. 

The harbor is defended by modern 
batteries. The first defense works 
were erected in 1866, after a Spanish 
fleet caused great destruction by a 
heavy bombardment. The forts mount 
142 guns, most of them from Germany 
and England. Valparaiso is the favor- 
ite spot on the South American coast 
for foreign warships. Most of the for- 
eign consuls have their residence near 
the port. 

A close comparison has been drawn 
between Valparaiso and San Francis- 


| co. Both have Golden Gates, but from 
| the sea Valparaiso is the more invit- 


ing. Behind San Francisco the hills 
rise brown and bleak, while behind 
Valparaiso they rise in brilliant green. 
Entering Valparaiso bay the city 
streets appear in rows like the lines 


of seats in a theater. The city actually . 


is built on twenty hills, and so steep 
is the land in places that public ele- 
vators have been installed. 


SURGEONS AID HORSE. 


Silver Tube Eight Inches Long Plac- 
ed In Animal's Throat. 

Affection for Tom, a big black truck 
horse that will shake hands and roll 
over at his master’s bidding, has led 
James Stone of Thomaston, Conn., to 
employ the most eminent Connecticut 
surgeons and spend hundreds of dol- 
lars in an effort to save the animal’s 
life, says a dispatch to the New York 
World. At present Tom is enjoying 
his oats while breathing freely through 
a silver tube eight inches long. He is 
the only horse in the world that has 
undergone the delicate operation of 
tracheotomy. 

Tom’s trouble was caused by a 
weakness of the glands in his neck. 
A veterinary surgeon who looked him 
over advised that he be shot. 

“Not much,” said Mr. Stone. “That 
horse is a better fellow than most of 
the men I know, and he’s going to 
have a man’s chance.” 

Regular practitioners, who were final- 
ly induced to diagnose Tom’s case, 
thought he might be helped by the 
tube operation, but they said its deli- 
eacy and expense rendered it a foolish 
proceeding. “The horse will never be 
of any value anyway,” they said. 

“He'll still be able to shake hands 
and ask me for apples,” said Mr. 
Stone. “Go ahead.” 

As a result Tom has enjoyed the at- 
tention of distinguished specialists, 
who have not only taken an academic 
interest in the case, but who have been 
touched by Mr. Stone’s devotion. 


AN EXCITING SCRATCH. 


Trenton Man, Relieving a Tickle, 
Calls Out Fire Engines. 

James Lavetti, an Italian, while lean- 
ing up against the city hall in Trenton 
scratching his head the other night, 
accidentally pulled the fire alarm at 
that point, which brought out half the 
fire department, says the New York 
Times. Lavetti was Immediately ar- 
rested by a detective, who was stand- 
ing close by. He could not explain, 
and it was just as hard to make him 
understand that he had caused so 
much trouble. 

Because of the fact that the sending 
in of the false alarms is a common oc- 
currence at that point by persons who 
declare they do not know what the 
box is there for, Chief Allen of the fire 
department will prefer charges against 
the man for malicious mischief as a 
warning to others. 


Absinth Bonbons the Latest, 

“Look out for absinth in bonbons,” 
said a large candy dealer to a Phila- 
delphia Record reporter. “They are on 
the market and they are loaded. I 
doubt if any are on sale as yet in Phil- 
adelphia, but they have been offered to 
us and I have seen samples of them. I 
have no doubt they will soon be seen 
here. It’s likely that their stay will be 
short, however, for the authorities and 
the temperance people will surely be 
after them. Four of the kind of bon- 
bons that were sent to us would make 
a.pretty stiff drink of absinth, and an 
innocent customer might get laid out 
cold before he knew it. Those sent to 
us were from Europe, where, I under- 
stand, thelr manufacture has resulted 
from certain restrictive legislation con- 
cerning the sale of alcohol.”

A new type of semi-convertible street 
car will be placed in commission with- 
in a few days by the Old Colony system, 
between the Dudley street terminal and 
Quincy. They are said to embrace all 
the latest devices applied to equipment 
of this character and to represent the 
very highest type of efficiency and to 
afford practically, absolute protection 


-\to passengers when getting off or onto 


one of them, 

They will be, says the Herald, the 
longest cars ever operated in the streets 
of Boston, the length of the body being 
38 feet 11 inches, and over all 45 feet 
10 inches. Each car will seat 52 pass- 
engers and be equipped with four mo- 
tors of nearly 60 horse power each. —— 

Safety from fire has been obtained by 
having all wiring done according to the 
strictest underwriters’ specifications, 
which require installation of wires in 
iron pipes and also the complete sheath- 
ing of the under side of the car body 
with sheet steel. The windows instead 
of dropping, are thrown up into the 
roof, giving an exceptional open-air 
effect. 

These cars will weigh, loaded and 
equipped, about 32 tons each, and will 
be satisfactory for a maximum speed of 
about 25 miles an hour. They will also 
be provided with pneumatic sliding 
doors, the motorman having absolute 
control. 

It will be impossible for a passenger 
to leave until the conductor signals the 
motorman to stop, and the latter will 
not throw back the doors until the « car 
comes to an absolute standstill. The 
same process will be observed in taking 
on passengers.

CHIRSCHMUS., 


A Swiss Dainty That Is Made of Pre- 
served Cherries, 

Last summer I ate genuine Swiss 
chirschmus twenty years old. It tasted 
like a concentration of all the richness 
and sweetness of the most perfect 
cherries. In appearance it was a pur- 
plish black mass. Age had not impair- 
ed it in the least. 

Upon inguiry I learned how this 
cherry concoction, with its wonderful 
preserving quality, is made. The cher- 
ries used must be perfect—very large, 
ripe, juicy black ones and, above all, 
very sweet. 

The juice of them pressed out and 
Strained through a bag is put in a 
large preserving kettle, at the bottom 
of which is placed a piece of smoked 
pork fastened to a block of wood. The 
wood serves as a weight to keep the 
fat down and prevent the juice from 
burning as it thickens, 

The cherry juice is boiled for about 
twenty-four hours without sugar, but 
Stirred from time to time until it 
becomes a mass of sweetness so firm 
and thick that it would not fall if the 
kettle were inverted. 

That is all, a simple process, but the 
result is delicious. This chirschmus is 
in general use in Switzerland with the 
“susse anke” (sweet butter) and bread. 
—London Ladies’ World. 


Feeding Silkworms, 

The quality and quantity of silk pro- 
duced by your silkworms will all de- 
pend on how you feed them. Too 
much food should not be given at once, 
but they should never be left entirely 
without at any time during the day 
or night. You must, therefore, watch 
carefully to get an idea of their appe- 
tite and provide accordingly, says 
Home Chat. Fresh mulberry leaves 
are the proper food for silkworms, but 
if at any time these are not procurable 
young lettuce leaves are the best sub- 
stitute, but they are only a stop gap. 
Silkworms cannot live for a long pe- 
riod without their natural food.

We had read all about him before he 
gppeared at the prison under a sen- 
tence of ten years, The daily papers 
had said that his name was Salters 
and his age about forty. He had taken 
yooms at a fashionable boarding house 
pu a certain street in Chicago and let 
it be known that he was a broker. On 
each side of the boarding house were 
private dwellings, and farther down 
the street, but to be reached over the 
roofs, was a large art store.

Other guards did the same thing, 
and in five minutes he was clear of the 
prison. It was two hours later when 
the doctor came in, I accompanied him 
to Salters’ cell, and there we found the 
convict undressed and in bed and weep- 
ing. No, it was not the convict. It was 
the chaplain, though but for his long 
hair I should have been longer de- 
ceived. The doctor spotted him almost 
atonce. The convict’s striped suit was 
lying on the floor.

The Boston Herald makes the follow- 
ing comments on the visit of the English 
team next-month: 

Followers of association football 
Boston are looking forward with no 
small amount of interest to Sept. 14, 
when the Corinthians, the most famous 
English amateur team, and Fore River, 
the champions of the Merrimac Valley 
Football League, will meet in Boston. 
Two years agoa visit from this cele- 
brated team was discussed, but for va- 
rious reasons it was found impossible 
to make the journey in either 1904 or 
1905. It is perbaps as well that such 
was the case, for football under associ- 
ation roles was not so far advanced 
then as is the case at the present time. 

The Corinthians are a properly organ- 
ized combination whose name and fame 
is of world renown, They represent 
amateurism in the strictest sense of the 
word. Each of its players has repre- 
sented Oxford, Cambridge or one of the 
great English public schools, and no less 
than eight of the coming team have 
gained international honors. No great- 
er honor can be bestowed upon a football 
player in England than to be called up- 
on to turn out for his country, be it 
either England, Scotland, Ireland or 
Wales, and the proof of his ability is 
established by the fact of his selection. 
With eight men on the team who al- 
ready have their international caps, and 
the remaining players prospective inter- 
nationals, it willbe seen that the team 
is the strongest possible amateur com- 
bination England can put into the field. 
* The Fore River team which will take 
the field to do battle against the Eng- 
glishmen are for the most part Scotch- 
men, and were well versed in the laws 
of the code previous to coming to this 
country. They are one of the finest 
combinations in this state, and have 
been champions of the Merrimac Valley 
league for the past two years.

he characteristic play of the Eng- 
lish team is their all-round combina- 
tion which keeps the custodian backs, 
half-backs and forwards in perfect 
harmony with each other. Without a 
spoken word during the game, wien on 
the field of play, there is at all times 
unison and clear understanding among 
the players.

Cuba Evidently Has a Big Job 
x ate 


Bandera, Negro Rebel Leader, 
and Two of His'Followers Are 
Killed In ‘Encounter; With 
RuraF Guards Near Havana 


Havaua, Aug. 24—Font Sterling, 
secretary of the treasury, late last night 
cleared up a misleading announcement 
made at the palace last night to the ef- 
fect that the Cuban government had 
asked the United States for eight rapid- 
fire guns manned by American artil- 
lerymen to be used in the suppression 


of the insurrection. 

The facts are, according to the sec- 
retary, that the government has or- 
dered from an American arms manu- 
facturing compony four rapid-fire guns 
and that these pieces will be = 


BUYS RAPID-FIRE GUNS 


by former members of the artillery 
branch of the American army now 
here. If these guns prove to be effec- 
tive four or more additional guns will 
be ordered, and it is expected that ex- 
perienced gunners can be procured in 
the United States to man them. The

The killing of the negro insurrection- 
ary leader, General Quentin Bandera, 
in an engagement between rural guards 
and a band of his followers, is regarded 
as dealing the insurrection a heavy 
blow. 

The arrival of Bandera’s body here 
was the first news of the fight in which 
he met his death. 

The conflict occurred at 


States has not been asked to 


Silviera 
farm, near Punta Brava, 15 miles from 
Havana. Thirty-eight mounted rural 
guards were searching throughout the 
night for Bandera’s party. At 2 a. m. 
the rural guards were breaking through 
a wire fence at the edge of the Silveira 
farm when they were suddenly fired 
upon by Bandera’s 20 followers. 

The guards rushed upon the 
gents, but with the exception of their 
chief and his two leading comrades, 
they all succeeded in getting away. 
Bandera and his companions received 
several bullet wounds and were mu- 
tilated by machete cuts. Not one of 
the guards was wounded. The bodies 
of Bandera and his companions were 
placed in a wagon and taken to Ha- 
ana. 

The smallness of the party 


insur- 


uccom- 
panying Bandera has caused surprise 
here, but it is believed that he only 
had a portion of his band with him. 

The government is acting with energy 
in sending rural guards and volunteers 
Against the Santa Clara rebels and in 
flispatching 150 more men to defend 
Pinar del Rio against Pino Guerra. 
The capture of San Juan de Martinez 
by Guerra’s band was not expected so 
soon. The place was protected by a 
small detachment of rural guards, while 
Guerra’s strength was much greater. 
The taking of Pinar del Rio will be 
quite another matter, since there are in 
that vicinity twice as many troops as 
Guerra can muster. 

Public opinion appears to vary ac- 
cording to locality, from enthusiastic 
adherence to the government to open 
rebellion. In this city the general atti- 
tude is one of loyalty. 

The opposition and independent 
hlewspapers discuss with analytical 
coldness the cry that if the government 
is not able to squelch the insurrection 
within two months other forceful 
means must be employed for the resto- 
ration of peace. There are no ringing 
calls to arms. The Moderate newspa- 
pers print with approval the resolutions 
declaring adhesion to the government 
by their party organizations, but there 
has been nothing which could be fairly 
described as a general rising of the peo- 
ple in defense of the government. 


Hurrying Tobacco Out of Cuba 

Tampa, Fla., Aug. 24—A _ private 
cablegram from one of the largest ex- 
porting firms in Havana to its corre- 
spondents here says the revolution in 
Cuba is assuming grave proportions. 
The information has caused much 
alarm here. All ships arriving from 
Havana are crowded with shipments 
of tobacco, indicating that importers 
feel great anxiety and are getting as 
much tobacco out of Cuba as possible 
before it may be impossible to bring 
shipments out of any Cuban ports. 


Not Posted on Insurrection 
Manchester, N. H., Aug. 24.—Senater 

Burnham, chairman of the Cuban rela- 
tions committee of the senate, when 
asked for an opinion on the situatior 
in Cuba, said that he had received no 
advices whatever regarding the insur- 
rection. He said he did not expect to 
be called upon to deal with the situa- 
tion in Cuba unless some legislative 
question concerning the affairs of this | 
country were involved. 


Press Furnishes the News 

Oyster Bay, N. ¥., Aug. 24—The 
only official advices received here 
concerning Cuban conditions have beep 
forwarded from the state department ir 
the shape of brief reports from the 
American charge at Havana. None of 
these has thrown any light on the sit- 
uation other than that contained in the 
press dispatches. 


Military Man Called Home 
New York, Aug. 24.—It is reported 
here that the steamer Esperanza, which 
sailed for Cuba yesterday, carries io 


tillery consigned te the Cuban govern- 
ment. Captain More of the Cuban ar- 
tillery, who has been in this country 
on leave of absence, was hurriedly re- 
called to Havana and sdiled on the 
Esperanza. He was obliged to charter 
a tug, which overhauled the Esperanza 
down the bay. The trip in the tug had 
been preceded by an anxious train ride 
from Washington and a drive at full 
speed in a cab to the steamer’s pier. 


No Outbreak in Santiago 
Santiago, Cuba, Aug. 24.—There has 
been no insurrectionary outbreak in 
this city or province, but many alarm- 
ing reports are current. Business here 
is suffering on account of the disturbed 
condition of the country. 


As Viewed by London Press 

London, Aug. 24.—The newspapers 
print editorials on the situation in Cuba 
and speculate as to the probability of 
the United States being obliged to in- 
tervene to restore order. However, it 
is generally admitted that the American 
government has no desire to take such 
a step, as it would mean the annexa- 
tion of the island. 

The Daily Telegraph says that inter- 
vention would create something like 
ferment throughout the South Amer- 
ican republics, but that America’s inter- 
ests, In the island are so great that pub- 
lic opinion in the United States wil! 
not tolerate a prolonged and aimless 
rebellion which would stultify all the 
good work accomplished there under 
American influence. 

The Morning Post thinks the posi- 
tlon suggests that the difficulty of the 
Spaniards in dealing with “the turbu- 
lent islanders” was greater than the 
Americans were originally inclined te 
believe. 

The Daily Mail thinks it a mistake te 
suppose the rising can be easily or 
swiftly suppressed and that the United 
States will be obliged to intervene and 
says it thinks the situation in Cuba 
should be a warning to Great Britain 
to go slowly in the Transvaal. 


HAD TO RUN FOR LIFE 


Mob of Italians Chased a Con- 
tractor Through the Streets 
New London, Conn., Aug. 24.—James 

Riley, a section boss over a gang of Ital- 

ians employed on the local street raii- 

way, was mobbed because he struck 

Frank Serio, one of the laborers, over 

the head with a pickaxe handle. Serio 

was taken to the hospital with a frac- 
tured skull and he will probably die. 

Riley was forced to run through the 
streets for half a mile to police head- 
quarters with a crowd of excited Ital- 
jans at his heels armed with shovels and 
pickaxes. 

Riley was locked up and held in $10,- 
000 bonds for examination on a charge 
of assault with intent to murder. The 
assault upon Serio was said to have 
been provoked, Serio having threatened 
to smash the foreman’s head with a big 
stone. 


Sparrows Caused Epidemic 

Three Oaks, Mich. Aug. 24.—The 
cause of an epidemic of typhoid fever 
among the 1000 inhabitants of this 
place was discovered when the dead 
bodies of several thousand young spar- 
rows in various stages of decomposition 
were found on the surface of the water 
in the water works standpipe. Hun- 
dreds of sparrows’ nests have been built 
on a ledge that runs around the summit 
of the standpipe and the young birds 
are supposed to have fallen into the 
uncovered standpipe while trying to fly. 


Lynohed For Trying to Enter House 
Columbia, S. C., Aug. 24.—Willle 
Spain, a negro, 21 years old, was strung 
up and shot to death by a mob near St. 
George. A mob went to the sheriff 
with a demand for the keys of the jail. 
Securing the keys, the jail was un- 
locked and the negro taken to the house 
of 8S. L. Connor, where his daughter, 
who was alone in the house, identified 
Spain as the one who tried to climb 
through the window, but who was 
frightened away by her screams. 


A Hero's Noble Sacrifice ¥ 
, Atlantic City, N. J., Aug. 24.—Though 
fatally scalded by the explosion of sev- 
eral tubes in the boiler room of the 
Absecon pumping station, Joseph Me- 
dara, one of the firemen employed in 
the place, ran a quarter of a mile to 
procure a doctor for his two fellow-fire- 
men, who he believed to have been 
more seriously injured than himself. 
He fell unconscious as he told of the ac- 
cident and died shortly afterward. 


Japan Will Seek Facts

CITY IN STATE OF SEIGE 


Earthquakes of Moderate Vio- 
lence Continue--Movement on 
Foot to Raise Funds Necessary 
to Reconstruct the City 


Valparaiso, Aug. 24.—Fernandea 
Blanco, governor of the province o! 
Valparaiso, has proclaimed the city of 
Valparaiso in a state of siege and has 
conferred supreme authority on Navy 
Captain Carreno. The prefect of po 
iice is charged with the duty of collect- 
ing and distributing foods. One of the 
first acts of the military governor wus 
to issue an order that any person 
found breaking water mains should be 
shot. The water supply is fairly ade- 
quate, and repairs are actively pro- 
pressing on a large number of mains 
that were broken by the earthquake. 

The whole of Victoria 
night 


street last 
was illuminated by electric 
lamps. Two other streets also were 
lighted. Electric cars already are run- 
ning between Baron station and Be- 
creo. The total number of corpses 
buried up to Aug. 21 was G48. 

Meat and bread are scarce. Meat is 
now being distributed by the authori- 
ties. The grocers’ shops that were not 
destroyed by the earthquake are now 
nearly out of stock. Canned meats, 
condensed milk and biscuits are much 
needed. 

Sanitary conditions are being estab- 
lished in the encampments, and most 
of the people are lighthearted, though 
four or five earth shocks of moderate 
violence are experienced daily. The 
Red Cross is caring for thousands of 
wounded. 

A movement is on foot to organize a 
company to facilitate the raising of 
money necessary to reconstruct § the 
city. It is proposed to advance the 
sums needed without interest for the 
first six months. The plan is to con- 
struct the new buildings of light ma- 
terials and to lay out the streets so that 
they will have a uniform width of 20 
metres. 

All the provinces of the north and 
south which have not suffered from the 
earthquake are sending supplies of food 
and money to the cities and towns 
which suffered from the disturbance. 

The department of public works at 
Santiago has appropriated $100,000 for 
the construction of sheds to shelter the 
refugees from Valparaiso and 
where, who continue to arrive at the 
Chilean capital in large numbers. 

When the house of President-elect 
Montt collapsed, his wife fell from the 
balcony into the street and bandits who 
were passing cut off her ears and fingers 
to rob her of her jewelry. She was 
taken in a dying state on board the 
Chilean warship O'Higgins.

Atkin, the American vice consul at Val- 
paraiso, sent a dispatch to the state 
department announcing that every- 
thing in the American consulate in that 
city was destroyed and no supplies are 
available. 


.Prompter Vicchi Returned to Italy 

New York, Aug. 24.—Because he is 
suffering from trachoma, Felix Vicchi, 
prompter at the Metropolitan Oper: 
house and a member of the Conried 
Grand Opera company, was deported 
today on the steamer Vaderland by or- 
der of the Ellis island immigration offi- 
cials. Viechi had just returned from 
Italy, whither he went with his wife 
for rest, following the effects of the 
San Francisco earthquake. He will 
immediately seek treatment in Europe. 


Heavy Insurance Adjusted 

San Francisco, Aug. 24.—The insur- 
ance loss on the Palace hotel building 
has been adjusted at $1,302,610. This 
is more than the insurance companies 
will have to pay, for the total insurance 
of the building was only $1,265,000. It 
being a total loss, a liability of a trifle 
over $1,250,000 will be distributed 
among 98 companies Involved in the 
Joss. This is said to have been the 
largest loss upon a single risk ever ad- 
justed in this country.

Northern Wind and Thunder 

Showers Bring Great Reliet 

Boston, Aug. 24—A4 few hours be- 
fare the heat wave, which has held per. 
sistently over New England since last 
Saturday, was broken last evening by 
the advent of a coo! blast of air from 
the north, many portions.of New Ene. 
land were visited by thunder shower: 
of more or less intensity. : 

The shower, which passed down the 
Merrimac river and then northeastward 
over southwestern Maine, resulted fn 
the death of William Hutchins, a farm. 
er, at Kennebunk, a hailstorm in Port. 
Jand and the destruction of two barns in 
York, while the same disturbance 
caused the burning by lightning of two 
buildings in Peterborough, N. H 

Thunder showers also prevailed Ip 
Vermont and certain portions of north. 
ern Maine, but no reports as to exten. 
sive damage haye been received. 

The cool wave w hich followed close. 
ly after the thunder showers brought 
great relief to the entire New England 
section. The thermometer in this city 
dropped 10 degrees within a few min- 
utes last evening, while in Biddeford 
overcoats were necessary at 10 o'clock, 
where an hour before the lightest gar- 
ments seemed a burden. 

The heat wave began on Saturday 
and prostrations have been greater dur- 
ing the six days than at any time this 
summer, more than a score of human 
beings succumbing yesterday in this 
city, while outside localities had about 
an equal proportion to the number of 
inhabitants. A continuation of the cool 
wave is anticipated for the next few 
days.

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ARRANGING CURIOS. 


a Richly Plain Cabinet and Do 
| Not Crowd It. 

The proper arrangement of curios 
really harks back to the time of pur-

closet or bureaus, is better than hay-

A plain little cabinet—richly plain, if 
| you can have it so—of plate glass,

ally built into the wall, of mahogany 
or oak in one of its dark finishes, is the 

best sort to have. In sueh a cabinet 
the curios are set off tustead of being 
overshadowed by the magnificence of 
the case whic ntains them. 

In arranging your curios the main 
point to remember is that the cabinet 
must not be crowded. Put away the 
extra bits, substituting them a Httle 
later for some which hold honored 
places at present. 

Studied carelessness, with plenty of 
room for each thing to show itself off, 
is the whole thing in a nutshell. 


| FLOWER VASES. 


| The Best Results Are Obtained From 
Those With Wide Necks. 

When buying vases take Into consid- 
| eration whether they are to be used 
as ornaments or for flowers. All flow- 
ers are prettier and keep better in a 
wide neck vase unless one is going 
to follow the Japanese style of just 
one or two flowers In a vase. Vases 
are intended tw@hold plenty of water 
and to give the flowers an opportunity 
to absorb it, so it is quite important 
that the neck should be nearly as wide 


jas the main part. An ideal vase for

narcissuses and daffodils is one of dark 
green glass. A flat bowl with a wide 
rim is much better for short stem 
flowers, such as pansies and violets. 
Roses are of so many different kinds 
that they look pretty in vases of vari- 
ous shapes. Nothing is more attractive 
than a bowl of roses, but it is difficult 
to arrange. The very tall vases are 
only appropriate for roses with very 
long stalks, such as American Beauties. 
Although green vases are popular, 
some authorities say that the colored 
glass prevents the light from getting 
to the stalks and that flowers live 
longer in white glass.—New York Post. 


THE HOME DOCTOR. 


Charcoal absorbs the gas and im- 
purities always present in the stom- 
ach and intestines and carries them 
out of the system. 

An onion poultice will extract the 
pain and heat from a scald or burn. 
To make this poultice take a certain 
quantity of onions and crush them and 
lay between cheesecloth and apply to 
the burn. 

Tonsilitis in the first stages can be 
quickly cured by gargling every hour 
with this: One-half glass of hot wa- 
ter, one-half teaspoonful of baking soda 
and one teaspoonful of listerine. 

Boiling vinegar applied as hot as can 
be borne to the gum and cavity of an 
aching tooth will allay the pain. Use 
a bit of absorbent cotton to pack the 
tooth cavity and apply until relief is 
obtained. 

For itching of the skin many skin 
doctors recommend lotions of bromide 
of potassium. The strength may be 
one part of the salt in sixty parts of 
water. It is not a poisonous prepara- 
tion and may be tried without fear. 


Danger of Lead Poisoning. 

Lead poisoning, even In a mild form 
—if such a serious thing can ever as- 
sume a mild form—cannot be too close- 
ly guarded against. One very simple 
form of doing so is to fill the night 
before the kettle that you use for boil- 
ing the water for breakfast. The water 
that has been lying tn the water pipes 
all night, when these said pipes are 
made of lead, is not very safe to use. 
It may have become impregnated with 
the lead, and it is very improbable that 
people will wait patiently in the early 
morning until a sufficient quantity of 
water has been run off to render it 
perfectly safe to use, which will not 
be the case until all that which has 
been standing in the pipes has been 
run. Of course the water thus used 
may not do any harm, but still it is 
always wiser to be on the safe side. 


Little Mirrors Are Best. 

In the mirrors of today the light is 
refiected by a layer of silver or an 
amalgam of tin, but a proportion of 
light is lost in the process of reflection, 
and the image is less luminous than 
the original. The value of a looking 
glass is usually estimated by the thick- 
ness of the glass, because the thicker 
it is the stronger it must be. But 
speaking scientifically thick glasses 
are defective, because the outlines of 
the image reflected are less clearly de- 
fined. An ideal mirror is one with a 
perfectly flat surface. But it is only 
possible to obtain this result in com- 
paratively small glasses. The larger 
glasses do not reflect a true image, be- 
cause they cannot be made fiat. 


A Handy Tool, 

An adjuster for curtains and pictures 
has been invented that will no doubt 
save many a fall, not to speak of 
sprains, and bruises. It consists of 
a long wooden handle, on the end of 
which is a hooklike projection of iron. 
With this hook pictures may be re- 
moved from the molding and curtain 
poles may be adjusted with the great- 
est ease without having to climb on 
a chair or stepladder.

Such absolute 
rights were said to be conferred upon 
the rulers of the past by divine grace 
of heaven. Mr. Fiske acquired bis |

“Mr. Fiske appropriates my literary 
property, my own work, and openly 
conusigns it to ‘The Jungle.’ He pro- 
poses to make out of thé tissue of my 
brains and nerves ‘sausages’ for him- 
self and his co-mate, Mr, Spachner. 
He is mistaken, howéver, if he thinks 
he can do so with impunity.

BANK CLAIMS FRAUD 


Begins Action Against President 
ot Failed Institution 


Boston, Aug. B. 
Hinckley of Newton, president of the 
First National bank of Chelsea, which 
recently closed its doors, has been pe- 
titioned into involuntary bankruptcy 
by the Fall River Five Cents savings 
bank. Hinckley is seriously ill at his 
home, and his recovery is not expected. 

The Fall River bank, in its allega- 
tions, says that Hinckley obtained 
$12,000 upon a promissory note on Feb. 
12, 1906, the same being made payable 
to bearer, thus making it a paper of 
tender. 

The petitioners also state that Hinck- 
ley, “in order to hinder, delay and de- 
fraud his creditors, and with the intent 
to prefer the First National bank of 
Chelsea over his other creditors, made 
over his holdings to that institution.” 

In doing this, it is also alleged that 
he conveyed to the Chelsea bank on 
Aug. 10, 1906, a parcel of real estate in 
Boston, by a deed dated Aug. 10, which 
was recorded in the registry of deeds, 
Boston, on Aug. 13, and that he also 
conveyed real estate, situated in New- 
ton, to the same bank, upon the same 
day; and on Aug. 17, another deed, 
conveying certain real estate in Boston, 
the deed of which is dated Dec. 19, 
1896, and that he caused the same to 
be recorded on Aug. 13, 1906.

HITCHCOCK'S EXPLOI 


Secretary Credited With Stop- 
ping Spo-iation of Oklahoma. 


HOW HE SAVED ITS BEST LANDS 


Head of Interior Department Is Said 
to Have Caught “Joker” In State- 
hood Bill and to Have Prevented 
Speculators From Mulcting New 
State of Valuable Mineral Lands. 


Credit is given Secretary Hitchcock 
in the interior department for saving 
to Oklahoma thousands of acres of 
land rich in minerals, oil and other 
wealth, possession of which, according 
to a statement issued recently, was 
sought by a band of land speculators, 
says a Washington correspondent of 
the New York Herald. It is estimated 
there have been saved to Oklahoma 
holdings of a value between $1,000,000 
and $2,000,000. 

“Early in March,” says the state- 
ment, “Secretary Hitcheock learned 
that an amendment had been slipped 
into the statehood bill in the senate, 
known as the Warren amendment, by 
which alleged mineral locatious under 
the federal mining laws on Oklahoma 
school lands would be validated and 
the new state would have to pick out 
other lands in the place of those thus 
lost. The secretary reached the con- 
clusion that the claims of the parties 
who would benefit by the amendment 
were entirely without merit and that 
the whole scheme bore some resem- 
blance to a raid upon the treasury.” 

When the Dill, with the Warren 
amendment, was in conference com- 
mittee, according to the statement, Sec- 
retary Hitchcock sent to the committee 
a brief declaring the alleged mineral 
claims of the parties were void; that 
the parties knew they were void; that 
their invalidity was not due to any 
mere technical defect, but to the fact 
that the claims were set up in violation 
of the express enactment of congress, 
and the only reason for making the 
claims was that the parties had laid 
plans for slipping into the statehood 
bill a measure like the Warren amead- 
ment. 

Representatives of the government 
told the committee the beneficiaries of 
| the measure were an organized band 
who had been trying for several years, 
ever since tie first discovery of oil in 
the Cleveland region, to get the min- 
| eral lands without making adequate 
payment. They had filed alleged claims 
| all over the territory, so that if the 
measure passed all the mineral wealth 
| of the territory would be acquired by 
| them withovt compensation. 
| After detailing the successful substl- 
| tution of a leasing clause drawn by 
| Secretary Hitchcock for the Warren 
amendment the statement concludes: 

“When the people of Oklahoma were 
| celebrating fe passage of the state- 
hood bill it is probable they did not 
know the pew commonwealth came 
! near losing some of its most valuable 
possessions, besides having a blot on 
its escutchesn from having been made 
the victim of unscrupulous speculators 
on its first ettrance into the Union. 
| “The most valuable mineral lands 
| belonging to the territory are probably 
| those near the town of Cleveland, in 

Pawnee county. One school section 

alone, containing oil and gas, is esti- 

mated to be worth $500,000, and there 
| re others in the immediate vicinity. It 
| s also reposted that an oil and gas 
| field is being developed in Kiowa coun- 
} 
| 


ty, near school lands, and there are 
| also rumors of discoveries in Greene 
, and Comanche counties. 

| “There are also deposits of cement, 
| gypsum and salt in various parts of 
the territory, and it has been claimed 
| by prospecters that Beaver contains 
| considerable deposits of lead, copper 
and silver. All lands known to contain 
oil or other minerals will probably be 
| leased soon after the creation of the 
new state.”

definitely concluded it will be possible 
to determine how enduring and appro- 
priate surroundings for the statue can 
be provided. 

While the work of the Memorial as- 
sociation would undoubtedly have re- 
sulted in the erection of some com- 
memorative work of art, there can be 
no doubt it has been stimulated by the 
congressman's insinuations that Poca- 
hontas was a myth or that, if such a 
person did live, she left no descend- 
ants. This offhand.comment has done 
more to induce a turning over of old 
genealogical records at home and the 
historical books in the libraries than 
would have been accomplished by any 
advice to that effect by the most ar- 
dent admirer of the Indian princess. 
Since then members of the association 
have been priming themselves to de- 
fend the record of history and to ex- 
plain at length the part Pocahontas 
really played in saving the life of Cap- 
tain John Smith. They are also learn- 
ing about her furnishing supplies to 
the early colonists in that critical two 
years of their experience in the new 
world when they were without de- 
pendable crops; when their troubles 
kept multiplying in most discouraging 
fashion and no help came from over 
sea from those of their own race on 
whom they had placed dependence. 
But for the service rendered by Poca- 
hontas in this instance alone the Eng- 
lish would probably have failed ig- 
nominiously in their colonial experi- 
ment, 

As to the saving of Captain Smith’s 
life, an incident which has been dis- 
puted by some of the latter day crit- 
ies, it is recorded by scholars and his- 
torians as a fully established fact that 
the women of the Algonquin tribes not 
only had a voice in the tribal councils, 
like the modern Pueblos, but that they 
were permitted to exercise the right of 
saving life by adoption, Ample author- 
ities are quoted by the promoters of 
the Memorial association in their in- 
dorsement of these generally accepted 
facts of history and are pointed to in 
support of their contention that noth- 
ing can be more fitting to mark the 
third century since the English landed 
at Jamestown than to erect there the 
most enduring of memorials to Poca- 
hontas. 


Galloping Ambulances. 

Much success has attended the trial 
of the galloping ambulance, types of 
which are being used, under very prac- 
tical conditions, at the camps of in- 
struction at Fort Riley and Chicka- 
mauga, says the Army and’ Navy Reg- 
ister. The surgeon general of the army 
has requested the quartermaster gener- 
al to build or purchase fifteen addition- 
al ambulances of this pattern with the 
idea of issuing one to each regiment 
of the cavalry. The method is to hitch 
to the vehicle a horse, and it is so ar- 
ranged that any cavalry animal may 
be hastily attached to the ambulance 
and literally galloped to the destina- 
tion. The use of the vehicle, under 
the observation of the army surgeons, 
shows that it is of great value in the 
field and it will take its place in the 
permanent equipment of the medical 
department in time of war.

Guerra, who on Thursday captured 
the town of San Juan Martinez, fol- 
lowing his capture of San Luis the day | 
before, says that his policy is to occupy 
towns as peacefully as possible, to conu- 
tinue the local authorities in office for 
the present and to change the officials 
x#radually and compel the government 
to annul the last elections and hold | 
new ones. 

A letter received here from a reliable 
correspondent, who visited Guerra at 
San Juan de Martinez, says that the 
insurgent leader's force amounts to 
2000 men. The correspondent adda 
that all the people in that part of the 
country are Liberals and sympathizers 
with the insurrection, but that Guerra 
has not sufficient ammunition either te 
take Pinar del Rio or sustain a_ pro- 
longed fight. 

Reports from tht country districts | 
say that the people generally have been 
influenced by the Liberal leaders and 
are inclined to be distrustful of the mo- 
tives of President Palma’s government. 
Therefore they readily sympathize with 
the cause of the insurgents. In the 
cities there is much more approach to 
patriotism, but the government's offer 
of $2 pay a day for all recruits does not 
meet with more than slow responses.

An Alleged Attempt to Bribe a 


Member ot a Boston Jury 
Boston, Aug. 2o.—Walter M. Clark, 


a horse dealer, and William Washing- 
ton, a negro, were placed under arrest 


and sent to jail in default of bonds of 
$10,000, charged with contempt of court 
in attempting to bribe a member of the 
jury which is trying the case of Dr.

MAY MAKE MONKEYS TALK. 


Scientists Going to Experiment With 
-Gutta Percha Noses. 

W. Reed Blair, the animal physiciap 
at the Bronx park zoo in New York, 
and several other scientists have come 
to the conclusion that the only reason 
a monkey cannot talk like a human be- 
ing is his nose, says the New York 
Times. They have found that a mon- 
key’s vocal chords and the general con- 
tour of his head are the same as a 
man’s, but the nose is different. The 
scientists say that it is too flat to per- 
mit the monkey to articulate like a 
man. They propose to remedy this by 
a gutta percha nose and to experiment 
with the artificial nose on August, the 
latest orang outang which has arrived 
at the Bronx zoo. Later similar exper- 
iments will be tried on Dohong, an- 
other orang outang, and Soko and 
Polly, two chimpanzees. 

Keeper Reilly, who says he has 
taught the monkeys to do almost ev- 
erything but talk, has volunteered to 
be their language teacher. The keeper 
will begin to teach August his A B C 
as soon as the new nose arrives. Mon- 
keys are very quick in imitating, and 
it is believed that with the right kind 
of nose they will be able to imitate the 
sound of the human voice. August 
will be taught to talk just the same as 
a child in school. 

The scientists got the idea of a gutta 
percha nose from a well known pro- 
fessor who has studied monkeys and 
the supposed monkey language for the 
last fifteen years in the Kong6. Some 
years ago the professor met a man 
whose nose had been shot off in a bat- 
tle. The man was able to talk only by 
forming a cone with his hands over the 
place where his nose had been. The 
professor reasoned that a monkey was 
in about the same condition as a man 
with his nose shot off and has beea 
working on the theory of an artificial 
nose since. 


BEWARE BRIDAL CAKE.

The Under Side of Fish, 

Experiments have been made with 
flounders in order to determine whether 
the whiteness of the under sides of 
those fish is due to the exclusion of 
light, and the presence of color on their 
upper sides to exposure to light. The 
fish experimented upon were kept liv- 
ing in a glass tank, having a mirror 
placed beneath, so as to reflect light 
upon the under sides of the fish. One 
of these prisoners survived for three 
years unda@ conditions so strangely dif- 
ferent from its ordinary habits of life, 
and all of them exhibited the develop- 
ment of spots of pigment on their lower 
surfaces. The experimenters conclud- 
ed that it is exposure to light that 
causes th? coloration of the upper 
parts of the bodies, not only of floun- 
ders, but @ other fish, and, conversely, 
that it isto the comparative absence 
of light that the whiteness of under 
sides of fsh is due. They extend the 
same principle to explain the colorless 
condition of the skins of many animals 
that pass all their lives in caves. 


Naturaists have long been puzzled 
as to hoy birds learn to sing. Does it 
come nétural to a bird of a certain 
species to sing the song common to its 
kind or does it learn to imitate what- 
ever smg it most hears during the 
early days of its life? Experiments 
made by a well known student of bird 
life proved that most birds simply learn 
by imitation. He placed young linnets 
to be reared by skylarks, woodlarks, 
titlarks and other breeds, and in every 


case the linnet learned the song of his } 


foster parents. Again, a number of lin- 
nets were reared where they had no 
chance of hearing the song of any 
bird at all. In due course they began 


jto sing, but their song was entirely

A Snail’s Sense of Smell. 

Professor E. Yung of Geneva discov: | 
ered that the keen sense of smell attrib- 
uted to the ordinary snail is distributed 
over the entire body not covered by the 
shell, the two pairs of tentacles, the 
lips and the edges of the feet being 
particularly sensitive.

Only in exceptional cases was 
odor perceived as much as fifteen or 
twenty inches away, showing that smell 
cannot guide these creatures to food far

DEGREE DELAYED 


Cuban Government Considered 


Granting of Amnesty 


FAVORED BY PRESIDENT 


Was Strongly Opposed by Per- 
sons Close to Him--Insurrec- 
tion Has Spread From Villages 
to Large Towns--Palma and 
Vice President Capote at Odds 


Havana, Aug. 27.—The deep anxiety 
of President Palma to extend every pos- 
sible opportunity for peace without 
bloodshed, and his desire to permit 
those who joined the insurrection un- 
der misguidance to repent and return 
to their homes unmolested, combined 
with the general wish to end a situa- 


tion fraught with so much loss and 
euffering, has led to consideration by 
the president and his cabinet of a pro- 
ject decreeing a 30-day amnesty period, 
during which the insurrectionists are 
invited to lay down their arms and 
return to their peaceful pursuits. It 
was proposed to issue the decree today, 
but persons close to the president 
strongly epposed the measure and the 
matter was deferred and may be relin- 
quished. 

General Montalvo, who is acting sec- 
retary of the interior, on leaving the 
president last night, said that at pres- 
ent there was no intention to issue an 
amnesty. Font Sterling, secretary of 
the treasury, said the matter was not 
being seriously considered, and other 
friends of President Palma declared it 
would be an unwise move. 

So far as actual conflict went, Sun- 
day proved to be a day of inactivity, 
but preparations proceeded without 
abatement. A fund of $2,000,000 has 
been set aside by the treasury for de- 
fense, and drafts on it are heavy and 
constant. 

The situation is so increasingly seri- 
ous that it is tacitly admitted in all gov- 
ernment circles that the enlargement of 
the army will not stop at any given num- 
ber, but will continue indefinitely. 
While the number of men at present 
leaving their regular occupations to 
enlist for the war is small, employers 
are beginning to find that they soon 
will be confronted with a considerabie 
scarcity of labor. 

Several new insurgent bands have 
taken to the brush. The growth of the 
insurrection certainly seems to keep 
pace with the preparations for suffocat- 
ing it. Next to the progress of the 
combatants, the most interesting ques- 
tion seems to be how to end the war 
without fighting. Around the discus- 
sion of this question centers a deal of 
crimination and recrimination from 
both Liberals and Moderates, each side 
bringing accusations against the other 
as to the responsibility for precipitat- 
ing the rebellion. 

All discussion of this sort leads in- 
evitably to the subject of American 
intervention. If the conflict should 
last for a long time intervention is con- 
sidered’ to loom as a tolerably cer- 
tain eventuality. If the government 
subdues the insurrection and chastises, 
wounds or kills members of the Lib- 
eral party, the feeling of rancor is ex- 
pected to continue for years. If the 
insurrectionists prevail, it is predicted 
that uncertain conditions are bound to 
continue. 

Santa Clara is becoming a thorough 
insurrectionist province. Some villages 
have become wholly  insurrectionist, 
and even larger towns, in some cases, 
have taken up arms against the govy- 
ernment. The attitude of the people 
is entirely a question of the attitude 
of the leaders. A former mayor of 
Trinidad has suddenly placed himself 
at the head of a band of 100 insurgents. 
The mayor of Las Cruces is leading a 
band from his town, consisting of 200 
men. 

The province of Havana is still kept 
nervous by unimportant encounters. 

There are grave differences between 
President Palma and Vice President 
Capote. The latter is suspected of hav- 
ing considered with Senator Zayas, 
president of the Liberal party, the ques- 
tion of whether peace could not be re- 
stored by Palma’s withdrawal from the 
presidency, by permitting Capote to 
succeed him, and by giving certain 
posts to the Liberals. None of the par- 
ties concerned are willing to discuss 
this matter, but the source of the in- 
formation is entirely reliable. 


No Supplies From Mexico 
Mexico City, Aug. 27.—The Mexican 
government has issued strict orders 
that no use shall be made of gulf ports, 
especially those of Yucatan, as a base 
of supplies for the Cuban revolutionists. 


Two Throwing Records Fall 

New York, Aug. 27.—Martin J. Sher- 
idan threw the discus 134 feet 4 inches 
at the Irish carnival in Celtic park. 
This throw eclipses the mark of 133 
feet 11 inches made by Sheridan last 
year and constitutes a new world’s rec- 
ord. Another world’s record was set 
by John J. Flanagan in the 56-pound 
weight throwing competition. He sent 
the big iron ball 43 feet 5inches. The 
old record was a foot short of this mark. 


Raliway Strike at San Francisco 

San Francisco, Aug. 27.—With the 
exception of the California and the 
Geary street lines, street railway traffic 
here was suspended yesterday as the 
result of a’strike for higher wages by 
conductors and motormen of the 


United Railways system. There was

The accident happened as the party, 
who were in Frazeau’s large touring 
car, were crossing the tracks of a street 
railroad. The car which figured in the 
accident was a large box car as big as 
a steam coach and the auto was struck 
squarely in the middle. 

Mrs. Frazeau jumped and escaped 
injury. The little girl was thrown be- 
tween the tracks and also escaped. 
The tonneau came off and those who 
were sitting in the back of the machine 
fell out in safety. 

The chauffeur was hurled head first 
from the auto and struck under the 
front of the car, lying directly across 
the track. The left forward truck 
rolled over his head and crushed the 
skull, cutting it off just over the eyes. 
Frazeau was also thrown and struck 
by the car, suffering compound frac- 
tures of both legs and serious internal 
injuries, which caused his death this 
morning. 


Victims of Stenslana’s Theveryi 

Chicago, Aug. 27.—Johann Kindler, 
18 years old, became violent and alarm- 
ed passengers in a street car while 
brooding over the loss of $80, which 
he had deposited in the failed Milwau 
kee Avenue state bank. Kindler i> 
held pending an investigation of his 
sanity. Kindler is the second person 
to become mentally deranged as a re- 
sult of the failure of this bank. In 
addition, three persons have committed 
suicide and one man fell dead. The 
police are still in the dark as to the 
whereabouts of Stensland. 


Children May Be Deported 

New York, Aug. 27.—The case of 40 
Russian Hebrew children who arrived 
here Saturday on the steamship Amer- 
ika was heard by the board of special 
inquiry at Ellis island and it was de- 
cided to deport them. The order is not 
final, however, as the case has been ap- 
pealed to Washington. The children, 
all of them made orphans by the recent 
massacres in Russia, were brought 
here through funds supplied by wealthy 
Hebrews of this city, who secured 
homes throughout the country where 
the children could be sent. 


Engineer and Fireman Killed 

Little Falls, N. Y¥., Aug. 27.—The 
boiler of a freight locomotive exploded 
near here, causing the death of Engi- 
neer Wagner and Fireman Hall. The 
boiler was thrown from the trucks high 
in the air and landed 100 feet away, 
blocking all four tracks of the road. 
Neither the driving wheels nor the ten- 
der of the engine was thrown from 
the tracks, but ran on with the train 
for a quarter of a mile. The engine 
chad just taken water and the cause of 
the explosion has not been ascertained. 


Denies Charge of Murder 
St. John, Aug. 27.—Thomas Collins. 
held on suspicion of the murder of 
Mary A. Macaulay at New Ireland, was 
brought here last evening from Char- 
lotte county. Collins, the police say, 
told them he had been working at 
Father Macaulay’s and left there be- 
cause the latter’s housekeeper, the 
murdered woman, was always scolding 
him and finding fault. He says she was 
alive and well when he left.

New York, Aug. 27.—Tammany 
Leader Harburger declares he will be 
a delegate to the Buffalo convention 
and will take the platform and present, 
for the Democratic nomination for gov- 
‘ernor, the name of Congressman 
Sulzer. Harburger makes this state 
ment in response to District Attorney 
Jerome, who challenged the leaders of 
Tammany Hall to express their choice 
for governor. 


Street Car Passengers In Panic 

Cleveland, Aug. 27.—Seven persons 
were injured and 20 others were impris- 
oned- in a disabled car for some time, 
following a head-on collision of two 
street cars. Almost a panic followed 
the collision and those who were 
fastened in the disabled car were 
trampled over by other frightened pas- 
sengers in their efforts to escape. None 
of the injured will die.

immediate eye-witnesses were killed. 

The tremendous force of the explo- 
gion absolutely blew out the front of 
the premier’s residence and carried 
away the ceilings above and the floors 
beneath, and the walls of the adjoin- 
ing rooms. People were literally 
blown to pieces. Those who were not 
killed Instantly were horribly maimed 
or lacerated and all the others present 
were prostrated by the shock. 


The premier’s escape was miraculous, 
for only a moment before the explosion 
took place he had stepped inside his 
study at the rear of the salon to speak 
to Prince Shakovsky. He was slightly 
injured. 

The havoc wrought by the explosion 
is indescribable. Bodies were so toru 
or mangled as to make identification 
impossible, some of them headless, 
armless or legless lying in the blood- 
dripping wreckage. 

Pieces of flesh and clothing clung to 
the shattered rafters overhead and 
some lodged in the branches of the elm 
trees which border the roadway separ- 
ating the premier’s residence from the 
river. 

The terrorist who carried the ex- 
plosive into the house was literally con- 
verted into pulp by the explosion. In- 
side the gendarme officer’s coat which 
he had on was found the death sen- 
tence of Premier Stolypin, which he 
had tried to execute. The police refuse 
to make publie the contents of this 
document. 

At the hospital of St. Peter and St. 
Paul there was a disgraceful scramble 
of thousands of curiosity seekers 
around the mangled remains of 26 of 
the victims of the explosion, which bad 
Jain exposed on the grass in the hos- 
pital yard the whole of Saturday night 
and yesterday. Society women fought 
and jostled street laborers and peasant 
women for a chance to view the sight. 
Many of them were accompanied by 
ehildren of tender age. 

Though dozens of suspected revolu- 
tionists were gathered in yesterday in 
the capital, no important arrests have 
been chronicled. The police have been 
unsuccessful in getting on the real 
track of the conspiracy beyond estab- 
lishing from the text of the death sen- 
tence found on the body of one of the 
dead assassins that the band belonged 
to the Maximists, better known as the 
“flying group” of the Social Revolu- 
tionists. This group is thus designated 
because it operates on an unfixed base. 
it has been’ responsible for most of the 
recent assassinations, not having ac- 
cepted the dictum of the larger “fight- 
ing organization” of the Social Revo- 
jutionists to discontinue activity dur- 
ing the session of parliament. 

The unsuccessful attempt on the life 
of Stolypin was followed last night by 
another revolutionary outrage, in which 
General Min, commander of the Sem- 
inovsky guard regiment, and who, since 
his promotion to be a general, has been 
attached as a personal adjutant to the 
suite of the czar, was killed on the sta- 
tion platform at Peterhof by a young 
woman, who fired five shots into his 
body from an automatic revolver and 
then, without resistance, submitted to 
arrest. The capture of the girl was 
effected by Min’s wife, who held her 
until the arrival of an officer. Any one 

of the five wounds would have resulted

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JOHN, THE ORANGE MAN 


Glimpses of Harvard Univer- 
sity’s Famous Old Character. 


BELOVED BY ALL THE STUDENTS 


Qdd Figure In College Yard Was 
Familiar Sight to Generations of 
Harvard Men—A Mascot Every- 
where and Only Once Made a Mis- 
take, Says a Chicago Alumni. 


The Harvard colony in Chicago is in 
mourning for old John, the orange 
man. In fact hundreds of Harvard 
graduates throughout the country are 
mourning the loss of this famous old 
character. 

Since the early fifties the late John 
Lovett (he was seldom called by his 
full name) was the crimson mascot, 
Says the Chicago Post. Nobody ever 
knew how old he was. John himself 
didn’t. But he was a fruit peddler at 
Harvard when President Eliot was 
studying “The Anabasis.” 

“We all thought a good deal of 
John,” declared a prominent Harvard 
man recently. “As an orange man he 
was indispensable. As a mascot we 
could never have got along without 
him. It was John, in his silk hat and 
red ribbons, who pulled Harvard 
through many a trying ninth inning, 
who rallied the exhausted football 
giants in the last five minutes at the 
stadium. Dear old John! He was as 
much a part of Harvard as the college 


yard.” 

If you ever have attended one of the 
big games on an eastern gridiron; if 
you have ever been a unit in that half 
delirious mob at triennial; if you have 
ever watched breathless from the ob- 
servation train the crimson crew sweep 
down the Hudson or the Thames, you 
must remember John, the orange 
man. 

When they used to hold the cham- 
pionship football games at Springfield, 
there was always John with the red 
fringe around his head, pranked out 
in good old crimson, riotously leading 
the student crowd out to the battle- 
field. The girls in red—and many of 
the girls in blue—had smiles for him. 
The coaches Mstened to his sage ad- 
vice. 

The football captains took him into 
their secret councils, To him the crew 
manager applied for green apples, 
when it became necessary to reduce 
the weight of the cockswain. It was 
old John who led the cheering—even 
when he could hardly stand on his feet 
for enthusiasm; who, later, led the col- 
lege band, waving a ribbon bedecked 
cane for a baton to the measured 
rhythm of “Fair Harvard.” 

But now “Fair Harvard” knows him 
no more. The subfreshmen who have 
looked forward so proudly to meeting 
him are doomed to disappointment. 
The sophomores and juniors who once 
knew him will discover what a big 
place the little old Irishman held in 
their affections. His cheery “Good 
evening, friend,” and “Good night, 
friend,” will be heard no more about 
the campus rooms at night—nor his 
well known shuffle In the hallway. 

“We knew him,” said F. Herman 
Gade, “in gray days and gold. When 
Harvard lost, old John was as discon- 
solate as the manager of the team 
could be. The riotous days would have 
been nothing without old John, in his 
red coat and crimson banded silk hat, 
reeling at the head of the student 
crowd while they carried the victorious 
football captain on their shoulders. 

“We took him everywhere, and 
everywhere he was a mascot. Only 
once did he make a mistake. It was 
at New Haven, and the old man evi- 
dently got twisted or forgot that the 
goals had been changed during the sec- 
ond half. A Yale man grabbed the ball 
out of a scrimmage and, dodging our 
half back, hurdling the quarter back, 
plunged eighty yards down the field 
for a touchdown. 

“The Yale stands rose with a mighty 
roar. Seat cushions, hats and canes 
flew into the air. On the Harvard 
stands, however, all was silence and 
depression. But there was old John, 
thinking that Harvard had scored, 
waving his arms and belching forth 
husky ‘Rah! rahs!’ 

“It was almost more than we could 
stand. ‘Why don’t you cheer, boys? 
he yelled, and we—we were in tears. 
Then, up in the corner, the crimson 
band began to play ‘Fair Harvard.’ 
One by one the students took it up, and 
old John stood in front leading us on. 
When he learned his mistake later he 
was inconsolable. 

“In his business life John was a won- 
der. He never kept books, nor did we, 
but he could remember accurately how 
much each fellow owed him—to a cent. 

“He would shuffle into your room 
when you were grinding for exams. 
With a ‘Good evening, friend,’ he 
would Jeave some oranges or bananas 
or figs where you might want them. If 
you weren’t there he would leave them 
anyway. At the end of the month, 
when the remittances came in, he 
made his collections, and if he cheated 
any one it was himself. 

“He grew feeble a few years ago and 
his friends bought him a donkey and a 
eart. The cart had two big H’s on its 
sides, and in this equipage John would 
ride down the yard as if he was the 
president. He was like a pet child to 
the student body.” 

In the recent New York production 
of “Brown of Harvard” John, the 
orange man, against the advice of his 
friends, was persuaded to go on the 
stage. The strain was too great for

How Sound Waves Move. 

The speed with which sound waves 
fre transmitted through the atmosphere 
depends on several conditions. When 
the temperature is at 32 degrees F., 
sounds move with a speed of 1,090 feet 
per second, the velocity increasing with 
the temperature at the rate of about 
one foot of speed per second for each 
degree above the-freezing point. Then, 
again, in damp air sound moves with 
a greater velocity than it does in dry 
air, no odds if the dry air be warm and 
the damp cold. In water sound moves 
more than four times as fast as it does 
in air, or, say, at about the rate of 4,700 
feet per second. 


Wooden Spoons. 

A curious industry in Russia and one 
which nevertheless finds employment 
for thousands of men is that of mak- 
ing wooden spoons. In the district of 
Semenovsk, where they chiefly come 
from, no fewer than 7,000 men make 
atliving at the trade. The spoons are 
generally made from birechwood, and 
a skilled workinan can turn out sev- 
eral hundred a day. No fewer than 
12,000,000 spoons are manufactured 
during the course of the year, which 
are sold at 6 to 8 rubles per thousand. 
They find a ready market and pene- 
trate as far as Persia, Khiva, Bokhara 
and Khokand.

HOW TO KNOW POISON IVY. 


Hints on Detecting the Plant and 
Curing Its Poisonous Effects, 

Poison ivy grows wild throughout the 
whole land. Its leaves are in threes, 
smooth and shining on both surfaces, 
with margins which may be toothed or 
even. There are flowers in May and 
June and fruit in the autumn—a 
smooth, white, wax-like berry, says the 


Boston Traveler. 

The poison is a nonvolatile of] found 
in all parts of the plant. When it 
touches the skin of a susceptible per- 
son it produces an eruption of an ery- 
sipelas-like nature. In severe cases the 
point affected frequently becomes irri- 
tated year after year. 

A person is particularly susceptible 
to the poison in warm weather, when 
the blood is heated and the skin pores 
are open. It is, however, dangerous at 
all seasons, and some of the worst 
eases of poisoning have occurred in the 
winter, when woodchoppers have been 
perspiring freely and have worked 
amid the ivy vines. 

To relieve the inflammation and dry 
up the pustules powdered sugar of lead 
dissolved in alcohol is highly recom- 
mended. Tiacture of grindelia diluted 
with three tes its bulk of water and 
applied two or three times an hour will 
check the spread of the eruption. A 
solution of one part of hyposulphite of 
soda to three of water applied con- 
stantly to the affected place is a good 
remedy. 

A doctor who has been poisoned 
about eighty times says the poisonous 
principle is a fixed oil soluble in alco- 
hol and which is precipitated by lead 
subacetate; hence the use of lead salts 
in inflammation of the skin resulting 
from the action of the poison ivy oil is 
rational, but the precipitated lead com- 
pound must be removed from the skin, 
as it is gradually decomposed and the 
oil set free again to continue its irri- 
tant action. 

The use of soap and water and a 
good hand brush is the simplest way 
of getting rid of the oil. The action is 
mechanical and perfectly efficient. Al- 
cohol in full strength dissolves and re- 
moves the oil, but does not neutralize 
it, Care should be taken lest the al- 
cohol with oil in solution flows over a 
part as yet unaffected, as {t may cause 
further euauption. The use of ointments 
and fatty substances Is wrong, as they 
serve to spread the Irritant oil of the 
poison. Clothing that may have been 
in contact with the plants will retain 
and transmit the irritating quality. A 
doctor says he has been poisoned by a 
pair of shoes worn while collecting ivy 
plants the previous year. 

The iwy plant is usually a climbing 
or trailing shrub, but sometimes as- 
sumes an erect habit of growth. On 
the seashore along the Atlantic coast it 
sometimes covers hundreds of acres on 
islands and spreads over large areas. 
The trunk is buried out of sight below 
the surface, and the branches rise erect 
out of the sand like separate plants. In 
such forms of ivy growth the poisonous 
properties <lo not seem to be so power- 
ful and active. 

It is not generally known that if 
boiling water is poured on the plant 
the vapors are often poisonous, and 
that the smoke from a bonfire of ivy 
brush is as dangerous to inhale as the 
breeze which blows off the vines in 
June. 


How to Cure Snake Bites, 

For a sure cure for snake bite take 
about seven drops of iodine, scarify 
and bathe the wound also with iodine, 
says a correspondent of the Topeka 
Capital. This remedy was first used 
by a medical officer in British service 
in India. It has cured both man and a 
number of animals. It never fails. It 
is really wonderful in its effects. One 
instance I will relate. A young man 
working for me in the harvest field was 
bitten by a very large rattiesnake on 
one of his large toes. I gave him about 
seven drops of tincture of fodine on a 
little sugar, and to make doubly sure 
repeated the dose an hour later. His 
foot swelled, but next morning he was 
all right. I have had animals whose 
bodies have swelled considerably, but 
all have recovered from the bite. 


How to Make Coffee Sherbet. 

For coffee sherbet pour one quart of 
boiling water over four ounces fine 
ground Java coffee, says the New York 
Telegram. Cover, simmer ten minutes, 
Strain through cheesecloth and sweet- 
en with six tablespoonfuls of sugar. 
When cold pour into the freezer and 
begin to freeze. As it thickens add the 
whites of two eggs, beaten to a stiff 
froth; freeze five minutes longer, re- 
move the beater, scrape down, cover 
and let it stand fifteen or twenty min- 
utes before serving. A quart will be 
enough for twelve people. Serve in 
glasses, with a spoonful of whipped 
cream on top. 


How to Serve a Boiled Lobster. 

So many people are ignorant as to 
how a boiled lobster should be served, 
and so, instead of a pretty and easily 
carved dish, there is difficulty in get- 
ting at any of the meat, says the Wash- 
ington Star. First break off the large 
claws and crack them at the joints 
with the flat side of a chopper, separate 
the head from the tail, split the tail 
lengthwise in two, place the body, cut 
also in half, upright in the dish, lay 
the claws and half tafls round it and 
garnish with parsley. Hand with lob- 
ster a good salad and thinly cut bread 
and butter. 


‘ How to Clean Frying Pans. 

Much labor may be saved in wash- 
ing frying pans if they are wiped out 
clean with a piece of paper after the 
fat is poured from them before they 
are put in the dishwater. The paper 
should then be burned. These pans 
should also have a periodic boiling in 
soda water in a large kettle. If these 
two things are done they will be kept

Is to Blame 


For Delay at 
The High School 


Slow Arrival 


Of 


What will the School Committee do 
this evening relative to accommodations 
for High school pupils ? 

The fall term of the public schools 
will open on Monday, Sept. 10, and it 
is evident that no part of the High 
school building which is being enlarged, 
will be ready for occupancy, and it is 
not an easy matter to find accommoda- 
tions for 600 pupils where the studies 
are elective. 

There are many combinations of 
pupils in each class, some take one 
language and some another, and some 
take science and others do not, and 
there is the business course, etc., etc. 
The pupils generally recite in one room, 
and then go to the study hall, or to 
recite to a teacher in another room. It 
is greatly different from « grammar 
grade where all pupils take the same 
studies, and recite to one teacher. 

When tbe contract for the enlarge- 
ment of the High school building was 
awarded it contained a stipulation that 
all the new part toward Butler road 
should be ready for occupancy on Mon- 
day, Sept. 10, also the old class rooms 
in the old part and the sanitaries in the 
basement. 

The contractor was to be given until 
Oct. 20 to complete the changes of the 
old hall into classrooms. Bonds were 
given and it was agreed that there 
should be a per diem forfeiture for 
failure to complete on dates named. 

Later, when it was found that the 
new part could not be completed on 
Sept. 10 there was an agreement that it 
would be satisfactory to the city if all 
the class rooms in the old part of the 
building were ready Sept. 10, and dur- 
ing the early part of August it was 
thought this would be possible. “Ob- 
stacles, however, have been encountered 
and the work has not progressed rapid- 
ly. The contractor has given no writ- 
ten notice that he will be unable to 
complete his contract on time, but has 
told Supt. Parlin and Headmaster Har- 
per that he cannot. Therefore other 
arrangements must be made. 

* Superintendent Lord, who is brother 
of the contractor for the enlargement, 
does not hesitate in placing the respon- 
sibility for the delay. He says it rests 
entirely with Falion & Sons of Quincy, 
the sub-contractors for the granite. Mr. 
Lord states positively that the new ad- 
dition would have been roofed in before 
the school closed in June had granite 
been supplied by Fallon for the trim- 
mings when wanied. Almost from the 
start Mr. Lord and Mr. Thomas have 
been handicapped by the slow arrival of 
the granite.

If the delay in 
granite continues it will be long after 
the first of October, however, before 
aby partof the building is ready for 
occupancy. 

Itis said that Mr. Lord, the con- 
tractor, is greatly’ agitated because. i 
others have prevented him from fulfil 
ing his contract on time. He hasan » 
excellent reputation as a contractor,and 
financially and generally finishes his 
work on contract time. 

It is said that Fallon & Sons were 

not the lowest bidders for the contract 
for the granite, but that the city author 
ities desired that he should get the 
contract.

NO MORE “EXTRAS” 


Abolished by Railroad Rate Law, 
Which Is Now In Effect 


SCHEDULES NOT FINISHED 


Transportation Companies Will 
Be Given Additional Time-- 
Shippers Gain, but the Public 
Reaps No Benefit From Law 


New York, Aug. 28.—The new rail- 
road rate law, which applies to all rail- 
roads doing an interstate business, went 
into effect at midnight. According to 
the new law the roads were to have 
filed with the commission by midnight 
all their tariffs and charges, showing 


not only the full cost of transportation 
from point to point, but also what 
items go to the making up of this cost. 
From today on there can be no “extras,” 
but the shipper is expected to be able 
to obtain in advance a final statement 
of the charge he has to meet. 

It Js stated that in fact not a single 
company has been able to fully comply 
with the provisions of the law requiring 
them to have all their schedules on file 
by midnight. The schedule of switch- 
ing charges was the most difficult of 
completion and it is said that no road 
has been able to finish it. 

Under the law every company whic 
failed to complete its schedules might 
be fined, but it is understood that the 
interstate commerce commission will 
give additional time in every case wheu 
a road has given evidence of sincere 
intent to comply with the law. To dis- 
cuss this and other points, a committee 
representing the big eastern railroads 
will go to Washington today in order 
to meet the commission. This confer- 
ence will be attended by representa- 
tives ef the anthracite coal roads, who 
are anxious to obtain a ruling from 
the commission on that section of the 
law which prohibits a railroad from 
carrying from state to state any article 
manufactured, mined or produced by it 
except for its own use. 

It is expected that shippers will find 
themselves benefited by the provision 
which requires the railroads to include 
all charges of whatsoever nature in 
their quoted rates. Heretofore a ship- 
per has had to figure for himself on 
icing, refrigerator and elevator charges, 
and the dozen or more other inci- 
dentals, dickering with the separate 
companies which had a hand in a trans- 
portation or care of his shipment. Now 
the rallroad must do that, and the ship- 
per meets but one charge and dea!s 
with but one concern. All the sources 
of side charges are consolidated, and 
private cars, sidetracks, spurs, ter- 
minals and elevators are made subject 
to the law. 

The new liw also requires the rail- 
roads to establish a uniform system of 
accounting, and to keep their books 
open for inspection at all times by the 
expert accountants of the commission. 
The railroad accountants are now con- 
ferring in regard to the uniform sys- 
tem of bookkeeping, which, however, 
will not go into effect until June 1 next 
year. In the meantime, the commis- 
sion has put its own experts at work 
devising a system. 

Forces of clerks from all express 
companies In the country have for the 
last few days been engaged here in the 
task of revising express rates to com- 
ply with the provisions of the rate bill, 
but have been unable to finish their 
task in time to file schedules with the 
interstate commerce commission before 
the bill became effective. 

From the new arrangement the pub- 
lic will reap no benefit. The rates will 
not be lowered. The rates of.every 
company will be identical with those 
of every other. 

As a direct consequence of the pro- 
visions of the rate bill, the Union Pa- 
cific railway has determined to install 
its own system of refrigerator cars. 
Heretofore the Armour private car lines 
have had a monopoly of this business 
over the Union Pacific and Southern 
Pacific, with all the profitable Cali- 
fornia fruit trade. 

The Union Pacific yesterday opened 
bids for the construction of 6000 steel 
underbody refrigerator cars and is like- 
ly to ask for bids for another Jot soon. 


New Haven Road Suspends Passes 

Boston, Aug. 28.—None of the New 
England railroads, except the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford sys- 
tem, will take any action regarding the 
issuance of free passes at this time. 
With the *xception of the New York, 
New Heven and Hartford road, the 
railroads in this section do not consider 
that the clause of the Hepburn bill re-

Spectre of Dictatorship In Revived 
In Russia 


SYMPATHY FOR STOLYPIN 


None ot It Comes From the Gen- 


eral Public--Acting Military 


Governor General ot Warsaw 
Killed by Unknown Man 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 28.—The open 
campaign ‘against the government 
which the Social Revolutionists inau- 
gurated with the attempt on the life of 


Premier Stolypin and the assassina- 
tion of General Min has produced such 
a feeling of resentment at Peterhot 
that the spectre of a dictatorship has 
been revived. 

The government, it is claimed, can 
only rely on force to fight the terrorists, 
as the public press, which might be ex- 
pected to manifest a revulsion of feel- 
Ing against the crime which sacrificed 
the lives of over a score of innocent per- 
sons in the attempt to murder a man 
who personally had not given cause for 
offense, remains coldly indifferent. 
Only The Novoe Vremya and the official 
Rossia denounces the terrorists. 

The conclusions of the liberal press 
are summed up in the charge made bys 
The Rech that the government alone is 
guilty and responsible for what has hap- 
pened. , 

The police have made hundreds of ar- 
rests since Saturday in an attempt to 
get their hands upon the participants in 
what is evidently a far-reaching con- 
spiracy, but thus far all that has been 
definitely established is that two of the 
men who sacrificed their lives in the 
attempt on the premier arrived here 
Aug. 23 from Moscow, where the or- 
ganization is supposed to have its head- 
quarters. 

The supposition that the slayer of 
General Min was the “servant” of the 
party concerned in the Stolypin attempt 
has been disproved, further investiga- 
tion showing that the woman had been 
living under an admittedly false name 
with a peasant family in the village of 
Luedina, near Peterhof, since Aug. 16. 
The extraordinary police surveillance 
at Peterhof had not extended to Luzina 
and she escaped notice. She was 
brought to St. Petersburg yesterday in 
irons. 

Premier Stolypin has received many 
telegrams of sympathy over his escape, 
but it is noticeable that they all are 
from municipalities, bourses and other 
official or semi-official organizations, 
and that the general public is not repre- 
sented. 


Assassination at Warsaw 


Warsaw, Aug. 28.—General Von- 
liarpiarski, acting military governor 


general of Warsaw, was shot and killed 
yesterday afternoon while driving in a 
cab. The assassin escaped. 

Vonliarpiarski was the commander 
of the Fifth army corps stationed at 
Warsaw. He was driving in a carriage 
from the commandant’s office to his 
residence. As the general's driver 
slackened speed at a place where the 
street was torn up for repaving, an un- 
known young man fired four shots at 
Vonliarpiarski through the top of the 
earriage, which was up on account of 
the rain, one of the bullets entering 
the general's breast under the heart. 

The driver of the carriage whipped 
up his horses and drove at full speed 
to the hospital, where the general died 
almost instantly. Vonliarpiarski had 
only recently been appointed acting 
military governor of this city. 


Crown Lands For Peasants 
St. Petersburg, Aug. 28—The dis- 
tribution of crown appanages, the first 
first part of the administration’s agra- 
rian program by which it is hoped to 
win the peasantry to the support of the 
government at the coming elections, 
Was put In effect yesterday, when an 
ukase was published transferring 4,- 
500,000 acres of appanage lands to the 
peasants’ bank for distribution to the 
peasants. The urgency of the situation 
is such that the ukase was gazetted 
without waiting for final decision as to 

the method and terms of payment. 


Saliors Plant a Red Fiag 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 28.—It. is re- 
ported that 21 men belonging to the 
battleship Panteleimon, formerly the 
Kniaz Potemkine, on which a mutiny 
occurred last year, seized a cutter and 
landed on Berenzan island, where Lieu- 
tenant Schmitt, the mutineer, was ex- 
ecuted, and planted a red flag there. 
Meetings of seamen belonging to the 
Black sea fleet are said to have been 
held at various places. 


Executions and Whippings 

Riga, Aug. 28.—A punitive expedi- 
tion visited the district near Weden 
where a rural guard was killed recent- 
ly, instituted a drumhead court mar- 
tial, put to death three revolutionists 
and flogged many peasants with whins. 
A fine of $1500 was imposed on the 
two communes involved. 


Shooting Moscow Police 
Moscow, Aug. 28.—The revolution- 
ists have inaugurated a campaign 
against the police similar to the one so 
long in force in Warsaw. A sergeant 
and two polic?men were shot with re- 
Volvers yesterday.

The foreign element, including many 
Americans, criticise the offer of am- 
nesty as a weak and disappointing ac- 
tion, showing a desire for peace at any 
price and a willingness to sacrifice the 
possibility of future security to a pres- 
ent expediency. 

Secretary Montalvo's order does not 
provide for the relief of alleged con- 
spirators who are now in jail in Ha- 
vana, and the question has arisen as 
to what shall be done with them. 

Guerra knows nothing of the Montal- 
vo order, and if he did it is altogether 
unlikely that it would affect his course 
materially. At present there is every 
reason for expecting that Guerra will 
hold out for some time to come.

Washington, Aug. 28.—Automobiles 
are to be substituted for one-horse 
wagons in the collection of mail from 
letter boxes in large cities.

“Japan is reaching 
out to control the trade and commerce 
of Manchuria and the far east.

CAINE ON CURSE OF DRINK. 


His New Book Deals With It as a 
Disease or a Sin. 

Hall Caine’s new novel, just pub- 
lished, deals with the subject of heredi- 
tary drink craving cured by hypnotism, 
says a London cable to the Chicago 
Post.

SCHOOL FOR INFANTS. 


Chicago Woman Opens Institution 
For Two-year-olds, 

Miss Helen Todd of the Henry Booth 
House recently returned from Europe 
to open a “maternity school” at the 
settlement, says the Chicago Post. 

Miss Todd said that the new enter- 
prise is made necessary by the fact 
that the child of two or three years is 
shoved to one side when the new baby 
comes to the tenement. The two-year- 
old is neglected in a physical way, and 
it becomes stupid and sullen. For its 
benefit Miss Todd has opened the ma- 
ternity school, which is a large, sunny 
room, well equipped with toys of all 
kinds, where children between the 
ages of two and five are cared for from 
early in the morning until late at night. 
In France, Italy and Germany such 
schools have been maintained and have 
proved very successful. 

Miss Todd spent much of her time 
while abroad in investigating social 
conditions and settlements and* was 
much impressed with the maternity 
schools.

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POCAHONTAS MEMORIAL 


Plan to Honor Indian Princess 
at Jamestown Exposition. 


BRONZE STATUE TO BE EREOTED 


Promoters of the Project Apparently 
Assured of Its Success— Work of 
Memorial Association In Securing 
Funds Accelerated by a Congress- 
man’s Rebuff—Features of Design 
Proposed For Statue and Pedestal. 


The tendency to destructive criti- 
tism which makes itself apparent at 
intervals in spasmodic individual at- 
tempts to impose a new version of a 
generally accepted incident of histor- 
ical record is not without some re- 
deeming features, says the New York 
Post’s Washington correspondent. The 
first result of such an attack is, of 
course, to attract attention to the pros 
and cons of the subject at issue. This 
arouses interest among a large number 
of persons who would not otherwise 
evince more than passing concern. The 
next and more important effect is to 
stimulate a good many more minds to 
come to the defense of the records at- 
tacked than the number who chose to 
align themselves in support of the new 
exponent of captious criticism. 

All this has been demonstrated in the 
development of the preliminary planus 
for erecting at the Jamestown exposi- 
tion a permanent memorial in honor of 
the Indian princess Pocahontas. It is 
well known that in Virginia those de- 
scendants of the “F. F. V.’s” who 
claim direct descent from King Pow- 
hatan’s line cherish that tinge of abo- 
riginal blood as possibly the greatest 
inheritance any one could hope for. 
The possession of an unbroken line of 
300 years of American ancestry is val- 
ued more than great wealth, and it is 
little wonder, therefore, that it should 
be made the subject of reminiscence 
and the theme of family memoirs. 

To honor the memory of the Indian 
princess and to inculcate patriotic ideas 
generally there was recently formed in 
Washington the Pocahontas Memorial 
association, with the object in view of 
erecting on Jamestown island a statue 
of heroic mold to record the importance 
of her participation in the early affairs 
of the English colonists who landed at 
Jamestown in 1607. It had a few zeal- 
ous promoters, and they expressed con- 
fidence in carrying their plans to suc- 
cessful conclusion, but the movement 
progressed slowly. One day one of 
them broached the subject casually on 
encountering a congressman of the 
twentieth century commercial sort, who 
have no use for historical remi- 
niscences. 

“Ob, that’s all a fraud,” he interject- 
ed impatiently as soon as the topic was 
broached to him. “It’s all a fraud, I 
say. You're all frauds, I believe, Both- 
ering congress for appropriations, There 
is nothing in it.” 

That settled it. The rude and thought- 
less rebuff had insured the success of 
the Pocahontas Memorial association. 
It was quickly repeated to the other 
prime movers in the project and passed 
along by word of mouth and by letters 
until it had aroused the fighting blood 
of every one who had even the most 
remote interest in the subject. The 
story of the rebuff spread and no doubt 
gained in the telling. It was a chal- 
lenge from the materialistic world of 
today to defend the fame of the set- 
tlers who had hewed their way into the 
wilderness and had laid the foundations 
for the great commonwealth which be- 
came the “mother of presidents” and 
was a prime factor in the early history 
of the American republic. 

Having had their energies stimulated 
by this incident, the founders of the 
association have been working enthusi- 
astically. They now have 700 members 
enrolled and have planned a pilgrimage 
to Jamestown on Oct. 11 next, the an- 
niversary of the landing of Columbus. 
A few weeks before that time a finish- 
ed model of the proposed statue will be 
submitted to the association and will be 
on view in Washington. The sculptor, 
Ordway Partridge, will be on hand to 
describe his work and to answer criti- 
cisms. The statue will be a full length 
figure of heroic size done in golden 
bronze. The exact pose has not yet 
been determined as between two fig- 
ures under consideration by the sculp- 
tor. 

Matching the statue in point of inter- 
est will be its splendid pedestal, bear- 
ing on the four sides tablets recording 
historical events in the life of the In- 
dian princess. Three of them will be 
scenes in bas-relief. The first will be a 
reproduction of the famous painting 
“The Baptism of Pocahontas,” by 
Chapman, which occupies a conspicu- 
ous position on the south wall of the 
rotunda of the capitol. The second tab- 
let will depict the marriage of Poca- 
hontas, from the famous Brueckner 
painting. The third will present an 
original design by one of the members 
of the Memorial association showing 
Pocahontas and her servitors bringing 
supplies for the subsistence of the 
starving English colonists, 

On the fourth tablet will be repro- 
duced a partial copy of the old parish 
register still in existence at Graves- 
end, England, where Pocahontas died 
on the eve of returning to Virginia 
after her visit to England as the wife 
of Thomas Rolfe. History records that 
Pocahontas grieved over the separa- 
tion from her Indian kinsfolk and that 
the nostalgia so affected her health 
that a return journey to the new world 
Was begun. With her husband she ha€ 
actually taken ship at Gravesend, but 
the sailing was delayed by adverse 
Winds. Before the ship was able to 
leave port her illness became critical

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THE CAMPHOR LAUREL. © 


How the Drug Is Extracted From 
the Wood of the Tree. 

The camphor laurel, from which the 
greater part of the camphor of com- 
merce is produced, is a native of 
China, Japan, Formosa asd Co¢hin- 
China. It is a hardy, long lived tree 
and sometimes grows to a great size. 
It has evergreen leaves, yellowish 
white flowers in panicles and is a 
very ornamental tree, the trunk run- 
ning up to a height of twenty or 
thirty feet before branching. The 
fruit is very much like a black cur- 
rant, 

In the extraction of camphor the 
wood is first cut into small chips, and 
the chips are put into water in a still 
and steamed. The head of the still is 
filled with straw, and as the steam 
carries off the camphor in vapor it 
is deposited in little grains around the 
straw. 

The crude camphor is then heated 
in a vessel, from which the steam is 
allowed to escape through a small 
aperture. The camphor sublimes in a 
semitransparent cake. In the man- 
ufacture of camphor the tree is nec- 
essarily destroyed, but by a rigid law 
of the lands in which the tree grows 
another is planted in the place of every 
one that is cut down. The wood is 
highly valued for carpenter's work. 

Camphor was unknown to _ the 
Greeks and Romans and was first 
brought to Europe by the Arabs. 


BROEK, IN HOLLAND. 


It Is Said to Be the Cleanest Town 
In the World, 

The cleanest town in the world is 
said to be Broek, in Holland. It is only 
a few miles from the capital, and has 
been famous for its cleanliness from 
time immemorial. It is also notable on 
account of the fanciful style of its 
houses and yards and gardens and 
streets. 

The people, though only peasants, are 
all well to do, and all feel a pride in 
their town. It seems to be the first 
business of their lives to keep their 
houses freshly painted, their gardens in 
perfect order and their yards and 
streets as clean as a new pin. No carts 
are allowed in the streets, and no cattle. 

Though the raising of stock and the 
making of butter and cheese are their 
occupations, a stranger would never 
imagine that there were any cattle in 
the region, unless he went to the beau- 
tiful green meadows at the back of the 
houses or the stables out there, where 
cows are kept in stalls scrubbed and 
washed like a kitchen. 

The streets are too fine and neat for 
the feet of the animals to step on. All 
are paved with polished stone, inter- 
mingled with bricks of different colors, 
and kept so scrupulously clean that a 
lady could walk anywhere in white 
satin slippers.—Tearson’s Weely. 


Deadly Snakes, 

The deadliest of snakes is said to be 
the mamba, an African cobra. It flies 
at everybody and everything; it goes 
out of its way to quarrel; it will even 
come down from a tree to solicit an 
interview. Over in India there is the 
great king cobra, or hamadryad, a size 
larger, quite as fierce—it has been 
known to chase a man on horseback; 
he had to ride for his life—but his 
poison is a degree less virulent. The 
difference, however, may be considered 
negligible and ceases to interest the 
patient after a few minutes. Among 
the Australian cobras, the pit vipers 
of America and the great west African 
vipers there are species with evil repu- 
tations, and the most alarming feature 
is that the aggressive snakes are all 
desperately poisonous. 


The Size of Bolivia. 

The area of Bolivia is not accurate- 
ly known, yet it is probable that its 
present area is not far from 600,000 
Square miles, which is the equivalent 
of the area of Germany, France and 
Spain combined. From the lowlands 
on the east and southeast the land 
rises, sometimes by easy slope and 
sometimes by abrupt uplift to the 
snowcapped peak of Sorata, with its 
altitude of near 25,000 feet and to the 
pyramid of Illimani, which Is given as 
21,300 feet in height. La Paz lies at 
an elevation of 11,000 feet above sea 
level and Potosi at nearly 14,000 feet. 
A few miles west of La Paz lies the 
inland sea of Titicaca, at an elevation 
of 13,000 feet.

How to Feed bogs. 

A man who has been very successful 
raising thoroughbred dogs, especially 
of the large breeds, gives this recipe 
for a most nourishing and economical 
dog food: Procure a soup bone and boil 
as for soup. When all the juice has 
been extracted take the bone from the 
broth, remove the meat, chop fine and 
return to the soup. Stir in sufficient 
cornmeal to make a thick mush and set 
aside to cool. When cold cut in slices 
and feed to the dogs as required. Vege- 
tables, such as cabbeges and beets, are 
raluable additions. Each dog should 
have a large beef bone to gnaw daily 
lo keep his teeth in good condition.

Cuba’s Offer of Clemency Is Open 
to Criticism

REBELS NOT RESPONDING 


People In Remote Districts Sym- 
pathize With Insurgent Bands 
-sHavana Newspaper’s Frank 
Discussion ot Platt Amendment 


Havana, Aug. 29.—In the absence of 
news of fighting between government 
and insurgent forces, interest centers Iu 
the government’s offer of clemency to 
those of its enemies who will lay down 
thier arms and return to thelr Lomes. 
While the press and public regard the 
offer as an important incident of the 
conflict, the result thus far has not been 
what the government seemed to antici- 
pate. Citizens generally are unwilling 
to predict its results, and it is criticised 
especially in many quarters because it 
does not fix a time limit for the laying 
down of arms, thus giving the insur- 
gents time to test their cause a while 
longer and still reserve the opportunity 
to quit when they are satisfied that 
there is no chance of success. 

Residents of the country districts of 
Havana and Pinar del Rio provinces 
uniformly speak respectfully of the 
size and conduct of the insurgent 
bands, and it is asserted that the peo- 
ple of the more remote districts un- 
questionably are with them. ‘Ihe force 
of the revolutionary sentiment does not 
appear as yet to have greatly dimin- 
ished and there are no signs of the lay- 
ing down of arms. 

The first frank, outright discussion 
of the Platt amendment, as bearing on 
the situation, appears today in The 
Diario De La Marina, the old-estab- 
lished Spanish organ and the most con- 
seryative. The editorial article, which 
was written by Chief Editor Rivero, 
says: 

“Some people admit that the present 
rebellion is over. We donot know 
whether they are right, but we do know 
it should be and quickly. If the in- 
surrection does not end quickly there 
will be American intervention. If the 
war lasts long and the United States 
government does not intervene, the 
Platt amendment will be a failure. In 
the fewest words, intervention would 
mean the loss, or at least, the diminu- 
tion, of Cuban independence. The lack 
of intervention, were the war to con- 
tinue long, would be equivalent to the 
annulment of guarantees which up to 
the present induced foreign capitalists 
to invest their funds in Cuba. If, in- 
stead of warranting peace, solvency 
and security in Cuba, the Platt amend- 
ment is to be restricted solely to the 
protection of American interests, it is 
almost certain that English, American 
and Spanish money should not have 
been invested in Cuba in such amounts 
as they have during the past year.” 

Enlistments and other war prepara- 
tions proceed more rapidly than ever. 
Extra precautions are being taken to 
guard the railroad between Pinar del 
Rio and San Juan de Martinez in antici- 
pation of Guerra sending a _ force 
against it. His strength is augmenting 
so much that he may undertake to carry 
out his threat of destroying bridges 
and wrecking trains.

Washington, Aug. 29.—G. J. Bowens, 
a negro, has resigned as American con- 
sul at Guadeloupe, French West Indies. 
Rioting in Guadeloupe caused Bowens 
to send alarming reports to the state de- 
partment about the dangers which 
threatened American interests In Guad- 
eloupe. In consequence of this report 
an American gunboat was sent to the 
island to the displeasure of France, 
which had warships near Guadeloupe 
and was prepared to check election’! 
riots. An investigation is said to have ' 
shown that Bowens exaggerated the 
condition of affairs.

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GUILD AND MORAN 
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Only Candidates For Governor, 
Says District Attorney 


QUINCY IS NOT SATISFIED 


Does Not Want Candidate Whose 


Nomination “Spells Humilia- 


tion and Disaster’’--Foss and 
Draper In Hot Contest 


Boston, Aug. 29.—Public utterances 
from various state leaders have de- 
veloped new interest in the struggle for 
the Democratic nomination for govern- 
or of Massachusetts. District Attorney 
Moran led off by sending a caustic let- 
ter to Josiah Quincy, chairman of the 
Democratic state committee, refusing 
the latter‘s suggestion to submit the 
nomination issue to William J. Bryan. 

The letter declared that “as no can- 
didate opposes my nominiution the sug- 
gestion of arbitration is absurd. The 
only contest now possible is that about 
to take place between Guild and Mo- 
ran.” 

The district attorney forwarded one 
of his campaign buttons to Quincy with 
the remark that the wearing of the 
sume would be proof of Quincy’s recog- 
hition of the right of the Democratic 
misses to govern themselves “in deti- 
ance of dictation by  self-constituted 
bosses.” 

Chairman Quincy replied by promis- 
ing vigorous hostility to Moran’s candi- 
dacy to the end of the convention, But 
he added that he would make no fur- 
ther opposition to Moran after he had 
become satistied that a majority of the 
Democrats wanted a candidate whose 
nomination, to his mind, spelled “bu- 
miliation and disaster.” Quiney added 
that he would resign his position as 
chairman if Moran were nominated. 

Former Congressman John R. Thayer 
of Worcester announced that be would 
not be a candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for governor under any 
circumstances, Henry M. Whitney re- 
cently issued a similar announcement, 
and former Governor William L. Doug- 
las has declared his unwillingness to 
run unless nominated without opposi- 
tion. The situation has apparently 
given new hope to the Moran forces, 
which are now hard at work. 

The contest for the Republican nomi- 
nation for lieutenant governor between 
Eugene N. and Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Draper has been vigorously taken 
up by Foss through public advertising. 
Foss has issued a proclamation to Re- 
publicans calling upon all who favor 
Canadian reciprocity and immediate 
tariff revision and the overthrow of the 
“political machine in Massachusetts” 
to volunteer their services upon a local 
committee pledged to the Foss candi- 
dacy. ©

Crash Followed an Investigaiton 
ot His Methods, Which Re- 


yealed False Statements to 


Directors of Bank’s Condition

1g85, the depository for nearly $1,000,- 
ooo of the funds of the Presbyterian

dent, Frank K. Hipple, to Adolf Segal, 
a promoter, on insufficient security. 

A desperate effort was made to save 


the institution by the board of directors 


through an appeal to the Clearing 
House association, but that body de- 


clined to subscribe a guarantee fund of 


$7,000,000 because of insufficient  se- 
curity. The liabilities are placed at 
$10,000,000, with quick assets of $3,500,- 
000, and doubtful collateral amounting 
to $8,000,000. George H. Earle, Jr., 
president of the Finance Company of 
Pennsylvania, was appointed receiver. 

President Hipple was always Te- 
garded as a conservative financier, but 
following his sudden death last Friday 
an investigation by the directors de- 
veloped the fact that his loans to Segal 
been made regardless of proper 
ty and that he had made false 
ient the directors of the 
s condition. Friends of the presi- 
dent express the belief that Segal ex- 
ercised a hypnotic influence over Hip- 


ple 

Although the cause of Hipple’s death 
was given by his physician and the 
coroner as cerebral hemorrhage, it is in- 
timated that he may have committed 
suicide. 

Persistent rumors that President 
Hipple committed sulcide were borne 
out last night when it was authorita- 
tively stated that he took his life at 
his home Friday morning. Hipple is 
sald to have taken a dose of laudanum 
with suicidal intent. While still con- 
scious he filled his bathtub with wa- 
ter and later was found apparently 
Hipple'’s family decline to 
any statement on the subject and 
interested in the case 
interviewed regarding 
the suicide theory. 

Hipple, in addition to being president 
of the Real Estate Trust company, was 
treasurer of the board of trustees of the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States and of 
several other church funds and was a 
director of the Franklin National bank. 

How far Hipple benefited in the loans 
made or whether he was merely the 
tool of others is yet to be determined.

THE RUSSIAN POLICY 


Would Settle Pressing Questions 

In a Legal Manner 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 29.—It is seml- 
officially stated that it would bea great 
mistake to suppose that revolutionary 
terrorism will be met by terrorism on 
the part of the government, which al- 
Ways will be able to distinguish be- 
tween legal opposition and enemies de- 
termined to nullify the law, whether by 
propaganda or by passive resistance. 
4 propaganda has its own means of 
Struggling, whether through the press 
or by meeting, but disturbances of or- 
der will be prosecuted sternly, what- 
ever ideas are professed. 

The government has sufficient means, 
the statement continues, of suppressing 
legal acts, but suppression is not the 
only aim, the first problem being the 
preparation of bills to be presented in 
parliament for the settlement of press- 
ing questions in a legal manner. The 
statement concludes as follows: 

“Revolutionaries may try to destroy 
the work of the government, but finally 
they must fail, as the government can- 
hot refrain from the fulfilment of re- 

| forms simply because one statesman or 
another may be replaced.” 


Min’s Body at St Petersburg 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 29.—In spite of 
the threats of the revolutionists, the 
transfer of the body of General Min 
from Peterhof, where he was assassi- 
nated Aug. 26, to St. Petersburg for in- 
terment in the regimental chapel of the 
Seminoysky regiment, occurred with- 
out incident, though with imposing 
military ceremonials. The casket was 
escorted to the barracks here by the en- 
tire Seminovsky regiment and by depu- 
tations from other guard regiments. 


Barrels Had Faise Bottoms 
Riga, Aug. 29.—Seventeen cocoanut 
oil barrels which were auctioned off 
here by the Customs authorities were 
found to contain 500,000 copies of proc- 
lamations printed in various languages 
hidden in false bottoms. 


New Governor of Warsaw 
London, Aug. 29.—The Standard’s 
Warsaw correspondent telegraphs that 
General Rennenkampf has been ap- 
pointed successor of General Skallon, 
governor of Wursaw.

Union Labor Gets a Biack Eye 

Racine, Wis., Aug. 29.—Circuit Court 
Judge Fowler of Fond du Lac, in the 
boycott suit for $25.000 damages 
brought by Otto B. Schultz, a Racine 
baker, against the Trades Labor Coun- 
cil and others, held illegal the contract 
exacted from the boss bakers by the 
union men in an effort to enforce the 
closed shop. The trades council and the 
individual members are enjoined from 
using the “unfair list.” The boycott is 
declared ar actionable conspiracy to ae- 
complish a criminal or unlawful pur- 
pose; Schultz is allowed to recover 
damages of $2500 for the loss of profits 
and $3500 in damuges for the amount 
of injury to his business and property 
in relation to its selling value. 


To Suspend Rule For Bryan 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 29.—In re- 
sponse to a request from friends of 
William J. Bryan, President Roose- 
velt has directed the proper authorities 
of the port of New York to suspend the 
rule prohibiting the landing of women 
from quarantine in order that Mrs. 
and Miss Bryan may be permitted to 
come ashore from the liner with Bry- 
an. Without this order the party 
would have to be separated at quaran- 
tine so that Bryan might fulfill his part 
in the reception ceremonies. 


Harvard Men Show Up Weill 

Putney, Eng., Aug. 29.—The Harvard 
erew’s performance yesterday has re- 
moved all doubts from the minds of 
English rowing men as to their staying 
powers. They never lost form, every 
man staying to the finish, when all sat 
up looking capable of going still fur- 
ther. The Sporting Life says: It was 
what Americans call a “paddle,” but if 
they can do better than this Cambridge 
will have a hard race. 


Phonetic Spelling Adopted 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 29.—Secre- 
tary Taft received the first letter from 
President Roosevelt written in accoreé- 
ance with the rules of the reformed 
spelling board.

Whitney is Out of it 

There seems to be no doubt whatever 
that Henry M. Whitney must be con- 
sidered absolutely out of the fight for 
the Democratic nomination. It is not 
to be wondered at that he withdrew 
from the contest. A great many people 
wonder that a man with so vulnerablea 
record as Mr. Whitney’s would allow 
himself to be drawn into the fight at all, 
even though his interest in the Démo- 
cratic party might be very great. It 
would require more than ordinary 
courage for a man with such a record to 
face the reckless fire of the men form- 
ing the nucleus of the Moran move- 
ment, and when a man like Mr. Whit- 
ney had done this after all the old party 
leaders had refused to serve in this ca- 
pacity, he certainly had a right to ask 
the undivided support of the conserva- 
tive wing.

An enormous amount of this illega. 
naturalization has been done in this 
commonwealth. Cambridge has been 
a hot-bed for such work, and a number 


of those who have been ilegally put - 


through the naturalization mill have 
been detected, tried, and punished for 
their misdemeanor. In the elty of Bos- 
ton, however, apparently no effort has 
been made to get at this sort of law- 
breaking. Previous United States dis- 
trict attorneys have not interested 
themselves sufficiently to bring any of 
the parties into court. 

Mr. French is one of the ablest crim- 
inal lawyers in the commonwealth, and 
he has the opportunity to make a 
splendid reputation by unearthing this 
sort of crime in the city of Boston, 
where it is extremely rampant. It is 
intimated that thousands of names of 
men illegally naturalized are on the 
voting list in the city of Boston, and 
if Mr. French can inaugurate action 
which will put some of these law- 
breakers into states prison, along with 
the men who instigated the crime, he 
will be doing a commendable work in 
the interest of morality and decency. 


SWEEPING THE HOUSE. 


How to Prevent Making a Great 
Dust. 

When you sweep a room raise as lit- 
tle dust as possible, because this dust 
when breathed irritates the nose and 
throat and may set up catarrh. Some 
of the dust breathed in dusty air reach- 
es the lungs, making parts of them 
black and hard and useless. If the 
dust in the air you breathe contains the 
germs of consumption—tubercle bacilli 
—you run the risk of getting consump- 
tion yourself, says the Pittsburg Press. 

To prevent making a great dust in 
sweeping use moist sawdust on bare 
floors. When the room is carpeted, 
moisten a newspaper and tear it into 
small scraps and scatter these upon the 
carpet where you begin sweeping. 

As you sweep brush the papers along 
with the broom, and they will catch 
most of the dust and hold it fast, just 
as the sawdust does on bare floors. Do 
not have either the paper or the saw- 
dust dripping wet, only moist. 

In dusting a room do not use a feath- 
er duster, because this does not remove 
the dust from the room, but only 
brushes it into the air so that you 
breathe it in or it settles down, and 
then you have to do the work over 
again. 

Use soft, dry cloths to dust with and 
shake them frequently out of the win- 
dow, or use slightly moistened cloths 
and rinse them out in water when you 
have finished. In this way you get the 
dust out of the room. 

In cleaning rooms you should remem- 
ber that dust settles upon the floor as 
well as on the furniture and {s stirred 
into the air we breathe by walking 
over them. 

You can easily remove all this dust 
in rooms which have bare floors—in 
houses, stores, shops, schoolrooms, etc. 
—after the dust has settled by passing 
over the floor a mop which has been 
wrung out so as to be only moist, not 
dripping wet.

Mayor Thompson 
Principal Speaker 
At Outing of 
Board of Trade 


Those who attended the annual out- 
ing of the Quincy Board of Trade ono 
Wednesday evening for a good time en- 
joyed every moment, but for the politi- 
cians it was pot such a love feast as it 
promised to be a week ago. 

All the conditions were favorable for 
the outing. The weather was fair, the 
temperature mild, the moon nearly full, 
the sail delightful, and the menu seldom 
excelled anywhere. But there was a 
chilliness among a few, and some of the 
speeches were in marked contrast with 
the jovialness of the party. 

It was about 6 P. M. when the special 
car left West Quincy, and it picked up 
en route to City Square many members 
of the Board of Trade-and their friends. 
When City Square was reached the big 
car was filled to overflowing, and it was 
necessary to secure additional accom- 
modations. 

Houghs Neck was reached about 7 P. 
M., where others joined the party, and 
a rush was made for the steamer 
Houghs Neck which soon headed for 
Nantasket Point. It was a_ beautiful 
evening and a most delightful sail 
across Hull bay. Instrumental and vocal 
music enlivened the occasion. 

Shortly after the arrival of the 
steamer, dinner was announced, and 
the Quincy party almost filled the large 


dining room at Wade’s Hotel. Sucha 
feast as was spread before them. There 


was variety, aud the supply was bounti- 
ful and of the best, while the service 
was good.

President T. L. Williams of the Board 
of Trade opened tbe post prandial 
exercises. He was pleased to welcome 
such a representative gathering of 
Quincy’s business men. Quincy was a 
cosmopolitan city, as all parts of the 
world are represented. It was so at 
this gathering, and also in our City 
Council. 

Many of us like to think with Long- 
fellow of ‘‘the dear old town by the sea”’ 
which they left behind, but they are al- 
so thinking of Quincy, which during 
the last few years has thrown off its 
lethargy. 

Here President Williams was inter- 
rupted by the query—‘‘What is: the 
matter with Quincy?’’ And there were 
three cheers for the City of Presidents. 

Quincy has one of the finest electric 
lighting systems in the country; it has 
one of the largest electric power plants; 
it has next to the largest iron works, 
and a granite industry as large as any 
city or town. 

President Piper of the City Council 
was introduced as toastmaster of the 
evening, and there was a cry—‘‘ What is 
the matter with Ward Three Piper.” 
Mr. Piper spoke briefly and then pres- 
ented the Mayor. 

Mayor Thompson thanked the Board 
of Trade for the courtesy of invitation 
to be present, and was pleased with the 
hospitality and the evidence of good 
fellowship. A Board of Trade like this 
can be a power and can dominate in any 
work which it may undertake. Its 
objects he supposed were to induce new 
industries to locate in the city, and to 
foster those we have. 

At this point the Mayor said he 
would like to reply to some criticism 
directed toward him, which he charac- 
terized as untruthful, unfair, and full 
of inuendoes. . Last year, he said, they 
were directed toward the Crescent street 
fence.

Second, the 
administration asked no favoritism for 
sub-contractors, except that preference 
be given to Quincy firms where other 
things are equal. 

Understood contracts for the carpen- 
ter work, the painting, the roofing, 
etc., had been let to lowest bidders, 
but that was not the Mayor’s business. 
I hold the contractur alone responsible, 
and not any he may employ. ‘There is 
no politics in it, and I refute the state- 
ment to the contrary. I would be 
ashamed if I could not stand before 
the citizens with honor and integrity 
after my fifty years in business. 

W. B. Nichols, local manager of 
the Citizens Gas Light Company was 
then introduced by Toastmaster Piper. 
Mr. Nichols was glad to meet the busi- 
ness men of the city. He told of what 
the company was doing in supplying 
gas to all parts of the city. We prom- 
ised a reduction in price of gas, and 
rates have been reduced. We will live 
up to all promises and more. The com- 


pany will work for the best interests of 
the city. 
John L. Miller of the School Com- 


mittee was then introduced, being also 
president of the Granite Manufacturers’ 
Association. He thought it unfair to 
call on him, for he supposed tbat those 
in office and those who wanted office 
would be the speakers. 

Mr. Miller believed in a Board of 
Trade. It was a good thing for the 
business men to get together and work 
for the city. To watch our city officials 
and see that they are not spending all 
their time talking politics. If the Mayor 
referred to my remarks at the School 
Committee meeting relative to the High 
school, I have only to say that I have 
nothing totake back. My informa- 
tion was obtained from a man who 
kaows as much if not more about 
the High school enlargement than the 
Mayor. 

All citizens should be interested in 
in the erection of city school houses, 
in street construction, and other city 
work, Quincy is growing rapidly. It 
may double in puptlation in the next 
ten years. There is considerable cheap 
land for manufacturing purposes. All 
should speak a good word for Quincy 
at all times.

FINE 


First of the 
Submarines 
To be Launched 
On Saturday 


A novelty in launching will take 
place at the shipyard of the Fore River 
Shipbuilding Company of this city 
Saturday morning, when the Cuttlefish, 
the first of the four submarine bvats 
will be launched at 9.30 A. M. She 
will be christened by Miss Eleanor Gow, 
daughter of Conmmander John L. Gow, 
U. S. N., inspector of Machinery at the 
works of the Fore River Shipbuilding 
Company. 

Fore River Shipbuilding Company 
will be represented at the launching by 
Admiral F, T. Bowles, president, and 
the Electric Boat Company by L. Y. 
Spear, vice president. 

The dimensions and particulars of the 
Cuttlefish are held as confidential by 
the Navy Department, but it is known 
that she is a larger and faster develop- 
ment of the so-called ‘‘Holland boats’’ 
now owned by the government, built by 
the same company, in one of which, the 
Plunger, President Roosevelt made his 
famous trip last year. 

The Electric Boat Company and the 
Fore River Company are building in the 
same yard two sister ships of the Cuttle- 
fisb, the Viper and the Tarantula, and 
an additional vessel, the Octopus, 
which is understood to be considerably 
larger than the Cuttlefish class and as 
large as any of the successful sub- 
marine boats in commission in Europe. 
These three boats are rapidly nearing 
completion and will be launched in the 
near future. 

It is expected that the preliminary 
trials of the Cuttlefish will begin within 
two or three weeks and the official trials 
later in the fall. 

Contracts for this group of submarine 
boats were secured by the Electric Boat 
Company under a discretionary appro- 
priation as a result of the exhaustive 
competitive trials of the Fulton held at 
Newport in June, 1904. 

The Fulton was subsequently sold to 
Russia aud after trials at St. Peters- 
burg, was shipped over the Siberian 
Railway to Vladivostok, where she 
served during the latter part of the war 
under the name of La Somme. 

A similar provision of law was en- 
acted by the last Congress and an appro- 
priation is therefore now available. One 
or more of the submarines building 
here will take part in the competitive 
or comparative tests which will be held 
by the Navy Department to determine 
the most effiicient type available before 
awarding contracts under the present 
appropriation. 

As hitherto, the Electric Boat Com- 
pany’s types have been exclusively 
adopted in the United States, Great 
Britain, Japan, Holland, and elsewhere, 
it is altogether probable that the per- 
formance of the new boats will bring 
additional contracts to the company.

GOLD IN SOLUTION. 


There Are Billions of Tons In the 
Waters of the Oceans. 

Do you know that the waters of our 
globe hold thousands of millions of tons 
of gold in solution, and that if it were 
Possible to extract the precious metal 
from the aqueous constituent of our 
planet gold would be the commonest 
of the metals?

Finally, in 1855, they 
made a grand summary of all their 
findings, the figures presented with 
that report being without doubt the 
most wonderful! exhibit that has ever 
been given to the scientific world. 

It was there shown that the average 
Gepth of all oceans is 2,500 fathoms, 
and that the surface area is sufficient 
to make a grand total of 400,000,000 
eubie miles of water, or not less than 
1,837,030,2T2,000,000,000 tons. Each ton 
ef that vast amount of surging liquid 
holds, at a very low estimate, one- 
thirteenth of a grain of gold, or a total 
of not less than 10,250,000,000 tons of 
the precious metal. If this vast amount 
ef gold could be extracted and thrown 
upon the market the best financier in 
the world cannot imagine what the re- 


suit would be. —

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Presbyterians Will |Not Lose by 
Philadelphia Failure

BANK MAY SOON REOPEN 


Rumor That Guarantee Fund ot 
$17,000,000 to Rehabilitate 
Real Estate Trust Company 
Has Been Agreed Upon 


Philadelphia, Aug. 30.—Recelver 
Earle has taken charge of the affairs 
of the Real Estate Trust company, 
which failed because of the heavy 
loans made by Frank K. Hipple, late 
president, to Adolf Segal, a promoter, 


upon insufficient security. Until Earle 
completes his investigation the exact 
condition of the cémpany’s affairs can- 
not be told. The receiver, however, ex- 
presses the belief that the trust funds 
are intact. 

John H. Converse, a director of the 
company and one of the foremost 
Presbyterian laymen in the country, 
upon whose petition the receiver was 
appointed, says he is satisfied thet 
the securities of the various Presby- 
terlan church boards are safe. 

The Presbyterian hospital, of which 
Hipple was treasurer, elected the Fi- 
delity Trust company as his successor, 
and through that concery learned that 
the institution’s securities, amounting 
to $1,500,000, are intact. While it is 
belleved that the securities of the board 
of trustees of the general assembly are 
equally safe, it will be necessary iv 
elect a new secretary before the fact 
ean be determined. 

It was developed that Hipple had on 
deposit for various Presbyterian church 
organizations $150,000 in cash. In- 
cluded in this was the sum of $10,000 
deposited by the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary society, to be used in re- 
building the home for rescued white 
slaves in San Francisco, destroyed by 
the earthquake. 

One of the many rumors is that the 
local banks had voted a plan to raise 
a guarantee fund of $7,000,000 with 
which to rehabilitate the trust com- 
pany, but this cannot be verified. It is 
the hope of the directors, however, to 
reopen the doors of the bank and, 
with this end in view, they have held 
numerous meetings, conferring with 
Receiver Earle. One of the meetings 
was attended by Adolf Segal, and later 
it was learned that he had sold the 
town of South Altoona, Pa., which he 
built with money borrowed from the 
trust company. The purchaser, it is 
said, paid $500,000 for the various prop- 
erties. 

Frank W. Hipple, son of the late 
president, who is a clerk in the bank, 
was set upon by a crowd of angry de- 
positors as he was leaving the build- 
ing yesterday, and he would have been 
roughly handled had the police not in- 
terfered. 

Adolf Segal, who is the central figure 
in the collapse of the Real Estate Trust 
company, states that some days ago he 
placed in the hands of the officials of 
that company several million dollars’ 
worth of bends in order to make his 
borrowings absolutely secure. “There 
were no conditions attached,” he de- 
clared. “They were to be used to the 
best advantage of the company. I feel 
I have done everything in my power to 
relieve the Real Estate Trust com- 
pany.” 

Mr. Segal declined to give a list of his 
securities, consisting of bonds and 
mortgages which the trust company 
holds. He said that W. H. Hipple, son 
of the late president, has occupied the 
position of secretary in one of his com- 
panies, but declared the position was 
purely honorary and that no salary 
was paid the young man. 

There were no evidences of appre- 
hension in the Stock Exchange. Bank- 
ers pointed out that there never was 
ar instance in which an institution of 
the trust company’s size had so few 
brokerage loans outstanding. This ex- 
ercised a reassuring effect on the local 
stock market, which recovered from 
the demoralization of Tuesday. The 
recovery did not apply to Real Estate 
Trust company stock, which had been 
selling close to $300 a share, but for 
which there were no bids. 


*Frisco’s Street Car Strike 

San Francisco, Aug. 80.—Street car 
employers and strikers are further 
apart than ever. The men refused a re- 
quest to report for work and the United 
Railways Investment company is 
bringing strike-breakers from the east. 
The strikers say that the non-unionists 
will encounter unlooked for obstacles. 
The railway’s officers decline to say 
when they will attempt to begin opera- 
tion of cars.

St. Petersburg, Aug. 30.—A new 
party, strongly anti-Jewish in senti- 
ment, and which will be designated as 
the “Popular National party” has been 
formed.

Lived a Year With a Broken Spine 

Albany, Aug. 30.—Miss Ella Dona- 
hue died yesterday, the 14th victim of 
the collapse more than a year ago of the 
store building of the John G. Myers 
company, her spine having been 
broken at the waist by a heavy steam 
pipe, from beneath which she was 
taken with great difficulty. The doc- 
tors said, at the time, that she could 
not live 24 hours, but she has lingered 
between life and death since Aug. 8, 
1905, the day of the catastrophe. Miss 
Donahue was a cloak model of excep- 
tional beauty. 


Russia’s Reign of Terror 
St. Petersburg, Aug. 380.—Official 
statistics of the terrorism of last week 
show that 101 officlals, gendarmes, po- 
lice, ete., were killed, 92 were wound- 
ed, 291 private persons were killed or 
wounded, 34 spirit shops were plun- 
dered, private and individual institu- 
tions were robbed of over $180,000 and 
state institutions of $84,981. Besides 
this there were over 150 armed at- 

tempts to rob banks, houses, etc. 


Mob Failed to Get Negro 

Mobile, Ala., Aug. 80—A mob of 
about 500 persons last night attempted 
to take and lynch William Thompson, 
& negro assailant-of two little white 
girls and one little negro girl. The 
mob broke into the jail yard and the 
sheriff's deputies met them at the door 
armed with riffes. A committee of the 
mob was admitted to the jail and upon 
its being assured that the negro was 
not there, the mob disappeared. 


‘@ Governor’s Life In Danger 
Shusha, Aug. 30.—A_ subterranean 
passage was discovered extending be- 
neath the house occupied by General 
Goloschapoff, the governor of this prov- 
ince. It is thought that Tartars are 
concerned in an attempt to blow up the 
governor’s residence in revenge for the 
use of troops against the Mobham- 
medans in the recent race war.

Insurgent Movement Is Spread- 
ing Throughout Cuba 


SUSPICION OF_ RECRUITS 


Believed to Be Inclined to Join 
the Anti-Government Forces-- 


Former Postmaster General 


Deserts the Government 


Havana, Aug. 30.—The surrender of 
some of the insurgent leaders in the 
provinces of Mantanzas and Santa 
Clara and the coming irof a scattering 
few insurgents in response to the gov- 
ernment’s proffer of amnesty Is vastly 
more than offset by the insurgent senti- 
ment looming stronger daily in the 
country districts of the provinces of Ha- 
vyana, Pinar del Rio and Santa Clara, 
and now is reported to be gaining head- 
way in Santiago. 

The latest reports regarding the fight 
at Rodas, near Cienfuegos, Aug. 26, 
shows that instead of 17 insurgents 
having been killed, only one was killed. 

General Aleman, governor of Santa 
Clara province, has telegraphed Presi- 
dent Palma that, unless reinforcements 
are sent, Santa Clara City is likely to 
fall into the hands of the insurgents. 

The insurgents who occupied Ca- 
banas took arms from a small detach- 
ment of rural guards and captured 50 
horses which the government had _ re- 
quisitioned. 

The testimony of persons arriving 
here from the country is unanimous to 
the effect that the people are restless 
and becoming more aud more excited. 
The talk of the towns is about those 
who have gone out to join the insur- 
gents and the chances of winning 
against the government. There are 
grave doubts of the loyaity of recruits, 
and especially of negro recruits, who 
are suspected in many quarters of a 
willingness to join the other side, with 
which many of their people are identi- 
fied. 

The undeniable evidences of the 
growth of insurrectionist sentiment is 
causing increasing doubt as to whether 
the government will after all be able 
to cope promptly and successfully with 
the movement. Interest centers in a 
projected meeting of Cuban veterans 
and other prominent men to consider 
the question of approaching Pino 
Guerra and other insurgent command 
ers, as well as leaders of the Liberal 
party and members of the government, 
with a view to ascertaining whether 
the difficulty cannot be settled through 
some compromise. 

At the present stage of affairs, how- 
ever, a compromise would appear to 
be out of the question. Many Cubans 
feel that patriotism demands that some 
effort be made to end the war and avoid 
the -possibility of intervention by the 
United States. There is no question 
that foreigners would welcome inter 
vention to restore peace and many Cu- 
bans would do likewise were it not for 
the sentiment of pride In making it ap 
pear that Cuba is able to maintain or- 
der within her own boundaries and ap 
unwillingness to bave the world regara 
her as the ward of the United States. 

Government officials predict that 
matters will become qulet after a few 

eavy blows have been dealt the rebels. 
Meanwhile a rapid-fire artillery corps 
is being organized under American of- 
ficers and ammunition and guns are be- 
ing unpacked. 

The insurrection in the province of 
Pinar del Rio has spread across the 
mountains to the north coast, and the 
town of Cabanas {is now in the hands 
of the insurgents. 

Considerable surprise is expressed 
at the fact that Orenclo Nodarse has 
joined the anti-government forces. He 
was director of posts and telegraphs up 
to the present month, and was presi- 
dent of the local Moderate assembly. 
He was highly complimented by Presi 
dent Palma when he resigned the post- 
master generalship on account of dif- 
ferences between the administration 
and himself over his candidacy for 
mayor of Havana, to whieh office he 
had once previously been elected by a 
majority of one, but was counted out. 
Palma persuaded Nodarse to remain 
postmaster general for a time, because, 
he said, the country needed his exeel- 
lent services. Almost immediately af- 
terwards the president requested him 
to resign because he had signed the 
protest of the Moderate municipal as- 
sembly against Palma’s appointments 
of Havana municipal officers, leaving 
out most of the Moderate machine can- 
didates. 


Sugar Estate Raided by Rebels 

Washington, Aug. 30.—Mr. Sleeper

boarded the steamer and during the en- 


raskan was met by a delegation of 


newspaper men. 

“I do not know what I can say worth 
reporting,” he said, in answer to the 
queries. “Our travels have been dis- 
cussed in my letters and as I make a 
speech on Thursday night I shall re- 
serve until that time any comments I 
may have to make upon the political 
situation, 

“From what I have read in the papers 
and heard from Americans in Europe 
there has been quite a revolution in 
opinion on economic questions in the 


United States and this is, of course, 
gratifying. On the presidential ques- 
tion I do not care to add anything to 


the interviews which I gave in London 
and the letter written by me to former 
Senator Jones. 

“IT have been away for some time and 
I can add that I have been away too 
long to come back a prophet. I never 
predict, for predictions do not tell the 
story. You have seen some of the pre- 
dictions given out in the heat of a cam- 
paign and you even know how different 
some estimates are from What comes 
to pass. No, I will not prophecy. 

“I always assume that the chances 


I believe that the people are comi: 
to recognize that the Democratic ideas 
are the ideas of the people. It is not 
easy to fix definitely when these ideas 
will triumph, but I believe that there 
is always a forward movement toward 
that triumph. Whether the Republican 
administration has been such as to in- 
crease these chances I cannot discuss at 
present, but I do think that the present 
administration has done much to edu- 
cate the people to make them see the 
value of Democratic ideas. To go be- 
yond that would be to discuss politics 
and that, as I have said, I will not do. 

“I am of course interested in the 
coming campaign in this state. I am 
interested in a sense in every campaign. 
But I have made it a practice to take 
no part in a campaign before the nomi- 
nation is made. I don’t do that in my 
own state. In the past 10 years I have 
taken no part In any state campaign 
before the nominations are made, but 
after the nominations are made I am 
willing to do all I can for the cause.” 

Mr. Bryan will not land in New York 
city proper until this afternoon, when 
he will be received at the Battery by 
delegations of prominent Democrats 
from all parts of the country and escort- 
ed to the hotel where he will make his 
headquarters while here. He left the 
Prinzess Irene shortly after the vessel 
had anchored in quarantine. First he 
went aboard two tugs which had been 
chartered by “Bryan's Nebraska Home 
Folks,” where he was exultantly 
greeted and hailed as the next presi- 
dent. He then went aboard the yacht 
Illini, owned by his lifelong friend 
and schoolmate, Edward F. Goltra ot 
St. Louis, and where well known Demo- 
ecrats were awaiting him. In the 
Illini Bryan was taken to the landing 
of the Ocean Yacht club at Stapleton, 
S. L., where he landed and was whirled 
away in an automobile to the home of 
Lewis Nixon, on the heights of Tomp- 
kinsville. 

Here Mr. Bryan spent the night, the 
evening being devoted to a serious con- 
ference with intimate personal friends 
and men of prominence in his party. 
No especial political significance was 
attached to this conference by those 
who attended it, as they declared its 
purport was merely to learn Bryan’s 
wishes regarding the plans which have 
been made for him during the next few 
weeks and to acquaint him with the 
drift of affairs at home. 

Mr. Bryan could not be drawn into 
a discussion of political questions. 
“What I have to say of politics at this 
time and with my incomplete knowl- 
edge of affairs at home,” he said, “will 
be said at the Madison Square Garden 
reception under the auspices of the 
Commercial ‘Travelers’ Anti-Trust 
league. Probably then you will find 
that I shall discuss subjects I have 
spoken of before.” 

It was said that last night's con- 
ference might have some weight re- 
garding the features of tonight's 
speech, which will be in the nature of a 
response by Bryan to the endorse- 
ments recently accorded him by vari- 
ous state conventions as the next Demo 
eratic presidential candidate.

WHIRLED HIGH IN AIR 


Remarkable Aerial Journey ot 
Woman at County Fair 
Kingston, N. ¥., Aug. 30.—Maggie 
Dailey, who has been making daily 
ascensions at the Ulster county fair 


grounds at Ellenville in a hot-air bal- 
loon, had just entered the car yester- 
day afternoon and was about to give 
the order to cast off when the balloon 
broke loose and sailed upwards with 
the anchor trailing. Before the by- 
standers could scatter, the anchor 
fluke caught in the dress of Mrs. Roper 
of Brooklyn and she was whipped up 
into the air over the heads of 5000 spec- 
tators. ° 

The weight on the anchor rope 
caused the balloon to tip over and Miss 
Dailey, looking out of the car to ascer- 
tain the cause of the trouble, caught 
sight of her unwilling fellow-voyager 
swinging far below at the end of the 
rope, and at once pulléd the safety 
The balloon, which by that time 
had reached an altitude of 500 feet, 
quickly descended and reached ground 
a quarter of a mile from the point of 
ascension. 

Mrs. Roper struck the ground heavily 
and when picked up was found to be 
unconscious. She sustained fractures 
of the shoulder and several fingers, but 
is not fatally burt. 


Dispensary Advocates Lose 

Columbia, S. C., Aug. 30.—Returns 
from the Democratic primary give 
Ansel, the antl-state dispensary candi- 
date for governor, 31,978 votes, with 
Manning, the dispensary candidate, In 
second place with 12,971. The race 
is tow between these two and will be 
settled finally two weeks from now. 
The next legislature will decide the 
fate of the state dispensary. Senator 
Tillman has been heavily scratched, 
amounting to over 30 percent. 


Wilt Benefit Korea--and Japan 
Tokio, Aug. 30.—Under an agree- 
ment reached between Japan and 
Korea, it is understood that Chinsae 
wan and Yongheung will be converted 
| into naval stations at an early date, at 
the expense of Japan. Chinsaewan is 
an important strategic point guarding 
the entrance of the Sea of Japan near 
the Tsu islands, while Yongheung, on 
the east coast of Korea, will be a valu- 
|able base against an attack on Korea 

from the north. 


Infernal Machine on Steamer 

Philadelphia, Aug. 30.—An Inferna! 
machine was discovered in the hold of 
the steamship Eagle Point, as the ves- 
sel lay in the Delaware river. The 
steamer was saved from destruction by 
a fraction of a second, as the bomb ex- 
ploded as it touched the water after be- 
ing thrown overboard. The Eagle 
Point plies between this city and Lon- 
don. The infernal machine was dis- 
covered in the after hold by a stevedore. 


Green's Nomination Nuilified 

Austin, Aug. 30.—The state attorney 
general has rendered an opinion nullify- 
ing the nomination of L. H. R. Green, 
son of Mrs. Hetty Green of New York, 
as the gubernatorial nominee of the 
Republican party. Because of a split 
ju the party separate conventions were 
held, one faction being known as the 
reorganized Republican party and the 
other as the regulars, Green was noml- 
nated by the reorganized faction. 


Killed by Polsoned Candy 
Fort Worth, Tex., Aug. 30.—As the 
result of eating poisoned candy mailed 
to a prisoner in the county jail by an 
unknown party, the recipient, A. S. 
Fitzgerald, aged 19, is dead, four others 
are dangerously ill and two who tasted 
the confectionary are also ill. Fitzger- 
ald was held on a charge of burglary. 
An examination of the candy, after 
Vitzgerald’s death, showed that it had 

been sprinkled with strychnine. 


Held as Fugitive From Justice 

New York, Aug. 30.—W. H. Gormley 
of the firm of Gormley & Meehan, stock 
brokers of Atlantic City, was arrested 
here and held in $1000 bail on the 
charge of being a fugitive from justice. 
A. J. Miller alleges that on Aug. 21 he 
gave Gormley & Meehan $100 with 
which to purchase Natlonal Lead 
shares. On Aug. 25, Miller alleges, the 
firm went out of business. 


Actress Killed by Elevator 

Williamsport, Pa., Aug. 80.—Miss 
Charlotte Dean, aged 30, leading wo- 
man of the Vallamont Park Stock com- 
pany, was killed late last night in the 
elevator shaft at the Park hotel. She 
was caught between the elevator and 
the side of the shaft and was carried 
to the second floor, from where she 
dropped to the basement. 


Steamer Struck a Rock 

Selkirk, Manitoba, Aug. 30.—Steam- 
er City of Selkirk, from the north end 
of Lake Winnipeg, reports that the 
steamer Princess, with 16 hands on 
board, ran into a rock near Swampy 
island and six of the crew were 
frowned. The vessel was engaged in 
the fish trade.

St. Petersburg, Aug. 30.—More than 
4,500,000 acres, forming part of the 
crown lands, which consist of 20,000,-

A Chicago Man Protecting a Pet 
From the Courts. 

Man’s affection for his dog and 
woman’s love for her child, themes of 
the masters and the melodramatists, 
have crossed wires in Indiana avenue, 
Chicago, says a correspondent of the 
Kansas City Times. The man has 
staked his fortune of $30,000 for pre- 
serving the dog’s life. The woman has 
dedicated her remaining days to her 
vow that the pet shall die. 

Colonel H. T. Morton owns the dog 
and considerable property, besides re- 
ceiving a pension. Mrs. Lula Poole is 
the mother of the child. Early in July 
the dog bit the girl. Two physicians 
saved her life after a determined effort. 
The doctors declared the dog should be 
killed. Colonel Morton refused to hear 
their entreaties, and Mrs. Poole took 
the matter to court. 

Three decisions have been given in 
the woman’s favor, and thrice the po- 
lice have sworn the dog must die. The 
dog yet lives, just where the police 
have given up. 

Justice Hurley heard the pleadings of 
the child’s mother in her third appeal 
the other day and granted her techni- 
cally the life of the pet, besides im- 
posing a fine of $50 upon Colonel Mor- 
ton. Then the colonel took steps to 
carry the case to the supreme court. 
Some time in October the fourth trial 
will take place. 

“I love my dog, and before I shall 
see it killed I will spend everything I 
have,” said Colonel Morton to Mrs. 
Poole after the hearing. “If it takes 
my last red cent, gladly will I give it 
up to defend its life.”

$200 so fur in defense of hig pet. His 
money has been paid out as follows:

ANECDOTES OF DWYER 


How the Famous Turf Plunger 
Got His Start. 


LEFT BUTOHER SHOP FOR TRAOK 


The Dwyer Brothers Began With a 
Horse of Only Ordinary Caliber In 
1875—Won Thousands With Re- 
freshing Nonchalance — Separation 
of the Brothers—Figured In Great- 
est Betting Kentucky Derby. 


The story of the late Mike Dwyer’s 
rise and fall is without a parallel. 
From a meat stal! in Washington mar- 
ket, New York, he branched out into a 
race track operator. With one horse, 
Rhadamanthus, be and his brother Phil 
won many races and then, giving up 
the butcher business, turned all their 
attention to horse racing. For nearly 
twenty years they owned the most for- 
midable stable of thoroughbreds in 
America. They never bred a horse, 
contenting themselves with buying 
tried performers, 

The story is told how one day Dwyer 
and “Father Bill’ Daly met in the 
judge’s stand at Gravesend just before 
a race in which one of Dwyer's favor- 
ite horses was a starter. 

“Have you bet on your horse, Mike?” 
asked Daly. 

“No, Father,” said Dwyer calmly. 

“Well, well,” mused Daly, “I wanted 
to put $10 on him myself, but if you 
don’t think him good I'll back my own 


horse. It is between them.” 
Mr. Daly hobbled away. M. F. 
Dwyer’s commissioners made _ the 


rounds and bet thousands of dollars 
for their chief on his horse. 

When the race was run the favorite, 
Dwyer’s horse, won, and Daly’s horse, 
an outsider, was second. 

“Too bad you didn’t bet on him,” 
said Daly to Dwyer, with a sigh. 

“Why, did you bet on your horse, 
Father?” 

“Yes,” said Daly, “and I’m glad it 
was only for a place.” 

Daly woft $25 on his horse and Dwyer 
$10,000 on his. Daly was happier than 
Dwyer, who never seemed to rejoice 
after the manner of men who win or 
bemoan after the manner of those who 
lose. 

Mike Dwyer was by long odds the 
greatest plunger ever seen on any 
American race track, while his brother 
Phil was careful and conservative in 
his turf speculations, 

It was a common thing for Mike to 
wager $10,000 on the result of a race, 
and there were several occasions when 
he wagered $50,000 to win $5,000, the 
odds on his horse being 1 to 10. Phil 
was strongly opposed to this method of 
betting and the result was that the 
partnership which had lasted for four- 
teen years was by mutual consent dis- 
solved. After the separation Phil built 
the Brooklyn Jockey’s club’s track at 
Gravesend, which he still owns, and 
which has made him a millionaire sey- 
eral times over. Mike went to New 
Jersey and built a race track at Eliza- 
beth, but its gates were closed by the 
enforcement of a fw passed by the 
New Jersey legislature against racing 
and bookmaking. 

This was a severe blow to Mike 
Dwyer, and his good luck of previous 
years seemed to have deserted him. 
Nevertheless, in 1898, he won almost 
$100,000 with Banquet, Raceland and 
others, but at this time he made a dis- 
astrous trip to England and returned 
broken in health and spirit. 


Mike Dwyer figured in the greatest 
betting Kentucky Derby in the long 
history of that classic event. It oc- 
curred in 1886, and Colonel Barnes had 
the famous Blue Wing in the big race. 
That was the spring Colonel M. Lewis 
Clark, then president of the Louisville 
Jockey club, had his famous fight with 
the Western Bookmakers’ association. 
The outcome of that disagreement was 
no bookmaking on Derby day that year. 

The auction pooling was the heaviest 
that afternoon in the history of the 
Louisville track. Mike Dwyer stood on 
one side of the seller bidding in every 
pool on Blue Wing, while the New 
York turfman L. O. Appleby was on 
the other side, buying for J. B. Haggin 
the latter’s great colt, Ben All, in ev- 
ery ticket. The pools averaged $1,000 
and upward, and hundreds of tickets 
were sold. Blue Wing swerved all 
over the track near the finish, and 
after a battle royal Ben Ali won. 
Horsemen who witnessed the great 
race contend to this day that had Gar- 
rison held Billet’s son’s head and rode 
with his hands and heels instead of 
the whip the Barnes and Dwyer coup 
would surely have gone through and 
Dwyer would have won a fortune in- 
stead of losing one. Blue Wing after- 
ward finished in front of Ben Ali in 
the American Derby won by Silver 
Cloud, which would seem to indicate 
he was really a better horse than the 
son of Virgil. 

It was also a Kentucky Derby which 
caused the only turf fraud Mike 
Dwyer was ever charged with. In an 
interview at one time Captain S. 8S. 
Brown, owner of the Kentucky asso- 
ciation race course, was credited with 
saying that Dwyer Bros. had Run- 
Dymeade pulled in the Derby won by 
Green B. Morris’ Apollo in order to aid 
the winter books, which had made 
Runnymeade a big favorite for that 
event, while Apollo was a rank outsid- 
er. Mike Dwyer took the charge be- 
fore the officials of the Louisville 
Jockey club and demanded an investi- 
gation. Captain Brown denied that he 
had said such a thing, and the article 
was traced to an unreliable reporter 
noted for his fake sensational stories, 
and the matter was thus easily dis- 
posed of,

KILLING DUMB ANIMALS. 


Cases Where the Use of Chloroform 
Is Positively Cruel. 

“Why will so many people cling to 
the idea that chloroforming is the most 
merciful means of death possible for 
dumb animals?” asked a veterinarian 
recently. ‘Only the other day I was 
called upon to perform the trying and 
almost impossible task of killing an old 
horse in this way. 

“The horse, it seems, had been the 
pet of a wealthy woman who left pro- 
vision for him in her will and decreed 
that if ever the family to whose care 
she intrusted him should deem it neces- 
sary to end his life this should be done 
with chloroform, so that he might be 
assured a painless death. Then the 
horse became blind and otherwise dis- 
abled, and the family decided that 
death would be a mercy. 

“Of course the provision of the will 
had to be carried out, but no greater 
ease of mistaken kindness could have 
been possible. It is impossible to ad- 
minister sufficient chloroform at one 
time to kill an animal the size of a 
horse, so dose after dose had to be 
given, the poor brute slowly and pain- 
fully smothering to death. 

“Chloroform is all right for cats or 
dogs, but for larger animals it is a posi- 
tive cruelty, whereas a pistol, well 
aimed at the head of any beast, will 
send it out of life so quickly that it has 
not time to feel the shot or realize 
what has happened,’—New York Press, 


THROWING THE DISCUS, 


Methods’ of the Grecian Athletes In 
Homeric Times, 

Discus throwing was a refined form 
of hurling the stone. In Homeric 
times, and even at Olympia, a stone or 
mass of iron was first used for the 
purpose. This was held by a leathern 
thong, swung in a circle and hurled as 
far as possible. A circular or lentic- 
ular disk of bronze was used at least 
as early as the beginuing of the fifth 
century. 

A standard weight must, of course, 
be assumed for the great games. A 
discus now in the British museum, 
which seems to have been used, weighs | 
11 pounds 9 ounces, but whether this 
was the standard weight or not is . * 


definitely known. 

The thrower took his stand upon a} 
slight .elevation of limited circumfer- 
ence, where he could have a_ secure 
foothold and was prevented from run- 
ning. Then, with a swing of the arm 
and a corresponding movement of the 
whole body, he hurled the discus as far 
as possible. 

The yalue of the body movement was 
recognized by the sculptor ‘Myorn in 
his famous statue, “The Discobolus,” 
and is understood by the modern ath- 
lete when he swings the hammer or 
even when he makes a drive at golf.

The judges were all officers 
of the Manchester Yacht club, namely, 
George W. Mansfield, chairman of the 
regatta committee; Commodore S. P. 
Bremer and Secretary A. W. Merriman, 

The protest came under an interpre- 
tation of sections 11 and 12 of the 
Quincy Yacht club’s deed of trust, 
which govern the contests for the cup. 
These rules are: 


11. Whentwo yachts, both close- 
hauled on the same tack, are converg- 
ing by reason of the leeward yacht 
holding a better wind, and neither can 
claim the right of a yacht overtaken, 
the windward yacht shall keep clear. 

12. If an overlap exists between two 
yachts when both of them, without 
tacking, are about to pass a mark on a 
required side, then the outside yacht 
must yive the inside yacht room to pass 
clear of the mark. 


The alleged foul came at the wind- 
ward mark. Both boats were standing 
for the mark on the starboard tack, af- 
ter the Windrim Kid had come up on 
the port tack and had tacked under the 
Bonidrei's lee. At the mark the Wind- 
rim Kid called for room and luffed. The 
Bonidrei also luffed and the two pinched 
around the mark together. In doing so 
the Windrim Kid touched the mark 
boat, and also touched the Ronidrei. 
Both boats were under very slow way in 
a thin air, and the tide was setting them 
on the mark.

Alexandre Dumas, the elder, tells 
this story in his diary: “One day Victor 
Hugo and I were dining with the Duc 
Decazes, and among the guests were 
Lord and Lady Palmerston. Lord and 
Lady Palmerston had come late. There 
had been no time for an introduction 
before dinner, and after dinner, while 
we were taking tea, the formality had 
been forgotten. Young Duc Decazes 
came up to me. ‘My dear M. Dumas,’ 
be eaid, ‘Lord Palmerston has begged 
me to ask you to leave an empty chair 
between yourself and Victor Hugo.’ I 
did so. 

“Lord Palmerston got up, took his 
wife by the hand and brought her over 
to us. ‘Look at the clock, my lady,’ he 
gaid. ‘What o’clock is it? asked Lord 
Palmerston. ‘Thirty-five minutes past 
‘Then remember,’ 
said her husband, ‘that this evening at 
thirty-five minutes past 10 you were 
seated between Victor Hugo and Alex- 
andre Dumas and that such an honor 
is not likely to happen to you twice in 
a lifetime.‘ 

“He then took his wife by the hand 
and took her back to her place at the 
other side of the room without another 
word Dee teaibe bok wot been inkso.

CLOSE 10 HAVANA | 


Insurgents Are Routed After a 
Three Hours’ Fight 


—_ —— 


FORTY REPORTED KILLED. 


Many Slashed by Machetes In 
Bloodiest Fight Since Insur- 
rection Began--Situation Near 
Cienfuegos !s Threatening 


Havana, Aug. 31.—General Avalos 
and Pino Guerra are close to each other 
in the vicinity of Guanes, whither 
Avalos, with 1000 cavalry, mounted in- 
fantry, rural guards and recruits, 
marched yesterday from the little vil- 
lage of Sabalo, which the rebels looted 


while they occupied it. The opposing 
forces are so close that a battle is-ex- 
pected shortly. 

The only fight of consequence report- 
ed yesterday was a three hours’ con- 
flict between 150 rural guards and vol- 
unteers and an insurgent band esti- 
mated to number 3800 near Campo 
Florido, 20 miles east of Havana. An 
American, who witnessed the fighting, 
says the firing was continuous, but 
scattering, and that there was no volley- 
ing. After two hours of this fighting 
the combatants came closer together 
and finally the rural guards and yolun- 
teers made a fine charge up a hill, rout- 
ing the insurgents. 

One of the prisoners captured says 
that probably 40 insurrectionists were 
killed and that many more were terribly 
slashed with machetes in the charge 
of the rural guards. The clothing of 
many, both pursued and pursuers, was 
torn in rushing through the under- 
brush. It'is evident that this was the 
fiercest and bloodiest fight since the in- 
surrection began. 

The situation in the vicinity of Cien- 
fuegos is threatening. Parties of in- 
surgents wander at will near the city. 
It is reported that 3000 insurgents are 
out in that vicinity. Passenger trains 
on the Central Cuba railroad are pre- 
ceded by pilot locomotives as a precau- 
tion. Several towns in the province 
of Santa Clara have been entered by 
insurgent bands, who have robbed the 
inhabitants of money and portable 
property. 

Reports received from Manicaragua, 
in the tobacco district of Santa Clara 
province, show that there is great 
alarm among the people there, who are 
fleeing from the cities on account of the 
growth of the insurgent forces. Insur- 
rectionists are scouring the country 
and seizing all the horses and cattle 
that can be found. On Monday there 
were 500 insurgents camped outside of 
Manicaragua and by Tuesday the unm- 
ber had increased to 1000. At first the 
insurgents did not interfere with Amer- 
ican property, but later all animals 
were taken from the plantations of 
Kaffenburgh & Sons of Boston and the 
Manicaragua Tobacco company of Bos- 
ton. 


Dominican General Kilied 

Cape Haytien, Hayti, Aug. 31.—Ad- 
vices received here from the republic 
of Santo Domingo say that after the 
insurgents had occupied Dajabon the 
government forces made an attack upon 
it and compelled the enemy to abandon 
the town, leaving General Marcado and 
five men killed on the field. The gov- 
ernment force lost eight men _ killed. 
The revolutionists marched on Jica- 
quita and further fighting followed, re- 
sulting in the revolutionists being de- 
feated with severe loss. 


Sailors Have Chagres Fever 

Philadelphia, Aug. 31.—The British 
steamer Elswick Lodge arrived at the 
Delaware breakwater with most of the 
crew ill with chagres fever, which 
closely resembles yellow fever. The 
vessel left Tampico on Aug. 7 and 
stopped at Norfolk last Monday. The 
fever made its appearance soon after 
the ship left Norfolk. The vessel is in 
quarantine. 


Dedication of Dover Hospital 

Dover, N. H, Aug. 31—The Went- 
worth hospital, the gift of Arioch 
Wentworth, the late Boston million- 
aire and a native of this city, was dedi- 
cated yesterday. The hospital is a two- 
story brick structure, built and 
equipped at a cost of about $100,000. 1t 
will accommodate about 100 patients. 


Queer Weather In Colorado 
Cripple Creek, Col.,8@ug. 31—Snow 
and hail fell at intervals yesterday, ac- 
companied by vivid flashes of lightning.

STOLE OVER $5,000,000 


Receiver Finds That President 
Hipple Was an Embezzler 

Philadelphia, Aug. 31.—Examina- 
tion of the list of securities held by the 
defunct Real Estate Trust company 
has disclosed the fact that Frank K. 
Hipple, president of the institution, 
who committed suicide, was an em- 
bezzler. The authority for this state- 
ment is Mr. Earle, receiver for the com- 
pany. Earle declined to say what se- 
curities are missing, but he declared 
that Hipple had hypothecated $65,000 
worth of paper, securing $50,000 for the 
securities, which he never returned. 
Earle further declared that Hipple em- 
bezzled the $5,000,000 he loaned to 
Adolf Segal, the promoter. These 
loans, Earle asserted, were persoual 
transactions. 

Receiver Earle reiterated his opposi- 
tion to a permanent receivership for the 
trust company. This proceeding, he 
declared, would deprive the concern of 
its trust funds, which are among its 
most valuable assets. 


Hammered on Head by Policemen 

Bridgeport, Conn., Aug. 31—It was 
reported to Coroner Doten by Medical 
Examiner Downs that George Semko, 
a prisoner at the jail, who was sup- 
posed to have died from alcoholism, 
had in reality met death from menin- 
xitis, caused by a severe beating upon 
the head, administered by two police- 
men While arresting him. Semko had 
run amuck, shooting with a revolver 
at everyone in sight, and he was only 
subdued after a lively tussle with the 
policemen. 


Returns to Face Justice

In an instant thousands of voices 
were raised and faces were turned to- 


! ward the side of the building opposite 


the speaker's stand where William R. 
Hearst sat. 

“Three cheers for Hearst” was the 
cry which swelled until the speaker's 
|; voice was drowned for a moment. 
The only discordant note sounded 
| during the evening was when Mr. Bry- 
an turned to a discussion of socialism 
and declared that the man who says 
the trust is an economie growth and has 
| come to stay is the one who is helping 
| the Socialist. Someone yelled, ‘Three 
cheers for socialism.” but the call was 
drowned in hisses. 

Mr. Bryan quickly said: “My friends, 
I have no objection to anybody express- 
jing himself in favor of socialism, be- 
cause the Socialist as a rule is an hon- 
| est man; he is seeking what he believes 
} to be a benefit to him with argument 
j} and not with a business.’ I deny that 
the trust is an institution made neces- 
sary for enonomic purposes; I deny that 
j it is an economic institution at all. It 
jis not economical, it is political. It 
| rests not on natural laws, but on man- 
made laws.” 

Last night’s reception, which was 
given under the auspices of the Com- 
mercial Travelers’ Anti-Trust league, 
| proved to be the sounding of the Demo- 
cratic campaign call. Bryan’s 80-min- 
|} ute speech was a clear-cut outline of 
his ideas as to what the Democratic 
policy should be. He said in part: 

Brings Message of Peace 

Like all travelers who have visited 

other lands, I return with delight to 
the land of my birth, more proud of its 
people, with more confidence in its gov- 
ernment and grateful to the kind provi- 
dence that cast my lot in the United 
States. My national pride has been in- 
creased because of the abundant eyvi- 
| dence I have seen of the altruistie in- 
| terest taken by Americans in the people 
of other countries. No other nation can 
show such a record of benevolence and 
| disinterested friendship. 
My love for our form of government 
| has been quickened as I have visited 
| castles and towers and peered into dark 
dungeons, and I am glad that our na- 
tion, profiting by the experience of the 
past and yet unhampered by traditions 
ind unfettered by caste, has been per- 
mitted to form a new center of civiliza- 
tion on new Soil and erect here “a goy- 
i | ernment of the people, by the people and 
for the people.” 

The first message that I bring from 
the Old World is a message of peace. 
The cause of arbitration is making real 
bea in spite of the fact that the 
nations most prominent in the estab- 
lishment of The Hague tribunal have 
themselves been engaged in wars since 
that court was organized. There isa 
perceptible growth in sentiment in fa- 
vor of the settlement of international 
ie by peaceful means,

eign Capital will se made an excuse for 
a foreign invasion. 

Before leaving international polities 
let me add that our nation has lost 
prestige, rather than gained it, by our 
experiment in colonialism. We have 
given the monarchist a chance to ridi- 
cule our Declaration of Independence 
and the scoffer has twitted us with in- 
consistency. <A tour through the Ph.l- 
ippine islands has deepened the con- 
viction that we should lose no time in 
announcing our purpose to deal with 
the Filipinos as we dealt with the Cu- 
bans. Every consideration, commer- 
cial and political, leads to this conclu- 
sion. Such ground as we may need for 
coaling stations or for a naval base will 
bé gladly conceded by the Filipinos, 
who simply desire an opportunity to 
work out their own destiny, inspired by 
our example and aided by our advice. 

In so far as our efforts have been di- 
rected toward the education of the Fili- 
pinos we have rendered them a dis- 
tinct service, but in educating them we 
must recognize that we are making 
colonialism impossible. If we intended 
to hold them as subjects we would not 
dare to educate them. Self-government 
with ultimate independence must be 
assumed if we contemplate universal 
education in the Philippines. 

Elect Senators by Popular Vote 

I return more convinced than before 
of the importance of a change in the 
method of electing United States sena- 
tors. There is noticeable everywhere a 
distinct movement toward Democracy 
in its broadest sense. In the United 
States this trend toward Democracy 
has taken the form of a growing de- 
mand for the election of United States 
senators by a direct vote of the people. 
It must be difficult to over-estimate the 
strategic advantage of this reform, for 
since every bill must receive the sance- 
tion of the senate as well as the house 
of representatives before it can become 
a law, no important legislation of a na- 
tional character is possible until the 
senate is brought into harmony with 
the people. 

I am within the limits of the truth 
when I say that the senate has been 
for some years the bulwark of preda- 
tory wealth aud that it even-now con- 
tains so many members who owe their 
election to favor-seeking corporations 
and are so subservient to their masters 


aus to prevent needed legislation. The 
popular branch of congress has four 


times declared in favor of this reform 
by a two thirds vote and more than 
two thirds of the states have demand- 
ed it and yet the senate arrogantly and 
impudently blocks the way. 

Income Tax Is Just 

The income tax, which some in our 
country have denounced as a socialistic 
attack upon wealth, has, I am pleased 
to.report, the endorsement of the most 
conservative countries in the Old 
World. It is a permanent part of the 
fiscal system of most of the countries 
of Europe. I am so convinced of the 
justice of the income tax that I feel 
sure that the people will sooner or later 
demand an amendment to the constitu- 
tion which will specifically authorize 
an income tax and thus make it possi- 
bie for the burdens of the federal! goy- 
ernment to be apporticned among the 
people in proportion to their ability to 
bear them. 

Arbitration In Labor Disputes 

The plan of investigation of interua- 
tional controversies under a system 
which does not bind the parties to ae. 
cept the findings of the court of inquiry 
can be used in disputes between labor 
and capital. In advocating arbitration 
of differences between large corporate 
employers and their employes I be- 
lieve we are defending the highest in- 
terest of the three parties to these dis- 
putes, viz, the employers, the employes 
und the public. The employe cannot 
be turned over to the employer to be 
dealt with as the employer may please. 
The effort of the employer to settle dif- 
ferences without arbitration has done 
much to embitter him against those 
who work for him and to estrange them 
from him—a condition deplorable from 
«every standpoint. 

But if it is unwise te make the em- 
ployer the sole custodian of the rights 
and interests of the employes, it is 
equally unwise to give to the employes 
uncontrolled authority over the rights 
and. interests of the employer. The 
employes are no more to be trusted to 
uct unselfishly and disinterestedly than 
the employers. In their zeal to secure 
a present advantage they may not only 
do injustice, but even forfeit a larger 
future gain. 

Society, moreover, has something at 
stake as well as the employer and em- 
ployes, for there can be no considerable 
strike without considerable loss to the 
public. Society, therefore, is justified 
in demanding that the differences be- 
aween capital and labor shall be settled 
by peaceful means. If a permanent, 
impartial board is created to which 
either party of an industrial dispute 
may appeal, or which can of its motion 
institute an inquiry, public opinion 
may be relied upon to enforce the find- 
ing. 

No reference to the labor question is 
complete that does not include some 
mention of what is known as govern- 
ment by injunction. As the main pur- 


' pose of the writ is to evade trial by 


jury, it is really an attack upon the 
jury system and ought to arouse a 
unanimous protest. So long as the 
meanest thief is guaranteed a trial by 
jury, a jury ought not to be denied to 
Wage earners. 

The struggle to secure an eight-hour 
diay is an inter rnational struggle and it 
is sure to be settled in favor of the 
svworking man’s contention. The beue- 
fits of the labor saving machine have 
not been distributed with equity. The 
producer has enormously multiplied his 
«apacity, but so far the owner of the 


} anachine bas received too much of the 


increase and the laborer too little.

Money Division Healed 

Our opponents have derived not only 
partisan pleasure, but also partisan ad- 
vantage from the division catsed in 
our party by the money question. They 
ought not, therefore, begrudge us the 
satisfaction that we find in the fact 
that unexpected conditions have re- 
moved the cause of our differences and 
permitted us to present a united front 
on present issues. ‘The unlooked for 
and unprecedented increase in the pro- 
duction of gold has brought a victory 
to both the advocates of gold and the 
advocates of bimetallism—the former 
keeping the gold standard which they 
wanted and the latter securing the 
larger volume of money for which they 
contended. We who favor bimetallism 
are satisfied with our victory if the 
friends of monometallism are satisfied 
with theirs, and we can invite them to 
a contest of zeal and endurance in the 
effort to restore to the people the rights 
which have been gradually taken from 
them by the trusts. 


Discussion of Trusts 

No party can exterminate the trusts 
so long as it owes its political success 
to campaign contributions secured 
from the trusts. The great corpora- 
tions do not contribute their money to 
any party except for immunity ex- 
pressly promised or clearly implied. 
The president has recommended legis- 
lation on this subject, but so far his 
party has failed to respond. The great 
majority of corporations are engaged in 
legitimate business and have nothing to 
fear from hostile legislation, and the 
officers should not be permitted to use 
the money of the stockholders to ad- 
vance their own political opinions. 
Contributions should be individual, not 
corporate. 

While men may differ as to the rela- 
tive importance of issues, and while 
the next congress will largely shape 
the lines upon which the coming presi- 
dential campaign will be fought, I 
think it is safe to say that at present 
the paramount issue in the minds of a 
large majority of the people is the trust 
issue. I congratulate President Roose- 
velt upon the step which he has taken 
to enforce the anti-trust law, and my 
gratification is not lessened by the fact 
that he has followed the Democratic 
rather than the Republican platform in 
every advance he has made. He has 
probably gone as far as he could with- 
out incurring the hostility of the lead- 
ers of his own party. 

The trouble is that the Republican 
party is not in a position to apply ef- 
fective and thorough-going reforms be- 
cause it has built up, through special 
legislation, the very abuses which need 
to be eradicated. 

There must be no mistaking of the 
issue and no confusing of the line of 
battle. The trust, as an institution: 
will have few open defenders. The 
policy of the trust magnates will be to 
insist upon “reasonable legislation” 
and then they will rely upon their pow- 
er to corrupt legislatures and intimidate 
executives to prevent the application 
of any remedies which will interfere 
with the trusts. Our motto must be: 
“A private monopoly is indefensible 
and intolerable,” and our plan of attack 
must contemplate the total and com- 
plete overthrow of the monopoly prin- 
ciple in industry. 

Time For Tariff Reform 

The tariff question is very closely 
allied.to the trust question and the re- 
duction of the tariff furnishes an easy 
means of limiting the extortion which 
the trusts can practice. While abso- 
lute free trade would not necessarily 
make a trust impossible, still it is prob- 
able that very few manufacturing es- 
tablishments would dare to enter intoa 
trust if the president were empowered 
to put up the free list articles compet- 
ing with those controlled by atrust. I 
cannot permit this opportunity to pass 
without expressing the opinion that 
the principle embodied in the protective 
tariff has been the fruitful source of a 
great deal of political corruption as well 
as the support of many of our most 
iniquitous trusts. 

There never was a time when tariff 
reform could be more easily entered up- 
on, for the manufacturers, by selling 
abroad cheaper than at home, as many 
of them do, have not only shown their 
ingratitude toward those who built the 
tariff wall for them, but they have 
demonstrated their ability to sell in 
competition with the world. The high 
tariff has long been a burden to the 
consumer in the United States and it is 
growing more and more a menace to our 
foreign commerce because it arouses 
resentment and provokes retaliation. 


Public Ownership of Raiiroads 

The railroad question is also inter- 
woven with the trust question. Neariy 
all the private monopolies have re- 
ceived rebates or secured other advan- 
tages over competitors. Absolute 
equality of treatment at the hands of 
the railroads would go far toward 
crippling the trusts, and I rejoice that 
the president has had the courage to 
press this question upon congress. 
While the law, as it was finally dis- 
torted by the senate, is not all that couid 
be wished, it deserves a fair trial. 

I have already reached the conclu- 
sion that railroads partake so much 
of the nature of a monopoly that they 
must ultimately become public prop- 
erty and be managed by public officials 
in the interest of the whole community, 
in accordance with the well-defined 
theory that public ownership is neces- 
tary where competition is impossible. 
I believe that an increasing number 
of the members of all parties see in 
public ownership the sure remedy for 
discriminations between persons and 
places and for the extortionate rates for 
the carrying of freight and passengers. 

Believing, however, that the opera- 
tion of all the railroads by the federal 
government would result in a centrai- 
ization which would all but obliterate 
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state lines, I prefer to see only the trunk 
lines operated by the federal govern- 
ment, and the local lines by the severa! 
state governments. Some have opposed 
this dual ownership as impracticable, 
but investigation in Europe has con- 
vinced me that it is entirely practicable. 

As to the right of governments, fed- 
eral and state, to own and operate rail- 
roads there can be no doubt. If we can 
deepen the water in the lakes and build 
connecting canals in order to cheapen 
railroad transportation, during half of 
the year, we can build a railroad and 
cheapen rates the whole year: if we can 
spend several hundred millions on the 
Panama canal to lower trans-conti- 
nental rates, we can build a railroad 
from New York to San Francisco to 
lewer both trans-continental and local 
rates. The United States mail is in- 
creasing so rapidly that we shall soon 
be able to pay the interest on the cost 
of trunk lines out of the money which 
Wwe now pay to railroads for camying 
through mails. 


More About Trusts 


Just a word more in regard to the 
trusts. Some defend them on the 
ground that they are an economic de- 
velopment and that they cannot be pre- 
vented without great injury to our in- 
dustrial system. This may be an- 
swered in two ways. First, trusts area 
political development, rather than an 
economical one; and, second, the trust 
system cannot be permitted to continue 
even though it did result in a net eco- 
nomic gain. 

It is political because it rests upon 
the corporation and the corporation 
rests upon a statutory foundation. The 
trust, instead of being a natural de- 
velopment, is a form of legalized lar- 
eceny, and can exist only so long as the 
law permits it to exist. The moment 
an industry approaches the position of 1 
monopoly it begins to lose economic 
efficiency, for a monopoly discourages 
invention, invites deterioration in qual- 
ity, and destroys a most potent factor 
in production, viz, individual ambition. 

Landlordism, the curse of Europe, is 
an innocent institution in comparison 
with the trust, when the trust is ear- 
ried to its logical conclusion. The man 
who argues that there is an economic 
advantage in private monopoly is aid- 
ing socialism. The socialist, asserting 
the enonomic superiority of the mo- 
Lopoly, insists that its benefits shall ac- 
crue to the whole people, and his con- 
clusion cannot be denied if the supe- 
riority of monopoly is admitted. 


Attitude of Democrats 


The Democratic party, if I under- 
stand its position, denies the economic 
as well as the political advantage of 
private mionopoly and promises to op- 
pose it wherever it manifests itself. It 
offers, as an alternative, competition 
where competition is possible, and pub- 
lic monopoly wherever circumstances 
are such as to prevent competition. 

Socialism presents a consistent the- 
ory, but a tehory which, in my judg- 
ment, does not take human nature into 
account. Its strength is in its attack 
upon evils the existence of which is con- 
fessed. Its weakness is that it would 
substitute a new disease—if not a 
worse one—for the disease from which 
we suffer. 

The Democratic party does not 
menace a single dollar legitimately ac- 
cumulated; on the contrary, it insists 
upon the protection of rich and poor 
alike, in the enjoyment of that which 
they have honestly earned. Special 
privileges and the use of the taxing 
power for private gain—these are the 
twin pillars upon which  plutocracy 
To take away these supports 
and to elevate the beneficiaries of spe- 
cial legislation to the path of honest 
effort ought to be the purpose of our 
party. 

Plutocracy is abhorrent to a republic, 
it is more despotic than monarchy, 
more heartless than aristocracy, more 
selfish than bureaucracy. It preys up- 
on the nation in time of peace and con- 
spires against it in the hour of its 
calamity. Conscienceless, compassion- 
less and devoid of wisdom, it enervates 
its votaries, while it impoverishes its 


rests. 


victims. It is already sapping the 
strength of the nation, vulgarizing so- 
cial life and making a mockery of 


morals. 

The time is ripe for its overthrow. 
Let us attack it boldly, making our ap- 
peal to awakened conscience of the 

nation in the name of the counting 
room which it has defiled, in the name 
of business honor which it has sullied, 
tn the name of the people whom it has 
oppressed, in the name of the homes 
which it has despoiled and in the name 
of religion, upon which it has placed 
the stigma of hipocrisy. 


Hot Shot For Uncle Joe 

Richmond, Ind., Aug. 31.—"*The men- 
tion of the name of Joseph G. Cannon 
in connection with the presidency is an 
insult to the nation,” said Professor 
Zueblin of the University of Chicago in 
his address to an audience of 3000 peo- 
ple at the Richmond Chautauqua. “It 
is a reflection on the American congress 
that a man of his habits and standing 
should have such great power in its leg- 
islation,” deelared Zubelin. 


Lodge’s Voice Is Heard 
Boston, Aug, 31.—In speaking to the 
members of the Essex club, Senator 
Lodge, dealing with national politics, 
said: “I consider the continued Repub- 
ican eentrol of the house as of enor- 


mous ‘importance to the stability of our} 


industries and to the welfare of the 
country. I want to elect this year in 
this state every possible Republican 
congressman.” 


Sparks Renominated In Nevada 

Reno, Nev., Aug. 31—Governor Johu 
Sparks was .renominated by acclama- 
tion by the Democratic state conven- 
tion.
